Ts fenfibility a blcfllng or. a cuiTc ?, 
Does it heighten tlie enjoyments 
in proportion as its keen feelings make 
heavier the alllidlions of life?—When 
we obferve how lightly misfortunes aie 
felt by thofe who potlefs not this paf- 
dion, we are almolt tempted to pro¬ 
nounce it a curfe^ but when we conii- 
der the feelings which it gives rife to 
in the human breatt, feelings which are 
both exquilite and inexhaultible, wc 
pronounce it, with fervour, a blcfllng. 
Yet, like all other bledlngs, when car¬ 
ried to excefs, it becomes hurtful; ri- 
. dkulous and dirgiiltful to others, and 
to ourfelves an exhaultlefs fund of mi- 
fji'y. When carried beyond certain 
bounds it ceafes to be (eniibility, it 
may then be more properly termed 

fretfulnefs and dilcontent.-Arpa- 

fia is rich, lovely, and once was gay; 
but taking it into her head that an 
affe6liitioti of cxcedive fenfibility would 
make her irrellitibly charming, (he de¬ 
termined to ado^ it; but millaking 


its mture, is become ridiculous and 
unhappy. She throw's hericif into a 
paroxyfm of grief nt the fight of^a fly 
drowned in her ten, aiui Ins moie than 
once gone into fits at feeing a g}oth 
burn its wingi in a candle. I do not 
pretend to I.Ty rh.tt circuniitances like 
the*;-, trifling as they ate, ought not to 
aji<.i.l a iceling mind; but every one 
ought cartfully^ro avoid making a dif- 
play of feelings which, however amiable 
tliey may be in theirilclves, ai*e, even 
when real, often cenfureJ as aft'eila- 
tiuii. 

When cariicd to this excefs, it alfo 
gives rife to a weak and unmanly dread 
of evils wfiicli may never come to pals; 
which, of all the various paffions th.it 
inhabit the breafl of man and corrode 
hi-i happinefl;, is, perhaps, the molt 
conducive to milify. The man who 
gives way to this unhappy difpolition 
mull be conftaijtly mifcrable; he mull 
alfo be URgratei'ul i for he not only 
looks forwoi'd to the future with ao- 

• pichenfionf 
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prehenCon, but it rendered incapable 
of enjoying the pi-efenr, and the blefll 
angs that are placed within his reach 
are neglected altogether, or received 
with cooineft and difcontent. He fees 
every ob)eci through a rlarkened gla'sj 
be can undertake nothing with (pint, 
becaufe his gloomy iinagiii.ition, ever 
andnftrious in tormenting iUelf, con« 
jures np a thoufand vexations and 
erodes that may attend his enterprize: 
conlequently he becomes weak-minded 
and cowardly.—And of what avail is 
all thisanxirty f It indeed misfortunes 
could fat prevented, or even leTened, 
by anticipation, there would be fume 
colour of realbn for indulging this 
gloomy temper; but as our feais will 
seitber prevent nor diminilh them, as 


torturing our imaginations now will 
not*prevent our feeling the evil thjit 
we dread when it realty arrives, why 
make the whole of our life niiierable^ 
through fear that at fome part of it 
we may meet with misfortunes ? How 
diflerent is the chara£ier of him who 
really poffelTes fenlibility ? Hope is the 
conftarit inmate of hisbofom; his pre- 
fent misfortunes are reduced, nay al.^ 
inoft annihilated, by his hopes of the 
'•future; he receives the gifts of Heaven 
with thankful cheerfulnefs; all men 
are his brothers; and he evinces his 
efenlibility, not by brooding over his 
own misfortunes, but by ufing his ut> 
molt endeavours p alleviate the inif- 
fortunes of thole around him.

THE CAMELEON. 


M Colberry, during his refidcnce 
* in Africa, afeertained the faculty 
attributed to the Cameleon, of living 
upon airalonefor aeonfulcrable length 
•f time: he confined live Cameleon% in 
leparate cages, furrounded by a fine 
gauze, fo as to exclude any iiile6t, or 
iubltance of any dcicription, floating in 
the air. In a few days they liecanic 
thin, and acquired a blackilh grey 
colour, a certain fign oJt their diitiefs ; 
but having arrived at a great degree of 
Icannefs, they remained in the fame 
Aatc for the fp’'r<* of a month, with- 
out any evident dimr.''iver, of their 
ilirngth. At the end of two mun-ti;>, 
they became fo weak and languid as to 
be unable to move from the bottom of 
their cages—their Ikins became almolt 
black, their eyes heavy, and they could 
not* inflate themlelvcs to mure than 
half their ulual lize; they at length 
became nothing mure than animated 
Ikeletons. The firlt that died, exifted 
89days without food; the lecoiul, 91 
days; the third, 105 dlys ; the fourth, 
115 days. The fifth Cameleon had 
been 116 days without food, when M. 
flolberry let it at liberty, and in a fort, 
night it recovered colour and llrength; 
Ihertly after wliich it efcaped from his 
further obfervarion. „ 

The Cameleon lays motionlefs on a 
bou^h, or in the grals, and lets its 
glutinous tongue, which refemblesan 
earth-worm, bang pendant; the tongue 
is probably gifted with a feent, by 
which fmall infeCls are atti acted; and 
when covered with them, it is drawn 


in with allonifliing rapidity. Refer, 
ring to their colour, M. Golberry fiiys. 
When I kept my Cameleons in a 
cage, and plagued or tormented them, 
1 law that they laboured under anguilh 
and rage, which they fenfibly expreiled 
by expiring the air fo flrongly that its 
force became audible; foonafter which 
thele animals became lean, and their. 
fine green colour was tarniflied. On 
continuing to teaze them, they became 
a yellow green ; then a yellow, (potted 
with red; then a yellow brown, fpot- 
ted with red brown; next a brown 
grey, macJ»vd with black. At length 
they became thinner, and aflumed dif. 
ferent lliades; but thele were the only 
colours I could fucceed in making 
them adopt."—M. Golberry wrapped 
them in diflerent coloured fluffs, and 
left them for whole days in that flate, 
but the colour of the animal was never 
alleiled by the practice, and he is of 
opinion that the change of colour is 
produced by its internal motions, and 
the influence of heat or cold, light 
and Jarkneis, health, cafe, &c. I'he 
Cameleon has a power, peculiar to it* 
felf, of moving its eyes in every direc¬ 
tion, and entirely Independent of each 
other. 

'1 he Cameleon is fo organized, as 
not only to infpire a very great quan> 
tity of air, but atfo to retain, abibrb, 
and digeft this fluid, which penetrates 
and filters through all parts of the 
body, fo that even the feet, tiul, and 
eyes, are filled with it.

TOTTENHAM HIGH CROSS. 

[WITH A VIEW.] 


'T'his C’rcfs is litur. tpd on the Eafl lide 
** of the road, almolt in the middle 
of the town, and has been .a crols time 
immemorial. Formerly it was a column 
of wood railed upon a little hillock, 
and of conlidcrablc height, from 
whence the village took the n.ime of 
Tottenh.mi High Crofi,. About 15B0 
it had lour (pars to fupport or keep it 
upright, and t lie top was covered with 
lead, to keep cfl'the water, and preferve 
it from falhng to decay. Being much 
out of repait, it was taken down about 
two hundred years ago, and the prefent 


ftrii^ure raifed in its fle.id by Dean 
Wood, who lived in the boule next 
behind it. The edifice is octangular, 
built with bricks, flniihing at top in a 
point crowned with a weather-cock and 
the initials of the four cardinal pohits,. 
On the South and Well afpeCls were 
placed done dials, one of which is ftill 
remaining; and under the necking in 
the brick-work are made crofles formed 
like the letter T, fiom the Greek T, 
alluding to the foim of the true crofa, 
and calted Tau Crofles.

MR. JUSTICE CROOKE. 

Hts learned Judge has, by hiftorian^ 
been cenl'ured for averfatility which 
can fcarccly he lermed froftffand^ be- 
Caufe, although an advocate pleading 
for his client may, and, fuch is the na¬ 
ture of things, muft, be allowed con* 
iiderable latitude} though he mult, in 
the courfe of his exertions, lie ima¬ 
gined to fee the fame objeds in differ¬ 
ent points of view, as he may, at differ¬ 
ent periods, be engaged, on tides of 
the fame quellion diametrically oppo- 
fite, and becaufe he is, both by law and 
^eaibn, fiippofcd to be placed inexadly 
the lame fituation with the peifun 
whofe caufe he is either urging or 
defending, and is, for the minute, 
believed to have adopted the fame 
fentiments, the fame prejudices, to be 
furnillied with the fime excufes, and, 
with fupeiior talents, to be equally 
intererted in a keen inveftigation of 
the cafe as his client would have been 
if he had (tood in his place and fpoken 
in perfon, as was perhaps the original 
pradice, inftead of availing liimfeTf of 
that brilliant, that illuminated affift- 
ance, which the Bar never fails to fup- 
ply. This may briefly acedunt for that 
verflitillty of difpofition, .or rather/if 
pleading, which has been fometimes 
drawn forth as a fubjeft of obfervation, 
by thofe that had more wit than either 
judgment or diferetion. But although, 
as was obferved, we may excufe, nay 
applaud, the exertions of advocates, 
frequently made againft the grain} 
though we may admire their happy 
turnfy and elegant apologies, for purfu- 
ing a profeffional /i«e, which certainly 
does not demand any, it Teems much 
more difficult, when we meet upon the

T was born at a plantation on the 
^ Kivppahannoc River. It was the 
pulling of corn time, when 'Squire 
Xlulgrove was Governor of Virginia.

The young 'Squire did not live long.

He was killed by a drunken negiir man, 
who found him over flcious with his 
wife. The negur man was hanged alive 
upon a gibbet. It was the middle of 
fummer; the fun was full upon him_} 
the negur lolled out his tongue, his 
eyes feemed darting from their fockets, 
and for three long days his only cry 
was Water! Water! Water! 

'I’he old Gentleman took on to 
grieve mightily at the death of his 
Ion ; he wifticd that he had fent him 
to Britain for his education ; hut after- 
wit is of po ufej and he followed his 
ion to that place where mafter and 
n gjin,_p laBter and Have, muft all at laft: 
lie'Uown together. 

The plantation and negurs now fell 
to the lot of a fecond loft, who had 
gone to Edinburgh to learn the trade 
of a Do£lor.

A t this time, when the writing of 
Sonnets has become fo f.i(hionabie, 
the following remarks on that fpecjps of 
compolition may, peihaps, be accept¬ 
able to my readers. 1 have been fa- 
voured with them by a very ingenious 
friend, who informs me they have been 
of confiderable fervicc to his daughters, 
for whofe inltrudion they were origi¬ 
nally intended. If they do not convey 
much iileful knowledge, they will, I 
hope, afford Tome amufement, and con- 
fequently require no apology for ap. 
peering here. 

ON THE SONNET. * 


Before I attempt to give rules for the 
conftrudion of a Sonnet, it will, I 
think, be proper to define the term. 
A Sonnet, then, is a (hort poem of 
fourteen lines, the rhymes of which 
jare arranged according to certain rules j 
the two firft ftanzas to have but two 
rhymes. 

This we may ftilc the mecbanlfm of a 
Sonnet i but there are likewVe other 
points which were once confidered as 
diiiinguifbing traits of this fpecies of 
poem. It was thought necefiary for 
ft to convey fome beautiful tboqgbt 
or fentiment, ^ and to be peculiarly 
harmonious in its numbers and elegant 
~ its ezprefiions. Both tbefe particulars 


have, however, long been difregarded f 
and I with it to be underttood, that 
what I am attempting to give, are rules 
for the conftruAjon of a modern Sonnet. 

Every fpecies of literary compolition 
may be confidered under three different 
heads, via. /he language, the decora¬ 
tions, and the fentiment; and under 
thefe three heads I (hall arrange my 
remarks on the modem Sonnet. To 
begin, then, vrith the lanj^age; to 
which I (hall join the verfificatioo r 

Obfeurity is one eflential in the lan¬ 
guage of a modern Sonnet. In molt 
other compofitions, we ftrive to write 
with eafe, and to be perfpicuous ; but 
to excel in the Sonnet, we mult aft 
quite the reverfe. Perfpicuity is the 
greatett defeft a Sonnet can pollefs, in 
the modern opinion; and to avoid it 
muff be the conftant endeavour of thole 
who hope to excel. There arc two 
methods of attaining this objeft} bf 
the ufe of obfolete words, and by un¬ 
natural arrangement. An acquaint¬ 
ance with the former may be acquired 
by the perufal of Chaucer, Spenicff 
and tbe other fathers of Englilh poe- 
try ; but 1 believe modern Sonneteers 
think this method too tedums, and in 
general only ftudy the gloflaries, which, 
indeed, to ikim prove equally benefi.

one have been unluccefsful. But al¬ 
though modem poets differ as to the 
nhj'olute neceffitj of a fentiment, they all 
agree, or at ieait the majority, that it 
(liQuld, it admitted, be confined to thr 
bit fianza, and liave not the fmalleit 
connexion with the reft. In coinpofing 
a Sonnet of this fpecies, I know there 
would be a great difficulty to furniotint, 
if the poec had to form the (entimeiit 
in his own mind; but fiircly there is 
no necefiity for this, when there are 
c >llc£tions cf maxims and moral fen- 
tencqs in every bookfeller's (hnu 1 
The great art ti/ the poet who nobly 
ventures to dilcard the fentiment as an 
uiintcellary incumbrance, is, to con- 
ce.^! the want, and to contrive his laii- 
gu.age as if fomething w.as conveyed 
when there really is nothing. This is 
the inoft (iidicult to acconiplilh, and 
requires much prartice. 

The next point 1 have to confider it, 
the decorations of a modern Sonnet, 
which Jo not confilt in apt fimilies'^r 
elegant metajmors, but in certain me¬ 
thods of arranging certain terms, (b 
as to produce a fublime confution. 
Every modern Sonneteer makes great 
uf; of the fun, tfloon, and (lars, which 
the erudite Martinus Scriblerus ftilts 
“ the fitbihiie of nature." Indeed it is 
furpriiuig the variety of methods in 
which they can be employed, and yet 
with feeming novelty. The moon is a 
particular^favourite with this fpecies of 
bards, which lus occafioiied fome peo¬ 
ple to (life them lunatics. All modeni 
Sonnets tell you zhoVit-Cynthia, Luna, 
Diana, the fate oi b of night, or the fobfr 
fuited orb of night, Jldning tbroueh tb' 
peroiious Jiiade, trembling upm the naai'ry 
luajle, gilding aa'dhfdver Jfieett the nuelkia 
round, or Itf'ning to the ha^f$ lover's 
® taUm 
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talf. The owl and the nightingale are 
likewifa of great ufe to a modern Son- 
oeti-er, and^ will admit of an equally 
pirafing variety of defcription. Thus, 
they be introduced as amufing the 
moon with their love-llorieS) or venting 
their forrows amidit the fiience of 
night, each of which exprcfllons can be 
varied almolt without end. 

I fliall now conclude thefe remarks 
with recommending to the young poet 

the perufal of the works of . — and 

■who are the firlt in this way. 
He fliould alfo iliidy with grdat atten* 
tion the treatifc HEPI BA@OY£, or 
** Art of Sinking in Poetry,” of Mar- 
tinus Scriblerus ; in which he wilt find 


every rule necelTary to be obferved !a 
the compofition of modern Sonnets. 
After this, if be think proper, he may 
perufe, as in (lances ot very defedive 
produdions, the fmall poems of Mrs. 
Smith, which, by a ftrange mifnomer, 
(he has entitled Sonnets. By examin¬ 
ing them, be will difcover tneir faults, 
and learn how to avoid hmilar in bis 
own compofitions. Although I cannot 
allow this Lady's. poems to be called 
Sonnets, (be muft not be offended; for, 
as was (kid of Pope's Padorals, if they 
are not Sonnet^, every one mu(t agree 
they are fomething better.

SOME ACCOUNT OF HEtlRY BRACKEN, M.D. LATE OF LANCASTER. 

WRirTEN IX 1797, AND NOW FlaST FUBLISHED. 


U PWARDS of thirty years having now 
eKipfed ft nee the death of this emi¬ 
nent Surgeon and Phyfician, and no- 
thing biographical having yet been 
publiflied refpeding him ; nud being, 
through the favour of his late widow, 
furniihed with a few materials of that 
kind*, 1 think it incumbent upon me 
to lay the (ubttance of them befort the 
public, together with fome other parti¬ 
culars of his life which feem to be yet 
authentically retained in common re¬ 
port. The undertaking, 1 know, is not 
without its dilficulties. The Dodor 
■was a man who, in his time, attraded 
a great deal of public notice, and had 
adive enemies, as well as many friends. 
Hence it will be impoffible to relate his 
hiftory in fuch a manner.as to fatisfy 
every reader, or to appear in all re- 
fpeds duly accurate. Perfonal preju¬ 
dices are cafily conveyed to delcend- 
ants, and therefore the writer can have 
only to (ay, that in his^narrative he has 
vfed his beit endeavours to relate no¬ 
thing but what appeared to him to be 
materially true. 

Henry Bracken, of whom we are 
»ow to fpeak, was the fon of Henry 
Sracken, innkeeper in Lancafter; a 
jnan of pood account, and of a reputa¬ 
ble charader. His boufe was the third 
on the north fide of Church-ftreet, 
above the top of Bridge-Lane; the 


ilgn, what it ftill continues to be, 
7 be Horfe and Farritri and there the 
fubjed of our narrative was born, in the 
year 1^97 f* 

His clafllcal education he had at the 
grammar-fchool in tliat town, under 
Mr. Boardley and the Rev. Thomas 
Holmes; but whether he (ignalized 
liimfcif as a feholar (as he certainly 
would as a fpirited and adive boy) is not 
at this diltance of time to be learned. 

When of a proper age, his father was 
fortunate enough to get him fixed as an 
apprentice for lix years with Dr. Tho¬ 
mas Worthington, of Wigan; at that 
time a man of the highelt eitimation of 
any in the North of England, both as m 
Phyfician and Surgeon. The Dodor 
foon difeovered the fupertor abilities 
of his pupil, and he feconded them as 

E articularfy with bis inftrudions ; foi* 
e was not more eminent for his (kill 
than his induftry; and, to do full juf. 
tice to the engagement he had entered 
into with regard to the young men 
confided to his tuition, he not only 
ledured them confiantly on the caufea 
and cures of the vai ious maladies which 
occurred in his exteniive pradice, buf 
provided a chemical elaboratory for 
their ufe, and fuperintended and ex¬ 
plained to them the nature of their 
occafional experiments: A tnoft wor. 
thy example, of late 1 fear but little

^chanical trade to the higheft profeflion, 
apprentices Teem to be now left almolt 
wholly to themfelves, to gather from 
mere 'pra6fice, the ufe of the (hop, the 
deik, and tlveir own ingenuity, all that 
is^ enjoined to be taught them in the 
ftipulatiuns of their indentures. 

But how very different is this to 
what is expected from a fchool-mafter, 
whofe quarterage for an individual 
bears but a finall proportion to the 
gratuity which arifes from moft ap¬ 
prentices where a fee is required at 
all I And how ought jhe recollection 
of thefe points to lead to a double 
reformation in our domcilic conduct! 
In the tutor's cafe, fcarce an hour of 
the time of fchool attendance can pals 
without fomething being directed par- 
ticularly to each pupil for the improve¬ 
ment of his knowledge or his beha- 
vioQr i which is furelj^ a moft import¬ 
ant fervice, worthy of imitation 111 all 
kinds of tuition, and of which it is to 
be hoped parents will Ihortly become 
fo fenlible as willingly to reward the 
early tutors of their children in a man¬ 
ner fuificiently liberal to Induce the 
properly qualified to undertake the 
talk, and to give them a rank in life 
far abuve that into which the fordid- 
nefs and thoughtleiTiiefs of the times 
have lately funk them. 

On his leaving Dr. Worthington, 
our )roun^ pupil went to St. Thomas’ 
Hofpital, in London j and, lifter conti- 
nuing there as long as be thought it to 
his advantage, in order to increafe both 
the range and (bale of his experience, 
he proceeixikto the Hotel-Dieu, in Paris, 
where, through the means of the Earl 
of Stair, our AmbalTador then there, 
he had the French Kilty's letters of li¬ 
cence to be admitted into the Chamber 
ef Midwiferjf, When he had fatisfied 
his thirlt for profelfional knowledge 
in thefe fchools, be direCfed his Iteps 
to L^dcn, to itudy under the illuftri- 
ous Boerbaave, whofe leCfures he at¬ 
tended fifteen monthsj and where his 
abUities and conduft fo won upon that 
' amiable profeflbr, as to gain his friend- 
ihip and efteem j and in proof of which 
he honoured him with his correfpund- 
cnce after their reparation j nor did he 
lieglcft any other opportunity to give 
the fulleft teftimony to the abilities 
and indulhy of (b hopeful a pupil. 


Diploma does not now appear; bat 
moft probably he had it from that Uni- 
verfity. 

On bis return from the Continent he 
again vifited London ; and after a fewr 
months' reiidence there, through the 
perfuafion of his friends, he was in¬ 
duced to try his fortune in his native 
•place ill the profeiftoti of phylic and 
furgery. Though this was a good deal 
againft bis own judgment, (as the town 
and neighbourhood of Lancalter were 
then far from poflefling their prefent 
opulence and number of inhabitants,) 
and alfo in diieCb onpofition to the 
force of a well-known proverb j yet, 
on the trial, he fucceeded beyond the 
hopes of his wannelt advifers. Hs was 
fail! to have beeji particularly fortunate 
in the whole coiirfe of his practice { 
and having at the out-fei perfuimed 
fome very extraordinary cures in both 
branches of his art, hib name fbon be¬ 
came famous all around : and, ere many 

f xars had palled, lu great was his popu- 
arity, and lb high the general o}>inion 
of his abilities, that 1 e acquired a repu¬ 
tation perhaps I'uperior to that ul his 
neiglihoiuing mailer, and whole d'ath 
he had to lament not long after, or 
about the year 17iS. 

Wfien he was a little fixed in biifi- 
ne!'s, he nvirried*Mi(s Ann Hopkins, 
daughter of Mr. Cliriftopher Hopkins, 
of Lancalter, lialioner and bookfiller j 
a man of exteiilive knowledge, yreat 
ingenuity, and equal integrity. It de- 
ferves, alfo, to be remembered of him, 
that he was well (killed in Greek and 
J-atin and mult of the modern lan¬ 
guages, and.remarkable for having ne¬ 
ver drank any Itrong liquors. An anec¬ 
dote, lliewing^his loyalty and zeal for 
tli^prefent £ltab!i(liment,may alfo me¬ 
rit to be here noticed. In the rebellion 
of the year 1715, he bought up a quan¬ 
tity of gunpowder in Lancalter, and 
threw it pulilickly into a draw-well, 
then in the market-place, to prevent 
its falling into the hajidsof the rebels*. 
On a (light view of this aCt, it may 
feem to manifelt more zeal than diN 
cretion; as it was very ealy to have 
rendered tlie gunpowder ufeiefs many 
ways, without doing a temporary da¬ 
mage to any thing. But his intent 
feems to have been, by the fingularity 
of the deed, to get it ftrengly reported,

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that he had deftroyed that article to 
prevent the rebels from ill-treating any 
of the inhabitants of the town, in order 
to extort it from themj as they were 
known, on account ot their fo'-eign 
trade, to have always a confiderable 
quantity by them. 

Our young practitioner's fame and 
bulinefs now grew every dayinore and 
more extenfive, particularly as to his * 
fkill and dexterity in tutting for tlie 
itone, and he quickly became .acquaint, 
ed with leveral ofthefirli gentlemen in 
the neighbourhood and the country. 
Uncommon I'uccefs, nlfo, itili teemed 
to favour his praCtire; infumuch, that 
his repiitaiion w.is in a (hort time not 
confined to his native diftriCI, btst had 
reached to the metropolis, and even 
the lemoteft corners of the kingdom, 
from whence were frequently Tent hiiii 
both patients ami cafes of dillicnlty *. 

It will be. found in the f'qiiel, that 
the adliviiy of his mind direited his 
attention to leveral things foreign to 
his prolellion ; which, joined'with the 
hurry cf his great practice, prevented 
him a good while from drawing up any 
thing III writing relating to ir, except 
now and tlien a flight eifiy in the 
newfp.ipers or magazines. At length, 
however, he was Itimulated to do (oine- 
thing more by the late Lord StTange 
and bir Nathaniel CufZon, who wifhed 
to have Ills opinion of Captedn BurJons 
PocUt lamer, and who, equally with 
himfelf, were admirers of the noble 
animal to which the book relates. 7 'his 
he gave in a feries of notes fo much 
to their fatisfadlion, that they wifhed 
him to print them. They then further 
urged him to write fometUing more at 
l^ ge on the fubje£t, which he did in a 
work, in two volumes, called, Farripry 
Improved 5 or, A Complete Treatife on the 
Art of Farriery, which was publifhed by 
fubfeription in 1737, and was fo well 
received as to pal's through a nuniber 
of editions. 

He then continued to write occa. 
fionalW on different branches of his 

f rofelTion} as on Midwifery, the Small 
'ox, the Difeafes of the Eye, the Na- 
tare and Origin of the Stone and Gra* 


vef, See .; and, beiides what he fent 
thus to the prefs, he wa^ often inferr¬ 
ing little elTays in the newfpapers ; 
to which he always thought it proper 
to fign his name But a complete lift 
of his works his widow was not able to 
fupply, nor does the writer of this ac- 
coiinr find cme tafy to pruCtire. 

In all this we fee grounds for great 
popularity} but theie were others 
uh’ch tended marei islly to increaie 
its extent. He was of a mult pleafant 
and f'aretious temper j fond of a juke, 
cither verb.-!! or playful} had an agree¬ 
able voice,and ftill niuie agieeable man¬ 
ner of fpeaking, «lrth he could ac- 
cominod.iie to people of all ranks in 
life } and he ever, and on principle, 
would life the fame freedom in talking 
with thufeof the lowellclalsss he would 
life with his equals. This made him 
gcueially beloved, and almolt adored 
by thofe who efteemed his notice a 
degree of condcfcei'fion. And hence 
it was, that the piibtic-houfe in China- 
lane, where he iifed often to fpend his 
threepence in the evening, was much 
reforted to for the fake of snjoying his 
converfation. 

Under thefe circumftances, with a 
mind of his lively calt, confeious of 
fuperior abilities, and of an undaunted 
fpirit, it is natural to think he would, 
at times, be inclined to fpeak pretty 
freely of perfons and things, and to 
(ay there was tneamiefs nndtJolly where 
he fancied "he law a mean and a Joobjh 
atlion. 1 am far from wifhing to niti 
niiate by this, tliat he was prone to 
calumny } 1 believe he was not} but 
to fuggelT, that by the forWfhid point 
ednefs with which he generally made 
his renuirks, he muff, like other men, 
by theie remarks have given uccafional 
offence. 

Few people are without their ene¬ 
mies: thofe of fuperior abilities never. 
Envy, fays the poet, nvill merit at its 
Jhade purfue. And, putting all the above 
circumftances together, we cannot be 
furprifed to find that Dr. Bracken had 
his (hare. Indeed he had his full 
(hare, and thofe equally malevolent

CHRISTMAS AND NEW-YEAR’S CUSTOMS ABROAD. 


E very where in the Chriftian world, 
the feltivity, in honour of ihe birth 
of our Saviour, biitigs with it mirth as 
well as coiifolution. The faithful ac¬ 
knowledges, with gratitude, tli^ im- 
meafurable goodnefs ef a Divine Pro¬ 
vidence; the Phi'ofopher admires its 
utility, its ncceifity, was it even a hu¬ 
man inllitution ; the Dcilt cannot but 
envy the conlbbtory belief of the 
Chriftian: and Atliciils muft: tremble 
for a futurity, in which fo many wife 
men have confided, and which fo many 
good men expe6t with certainty. It 
carries, with it numerous pleating re- 
mtmbrances for virtuous old age; it

holds forth happinefs to man ; it gives 
pleaAire to youth, and hope to all ages j 
to the cradle as to the death-bed. It 
encourages the young to ftruggle with 
coiiilancy agaiiiit the temptations of 
vice and torments of misfortunes ; and 
rewards l.ibuuraiid vi£lc#y on the bor¬ 
ders of the grave with the pleating pro. 
fpeif of a bkfted eternity. 

In the South and in the North of 
Europe, among the Roman Catholics 
as well as among the Lutherans and the 
Proteftants, Chriftmas is^^-t holy, 
more than Eafter or Whitlunday. 
Children then receive pre/ents from 
their parents, (ervants from their maf-

lovers are permitted to explain, in verfe 
or profe, the caule of their fighs. Fa* 
milies and friends then meet together $ 
the rich in Aimptuous repatts, in bril> 
Jiant balls, in fplendidly ornamented 
halls} whilft the poveriv of garrets 
ihares its fcanty meals with the wretch- 
ednefs of cellars. They all alike re¬ 
peat the facred and refpeflable hofpi- 
tality and cuftom of eighteen centu¬ 
ries } and, from the more or lei's fim- 
plicity of Tome of the iiiages, it may 
be concluded, that they^originate, with 
little change, from the times of the 
Apoftles, when all Cbrittians were re¬ 
garded as brothers, and all thared the 
iame tables as well as the fame dan- 
gers. 

More corrupted and richer than the 
North, in the South of the European 
continent every thing is profufion and 
pageantry. A Chriftian of the firll cen - 
tury would, at a midnight mafs on 
Chriftmas Eve, at Rome or Madrid, 
at Naples or Vienna, believe liimfelf 
in the Temple of Heathen Divinities, 
crowded with the pompons (hews of 
vows, from trembling fuperiUtion or 
repenting crime. A C'hriit in a cradle 
of gold or (ilver, fct round with dia¬ 
monds, and a Virgin Mary dreiVed in 
lace and embroidery, and decorated 
with jewels, are exhibited to adoration 
in the churches of the Roman Catho¬ 
lics, all richly and artfully Hluminated 
with chryftal lamps and luftres, and 
numerous large tapers} communion 
bread is devoutly offered and handed 
about} ai¥i,«.whilil; a perfume of the 
fir It odours pleafes or ftrikes the fenfes 
with admiration, mufic, vocal and in- 
ftrumental, and a concert of the Hrfl 
ifluficians, finifhed by a chorus of hun¬ 
dreds of thefirtt fingers, penetrate into 
the heart, command melancholy, or 
infpire recollc£tion. All convents, 
epifcopal hotels, and the houfes of the 
inferior clergy, are ornamented with 
woven or embroidered tapeftries, re- 
prefenting the hiltory of the birth of 
*o&r Saviour; and, until the twelfth 
*~Migl^«lms in provifions or money are 
di^ibuted to all the poor who prefent 
tbemfelves, andcoliefiions are made at 
the churches, or in private houfes, for 
thofe who, from ficknefs, infirmity, or 
, modedy, are prevented from appearing 
During thefe twelve days, 

' priv3'’e balls are very frequent, accom- 
pant; i hy entertainments and prefents, 
ahd until tht public balls 


and mafqueradet df the Carnival re- 
ftore a community of pleafure, between 
the inhabitants and vifitors, between 
the people of the country and ftrangers^ 
between all who can afford to pay, who 
have curiofity to fee otliers, or vanity 
to exhibit themfelves. 

Even in Protelbint Germany, the 
sChridmas cultoms are moftly the fame 
wit-h thofe of the Roman Catholics, 
except in Hanover, in the Lutheran 
part of Pruflis, and in HoUlein, where 
the fame ufages are obferved by all 
clafTes offbe inhabitants as only among 
the lower claffes ig England; but in 
Denmark, Sweden, and Norway, in 
differing little from each other, they 
aire totally different from all other 
nations of Europe. In Sweden an<k 
Norway, where the winter often lets 
in witl) October, the people count 
every day, nay almoft every hour, that 
approaches to Chridmas, and they en¬ 
joy for months the feuding of fome 
days. I'he peafants of thofe countries 
feldom tade a iiiorfel of bread unmixed 
with ground bones or bark of trees, 
and wheaten bread never but at Chrid¬ 
mas ^ dried fifb, and particularly pickled 
herrings, are their common nourifh- 
inent indead of meat, except at Chrid¬ 
mas, Eadcr, and VVhitl'unday, when 
falted or Imoaked meat oftener than 
fidi is enjoyed. 

In OSuber, every year, beer is brewed 
nil over the country; and chofen pieces 
of meat, from oxen, rein-deers, or bears, 
are finoakcd, to be preferved until 
Chridmas Eve. The dinner-hour that 
day is eleven, and tiie dinner is rather 
a lunch. At fix, the fo-much-defired 
f'upper is upon the tabic, and conlids of 
a difh of dock»fi(h drefled in milk, a 
piete of finoaked beef, or, for the poor, 
imoaked mutton, a large rice pudding, 
which is eaten with cream, and with 
wine by the in^^fich; a kind of white 
partridge roadeJ (bought for a penny) 
IS I'erved to each perfon ; and the fup- 
per ends with fome dried fruits and 
fmall nuts. The drink is corn brandy 
intermixed with water, and the ChriiU 
mas beer a fort of brown ale, .pleafing 
to the pahte, but heady. At this 
repaff, all perfuns are drelTed in their 
holiday clothes, and try to have fome- 
thing new, to be congratulated upon 
for their good choice, and to obtain 
wifhes to wear it with health and pi'u- 
fperity. In the middle of fupper, the' 
door is fuddenly opened by a man, 
who'has his Itcatl covered fo as ‘to be.

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tinknown, and carries a balket contain¬ 
ing the Chriftmas boxes, condlting, 
indeed, of tiifles, bat giving mote 
real and innocent pleafure than preients 
** of valtie, which the dependent or needy 
receive oftcner from pride and ofteuta- 
tion than from humanity or generofity. 
A prayer-book, worth one milling and 
ixpence, is one of the moft valuably 
gifts, even where the fit'll people intiie 
place, the Colleftor and the Filcal, with 
ihtir wives, are prefent. What is in¬ 
tended for the fervants is diilributed to 
them by their mailers and sniilrefles, 
and they appear in an inllant in the 
room to ihew it, and to make a courtefy. 
During the fupper, fomc children of 
the village ling fcveral liyn-ns in praife 
ofthe Virgin and her Sent. After /'up¬ 
per, they villt the thik:!ren'’s chamber, 
illuminated with coloured candles i pon 
a large table, containing rnund ctLes, 
gingerbread, and other cakes, heaped 
up one upon another in a pyramidital 
form, one for each child, more or lels 
high, as the condu6l of the child has 
been dining the year. Thofe cakes 
are to remain untouched until Chriil- 
mas is over. Neatly the fame ulage 
prevails in Soain, Italy, and Germaiiv, 
with this difference, that between thuVe 
pillars of cakes is an artificitd tree, 
«ontaining wax figitfes of the Virgin, 
of Ciirifl, of Jofepb, &c. among th.: 
leaves. Before nine o'clock, llranjcrs 
retite, and every btuly goes to bed. 
No fooner is midnight over, then a 
chorus of the childien and fer-.ants 
comes to your chainbei -door,and willies 
you a good Chriitmas. At one o’clock 
in the morning you are called np to 
btcakfail, and the firlt fervice begins 

two. 

In entering the wooden church,, all 
painted, or rather daubed over, you 
fee every perfon with one or two can¬ 
dles before him or her, painted in dif- 
iierent colours and ihanners; all per- 
fons carrying with them tl.eir own 
Sandies and candlcilicks, of the fize 
they can afford, anil the colour (hey 
like. No filver candleliicks were fccti, 
few of other metals, but moll of them 
of carved or gilt wood. , 

The iervice, fays our Correfpondent, 
began with a fiiort pfalnr, and then the 
Curate's fon^ a yovng Ichool-boy, after 
isany bows to the congregation, placed 
bimfelf before the altar, and fung, in a 
Jiind of lolo, fnme paragraphs Ircm a 
^^apter in the Bible, about the birth of 
HUriil. That dene, the Curate alceiid- 


ed the pulpit, and preached extemporf' 
for near an hour, and a pfalm again 
finiflied the fervice. At four, anotner, 
and at fix the lall fervice began, both 
nearly refembling the firlt; and all 
three were over before eight o'clock 
in the morning. In anfwer to my 
queftion, why the fervice commenced 
fo early ? the. Curate told me, that the 
extent of the parilhes, in foine parts of 
his country, goes to thirty and forty 
miles, and the parilhioners would not 
he home in time to enjoy Chriftmas 
Day, the only happy day for moff of 
them in the yex', was he to detain them 
later. He added, this is the only holi¬ 
day I am obliged to preach three ex¬ 
tempore fermons. This cultom is, how^ 
ever, more probably, a remnant of the 
Roman Catholics* midnight mafs- 
At our return from church, a warm, 
beer foup, fweetened with molalTes, 
and the beef from the fupper, were 
olFcrr,'! as refreOiments. At twelve 
o’clrck we all dined with the Col- 
tetilor, nearly in the manner we had 
fupped, with the addition of a roalt- 
ed wild fowl of the fize of a turkey, 
called in their language ELaeder, of an 
ag;teable flavour, and a pot of artificial 
cofi'ee from burned oak, dried furrel, 
&c. After dinner, the Colleflor made 
a fmall bowl of punch from arrack, 
containing juft a wine glafs of liquor 
for each of us. At five o’clock, the 
fupper w’ag upon the table, and plenty 
of beer drank, with wilhes that they 
might all meet again happy at another 
C'hrifimas. During the whole day, 
and all the following days of my Hay, 
the children of the villagewere finging 
hymns before the heufes of the Curate, 
ofthe Colle6lor, and of the Fifcai} and 
thefe tlirce perfons continued each ii 
turn to treat the two others and their 
families nearly in the faiiie manner 
as on Chriftmas Day, only, with the 
difference that, except New Year’s 
Day, every evening wa? finilhed by a 
dance for an hour, of their children, 
at the finging of their mothers, no 
mufician being in the parifh. • 

At midnight, on New Yearns Eve,,.-.- 
I was again diilurhed by the choTua 
of the children and fervants, to with roe 
a good new year, and called to attend 
divine fervice, which began an hour 
later, and was over an hour earlier, 
than Chriftmas morning, and confifted <* 
only of two fermons. All the pallTh 1 I**j 
loners now followed their paftor to hia 
houfe, where thev brought hint pre- 
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tknti of butter, cheefe, eggs, dried 
or piclded rein-deer, or bear*s-fle(h, 
dec. and in return received each a 
glafs of brandy. All of them ki^ed 
. the hands' of the Curate’s wife, and 
Ibme of them even thofe of the Curate. 
Ounng that day, all perfons who met 


in the year, whiift her hufband, with 
half that falaiy, could ^ttry tmU bring 
up feven children. This gopd woman, 
when 1 alked her what I c^d do for 
her family, for their horpitality to¬ 
wards a llranger, told me, with much 
dmplicity, that if I could afford it^ and 
would fend her hulband from Oot> 


in wilhing a good new year. The 
Curate told me, that in the towns and 
cities all clalTes of people vifit or leave 
their cards on New Y^r's Day j and 
that a negleft of it is always regarded as 
an affront. Superiors d>ftribute pre- 
(entsto their inferiors, who dothe fame 
among themfelves} and mailers reward 
the zeal or fidelity of their fervants, as 
on the Chriltmas eve. In all coffee- 
boufes and taverns, a pewter-plate is 
placed upon the bar, where the cuftom> 
crs put fome money for the waiters, 
who, (luring the year, never demand or 
expe^ any thing from regular cuftom- 
ers. This hft ufage is followed and 
improved upon in France, Italy, and 
Germany, where the waiters,in ierving, 
offer each cuftomer a cornet of paper 
containing fome fweetmeats or con- 
feftionary dainties, and expeft in re« 
turn a prefent in money. 

It was the conftant cuftom of this 
good Curate, not to fuffcr any body 
in his houle to remain in bed after 
fix o'clock in the morning, or to begin 
any work before morning-prayers j the 
family, lervants, and vifitors,*were all 
colletted in the lame room, and re¬ 
mained upon their knees until prayers 
were over. After fupper every night, 
the fame ceremony took place with the 
eveiiing'prayers { and though this edi¬ 
fying devotion continued nearly half- 
an-bour each time, I never obferved 
any thing but attention even in the 
children. Prayers of a Quarter of an- 
hour were regularly faid before and 
after each repatt; and the Curate often 
interrupted the innocent dance of the 
children, by alking them to pray and 
fing hymns, to which they iubmitted 
with a eheerfulnefs which proved they 
had been inftrutted, that in doing their 
du( 5 ',( 0 '*sheir Creator, they enjoyed 
the firtt of all earthly pleaftirea. 

The great dittance from all towns, 
•nd the few ivants of the people, made 
•very thing ve^cheap in this pai’t of 
||ie country. Tlie Curate's wife often 
wM- me, that the CoUeAor muft be

about the morality of his parilhionei-s, 
he told me, with a groan, that three 
years ago a crime had been committed|^ 
which had excited alike the wrath 
of Heaven and the fcandal of the See $ 
bccaufe the daughter of a pealant was 
reduced by a Dauifli Officer, and bad a 
baftard child. Bpt, added he, though 
file died in a (hort time, and very re¬ 
pentant, both myfelf, my wife, and our 
neighbours,' have often feen the devil, 
lince Ihe was buried, walk in the church¬ 
yard, fometiines under the figure of a 
white bear, and at other times as a 
black wolf with fire in his mouth and 
eyes j and we have been feveral times 
difturbed in the night by the ratt1ing< 
of chains, and complaints, in the very 
voice of the unfortunate girl, whicn 
only our fincere prayers caufed to ceafe. 
The crolTss you obferve upon the in- 
fide and oiitfide of every door, laid the 
Curate’s wife, are there to prevent her 
evil fpirit or the devil from penetrating 
our’boufetl 

At laff, on the tenth day, informa¬ 
tion arrived that the lakes were entirely

From Dr. Leland, whofe KiAiicy of 
Irdand, in our Author's opwion* 
claims cla%al pre-eminence amongA 
the modern produdions upon toia 
fubjed, m have the following concifo

rageiy abound in their annals. To 
«erfe and mafic they are peculiarly 
addidled. They who are poiTefled of 
any fuperior degree of knowledge^ 
they wlio operate on their^ fancies or 
paihons by the livelieft ftrains of pot* 
try, are held in extraordinary venera- 
fion. The minifters of their i^ligion 
are accounted more than human. To 
all thefe they fubmit their contefts} 
they confider them as oracles of law 
and policy. But reflexion and the 
gradual progrels of refinement con. 
vince them of the necelfity of fettled 
laws. The principles of equity and 
independence implanted in the human 
breafty they receive with delight j but 
the violence of paflion (till proves fupe. 
rior to their reftraint. Private imuries 
are*revenged by force ; and inlolent, 
ambitious Chieftains ftill recur to 
arms.'* The outline and colouring of 
this portrait is admitted to be juft j and 
by reference to the earlier paits of the 
Irilh annals, Mr. Plowden has been 
enabled, with this guide, to trace and 
account for the oripn, nature, and 
continuance of that national cbarafler, 
out of which arife the ttrongeft reafons 
for the Union. 

The curious reader is gratified in 
this part of the preliminary Chapter, 
with an account of the great antiquity 
of the Irifti. The pride ,pf anceftry, 
it is aflerted, has a peculiar effect upon 
the Irilh. Their ancettors were un¬ 
doubtedly Scyibians, or, as they were 
afterw^rjjls criled, Pbetmciaus ; and it 
i^ gmeral belief, that a ScytbUm or 
l^cenician colony fettled in Ireland § 
and as the Cartbagimans received the 
*ule of letters from the Pbeemdans, the 
Rrongeft proofof the origin of the Irifli 
being derived from a colony of Scy. 
thians, is founded in the wonder ful 
limilari^, or rather in the identity, 
of the rhoenician and Irifii languages. 
A fpecimen of the two languages is 
given at page 5. 

<i Dio nation, now upon the face of 
the globe, can boaft of fuch a certain 
hnd remote antiquity j none can trace 
inftancea of fuch early civilization} 
none pofleA fuch irremigable proofs 
of their origin, lineage, and duration 
dfgovernijMnt.-~The Irilh have always 
prided tblmlelves.upon having kepf uji 
a longer futeelMn Of Monarchs than 
another kingdom of Cha world. This 


race of Kings the Irilh call all 

of them having delcended from firbtr, 
Enmn, and m, the three fons of MiU- 
fau, who was the leader of the Scy. 
thian expedition from Spain { the firft 
fettlers in Ireland, in the year of 
our Lord 1170, one of the inincea 
of U^tr boaiteu to Pope Alexander 
,ni. of an uninterrupted fucceflion 
of 197 Kings of Ireland down to his 
time. I'he moderate allowance of ten 

i ears to^ the reign of each of thefe 
Lings will fill the f^iace of 1970 years} 
zoo yeans being a moderate allowance 
for thofe reigns which exceeded that 
duration. This *nearly correfponds 
with the time about zooo years 
before the birth of Chrift), at which 
molt of the Irilh annalifts date the 
arrival of the •Phoenician or Scythian 
colony from Spain under Milefius.*' 
Giving-all due credit to the accuracy 
of our Author's relearches, and kee|*. 
ing conftaqtly in view the national 
partiality of all annalifts and hiftorians 
in their attempts to dignify the firft 
origin of their relpedlive countries, 
the fallacy 0/ the above cited claims 
of antiquity will ftill be apprent on 
the pages of the ancient part of uni. 
verfat faiftory, where it will be found, 
tbatjthe Hebrew and the Chinefe na¬ 
tions claim an grigin of much higher 
date in antiquity uian the Irilh. The 
fuperiority may hold good with refpeft 
to the modern kingdoms of Europe j 
and may ferve to account for an obfer. 
vation which, according to.our Au. 
thor, has been frequently and juttiy 
made, •< that more family pride is 
retained by the Irifli, even in extreme 
indigence, then by any other nation { 
and it is as remarkable, that we cyn 
djfcover no period in the Irilh hiftory 
at which this family pride was not 
attended with miichievous eife£ls, 

** The governmenf introduced l^the 
firft fettlers wasvof a peculiar call. They 
divided the country into four pro. 
vinces, viz. Ulfiir, Lmfitr, 
and Cottnaugbt, each of which had its 
King} and at the head of thefe four 

S rovincial Kings was placed a fiipreme 
(onarch. "to the fupreme they all 
paid tribute, as a mark of fubjeaion, 
though they were, in all other refpe£is, 
abfoiute and independent within their 
refpeHive provinces. 

« Not only the throne', but all the 
pofts of honour and profit under the 
Hate were elcAivei not indeed* out of 
V * the 
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the nation at tarn, but out of particu* 
\is fepts or famnies: in the eie^ions, 
military tatenU outweighed civil ac. 
complilhments | but, upon the whole, 
honours and emoluments were difpoled 
of to the moft worthy. The pride of 
families, and even pretentions to be¬ 
long to feme of the royal docks of their 
ancient provincial or fovereign Kings, 
which cxifts to this day, is a relid: and ‘ 
natural confequence of their ancient 
political conititutions. 

** In viewing the long duration of 
the infelicity of Ireland fince it has 
been dependent upon or connefled 
with England, it is impoflTible not to lay 
the largett (hare of its calamities to the 
account of that monftrous anomaly in 
politics imperium in imperio. The only 
radical cure has now ,been afmlied. 
The rellitution of Ireland to iound- 
nefs, and even vigour of conditution, 
now refts with Great Britain, which, 
lince the Union, is compelled, from 
polic]^ and intertft, to infure the moli 
Dcnehcial effeds to this national in¬ 
corporation.'* It is not neceflary to 
enter more minutely into the details 
of the early and tingular rulloms of the 
Iriih; of their particular and local 
prejudices and prepnfleflions, which 
our Author maintains will now vaniih, 
and die away; we ihall, tberefore,*pro-

** Immediately preceding the inya- 
tion of that kingdom by the £nglilli» 
the Iriih hiftory prefems to us a conti¬ 
nued icerie of inteftine diiTention, tur* 
bulence, and faAion. About the year 
of our Lord 1166, Roderick O'Connor, 
who was of the houfe oi ffrrmoK, and 
therefore of undoubted nock, 

was raifed to the Monaichy, and gene¬ 
rally fubmitted to, by the whole king¬ 
dom. His profpeft of a happy and 
peaceful reign was foon clouded by the 
revolt ot feverabof the petty IGngs or 
Princes, who had iworn allegiance to 
him. ^arceiy had be reduced them to 
obedience, when he was called upon by 
O'Rourke, King of BreiTny, to aflilt 
him in avenging himfelf ot Detmod, 
King of Leintter, by whom he had 
been grofsly injured. Whilft O’Rourke 
WMS abfent on a pilgrimage, bis wife, 
who bad lung conceived a criminal pal- 
tion for the King of Leintter, confented 
to elope, and lived with him in public 
adultery. O’Rourke lucceeded in 
routing the Monarch to avenge his 
caule, who immediately led a power¬ 
ful force to his aitiitance. The whole 
kingdom took fire at the perfidy and 
iniquity of Dermod, who looked in 
vain for fuppprt from his own fubjefis. 
He was hated for his tyranny, and the 
Chieftains of Leinfoer not only refufed 
to enliit under his banner in fo ini¬ 
quitous a cAife, but openly renounced 
Uieir allegiance. Dermod, thus de¬ 
ferred by his fubjefis, was inflamed 
with rage at the dilappointment, and 
refolved to faci ifice his all to ibj^al 
revenge. Unable to weather the ftot,n 
that was gathering, he took Ihippitig 
fecretly, and repaired to Henry II.,, 
who was then in France, for proteclion 
and revenge. Henry, a profligate char 
h&er, liftened to the leducing language 
and great promifes of Dermod, invaded 
Ireland, reintiated him in bis domi¬ 
nions, and then fecured to himfelf

fo many centuriet* towards the 
lifh, originated not in the, difference 
of religion which took place after the 
Kefomution in the reign of Henry 
VIII. No! it was the ill-fated po. 
licy of the Englilh Government in 
thofe times* not only not to coalefce 
and unite with the native Irilh, but to 
go every poffible length in fomenting 
and perpetuating diilention* animofity* 
and hatred between' the two nations* 
during the reigns of*fixteen of our 
Monarchs. It would occupy too many 
pages in our mifcellany to enumerate 
the different oppreffions of the fervants 
of thofe Sovereigns intruded with mili- 
ta^ and civil power in Ireland j let it 
fumce to notice a few of the molt 
defpptic.

* With regard to the Author's Theory, 
Mr. W« undertakes, in an attempt from 
which the praife of great ingenuity 
cannot be withheld, to explain ^ the 
phenomena of Galvanifm on elenrical 
principles: the former he confiders as 
*' the evolution of electricity from con> 
ducting bodies, forming one.of their 
conftituent parts, and dilenpged by 
a ehemical procefs; while the latter 
is the fame principle rendered apparent 
to our fenfes, hy the temporary changes 
of non>condnCting bodies to a con* 
ducting Hate.*' All the Galvanic phe* 
nomena, therefore, feem to him to 
aecord with the principles of electri¬ 
city, and to be regulated by the lame 
laws. Notwithftanding this opinion 
refueCting the identity of Galvanifm 
and elemicity, Mr. W. conceives, 
according to our prefent knowledge, 
they may be thus diitinguilhed: “Gal- 
vanifm is the portion of eleCtricity 
which forms a component part of the 
conducting body in the aCt of under¬ 
going a uiange from a greater (o a 
lc($ Hate, while eleCtricity is the refult 
of a temporary change in non-con- 
duCling bodies, infoinuch that their 
capacities become by attrition mo¬ 
mentarily inci-eafed. Galvanifm," he 
adds, “ is never produced by any 
changes in uon-condudors, while elec¬ 
tricity is produced by them alone." 
Another paflage thus deicribes the na¬ 
ture of Galvanic combination : “ Two 
fini^ar metals, and an interpofed fluid, 
ora Angle metal expofed to the aCtioti 
of two different fluids, or any one of 
the conducing Athitances on which 
unecyial actions can be induced by 
different fluids, conftisutes a Angle 
Galvanic combination i a feries of fuch 
combinations is denominated a Gal¬ 
vanic battery.'* Mr. W. has certainly 
carried his views of Galvanifm further 
than any of his predeceflbrs. Time, 
however, <* the grand difeoverer," 
muff determine how far he is juffifl^ 

V Itllthe fentiments he has formed; and 
^ hwhout entering further on the Tub- 
psCt, it may be fulHcient in this place to 
obierve, that his theory feemt neitbcf 


io have been haftlly formed, nor 
deftitute of many aigumeats iit|itit 
favour} though it muft be acknow¬ 
ledged, the luppoAtion that ** Oal- 
vaniAn is the ve^ intermediate prin¬ 
ciple .between matter and fptrit,'* sSill 
fcarcely be received without, rartber 
information and more certab grounds. 
In a future edition, it may bis worth 
Mr. W.*8 conAderatton, whether the 
title of hit work might not be altered, 
fo as to convey a better idea of its con¬ 
tents! thehiitorical details clearly form 
the prominent featai*e in the work, 
and fliould havC^'beeii diftinguiflied as 
fuch. 

It were greatly to be wiflied, that the 
medical and moH important application 
of Galvanifm had promiied better pro- 
fpeCts of fuccefs: after the molt careful 
experiments, few determinate data have 
been obtained. In fome paralytic cafes,, 
and even in deafnefs, it has not been 
thought entirely ufelefs; and in TpaA 
modic affeCtiotis it Teems to have afford¬ 
ed invariabe relief} neither has it beeii 
altogether inefficacious in relieving, 
or at lealt moderating, mental derange¬ 
ment of fome peculiar kinds} and 
ftrong hopes are entertained, from 
what has already been attempted, of 
its good efleCIs in ca'es of fufpended 
animation. Every one will agree with 
Mr. W. that this fuhjeCl is worthy of 
molt ferious attention. Then, indeed, 
will the difcqyery of Galvaui Ihine with 
briglueft luftre, and its true value be 
eiliniated, when it contributes to foothe 
the bed of Acknefs, and heal the fulfer- 
ings of our common natur^: a^ jrer- 
haps it may be added, nothing mort ef 
fuch a benefit to mankind can compem- 
late for the experimental cruelties in- 
fliiled on dumb and unoiFemling ani- 
mals} .cruelties at which the heai't of 
humanity bleeds, and '* which,'* as 
Mr. W. truly obierves, “ can only be 
jultiAable when the reblts may prove 
of advantage to our fellow-creatures.** 

Upon the whole, this work may be 
conlidered as prefenting an accumula¬ 
tion of valuable fafts relative to the' 
promulgation, eftablilbment, progrjel^« 
and prefent Hate of GalvaniAiiy’" as 
furnioiing the ground-work for Aittu*e 
improvement, and as holdbg forth • 
reafonable expedlatioiF^I.the moft im¬ 
portant advantages to be tft^lved firens

•'inrrE hive been in polTefljon, upwards 
of a centurv, of a I'rt-Mice of piety 
called “ The Whole Duty of Man,*s 
the edition of which now bcfo’e the 
writer of this Review bears the date of 
the year 169X 5 and by the extra¬ 
ordinary reception it has met with from 
that remote er.i to the prefont time, 
it may be prefnmcd that onr fore¬ 
fathers contidered it to be what its 
title profefles, the Whole Duty of 
Man. In fait, it contains inlirumons 
for leadintt a godly life, agreeable to 
the rules laid down in the Holy Scrip- 
f ures, to enable us to fulfil our duty to 
Gofl and Man. But as differences of 
opinion have arifen amooglt Chriltians, 
and, in procefs of time, have produced 
v.arious Sects, forming themfelves into 
feparate religious communities, which 
in England, and more efpecially in 
the metropolis, have increafcd and 
multiplied in a wonderful manner, 
it has been difcovered by Tome of their 
pious minifters, that the old Whole 
Duty of Man was imperfeCt. Under 
this perfuafion, “ a New Whole Duty 
of Man made its appearance a few years 
fince, .and became a popular b.ook} and 
to clofe the account, “ tbe Complete 
Duty of Mai.," from the Bath prefs, in 
the courle of the prelent year, lays 
claim to the attention of pious Chnll- 
iar ^ on account of the improvements 
ajlmged to have bjen made on the

Man. 

• It is- the bulinefs of an imp.irtial 
examiner to Lay afide all prejudice, to 
entertain no favourite opinion, nor 
any attachment to particular lyltems; 
bur, after a fair comparifon, to fubinit 
to the coniideration of his readers the 
merits of each of thefe performances; 
al| of them having bMn compofed 
•with tbe laudable defign of promoting 

.^jCb^emporal and eternal welfare of 
theiNjdlow-moitals. 

To Degin with the oldeA—we oh- 
ferve with pleafure, that the model 
mail have bui^iRtcellent, iince it has 
been clofeb^^Ilowed in the outlines 
by the lu^quent writers. Our Duty 
to G^^s, with ftriil propriety, the 
fubjeft eff the three treat! fes; 
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the moral obligations we are under to 
each other, as they are enjoined by the 
laws of God, and the civil ordinances 
of the government under which we 
live, explained and ad.iptcd to our 
relative ifitiiations in life, follow next 
in their proper order. The fevcral 
iiibJeAs are divided into fnitable por¬ 
tions for Sund.iy evenings' lectures in 
families ; and forms of prayers, to aifilt 
families and individuals in their pri¬ 
vate devotions, as well upon ordinary 
as extraoniinary occa.fions: to iilul- 
trate this diiMrCtiou, let it be remem¬ 
bered, that tbe authors take it for 
granted, that all well-difpoled perfons 
offer up daily prayers and thankf- 
givings, morning and evening, to 
Almighty God ; thefe facrifices, there- 
fu.-'e, may well be Ity led ordinary occa- 
lioiis—and thofe which are offered up, 
preparatory to receiving, and after 
Mking the Sacrament, in time of iick- 
nei's, domeltic or public calamity, See. 
are denominated extraordinary. Such 
is tbe general plan of the three trea- 
tifes. • 

We (hall now point out tbe effential 
difference betwixt them. The origi¬ 
nal Whole Duty of Man is writtea 
in a plain, unadorned, familiar liile, 
fuiied to the capacities of the mid¬ 
dling and lower claifes of the people; 
it is clear andconcife in its inttru^tioiis 
relative to ail the moral rules of con«> 
duCl through life { it teaches men how 
to live fobcrly, righteoufly, and goffly 
MS this prefent world; and on thofe 
myitic points of our religion, tbe re¬ 
demption, the life to come, tbe day of 
judgment, and future rewards and pu- 
nifliments, the Author has followed the 
clear light uf feripture, which he has 
not oblcured by any vain imaginations 
of his own. With the orthooox mem¬ 
bers of the effabliflied Church of Eng¬ 
land, who think religious reformation 
has gone far enough, it will always 
preferve the high eitimation in which 
jt has been held from generation to 
generation. 

But *♦ the New Whole Duty- of 
Man” will be preferred by the nume¬ 
rous diffenters from the eftabtiflied 
Churcli, who, whim they approve of 

ieme* 
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ibme parts of its worlhip* think it 
deficiriit in otbersy efpecially as it 
profefles to be fuperior in Fmtb to 
the old, which, the author of this 
cohipilition aflerts, contained no arti. 
cles of Faith, and is confined folely to 
pradlical piety. Under this idea, it 
will not be matter of furprize that 
Seventeen editions, in different fizes, 
of this Nrw Duty of Man, fliould have 
been bought up, by the truly faithful, 
in the courfe of a few years, ending 
with the year 1761. 

And though laff, yet not the leaft in 
real merit, comes the Complete Dut^ of 
Man, which not having been noticed 
in due order at the time of its firtt 
publication, we have been called upon 
to give Tome account of it from the 
Seventh £Ji/ienA publiOivd, and print¬ 
ed' by and for that long eitabliflied 
and refpetilable bookfeller, S. Hazard, 
of Bath. 

By an advert! fement to the Fifth 
edition, preferved in the prelent im- 
prelEon, it appears, that it has under¬ 
gone feveral alterations and improve¬ 
ments lince its firft publication, par. 
ticularly in the third edition, by the 
author. The ftyle, at the requeft of 
fome friends, who thought it too pro¬ 
lix, and not fufficiently fimple, waj fo 
altered as to appear in fome iitftances 
like an abridgement.—* It rarely hap¬ 
pens that a perfon is able to alter, with¬ 
out injury, his own peculiar ftile. In 
endeavouring to do this, the author 
has been thought by many to have 
diminilbed the richnefs, the harmony, 
and th'j dignity of his compofition. 
The prefent edition, therefore, has 
been printed from the lecond. The 
ICeVtor (not named) has, however, 
improved it by a careful collation nrttl} 
the third edition, and by the adoption 
«>f fome of the alterations in it; He Ihas 
alfo ventnml to make a few correftions 
in the fiile himlclf; a*liberty which 
he Ihould not have prefumed to take, 
had not hit relation to the author 

f ;iven him a fort of literary property 
n bis works, and had not liis intention 
been lanflioned by the exprefs appro- 
hation of the author, when he was too 
infirm to undertake it binileif.’* What 
is here applied to the Fifth, we pre- 
fume is intended likewife to be equally 
applicable to the Seventh edition, now 
tinder confideration, as no notice is 
taken of any difference between them.

The plan of the work is fully opened 
in the Preface, in which we find the 
following do&rinal propofitions: 

Whatever difputes may have been 
raifed concerning the nature of /aving 
Faithf it is allowed on all hands to be 
one of the moft impoitant Cbrittian 
Virtues, and eflential to the charaAer 
of a Chrittian.—I underlland by it, a 
dependence upon the righteournels 
and death of Chrifi, as a full fatisfafiiod 
to the jultice of God for the fin of the 
world, in the breach of his law j and 
the fble ground of our acceptance to 
the rewaid of eternal life. The various 
modes of explaining that Faith, is what 
conititutes an eflential difference in the 
opinions of pious and well-dirpofed 
Chrillians with refpeft to each other; 
and the zeal demonftrated in promul¬ 
gating particular, and even fingulA*, 
tenets refpefting this grand point, has 
often carried men of exemplary con¬ 
duct in other refpeds beyond the 
bounds of moderation. We do not 
find any fuch unbecoming warmth of 
temper in this compofition ; but as far 
as we can judge, its ^ftem of faith is 
calculated for the meridian of the New. 
Methodiffs, or Weftieyian feft of 
Chriftian believers, who are multiplying, 
daily in every city and town of the 
united kingdom, on the great conti¬ 
nent of America, and in our Weft 
India Iflands.' 

The following is our Author's ex-

count of God's unalterable juftice, and 
of the guilt of fin being the fame in all 
ages of the world.—Notbing elfe mutt 
be the ground of our hope—iVe/ wori?, 
alas I we have none—None that will 
bear to be weighed in God's balance, 
or anfwer tlie demands of his juitice I— 
Not JmcerUj: this has been adopted into 
our divinity, as if ik were the gracious 
condition of the new covenant, in op- 
pofition to the law of perfeft obedi. 
ence. But it is no where mentioned 
as Aich in Scripture.—Mrt jftat/^ and 
•umrisf confidered as co-operating to 
our juftification, and both together 
making a,claim of acceptance; for 
w8T^ which are confelled to have the 
nature of fin, by thofe who call in the 
aid of faith to fupply their imper.

n^HE remarks on churches lead the

quently induce lilin to take a ** furvey 
of London” at a former period. 

** Henry the Eighth, the worfe than 
Vandal of our Engliih ftory, deilroyed 
the habitations and memorials which 
belonged to our ancient character, and 
exerted bimfclf to the beft of his power 
to make us iorget we ever bad uncef- 
tors.” 

What fliall we fay to the next porn* 
graph, refpe£ting inaiTes for the dead ? 
It is too long to quote, but we read it 
with pleafure j and finding in it fo much 
fenfeand ienfibility, mingled with fuch 
pious and pathetic effulions, we are 
induced, although we wonder how it 
could get into a life of Chaucer, to give 
it our warmed approbation. But if we 
were fiirpriied to find thit malies for 
the dead formed one of the features 
of this extended life, we weie ftill mote 
fo to difeover in others the whole Ro¬ 
man Catholic fyllem, as it branches 
into auricular confefiion, days of ab- 
itinence, extreme un£Hon, period of 
the firlt confefiion, fedival of the firll 
ct^munion, and confirmation, not 
omy developed, but reafoned.on. 
The Author feems to have confidereft 
the title of bis work in the light which 
Bayes did the plot of his drama, only of 
ufe as it enables hini^to attract the 
attention of the wondering reader to 
the brilliancy of his imagination, or 
the profundity of his learning. Let 
it be fbl Lee it be fuppofed, that 
although the fubjeft is old, nis manner 

defcanting upon it is new j ftill we 
C17, Cm Amo, to what good does it 
tend? or, indeed, What entertain, 
meat or inftnidion is likely to be 
derived from it? Suppofe, for in- 
ftance, that original biographer,’ Plu. 
tarch, had choien, in any one of his 
lives, to have difplayed the whole 
HjihAtnen Mythology, and bad alfb given 
BH^nuame account of what was doing 


at Athens and Rome at the time the 
hero was boi n, then had called iii every 
collateral circuml*^nce that happened 
dining the period of liis adoleicence, 
ard brought every occurrence of the 
times in winch he exilied, moral, reli* 
giuu5, .and literary, to hear upon the 
objeC;t of his attention,,whom, like a 
magnet, he had placed ii ^ the middle 
of the table, toaltrain every •hi‘’s.uiro 
his voitex, he might have coiupofcd 
a work, d-'fult&iy and entertaining as 
his Mvisais but it would no longer 
have hcHn biogiaphical; nor, like the 
piodu^iion hbiote us, would it have 
been veiy eafy to dctcimine under 
whnl fpecies of liteiatuie to clats it. 
But to prticec'di 

*' Next a:ter the fludies, the literary 
compofitiuns, and the religion of any 
ptrioc',” (fays the Autlu>r,) “ iheie 
IS no cjufe tl-at more poweiiuiiy tends 
to niudily the youthtul mind, than the 
fpecies of amufemenc that may cluance 
to be prevalent.” 

True! hut why difleA and diferimi- 
nate fubje^^s upon which voiuines h:ivc 
been already written? Guldfiru^rq’as 
fond of playing on the flute, inufic flibd 
been one of the purfuits of his youth,' 
yet we (hould have flared at his biogra¬ 
pher if he had given us a hiltory of the 
inflrument, and of every piper from 
Fan down to Signior Ficrio.

which] throws even Pindar to a dif* 
ranee f Let the reader but polTera him* 
felf of theanitnacing foul of that poem, 
and all that can be laid of minftreU will 
appear fupcrftuous, and of as little ufe 
as wafting learning to prove that dan¬ 
cing, tuinhling, and jefting, were among 
the ainufements of the age. 

Legerdemain, as Mr. G. terms it, he 
well knows has always been one ul the 
arts by which the minds of a rude neo- 
pie have been imprelied. It would ap¬ 
pear pedantic to talk either of the 
Priefts of Nuroa or the Ikruids ; but ic 
it certain, that traces of its operation 
are to be dilcerned in the religious 
ceremonies, the amufements, and even 
in the domeftic habits, of lavage na¬ 
tions. Tiie American Areikoui, or 
the God of Byrfbs, had among his

** From what has been ftated in this 
Chapter refpe6ting the diverlions of the 
fourteenth century, it may be inferred, 
that our anceftors of that period were 
active, fturdy, fond of humour, but 
exceedingly grofs and blunt in their 
conceptions of it, aifd paflionately de¬ 
voted to whatever was calculated to 
imprels the fenfes, in the mode either 
of turbulent or harmonious founds, 
of gaudy and variegated colours, or of 
folemn and magnificent difplay and 
oftentation.” 

To the fports and amufements fuc- 
ceed the archite^ure of the fame pe¬ 
riod. 

“ yherc is probably,” fays Mr. O., 
** nn age in the hiltory of the world in 
which the art of building was more 
aiTiduoully and attentively cultivated 
than in tne period which elapfed from 
the Norman Conqueft to the birth of 
Cluiucer. This was owing to two prin¬ 
cipal caufes; the inlecurlrjr of focial 
life In general, and the flouriftiing and- 
profperous date of the Church.^ The 
former of thele led to the ere&ton ol 
fortreftes} and the latter, of churches, 
convents, and abbeys.” 

To prove thefe, which we fliottld 
have imagined were tolerably clear 
propofitions, the Author thinks it 
neceflary to direct our attention to 
the coiifideration of military archi- 
tedu.'e, and to dsfciibe the caftelatsd. 
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fyliem of (eenrity, which we find wa* 
(o generally adopted by the upper ranks 
of (ociity, that «in the (tirhulent reign 
of King Stephen eleven hundred and 
fifteen cafilcs are faid to have been 
ere^lcd from thmfoundaiim in the ihort 
period of nineteen years.” 

Religious architefture, it appears, 
was a palfiun ac predominant in thi^fe 
early agi-* as iniJiJary; and the con¬ 
templation of rills fiilijtcl infrodtices 
ohiervations on the C»ot!iic lli!e of 
buildiiH'i from the molt eaily period 
of its intioduction into thi^ Ifland, 
and cultivation by the Siixonsi to its 
iinproveincn* by*the Normans, and fo 
down to the eia of what is termed 
the latter Gothic, in which the Author 
has, however unnecefTary we may think 
them in this place cVmviiiced us, that 
he not only poflenes gieat indiifiry 
in the collecting materials, but con- 
fiderable talie and genius in his obfer- 
vations upon and his difpofal of them. 
How he brings this erudition to bear 
upon the profeffed objeCts of his work, 
will be ieen in the following quota¬ 
tion : 

Such were fome of the objects” 
(namely, cal^lcs,churches,monaUeries, 
and abbies) “ which were fo nume¬ 
rous in the time of Chaucer, and were 
re^rded with fo high a degree of vene¬ 
ration, that they could not, without 
glaring injultice, he omitted in a re¬ 
view of the different appearances by 
which his youthful mind was impreneii. 
He had an opportunity of contem¬ 
plating both the orders of architeClure 
here ipoken of in the fullell excel¬ 
lence they ever attained. The gene¬ 
rality of the Englifli cathedrals were 
in the elder fade; and the latter Gothic 
had attained a I'utlicient degree ofetten- 
tion and popularity to enable it to pre- 
lent numerous Ipecimens to the eye of 
the youtbrui peer.” 

From this di quitition we are led to a 
compaiifon betwixt the Gothic and 
Grecian architecture, the latter of 
which, (he Author fliould have re¬ 
membered, did not find its way into 
this kingdom till a period much fiibfe- 
quentto the reformation. The combi¬ 
nation of thefe itilfs by Inigo Jones, at 
Somerfet Houfe, was among the rai licit 
fpecimens of the introduction of the 
taper t but dill his obfervations on the 
fubteCt, nis definition of the Grecian, 
and refieCtions upon both, a-e fo accu¬ 
rate, fo ingenious, and hit deductions 
fo juft, that we think it fair to quote the 
Ikftep fiu t of them. 


*' Bur in fniteof tbele recomfnf!M!k> 
tion‘” (of Grecian architect ure)C*‘ the 
edifices of our anceltors may ooldljr 
prefent themfelves, and challenge'the 
cotnparifon. 'J'hcy are more religious, 
they poftefs more of the power to ex¬ 
cite the paflions, and generate an en- < 
thiifiaftic fpirit. We atimire more the 
G-ecian fiile of building, we feel more 
from the Gotliic. The Grecian is like 
tie p ieP-y of a/t Auguhin ace ; it is 
haimoiiious, mellowe.i, uniformly tna- 
jeilic, and gently perfiiafive. The 
Gothic is like the poetry of a ruder 
and more d^ing period. The artift ' 
does not (toop to confoim himfelf to 
elaborate rules; he yields to the native 
fuggeltions of his (iiblime and untu¬ 
tored fancy, he aftonifhes the obferver 
and lobs him of himlelf, and the heart 
of man acknuwlecl^ more occafions 
of fympathy and Jeeting;^ Jlis pro- 
du6iion$,than in thelabounedand more 
accurate performances of a more en¬ 
lightened age.” 

This comparifon of archite 61 ure to 
poetry or miilic, which Teems to revive 
in our minds the fable of Amphion, 
is here abandoned, and a large part of 
the remainder of this Chapter dedi¬ 
cated to that of the early and latter 
Gothic, in which it is unnecelTary, and, 
confidering our limits, impoflible, to 
follow the Author, who certainly 
might have been fatisfied with his 
former general defeription of ancient 
cattles, and as certainly Ihould not 
have filled pages with a minute 
invelHgation of all their great members 
and fubotdinate parts; which,^hough 
it might infiuence the nund' of an 
eldeily reader to drowfinefs, its 
could, we think, have little operaTOeeV 
on that cf the juvenile Bard. •

T he Fourth Volume commences with 
the effeftive Adminirtration of Mr. 
Pitt, exhibits the Itate in which he 
found the empire, and the oljtjecVs that 
he pronofed to purliie. His firit efforts 
were directed to the government of 
India, to finance, and to commerce. 
The Miiiilter proceeded (fep hy ftep 
in promoting revenue; firit, by fup* 
prefiing frauds, then by extending 
impolfs. The cbjeft of his India Bill 
was, to correft.+ifbufes by a power ade- 
qnatq^o the^’^urpoli*, but not fo great 
as to end..'nger the Conllitution. 

Britain now refumed her attention 
to the affairs of the Continent, of which 
our Author exhibits a concife (ketch,^ 
including the innovating projedls of 
Jofeph II. Returning to Britain, he 
gives an accemnt of the ftate of Ireland, 
and Mr. Pitt’s plan of commercial con¬ 
nexion with that country. His “Pro- 

E ofitions,” Dr. B. thinks, were rejefled 
y prejudice, and not by judgement. 
The narrative is purfued through the 
Duke of Richmond’s plan of fortifica¬ 
tions, to the commencement pf Mr. Haf- 
tings's trial; and proceeds to tlie afiairs 
of Europe, the death and chara£ler of 
Frederic, the ftate of other countries, 
cfpecially of France, and the commer- 
cial relntfons between France and this 
ffCKintry. Mr. Pitt’s views on this fub- 
Jttl Dr. B. deduces from the philofo- 
pby of Adam Smith, Hates the princi- 
pies and provifions of the Commercial 
Treaty, the arguments for and againft, 
and approves of the Convention. The 
repeal of the Tett Aft, now and after¬ 
wards debated, our Author regards as 
a queftion of expediency, and Teems 
inclined, in that view, to favour thoTe 
who oppofed the repeal under the exilt- 
iSTa circumftances. 

’Thie narrative at this time compre¬ 
hending ''the fituation, conduft, and 
chaiafter of the Prince of VFales, our 
Author belfowsa^J^ tribute of praife 
on the many viv^^es, and cTpecialiy the 
magnanimqpreftitude, of that illuf- 
, trious Pec^nage, The proceedings in 
Hollai|ji};^o interefting to Britain, now 
carry the Hiltory tlTtne fituation, prin- 
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ciples, and faftlons of that country, 
and the interference of Britain on the 
occalion, with the refult. Internally, 
Britain had not only revived profpe¬ 
rity, but carried it to an unprecedented 
pitch. The illnefs of the King was the 
occalion of a verjf great conteft be. 
tween the Pitt and Fox parties; and 
our Author, prtfenting the fafts and 
arguments clearly and fully, adheres 
to hiftoiical impaitiality. Mr. Pitt he 
conceives to have been right in regard¬ 
ing tlie fupplying of the deficiency ns 
belonging to Pailiament; but he diT> 
approves of the plan of Regency, as 
containing reftridiuns th.u were not 
necellary. The Slave Trade next oc¬ 
cupies the attention of our Hillorian, 
who prefents the arguments on both 
fides, and, giving great credit to the 
motives of the abulitionills, I'ceins to 
'doiibt the advantage of the ineafure, 
even to the Africans themfelvcs. We are 
nowcariicd to tln^Contincnt, the Im¬ 
perial Confederacy, and (he operations 
of the two Powers :ig.iinft Turkey and 
Sweden, with the heioif'm of Guftavus, 
encouraged by the defeiifive alliance of 
Britain, Holland, and Pruflia. The 
Fourth Volume concludes with a view 
of Jofeph's tyrannical innovations, and 
the revolt of the Netherlands. 

The Fifth Volume commences with 
an account of the French Revolution,* 
whif.h the firfi Chapter traces, froiji 
remote through proximate caufes, to 
the downfal of the old Monarchy ; 
and in no part of the work have we 
found greater confpreflion of imporl.aut 
matter, or a more orderly feries of 
caufe, operation, and effeft. Our Hif- 
torian imputes great weaknefs to the 
French Minilieis during the laft years 
of the Monarchy and the firft year of 
the Revolution. The change that was 
efiefted in 1789 was the greateft poliri- 
cal alteration that ever had happened 
in any^ country; it was a boundlels 
enthuliafm of innovation, and in its 
principles and objei^s totally fubverfiye 
of every exifting eftabliihraent. The 
firft year of the Revolution completely 
(tamped its charafter. Its prtne^esy 
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religiousi moral, and political, were 
iiich as niaft neceil'arily produce im* 
piety, iniquity, and anarchy. Never* 
tlielefs, it conf^picnoufly difplayed the 

S 'cnlus, ftrength, and energy of the 
^lench charadter, and alfo the exceilive 
ardour with which that volatile and 
impetuous people purfue whatever in-, 
teretts their affections. It was the fame 
violence (as Dr. B. obferves) which 
tendered the French ftitioiis bigots in 
the lixteciith century, adorers of their 
Monarch in the feventeentli, and fub- 
yerters of both Church and Monarchy 
in the eighteenth. l)ur Author tollows 
the French Revolution to its firft cffei'ls 
in Britain; where, its f'pecific nature 
Hot being well undcritood, it was gene, 
rally appiove<i as a change from an ah. 
Ibiute to a f'ce government. 

Parliament having met, the French 
Revolution was incidentally intro* 
duced ; and a difference of opinion 
appeared on the lubjecf between two 
eminent friends and political affoci* 
ares, Meffrs. Fox and Burke; the cir* 
ciinill'ancLs of which our Author exht* 
bits with great clearneis and impartial* 
ity. Both here and afterwards, br. B., 
though differing in opinion from Mr, 
Fox, beltowshigh praife on the motives 
by which he conceive him to have been 
a^uated. Mr. Fox, in his opinion, 
praifed the French Revolution, in the 
belief that it would give rational free* 
dom to France, and Iccure tranquillity 
to Britain. Our Author does not ad¬ 
mit the probability of this reafoning; 
but thinks that, fince admitted by Mr. 
Fox hirnfelf, it jultilies his condiici. 
He exhibits the conduct of Mr. Pitt 
ms peculiarly wife and pruiient, in 
iiriilly abftaining from every difcnflJon 
of a foreign change that had not yet 
aff'efled this country. 

In reconfidering the Teft Aft, our 
Author allows cunlMernble merit to 
the Diflenters ; but, regarding the 
queffion merely on the ground of ex* 
pediency, approves of the vote of the 
Legilhture. On the difpute about 
Nootka Sound, he proves that Spain 
was in the wrong. We are next con* 
dufted to the efforts of the defenfive 
Confederacy againft the Imperial com¬ 
bination.. Jofeph’s character Dr. B. 
feems to have dudied very attentively { 
and his parting view of that perfonage, 
we think one of the ableft paffagei in 
the work* 


The chief feene of political content, 
plation, however, was France; and the 
biftory ftetches the principles and chief 
proceedings of the early iaw*givert 
there. The power of the mob was 
bound lefs ; its exercile was direfted 
by clubs, with the co-operation of the 
array; and the National Affemhly waa 
an inftruniental council for carrying ina 
to execution the refolves of the clubs i 
a mere civil and military mob. Such 
our Hiftorian reprefents as the organi* 
z.ition of France; which fairly accounts 
for the precipiftate violence of the re¬ 
volutionary afts. In Britain, a great 
majority continued favourable to the 
Ficneb Revolution until the volume 
of Mr. Burke made its appearance * ; 
but that celebrated produftion gave a 
great change to opinion and 

lentiment; efpeciaily higher 

clafles. ^ The fubjedt was'’again dif. 
ctilfed in Pailiament between Meffrs. 
Butke and Fox.—>In his account of the 
Libel Bill, our Author proves hirnfelf 
a itrennous advocate for the freedom 
of the Prels. 

Mr. Pitt, having propofed forcible 
intei fercnce to reprefs the ambition of 
KuHia, the eloquence of Mr. Fox turned 
the tide of public opinion againffa war 
with that empire. The new Conltitu- 
tion of Poland, which fo much intereff* 
cd Britons, is briefly explained; and 
alfo the elfefts of that change, in in¬ 
ducing Cathai ine to make a peace with 
Turkey, and to ilimulate the German 
Potentates to a rupture with France, 
that flie might have an opportunity of 
atmeking the independence oT Poland, 
while her powerful neighbours wtfte 
orherwife occupied. Neighbouriilg- 

Potentates regarded the convulflons in 
France with apprehenfion and alarm ; 
and when the revolutionitts extended, 
their fyllemof confifeation to the rights' 
ot German Princes, they refblved (o 
refill fuch i:;iquity. The King of 

Fiance fled from his oppreffors; but 
was retaken, and found it neceffary 
to accept the Conftitution. The Na¬ 
tional Aflembly did honour (as 
termed it) to the memory pt fimoei 
I^itofophers and the Legiflatnre and 
the people vied with each other in > 
fpreadi^ irreligfesi^nd immorality. 
The Aflembly was dlinlved. “ Thus 
terminated (lays our Adll^r) the firft 
National Auembly of Prafl^ which, , 
M little more than two ycil^ bed

government, ranks, orders, laws, reli* 
gion, doftrines, opinions, fentiments, 
and manners of the people, than any 
Icgiilative body ever before effedtedin a 
ieries of ages.” 

^ The French Revolution fpread a po¬ 
litical enthulia'fin over Euro^. In Bri¬ 
tain, great numbers were infefted with 
the ipirit of innovation, which the 
works of Thomas Paine tended very 
powerfully to promote. The letters 
and other writings of Dr. Prieflley 
conduced to the fame purpofe, efpe- 
cially his ftriftures after the riots at 
Birmingham. A Aiperficial kind of 
literature that now abounded in the 
metropolis alfo co-operated in fpreaJ- 
ing democratic abl'urdities. The 
** Friends of the People” aflbciating 
for the fake of j^ariiamentary Reform, 
thou^ well, I'ntended, afforded occa- 
fion tor aflemblages of a very noxious 
kind, particularly the Currcrponding 
Society. Innovating and feditious 
doftrines being rapidly diffeminated, 
drew forth a Proclamation ; in the par¬ 
liamentary dilcuffion of which, a great 
body of the former opponents of Mi- 
niftry joined Government, and left Mr. 
Fox at the head of a fmall but able 
band. 

The interference of the French re- 
volutioniits with the German Princes 
drove Leopold and Frederic to a de- 
fentivealliance, which the Fi'ench Go¬ 
vernment conitrued to be holtile, and 
declared war. The Duke of Brunf- 
wick, leader of the combined army, 
publithed a manifelto which did gre.at 
harm to the caufe. Whatever might 
be their political differences, theaflump- 
1 *a /113 and thieats of the Germans drove 
the great body of the French to tnili. 
tary union. ProfefBng to conceive 
' poor Louis XVI. leagued with the 
enemy, the prevailing party of the 
revolutionifts fought, and at length 
effe£ied, his depofition, and fent him 
prifoner with his family totheTein- 

£ le. Soon afterwards they aholifhed 
fooarchyi and, Dumourier having 
*fQKed the enemy to retreat, and after¬ 
wards obtained a fignal vidlory, the 
French were elated to a defire of con¬ 
quering and revolutionizing all coun- 
tries. Thence fpr-x^ythe opening of 
the Scheldt, an^' the decree for pro. 
nu)tin|r rebellion among other States. 
-’.In BrKain„^n anti-conftitutional fpirit, 

■ during tMf recefs ofjygg, increafed to 
’ a very alarming heignt j democratical 


V 

Ibcieties multiplied^ congratulated the 
French Convention on the abolition of 
monarchy, and expreffed their Iknguine 
hopes, that a fimilar change would 
be fpeedily eiiefted in this country. 
Againlt tiiefe mjfchievous combina. 
tions Mr. Reeves fet on foot an Aflb- 
ciation in defence of liberty and pro- 
I perty, which foon outnumbered, or at 
je.ift outweighed, the innovating agi. 
tators. 

The conduft of France at length 
became fo olfenfive, that hollilitiei!. 
Dr. B. thinks, were unavoidable on 
our part; but, though the hillorian ap¬ 
proves of the war, he imputes the beft 
motives to its principal opponents in 
Parliament. Ptifllng to France, he fe- 
verely reprobates the iniquitous and 
cruel maiKacre of Louis. His account 
of the campaign of 1793 combines mili¬ 
tary events with the caufes by which 
they were influencL-d. The projected 
difinemberment of France he deems 
extremely impolitic, and in a great 
meafure the caulc that called up the 
nation ea tiiajh, and produced thofe 
gigantic rllorts which eventually dif- 
coinfited the confederacy. In Britain, 
belides the expediency and conduit 
of the war, financial, military, and na¬ 
val preparation.s, Parliament and the 
public weie engaged by the proceed¬ 
ings of cert.iin innovating projeif- 
ors both in Scotland and Engi.ind. 
The firft h.aving held a Convention 
that was judged to be feditious, the 
ringleaders were fentenceil to rratif- 
purtation. The juffice of this judg¬ 
ment was very ably queffioned.in P.ir- 
liament, but was .approved by very 
great majorities. The proceedings of • 
the Englifli innovators were conitrued 
to be treafon, ahd the alleged traitors, 
were fent to the Tower. While our 
Hiftorian unfolds the pernicious teii- 
deiicy of the new^doilrines and pro- 
jcifs, he very candidly regards the 
greater number oft he votaries as rather 
mifled by ignorance and vanity, than 
aAuated by diiloyal intentions*. Ail, 
liowever, he does not regard in that 
lightfuch men as John Tbelwall he 
bolds in a fimilar eltimation with John 
Cade. 

Palling again to France, he prefents 
a very itrong and horrible picture of 
the fyllem of terror. In the camp.aign 
of 1794 there was an evident concert 
between the Prtiffians and Auffrians t 
on the other hand, the genius of Piche. 
gru gave dire£lion, arrangement, and 

H » , jrapidity 
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rapidity to the Gallic meife. The Bri- 
tim forces difplayed ihe national hr. 
roifm ; blit their allies receiving fignal 
and dccirive defeats, they wci'e obliged 
to retire; and in Holland, delertcd by 
tbofe whole caule they undertook, after 
a feries of gallant exploits, were obliged 
to leave the Dutch to the llavery that 
naturally rtfultcd from inaction anci« 
iubinijiion when a conqueror a]v 
pruaclud. When Britons fought alone, 
they were fignally tuccefsful. 

The perlons acciifcd of ticafon were 
tried at the Old Bailey, and found 
Not Giiiity ; and pur Ildlorian, deem, 
iug them inorally culpable, neveithe- 
lets approves ol their acquittal, be. 
caule not legally guiltv, unlcfs by 
forced conIIruction. The innovating 
Societies, however, from this time 
tiecamc Kill more a£Hve and daiing; 
and in 179 s' a very unconfticiitional 
fpirit pievailrd. Public meetings were 
held fer inflaming the people againit 
Government; and immediately after 
one of them the King's perfoiv was 
iiiAilted and endangered. 'J'he Mi- 
iiiifers. Lord Grenville a.id Mr. Pitt, 
rclpcClively introduced Bills in the 
two Houles of Parliament; the firK, 
for the better Iccurity of his Majefty's 
perfbn, by extending the laws of trea. 
fon: and tlic fecowd, for preventing 
fcditioiis Meetings, which were alleged 
to he the caules of tieafonable pro¬ 
ceedings, I'licle Bills, in their clauies 
and (letitiitiuns,appearing toOppofition 
greatly to curtail the liberty and lights 
of the people, underwent a very feveie 
difcuirion : our Author accurately pie. 
feiits (lie faCts .mu aigumcnts; lie re- 
gaids the nie.afiiies in geiieial as JiiUifi- 
able only from neceffity, and in Icveral 
parts as exceeding the neceflity. r 

Fiance now atVurded fome prof^peft 
of a leiurn to order; and the Biilith 
Goveinmcnt protciled a difpolition 
towards peace: meanwhile the pain, 
paign proteeded. In 1795, nothing 
materi-d h.id been done by either fide; 
hut in ir9<3, a young Corlicaii, named 
Bi>on.4T>ari E, inv.uied Italy, at the 
litMd of the Fiench tioops, made rapid 
prop refs, overthicw tour Aiiflnan 
prmics in one campaign, and reduced 
Italy. Our liiltorian, however, repre- 


fents this conqueror as enterprifing, 
aClive, and intrepid, rather than able 
and wife. In Germany, the retreat of 
Moreau was more inaiterly than any of 
the advances of Buonaparte. The con¬ 
tinued fucccUcs of this General, how¬ 
ever, compelled Aulhia to accept a 
peace from his dictation. The tieaty 
of Campo Formio Icit Britain without 
an ally, while France forced Holland 
a.nd Sp,ain to join her in the conteft, 
and propofed to exert the naval power 
of her two colleagues againft Great 
Britain. A negociation was opened 
for peace ; but* the parties could not 
agiec on the terms. France menaced 
invafioii; the apprehenfion of the 
Englifli people caufed gold to dif- 
appear; and the Bank wanted the 
ulual fupply of cafh to aiiTwcr its en¬ 
gagements: in fuch*»’exigency, Go¬ 
vernment allowed them pay in pa- 
per, and the Lcgiflature made ah A£t 
for the purpofe. Oppofition repre- 
Tented this change as infolvency; but 
Miniiters allerted,nnd the Bank proved, 
th.-tt theiretiefls far exceeded iheirdebts. 

Rebellion now threatened in Ireland, 
and mutiny raged in the Britifh fleet. 
The failors, however, were brought 
back to Older; and Jervis and Duncan 
ovei'tbrew the equipments of Spain and 
of Holland. A iecond attempt was 
made at negociation ; but. through the 
h.iuglitinefs of France, failed. The 
nation, ei^ulting in fignal victory, and 
indignant againft Gallic infult, was 
bent on extraordinary exertions. The 
Miniftcr, in thisdlfpofition of the pub. 
lie, propofed to raile a confiderable por. 
tion of the fupplies within the year: 
voluntary contiibutions were alio add. 
cd. Mr. Dundas Kuted the probabt*. 
lity of invaliun, and, as part of ^le 
fclieme of defence, recommended Vo- 
lunt.ary AHuciations. From Kirkwalj 
to Dover the nation ftarted up in mili- 
tary array. Rebellion burft forth in 
Ireland; but w as overcome, andcrufhed 
by the Yeomanry and Militia. 

Buonaparte, about this time, under¬ 
took to fubdue and colonize Eg^ipt, 
and carried thither a mighty army ard ’ 
fleet; but one day wrought dettrudlm 
to the fleet from Nelfon and his heroes 
at the Battle of the Nile *; and in the

rious theme. 

In India, Tippoo Saib and hi$ em¬ 
pire fell, under the arms of the vidtori- 
ous Britons. In Europe a new confe¬ 
deracy was formed for reprefling the 
ambition of France. ^ The Aultrians 
commenced the campaign in it.ily with 
great fiiccefs; and the Riiilians, having 
completed the conqueft, marched into 
Switzerland ; but, ill Tuppui ted by the 
Aultrians, they found it neceflary to 
retire; and in the clofe of the cam¬ 
paign the allies loft many of the ad- 
vanuges which they had obtained. An 
ex|)edition was undertaken from Bri. 
tain to Holland, which began aufpi. 
'cioufly, but lud a lefs favourable ter¬ 
mination. 

In Egypt, Buonaparte triumphed 
over the feeble n.itives; and, having 
colleiited all the plunder ihic he could, 
fought another fcene of depredation, 
betook himfelf to Syria, where he had 
to contend with Englilh warriors, and 
received a flgnal leilon of his tenierity 
from Sir Sidney Smith : from Syria he 
Mtreated, and refumcd bis plunder in 
Egypt. 

Mr. Pitt about this time propofed a 
fchcme of union between Great Britain 
and Ireland; which, after many dif- 
cufllons in both Parliaments, was con¬ 
cluded. Buonaparte, now returned 
from Egypt, found means to become 
abfulute Sovereign of n'aiice, and 
offered peace to Britain ; whicli, how. 
ever, it was not thought proper to 
accept. The campaign began; Buo¬ 
naparte marched into Italy, fought the 
Auftrians at Marengo,and, being almoft 
, defeated, was Ihved from deftrumun by 
general Delfiix, who gained a viblory 
which decided the fate of Italy. In 
Germany Moreau was no Icfs luccell- 
ful, and the Auftrians were again 
obliged to concluile a peace. Buo¬ 
naparte found means to inflame the 
Northern Powers againft Britain ; and 
the afpeB; of affairs at the beginning 
the year 1801 was very gloomy to 
^our country. 

. At this time the King was vilited by 
afevere illnels : the Ivlinifters who )iad 
ib long prefided at the helm of allairs 
refigned their em.pioyments; and the 
new Minifter j'liad very great ditHcul. 
ties to combat. They, however, re(o- 
lately Ij^t about the talk. A fleet was 
lent tb* the Baltic, NelIon was vi^lo. 
. fiousi and the Nwtbprn Powers ccafcd 
r' ‘ 


their enmity. In the Channel and the 
Ocean our navy was paramount | but 
fur (he army were - referved the moil: 
fplcndid achievements of iSos. The 
campaign in Egypt employs the befl: 
efforts of our hiltorlan; and, after t 
mafterly narrative, he concludes bis 
account as follows < 

** Such was the ilTue of Buonaparte's 
*expedjtion to Egypt: there, as in all 
their undertakings during the hft war, 
the French prolpered Until they en« 
countered the forces of Britain : there 
Buonaparte learned, that in vain he 
might project i'chetnss of maritime .and 
commercial conqueft, whenoppofedhy 
the naval and military heroes of Britain. 

All the mighty preparations and boaft- 
ed achievements of four years, in pur. 
fuit of the favourite object of the Chief 
Cunfiil, perifhed without leaving a 
wreck behind. The whole and every 
part of this expedition difplayed the 
Britilh charailer in its manifold excel¬ 
lencies. Adventurous courage, aided 
by wildom, united with patience and 
magnanimous conltancy, and were all 
inipired by patri nifm and loyalty, and 
enhanced by juftice. Such were the 
qualities that rendered Britain tri¬ 
umphant in thejignally.giorious cam- 
paign uf Egypt; in fucli Britain may 
always couiide, and fuch let her ene> 
mies dread. If funbilioiu pride (bould 
overlook more reinuie events, wlien (he 
fecks War with Britain, let her R.b- 
MbMHEa Ecjypt.”— Dr. Biflet con¬ 
cludes his work with the terininatioa 
ot the war(180s). 

We- have thus, from an attentive 
reading, fketched a pretty accurate 
analyfis of thcle Volumes. No event 
of the flighteft public concern appear 
to have been overlooked; the fpirit ot 
hfiforyisfaithtullypreferved; through- 
out we perceive that the Author lus 
h id .a view more to comprelflon of in- 
formation than minutenefs of detail; 

but it any one objeCl has, in our cuurfc 
of reading, more frequently attr.it;icd 
notice than another, it is an undevi- 
ailng impartiality. The chara^ifers, 
mealures, and motives of Minifters , 
have in ail cafes been candidly con- 
lidered and appreciated, without the 
leaft apparent biafs or reference to vuU 
gir prejudices or fupcriicial popularity. 

On the whole, we confider the public 
as greatly indebted to Dr. Biflet (or 
Ihiving furnidled them with fb uf^fui 
and complete a portion qf cunte'inpo- 
rary liillory.

tains of coal within the earth 3 and he 
has recourfe, for % futBciency, to th« 
prodigious quantity of vegetables of 
marine growth, increafed by the im. 
menfe raafs carried down by rivers. 
Thefe being agitated, heaped together, 
and broken by the waves, become co. 
vered with flrara of argillaceous earth 
or fand, and undergoing gradual de. 
compofition, form fo many ftrata of 
coal alternately with ftrata of clay or 
fand: that coal is of this origin is* 
inftrred from the vegetable remains,, 
and from the prefence of (hells and 
other produdlions of the ocean dif. 
covered in the ftrata.

To fome few of our readers it may 
not be known, that to the wit and 
invention of the ingenious Boccacio 
the early Fnglifh Dram.atifts and other 
Potts were chiefly indebted for the 
ground-woik of their nioit favoured 
piodufliuns. The fburce was, indeed, 
itKxiiaiiifihle} and perhaps, in the lite¬ 
rature of the world, a writer more fertile 
in riots and cantriv.ances, or more cha- 
ra<ileriflic or diferiminating in his per- 
ibr.ancs, th.an Boccacio, could not be 
named. 

'J'lie feverity of fitire with which, in 
bis llmuired Tales, he laftted the frauds, 
hypocnly, and vices of the Monks,

diiliked by the daughter ; her .itit-c- 
tions appearing to be already engaged 
Vo a fmart young countryman, who 
is the Bumpkin's riv.il as well in the 
intereft of the raers as in the regards 
of Colnmbine.

^tt-nientioned youth, the old man and 
Bumpkin being in pudelGon of tlio 


whole fl.akes, which the unfufpeifing 
generofiiy of the other had left in their 
tare, force Columbine into a pofl- 
chaife, and let otf with her and the 
money. The y*ulh,who had in real¬ 
ity won the race, finding how he is 
•nbufed, exliibits nil the ufu.!! flage 
diltmftion on thecccalion, until Time, 
the ufual cure of lovers, comes to his 
relief, .adviles him to pnrfue the unjult 
detainers of his millrefs and property ^ 
and, to furnifli itim with the means of 
overtaking and punifliing them, Time 
(who can cliange every-thing)- changes 
the youth to Harlequin, tiansforms 
his jockey-whip to a wooden fword, 
and endows him with the ufual power 
of the motley heio. A routine of c.ap. 
tures, recaptures, tricks, purfuits, 
e!capts,atul metamurphofes, now takes 
place. H.ai'lequin is at length taken 
by his adverfaries, and in imminent 
danger j when Time again comes to 
his allldance, abates the rancour of his 
opponents, and changes the feene from 
a dteary diyigeon to a brilliant per- 
fpeClive temple, where the lovers are 
united, ami the Pantomime concludes. 

This was far from one of the belt 
pieces of its kind. It was not very well 
received the firlt night; and after a 
flioiT run was laid ailde.

In the famous ftories of Mother 
Bunch, or Mother Goofe, may he 
found the F.iiry Tale from which the 
main bufinefs of this ^iece is derived. 
But the Author has called in the Ilea. 
Chen Mythology to his aid. 

The fcene opens with a view of Venus, 
furrounded by all thofe ideal beings 
who kindle and refine love. Their in* 
dignation had been excited by a neigh¬ 
bouring Prince, who fet their power at 
defiance, and had vowed to worlhip 
Diana to the end of his days. He hap¬ 
pened to be hunting in an adjoining 
wood. Adetachineiu is fetic outagaintt 
him, and he is brought in enclofed in a 
net. He is anxious to nnko his eicape, 
till Cupid transfixes his heart with an 
arrow j when he runs after Hymen, 
becoming in his turn the puifuer. 
The objeCl of his afteclions is a ftatue, 
which turns out lo be a likenefs of 
Cinderella. The Divinities having 
afeended to their native (ky, the Prince 
ismiraculouily tranfported to his palace 
in a Hate of diitradliun. *ro eafe his 
pain, be refoives to given ball. Tickets 
are lent to the two cider fillers; and 
poor Cinderella is like to break her 
heart at feeing them fet out, drefied 
like Princeifea, while ihe mult remain 
as ufual cleaning the houfe, or cower- 
mg over the alhes. In the midft of her 
oiltreifes, (be is vifited by a Nymph de- 
puted to her alTtllance by Venus. In a 
twinkling die is equipped in a ftile of 
brilliancy exceeding every thing that 
had before been feen upon the earlh. 
She ibon enters the royal banquettlng- 
room, her features are immediately re- 
CPgnifed by the Prince, who becomes 
more defperately enamoured than ever. 
She bad been ordered on no account to 
Hop beyond midnight, as the charm 
would ^hen ceafe. Plealed with the 
attentim that Ate ptceived, Aie forget 
this admonition { and twelve unexpeft- 
edly ftriking, the has only ruibed into 
the open air, when her chariot becomes 


a pumpton. her horfes Airink into mice, 
and Ate finds herfelf clothed in rags. 
But in the hurry. Ate had left behind 
her one of her glal’s dippers } this is 
picked up by the Prince, and bo|)es 
entertained that k may lead to a difico- 
very of the fqir itraagCcr, who had fo 
fudtknly di(appeared. Accordingly a 
proclamation is ilTued, faying, that the 
Prince will marry her whole foot is 
found to fit the dipper. After all the 
Ladies at Court have pinched their 
toes to no purpofe, the ragged Cin¬ 
derella oilers herielt as a cajididate j 
die dips her foot, ine throws down the 
fellow of the dipper; initantly ftie is 
covered with gold and jewels as when 
at the ball; and the w.al]s of the palace 
vanidi away. V'enus, the Graces, &c. 
are feen iloaring on the clouds, and ap¬ 
plauding the :kli(>n of Hymen, who 
joins the hands of the two lovers, and 
waves his'torch over them in triumph. 

For mullc, dance, aiul fplendid de¬ 
coration, this piece has rarely been 
equalled. There is foiu:; intcieft and 
much moral in the fubjc£l; and tke 
receipts from overflowing houfes every 
evening to this popular entertainment 
will, no doubt, have the happiell efl'cdl: 
tipon the financial concerns of the 
Theatre. • 

17. The Second P<w/of Shakfpe.ire’s 
Henry the Fourth was revived at Covent 
Garden Theatre, and received wirti 
great applaufe. Cooke's performance of 
Kalftalf in this piece is better than his 
reprefentaiion of the fame character in 
the Fil'd Pait, or in the Merry Wives 
of Windfor. Blanchard s Piilol was 
alfo an excellent piece of aClii^; iioip 
ot^bt Mrs. Demenjiort's Dame Quickly 
to be pad'ed over without praife. Mrs. 
Beverley's Dull Tearfheet was pert and 
I'pirited, without being difguUing or 
ottenlive. The dying King was finely 
pourtr.tyed by Mr. Kemble ; and in the 
decoration and arrangement of the fick 
chamber there was a remarkable degree 
of tafte and elegance : it was very highly 
applauded. Charles Kemhle,\a the apo* 
logerical fcene, after the removal of the 
Crown, appealed to great advantage. 

On the whole, the Public muft highly 
approve of the revival of this piece;

Petition from J. Macleod, impri- 
foned two years for a breach of 
privilege, was ordered to lie on the 
table. 

Lord Hawkefbary, on propofing the 
fecond reading of the IriA Habeas Cor¬ 
pus and Marital Law Bills, adverted to 
the tranfii6lions of July, commended 
the prelent ineal’ures on the ground of 
humanity, and praifed the lenity of the 
Irilh Government. ^ • 

A debate enfued; in which Lords 
Suffolk, Geenvilie, and Darnley, ob- 
jeded, that there was not iuificient in¬ 
formation before the Houle j and were 
anfwered by the Lord Chancellor and 
Lord Hobart, who maintained that the 
Government had been fully ac^uawted 
with the projected riling. 

TUESDAY* DEC. t]* 

The Bait India Bond* Seamen's De-

and crews in both boats deferve the 
higheft praife, though unfortunately 
out of their power to bring the vefTels 
off, all three being faft aground within 
half a cable's length of me beach, and 
Ae Ihore covered with troops, keeping 
M inceflant fire, with their roufkets 
and the two field pieces, on them. I 
had tht^pleafiire to fee the brig lying 
on a ridge 6f rocks, this morning, ap¬ 
parently oilged.

and fent them in the fliip’s boat as a 
flag of truce, with an Officer, and Mr. 
Cathcart had the gondnefs to take 
charge of them: about five o’clock the 
fame day the General himfelf came on 
board in the boat, and we agreed to a 
convention: the next day and part of 
the night we were bufily employed in 
efiefling the embai kation of the gar- 
rifon, &c. and the whole being com¬ 
pleted, Orneral d’Henin and his flalF 
came on board the Vanguard at three 
o’clock in the morning of the 4tb, and 
we made fail our of itbe bay.—^The ii> 
tuation of this garrifon was the moil 
deplorable it is poflible to imagine; 
they were literally reduced to nothing, 
and long fubfifted on borfe-flelh. 1 
forgot to mention, that on the lit we 
captured the fame fehooner we bad 
taken on the 36th pad, with twenty- 
flve barrels of flour, going to St. Marc,

In this 
trad he propolied methods of cure con- 
fiderably different from tbofe that were 
commonly ufecl, and elucidated the 
plans of treatment by the defbriptiun 
of appropriate cafes. A fecond edition 
waspublifhed in the year 1787, and a 
third in 1795; in both of which the 
Author made confiderabie alteratibMi 
and additions'. 

In the year 1787, Mr. Wxre Ore- 
fented a paper to the McdicRl 6udciy 
of I^don, of which he wtt R Peth^ 
entitled, *< A Cafe of Supprefliott 
Urine, occftfioned by «i Sutegcfieik 
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of the proftnte Gland •** to which he 
ndded ** fone nneral Strifturea on 
the Vfe of the Male Catheter, refpect- 
ing both the StruAnre of the Inftro- 
ment. and the Mode of introducing 
it.” Thit paper was publilhed in the 
f^nd volume of the Memoira of the 
Society | and it was repuUiflied by* 
Mr. Ware in the year 1790, annexed 
to his obfervations on the Epiphora, or 
Watery Bye; a traft that has gone 
through a fecond edition. 

^ In the year 1791, he gave to the pub. 
lie a Tranflation from the French, of 
the Baron de Wed^el's valuable Trea. 
tife on the Catarad j to which he added 
a confiderable number of remarks by 
way of notes. 

In the year 1795, he publilhed an 
** Enquiry into the Caufes which have 
most commonly prevented Succefs in 
the Operation of extracting the Cats, 
tact, with an Account of the Means by 
which they may either be obviated or 
counteracted.'*>.-To this were added, 

« Oblervations on the Means of pro* 
curing the Didipation of the Cataract; 
and a Defeription of the Cafes of Eight 
Perfons who had been cured of the 
Gutta Serena; with various Remarks 
on the Nature and Treatment of this 
latter Diforder.** ^ 

In the year S79S, bis remarks ap. 
feared on the Fittula Lachiymalia, in 
which work he endeavoured to render 
the treatment of the diforder more 
limple, and propoled a new operation 
for Its core. To this trad were added, 

« Obfervations on the Treatment of 
Hoemorhoids)” and fome ** Additional 
Remarks on the Ophthalmy.” In this 
* latter part, Mr. Ware took occafion to 
recommend the application of hot neater 
as a remedy which hadnotunfrequently 
afforded c^yj^erable feryice when the 
eyes were w&hwijd, painful. We un- 
derftand he is of pinion, that though 
the free and frequent application of 
cold water is a common praAice with 
many perfons, and is fuppolhd by fome 
to ftrengthen the eyes, it has fometimes 
jmved very injurious} and be has 
reafbn to believe it has a tendency to 
Batten the cornea, and to haften the 
need of fpedaciest but, we hear, on 
fUs Aifajed he is Bill purfuing his en.

CROSSES ON THE NORTH SIDE OF THE 
METROPOLIS. 

T^HEereftion of thele fymbols appears 
CO me nearly as ancient as the edab- 
lifliinent of Cliriftianity itfelf. Pei haps 
their original foundation in this Illind 
svas even antecedent to that of chin ches. 
At leaft this was the fuggeirion of a 
learned and ingenious fi iend * with 
whom I was once contemplating the 
White Crols, near Hereford. Wc hive 
little reafon to believe t*i3t the arcki- 
tefture of the Saxon Temples, dedi¬ 
cated to their idols Woden and Tlior^ 
was in any refpea magnificent. Tafte 
feems to have refided with the Romans; 
therefore it is not improbable, tint the 
fit ft converts to Chi iftianity afiemblcd 
around the rude (tones, which fetved 
for altars, on which crofles were erett- 
ed in the open air, whei e the offices of 
religion were pci formed m all their 
primitive fimplicity. From a pulpit as 
rude as the altar in the front of which it 
was built, the Pried, offered up his 
prayers, and expounded the Scriptures § 
a cuftom which was continued even 
after churches equally venfr.able and 
fplendid, and adorned with the utmoft 
tal(e and rasgnifirence, had aiiien in 
esrery part of the Iftand. Of which cufi- 
torn many inttinces might he quoted ; 
but thole of St. Paul’s Crofs and of 
St. Mary Spital may (uffice for the pro- 
Icatpurpofe. Still, howevei, the piety 
of our anceftors induced them to ereii; 

' thefe (ymbols in roads, markets, and 
ocher public places, either to keep 
alive the memory of departed friends, 
or to give an opportunity to palTengers 
tp pay their extemporaiy tiibute of 
devotion, even under the preflure of 
otber concerns, and amidft a i:rowded 
metropolis and the burry of commer- 
c^l avocations. 


• 

This delire of our forefathers to 
unite devotion with convenience, in 
all probability gave rife to a crofs in 
almoft eveiy market-town, many of. 
which ftiil remain under the denomina- * 
tion of maiketi^rolTes. Indeed for the 
oi iginat of thefe, hilforians and anti- 
quai iaiis have gone back as far as to 
thole fealU which Conftantine infti- 
tuted in honour of his mother St. 
Helena, who is faid to have dilcovered 
the true Cruf', of our Saviour deep in 
the ground on Mount Calvary j in 
commemoifttion of which a magnificent 
Crofs was eredled at Colcliefter, a town 
that claims the honour of being the 
pjace of her nativity, .and which, recog¬ 
nizing this ciicumltancc, has adopted 
for its arms, a Ciofs iugiailed betwixt 
four Crowns. 

Without very ftrenuoully infilling 
upon this as the origin of thefe erec¬ 
tions in England, we may with more 
alTurance lely, that ly towns they weie 
confidered as centre points for the peo. 
pie to alTcinble at the periods of cele¬ 
brating thole wakes and vigils that 
were held in honour of the dedication 
of particular churches, which always 
began with devotion, although they 
ended in mirth and icvilry. 

Of the Crofles that formerly ftood on 
the north fide of the metropolis, not 
the rm.illeft veftige remains { nor have 
they^as in the inftauces of Chaiing- 
cro(s,Katcliir crofs, Cow-crofs, Broken- 
ciofsf, and fome others, given their 
appellations to tfreets built u'pon their 
files i yet we learn, both from hilfory 
and ti iditiois tlut once there wete fevc- 
ral. The Crop's of St. Mary Spital h.is al¬ 
ready been mentioned in the couf.’e 
of this invelfigation i but we farther 
find, that when Shoreditch X was a 
village, detached and diftant from the 

metropolis.

date an irregularly continued chain of 
tenements, with aonfiderable breaks in 
fome parts i thefe have been filled up, 
but fome of the old houfes dill remain. 
JNear to the front of the ancient church 
of St. Leonard there formerly flood a 
boufe, the lower part of which was ufed 
as a fmitb's (hop, and oppofite, a Crofs 
.of done “ dividing three ways forth* 
right.” The highway,” alfo, “was 
** builded three ways for more than 
a good (which feems to be 

an .appropriate method of calculating 
/pace, in a parifh famous for archery,) 
*' towards Kingfland, Hackney, and 
Hogfdcn i” fo that it appears this 
Crofs was a central point, from which, 
at that period, thele roads diverged; 
it was called “ the Smith,” from a 
cuftom which probably had its origin 
during the Interregnum, (when many 
of thefe veltiges of the piety of our 
anreflors were dilapidatetl, and more 
violated,) of tying Iior/es to the co¬ 
lumns of it while they were fhod, &c. 


There was another Crofs of ftono 
of the fame kind, at the end of Goldea. 
lane, 01 d.ilreet. Of the refpe£l paid to 
this ancient* fymbo), tradition makes a ‘ 
more favonrable report j for ^t fays, 
that on May.day and at holy times ic 
was the cultom to adorn it with green 
boughs and garlands of flowers, and 
around it, at Eafter, a kind of fair', 
ufed to be kept, of which fome veftigea 
remained much within living memory.

« |£dwdrd the Sixth. This Magittifte, 
like Sir G. Whitmore, was of the 
Company pf Uaberdafters { for we 
find, that he gave a windmill in FinC 
bury^^/dr in ti uli to them for the poor 
of that Company, and aifo another to 
I the poor of St. Bartholomew the LeCs, 
in which parifli his towti relideiice was 
iituated. 

The piefent is a large fquare brick 
building, with an iminenf'e roof, appa- 
rently i’upported by trouble pilalters, 
of m_ order. Its fite occupies a confi* 
derable (pace, part of which is a gar¬ 
den, and the whole is encloi'ed with 
a wall. It was fotmerly, within living 
memory, moated round. Upon the 
termination of I'ome difpute, about 150 
years iince, this houfe, &c., which had, 
until that period, slood in the parifli of 
Sr, Leonard, Shoreditch, was ceded to 
the paiiflt of St. John, Hackney. Not- 
withitandingthe moated ditch has been 
dried, and the approaches to it render¬ 
ed eafy, it has if ill Ibmething inexprelil- 
bly gloomy in its appearance. Perhaps 
the melancholy, though ufeful, purpofe 
to which it is now dedicated may have 
its ihare in the produAion of thofe ideas. 

Ttie held behind this manfion is re¬ 
markable for being the ipot where, on 
the asth of November 164.1, the Lord 
Mayor, Sir William Aifoii, with the 
Aldermen, Common Council, Re* 
corder, City Oificers, &c. waited the 
arrival of Charles the Firll on his re¬ 
turn from Scotland. 

The King, with the Qneen, Prince, 
Duke of Yotk, Princefs Mary, Elector 
Palatine, and Diichels of Richmond, 
came in a coach, or rather coaches, 
wnich turned into this fi^ld, where 
way bad beeA prepared, the road 
betwixt Kingfland and Shoreditch be¬ 
ing then iraiMllabie, by rcaibn of the 
^ depth and foulnefs of it. 

The Lord Mayor, who had come

throagb S3r George WhStmore^ gar*- 
den, met the KtQg at the entrance of* 
very magnificent tent, pitched near the 
wail. Hut the royal party ftill haef^ 
in their rarriaget. The Aldermen, 
Knights, Oificers, &c. were prefented 
by the fide of the King's} and after 
the whole of theft ceremonials had 
Been gone through, hit Mujefty and 
thePiince alighted; and taking their 
horfts, rode in fronL In this manner, 
preceded by the Lord Mayor and hit 
Oificers, and fiirrounded by a brilliant 
train of Aldermen, Knights, and opu¬ 
lent Citizens, they avere conduffed, 
through Sir George Whitmore’s 
grounds, to Hoxion, and by a road 
formed on purpole to Moorgate, 
through which they entered the City, 
where a fplendid entertainment wat 
provided for them. 

The pomp and fplendour, the loud 
acclamations and apparent joy of ths 
people on this occ.ifion, ftem to b« 
the lail piealurable circumflances that 
attended the unfortunate Charles * ; 
for although f'uch was the linccre. 
loyalty of the Citizens, that the Mayor, ’ 
fbins of the Alder-nen, and aconfider. 
able number ofindividuals, fuiferedfor 
their attachment to this amiable Mo¬ 
narch, it is feared that his abfence on 
the northern journey, which termi¬ 
nated at the fpot we are contemplating, 
had given a greater opportunity for the 
operation of thofe diabolic.^! ftntiments 
which flimultMbed the ambition of a few, 
and the avarice of many of the in¬ 
famous and bloody band of Regicides 
to his deitruCliun. 

The Heady, the afFeflionate loyalty of 
the pi incipal Citizens,is fo mucii to their 
honour, that it is inipoilible to rcHefI: 
upon its a£live effufions without pay¬ 
ing them the tribute of admit ation that 
thry deferve. In this refpeA they be- 
C'iine connected with the f'ubjcd of our 
prelent ipecuiatioii, as the operation of 
thele principles firft emanated from the 


■ exertions of the Mayor and Aldermen, notwithflanding their popularity, could 
defuxely fupprfl's it. Tiiougii ihele MagiiiratLS certainly deierved praiie tor their 
exertions, the King, Kichai.i the Second, feized the Charter of the City, and com¬ 
mitted their Chief to the Cattle ol Windfor. 

* Is is a circumtlance woithy of ohfervation, as we trace the progrefs of party 
politics and their efle£ts upon the pallions of the people, that although the King was 
received with fuel) demnn.ttraiions of joy on his return from Scotland, iMt remnfirance 
had, on the motion of Hampden, been printed and eiicuiatcd. Perhaps its contents 
had not yet begun tovuork. How can thecoldnefs and apathy with which this notable

When the intention of the King to 
leave London firft came to the know* 
ledge of Sir George Wiiitmore, he held 
a meeting of the Lord Mayor and Sir 
Henry Garraway in this houfet whence 
they went into the City, and conven¬ 
ing other principal Citizens, waited 
upon his Majefty at Whitehall, where 
they offered to pnard him with ten 
thoufand men. This offer was, I pre- 
fume, on the part of the Monarch, de. 
dined, for the audience ended with 
their taking kav^ of him. They were 
all much alfef:ted i ami Sir HeniyGar- 
raway laid, as he left the chamber, 
“ Sire, I lhall never lee you again j” 
which proved, alas! too true. How. 
ever, it afforded this worthy Knight 
/ome conl'ohtion that he could lend 
liis elded fbn, William Garraway, to 
attend upon the King, who was with 
him in all his wars. 


ELY HOUSE, HO&BOURIT.

Thefe lines, which, as every one 
knows, arc in King Richard the Tltiid, 
naturally lead the mind to refletil upon 
what, in the/e times, mult be deemed 
an extraoi dinary circumllance, namely, 
that in the days of Shaklprare, for I 
have no doubt but he caught his ideas 
from the objcAs of the puffing hour, 
good firawbtfries fhould be produced 
in a garden in Ilolbnurn; and this re- 
flection, by an eafy gradaiion, pioduces 
a couAderation of tlie Hate of that gar. 
tlen, and of the luperb maniiun to 
which it was an appendage. Ihefe 
ideas partiicuiarly induce us to retrace, 
whcrefccvcr they can be retraced, the 
veltiges of thole pl?.rcs, and thofe 
boundaries, which have receded and 
been rtoriupiid within uur own me. 
mories. 

Formeiir, on the north fldeof Hol« 
bourn-hill, betwixt iMcld-Iane on the 
ealt and Hatton-gai den on the well, 
there was a terrace raifed confiderably 
above the road, the afccMit to which w.^s 
by a flight of deps. It had in the front,

wherein goods of ditferent k'nds,

thefe and the hbtrfes^ like die rvM 
at Chefter. I think it is about forty^ 
years lince they were cleared awayi , 
probably at the time tlie alteration took 
place in the pavement; at which period 
the afeent, which was much Aeeper, 
and coniequently in winter much more 
dangerous, than at prefent^ was in fome . 
degree levelled. 

A line of very indifferent tenemente, 
in which the molt confpicuous objeA 
was a permanent exhibition of wild 
brails, birds, &c., was, on this fide 
of the way, broken by part of the wall 
and gates of Ely Houle, a large, irregu. 
lar, and, in fume rel'peds, ruinous 
building, upon the fite of which £ly« 
place is now ereded. 

This, or rather the original manfion, 
had, from times of very remote anti¬ 
quity, extending almolt to the reign of 
the laft of the NormanPrinces,been the 
inn, K e. the metrepolitaa palace, of 
the Hilhops of Ely. 

Under the title of Ely' Houle, al¬ 
though, as it will be founil, not always 
in the poifellion of the Bilhop, tbia 
place continued till its dilapidation ^ 
though, previous even to the begin¬ 
ning of the iail century, it was found, 
upon a furvey, that lueh encroach¬ 
ments had been made upon its de- 
nielnes and appurtenances, that it waa 
not very eafy to eonjedwre how far 
they Imd oiiginally extended. We 
can, however, with fome degree of cer¬ 
tainty, conclude, that they compre¬ 
hended the whole of H.atton-garden 
and all the intermediate fpace, and 
were terminated, at the north end, by 
Hatton-wall, where from a terrace, of 
which fome notices are ftill floating 
Upon the llrcam of tradition, there waa 
a view over the country. This garden 
was, on the nortli-esAt and call lides,^^ 
bounded by the Back-hill and Saffron-' 
hill, which latter was connefted to HoU 
bourn by Field-lane. 

1 have been informed, that in the' 
ancient manlion, previous to Its dila¬ 
pidation, fome furniture which feemed 
to have defeended from century to ceb- 
tury as heir-looms to the different pro. 
prietors, remained in the different 
apartments, confiliing of beds lb high 
that they could only be afeenUed by 
Heps, and withal lo well tinibered, 
that if their tellers, or, more corr-‘£lly 
fpcak'ing, their roofs, had at any ‘tme 
fallen upon their tenants, the accident 
would have been attended with much 
mure fcrious coniequences

The bark-front uf this manGon,af it 
was the grande(t» fo, frotn having a 
' Tiew iirtt of its exrenfivc girdens, then 
over the, at that time, beautiful coun- 
try, which was at once dignified and 
bounded by a back-ground, of which 
I Highmte and HampUead hills were the 
prominent features^ itmuft have been 
one of the pleafinteft fituations in or 
near (he metropolis. 

When we refiecl upon the ftate and 
fpicndour that once were the apoend- 
ages of this palace, and recollect the 
abandoned, tlifmal, and ruinous ap¬ 
pearance, which, a (horc time before 
Its deiirudion, it exhibited; that its 
exterior was fad mouldering to decay, 
and its interior furniture and decora¬ 
tions, as they Teemed t.< he of eris 
almofi coeval with tli? building, were 
perilhing with it; and moreover onfi- 
der, tliat.finco the Refonnaritfu the 
mode of even epifcopal lifi: is much 
altered; we do not perhaps regret, that 
what, from negleff and difufe, was 
confidered as an incumbrance, is re¬ 
moved, the furniture by the fncedy 
operation of a liile, and the building 
hielf by the more defperate attacks 
of crows and pickaxes: yet we rejoice 
that the Chapel liiil remains, Iv'ciufe 
it is, as far as can be gathered from 
recolle^ion and tradition, a fair fampte 
of the nunfioii to which it ftrasonce an 
adJunCl.

Aa the very itame of ttie pfact'bdM; 
upon its fite produces refleftioni whkli 
carry the mind back from centojy^O 
century, we naturally wifh to reft itpooi' 
what, among the crumbs and fragmenco 
of antiquarian refearcbes, can be ga* 
thered of its hiftory *. 

Leaving the tranfa£tions of Bilhop 
Moreton and the Duke of Gloucefter^ 
which, from the llight allufionoftho 
poet 1 have quoted, having cauled s 
Ipirit of enquiry, at leaft among his 
commentators, to have been more upon 
the alert with rel'pgdl to this period 
tiian in times previmis or fubrequent^ 
has (kvexl me the trouble of repeti*' 
tioif. 

T'he manor originally bore the title 
of its Lord, William de Luda, Biftiop 
of Kly, who, in 1297, gave it, with the 
appurtenances, &c., to his fucceflbi* 
John Hotham, Bilhop twenty years, 
and endowed it with meHuages and 
forty acres of adjacent land; and 
“ Thom IS Arundel, Biftiop, almolt re- 
ereclcd his palace in Holbourn," and 
augmented it with large ports, gate- 
iron le, and front, on which remained, 
in tire llone-work thereof, his arms aC 
the time of its dilapidation f. 

lt.appe:irs, that in the reign of Qjaeen 
Eliz'ibeth, Sir Chritippher Hatton, who 
was her Chainbrriaiii of the Houlhold, 
and finallv Lord Chancellor obtain¬ 
ed from Cox, Bilhop of Ely, upon the 
foiiciration uf her iClajctty, a leafe, fur 
tvveury.one years, uf a part of Ely 
. Houfe. 


• The Original manfion of the Bilhops of Ely wns Scrgeants*-inn, Chancery-lane f 
they probably fixed iheir relidence Ln Ely-huul<^, ll'illvurn, which was built in the 
thirteenth century, about the lyih ol Richard (he Second, when the inn was iet to 
J^n Skurle, and exiled llojpicum Jamim John Skutlc, who wa one uf the Clerks in 
Chancery. It i^liili iu-ld uixici the See ol Ely. As early as the year 1108, in the 
wvreign of Henry the Firfl, Ely inonallvry was ctciled into a Bifliopric with the conlenc 
ot the Biftiop of Lincoln, who gave part of hU dioesfe for that purpolc. 

f Fromaconteft ivfpefting the Lord Mayor’s jurifUifIion over thefe premifes, or 
* father over the manor, we find that the external walls of thofe hod, in many places, 
fmail houfes built euniiguoiis, which wcic occupied by dependants upon the iamily, 
who were terined the Bilhop’s tenants, and who claimed the privileges of not being 
uiTiler the inl'pe^linn of the City Officers, a-id exemption from Icrviog on Juries, ftec* 
This cale was determined in favour of the City. 

f Hatton was fit ft noticed by Q^een Elizabeth for the elegance of his prrfon, and 
Ms giaceful dancing in a mafic at Court. It is a firgiilar circnm'tance, ih-’^ h** 
his career as a Gentleman-Penfioner, and ended it as Lord Chancellor. Haviag not 
been endued with what may be teimed a regularly Ujai fJucation, it is laiil tnai lumc 
advofates, who had all their lives been i/a/ac/rJiKf within the aamw limits ot pro-, 
fefliwal prejudices, refofed to make metioHs, pieaJ, or argue bstuie b;in. But fuen is 
the mxe of original genius, that when in his obfervations, and tiili more in his

He wu to well pleafed with 
bis fitaatioiiy which I have already 
faggeited maft. have been one of the 

i llcwitteft near the metropolis, that 
t is fitid he expended confiderable 
films in improvements both of the 
nanfion and gardens. 

^ When the Chamberlain had exerted 
bjs genius in this way, and found his 
efforts fu admired, and himfelf focom* 
fortably fiiua'ed, a rcde^ion arole in 
his mind, natural to moft men as they 
advance in years,and have confequcntly 
the lefs occiifion ty make it, namely, 
the Jhmuefs of the period tor which 
lie had a legal right to hold thefe pre.

Confidering the charafter of Elizai 
beth, it flrikes me as rather a difficult 
talk fo to gild a refulal to a requed 
which was certaihly, on her part, high« 
(iy improper, as to render it palatable, 
efpecially as, perhaps, a certain dif** 
regard to eccieliaftical tenures was hC'- 
reditary to her, and the Church lands

In this epillle he itated, “ that the 
houfe in queltion, with its demefnes, 
came to him when he became Bifltop 
of Ely; and as he had received them 
from his predeceifors in the See, fo he 
held them in truit for his fucceil'ors} 
that to thefe he was to be a ftew- 
ard, not a fcatterer.” He put the 
Queen in mind, that ** it would be 


his equitable decilions, they wereaftonilbed, their dulnefs was at laft penetrated, and 
they had the candour tu acknowledge the fplendour of his fuperior abilities. 

At Weflminiter Hall the Chancellorfliip had geneially been laid to have been above 
his law, though not above his parts { but he loon alteftrd this genera! opinion; for 
llthougit they certainly weie fo quick and comprehenfivc (hat he law in a moment ihd 
bearieg of a queltion, and was enabled correftly to appreciate the weight of an argu¬ 
ment, and With a lynx's eye to pervade the minds of other men, whole opinions he 
frequently adopted, new-coined their words, and fo made them his own, vet, as has 
been obferved, iu the dryer and more abitrufe proieffional reiearches he altb dilplayed 
the lame iacilily of catching and retaining the lentiments and axioms of authors, 
arraying their aridity iu all the fplendour ol di^ion, and exhibiting to tlu altoniflied 
coiiit a new cieation founded upon an ancient baiis. I 

'I'liis grgat man was faid to have been a particular favourite of hw Royal Millrefs. 
This is gaihered liom her having, in his early lite, lent him con.iderable luinsof ‘ 
money to free him from debts that were probably contrafled by his maintaining a 
¥wt iar beyond his means. The Queen never forgave debts j and this incautious 
conduct Icems to have followed Hatton to the tomb. At a lime the moft inconve¬ 
nient fiie demanded the pa) mem of thele leveral Aims of money, which the Chancellor 
had pi'iibabiy forgotten, at Italf (though at the height of his fplendour,) which be was 
totally unpiovidcd wiih the means of liquidating. Finding him taiily, flie fe- 
demamUd the money j and (his, it it faid, '* funk fo deep into hit heart,** that 
it produced a mortal difeale. When Elisabeth found that thele means, which pethaps 
Ihe urged to awaken the doimant economy of the Chancellor, produced a leiious 
•effe^i, (he went to Ely Houle, and adininitlered cordials to him with her own bands, 
though (he found, alas ! that it was too late to recover him. But this fingitlar woman 
did not A: d it too late to recover tier debt, a fuit for which was urged with afiiMuity 
^ and luccris. Ill the lame manner, while, with tears and every exterior of grieL (Im 
,;„. lippcaitd to lament the deaih of the Earl of Leicefter, who was unfortunate eneiigh 
'^^iiuo to be one oi hei debtors, (he ordered bis goods to be fold by public faie,^ rc-

Sir Chriitopher Hatton at that time 
failed of attaining his defire '} but after 
the death of the Biih^, the temporali* 
ties coming into the hands of her Ma« 
jerty, thefe demeines were made over to 
him. 

^ It appears that this manfion conti- 
'^nued in the pofTeition of the Hatton 
family until the year 163?, although it 
.is probable the Biihops of Ely conii- 
dered that they had a claim upon it as 
an appendage to their See, and that the 
Monarch was of the (ame oninion ; for 
at this jiferiod” (fays Coke) “ King 
Charles fent to the Biihnp of Ely, ihac 
he (the King) would have Hatton 
Houfe,” (as it was then called,) “ in 
Holbourn, for Prince Charles’s Court, 
and that he would be at the charge of 
maintaining the Bi(hop's title j though 
the Bifhop told me * it has colt him 
many a jmund.

My Lady Hatton had planted it with 
ttie belt vines, fruits, and Huwers, that 
could be got j but upon the com¬ 
mencement of this fait, (he deitroyed 
all thefe plantations, yet defended her 
caufe with all the oppofition imagiu- 


honour, for it is but vfiy^young 3 and 
as for your decree, I value it not a 
ru(h, for your court is not a court of 
record f.’” 

In this reply, Lacfy Hatton not only 
(hewed herfelf to he a woman of (pirir, 
but a tolerable lawyei'; for it had been, 
upon folemn argument in the Court of 
Common Pleas, the 40tli and 4ii( Eli. 
zabedi, adiudged, that the Court of 
Keqned’S then under the direflion of 
the Lord Privy Seal, was not a court of 
judicature. It exifted but a (hort time 
after this eaule of the Bilhop of Ely 
and Hatton, for by the 16th and 17th 
of Cliarres the Eirit it was entirely abo- 
lilhed. 

Lady Hatton retained polFedion of 
the man (ion, and, in confequence of 
the troubles in Scotland and the en<* 
fuing period of civil war, when Biihops. 
were not deemed vegy popular charac. 
lers, no beneSt accrued tojthe plain¬ 
tiff from the determination in bis fa¬ 
vour.

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4litapiAited y<ftjjBe« % a place of con> 
vivialityt In their younger days much 
frequented by the neighbourhood, once 
Itood upon confecrated and lanftified 
ground. Thefe flight hints, which I 
gathered from oral communication, 
induced me to proceed to a further 
djrquifition, and ] confcqucntly found, 
an aifleient parts of the South Welt* 
fide of BoW'flreet, Weflntinfter, for¬ 
merly called Thieving-lane, from tlic 
icircumflance of criminals lieing taken 
that way from the Gate-houie, fonie 
remains of flint walls of the fame fa¬ 
bric as thofe in Dean's-yard, bricked 
into, and by thele means conncfled 
with thole of the hoiifcs in dilFerent 
diref) ions. Thefe 1 believe arc ail the 
traces now to be difeovered of a very 
confldcrabie enclofure which once cir.. 
cumVerJbeda parifli-church dedicated to 
the Holy Innocents, and whofe area, 
extending from the welt end of K-ing- 
fireet, was for ages a cemetary. 

The front of this church, which, 
under the appellation of St. Innocent's, 
Ss, with its parilh, recognized in tire 
records of the Court of Exchequer, the 
3d of Henry the Third, was toward the 
Broad, or Great San<£lua|;.y, confe- 
quently opputite the north fide of 
weilniinlier abbey; and upon the fite 
of the whole biiilaing, which, accord¬ 
ing to ancient cullum, was in the form 
of a crofs, Weltminifer-market was 
crefted. Both the church and parilh, 
the latter of which i.s unquellionabiy 
enveloped in the extenfive boundaries 
of that of St. Margaret, are mentioned 
in another record of Kichaid the jF>rii; 
and aixitougb, as I have obferved with 
refpeA to tt;e former, in a moll ruinous 
ftate, Ibnie retnaius o( it were (lauding 
as lately as near the middle of tlfe late 
century. A part of thefe were uled as 
a tavernT one of the entrances to which 
was from Bow-llreet. This houfe, 
crefted half by the fpiritual and half 
by the temporal power, was kept by a 
per.'on of a perfuafion that lias (hewn 
little diipofition to tonntCl with either. 
However, from tl'.e feCf of “ Mine 
Hofl;" whom 1 have Iwcn inforiiicd 


was a very jolly fellow, it (flsuuaed tbt 
appellation of ** The Oder’s Ta* 
vern.” 

This tavern was remarkable for the 
excellence of its wine, which I have no 
doubt was derived from the excellence ■. 
of its vaults, which were aflually tlioie 
of the ancient church after its delecra 
' tion. 

How the Quaker was induced to tote« 
rate guelts to whom he was (o profef-r 
(tonally inimical, it is impoflible now 
to (ay i hut it is ceitaiii tiic fame of hU 
wine attral^ed the warriors from the 
parade, and th 4 lawyers from Weft* 
niinitcr-hall and Sellions, the fword 
and the gown } the clients of the latter 
followed of courfe. I have heard of 
CoHons, but they were not confidered' 
as military implements, becaufe they 
always ditcharge-d their j^ot before they 
•W£nt eff f. Whether this tavern had, 
from the time of its unian£li(ication, 
been always kept by (Quakers, cannot 
now lie afccrtained ; living recollec¬ 
tion furnilhcs no ideas of any other 
landlords j bur tradition liates, that a 
century previous to its demolition, it 
had been reiorteid to by a neighbour, 
who was a very remarkable as well as a 
very good pertun: this was Richard 
Caiiell, termed The Cock of Weft, 
mi lifter.'* 

Richard Caiiell was a ihoemaker, 
and, as I have been informed, lived 
near the Qate-houfe. His early rifmg, 
and probably his vocal exertions^ ob¬ 
tained him the appellation of the Corf, 
and his indiiftry lomething more Aib- 
(lantial, for we (ind, that from tlie 
fruits of bard labour and economy he 
was able to realize what, in thole times, 
to a man in his fituation, mutl be 
deemed a very competent fortune, apd, 
among other btqueifs, to leave 4^1. 
per annum for ever tl Chrill's Holpi-w» 
tal|. His name is tne-refore enrolled 
with thofe of the e«r'y henefa6lors ta 
that royal and benevolciu.niilitution j • 
and his example in both iaitances, 
early riling and philantliroiy, hath, X 
hope, op< rated, and will continue> to 
operate, upon the public.

^ ^IR JOHN MACPHBRSOH, BART. 
CiR John Macpherson* Bart. Go. 

vernor-Gcneral oi Bengal, was a Ton 
of the KeY. Dr. M'Pherlon, Miniller 
' of Slate, in the Ifle of Sky, and author 
of very learned and ingenioas dilferta. 
tionson Gallic Antiquities. His eldeft 
fon, the Rev. Mr. M.«icolin M'Pberfon, 
fucceeded his father in that parilh j 
where his predeceflors* from father to 
foil have been Minifters ever fince the 
Reformation. The two brothers were 
educated together at King's College, 
Aberdeen, where their parts and their 
proficiency were lemarkable. Their 
^father brought them to Edinburgh for 
* their further improvement, in the year 
1765or 17661 when Dr.Blaii,the chief 
friend of Dr. M'Pberfon, among the 
literati, introduced them to Dr. Fer. 
gufon, Profeflbr of Moral Pbilofophy. 
Dr. Fergufon having at that time the 
charge of the two younger fons of the 
Earl of Warwick, the Hon. Charles 
and Robert Grevilles, and wifliing for 
an afiiitant in carrying on their educa¬ 
tion, by the advice and recommenda. 
tion of Dr. Blair, took Mr. John 
M'Pherfim into his family for that 
purpofe. He remained in that ftation 
for nearly two years) duiing which 
time be gained the lull aiilditon and 
confidence of his pupils, and the entire 
friendlbip and efteem of Dr. Fei eufon. 
Being endowed by natuie with that 
happy genius and dilpofition, which not 
only rendered him capable of compie. 
hending every fcience, but jf acquiting 
a perfea knowledge of human nature, 
and of receivinaa fine polilb of culti¬ 
vated fociety, hi mind was improved 
and enlargtm y bis attendance on the 
celebrate o Pjj^ flTTr of the Univei fity 
of EdinbilFpB, and by hisdady conver- 
lation wia the eminent philofopher 
with whoil he lived. 

yibou^bis time he was invited by 
hismqtdml uncle, Alexander M'Leod, 
of Hwris, Ef^. at that time Captain 
of an Baft India ihip, to make a voyage 
tolnia with him) of which invitation 
he accepted, and left Edinburgh in 
fpriM 1767, a very accompiiibed young 


man, little above twenty yean of 
of a very bandfome and engagmg 
countenance and Rddrefs, and of un* 
•common ftature. When Captain 
M'Leod arrived on the coaft of India, 
he was eldeft Captain, and confequently 
Commodore of all the (hips in com¬ 
pany, about five in number, juft at 
the time that the Nabob of Arcot 
and an Englifh Commander were be- 
fieging Mangalore, of fome other fort- 
reis on the Malabar Coaft. The mo¬ 
ment the (hips appeared, a meflage was 
lent to the Commodore from the Nabob, 
requefting aoo Tailors to be feat him 
immediately, as he intended to ftorm 
the place the next day. Captain M'Leod 
having full confidence in the fpirit and 
ambition of bis nephew, fent the re- 
inforcemertt demanded under his con- 
dudt. The fortrels was ttormed next 
day) and young M'Pherfon, at the 
head of the lailors, was the firft who 
entered the breach. This fortunate 
beginning he improved with much 
ability, till he ariived at the ftation 
he lately held. 

Sir J. M'Pherfon jvas fent home to 
England with the news of the furren- 
der of this place, and at the fiune time 
with private difpatches fiomtbe Nabob 
of Arcot. During the time be fo- 
jouined in London, he made bimlelf 
fo many Friends among the great mea 
of eveiy party, that he returned to 
India, in tlie year 1770, a writer in the 
Company's fervice, with letters of re¬ 
commendation, in the warmeft terms, 
froiq the Minifters then in power, and 
from many of* the chief perfons in 
Oppofition. Not long after his return 
to Madras, he was appointed ^ymafier 
to the Nabob's forces, and, indeed, 
became bis chief confidant and fa¬ 
vourite. He continued there during 
the unfortunate quarrel between Lord 
Pigot and the Council of Madras) and 
loon after that returned to England 
about the end of 1777. Here he re- 
mained for ieveral years) and having 
difeovered great knowl^ge of our 
affairs in the Eaft Indies, he acquired 
fo much efteem of thole in pomg.

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that he was appointed a member of the 
Supreme Council of Bengal ( of which 
ftation he (ailed to take polTeffion in the 
Valentine India (hipi under the convoy 
of Commodore John lion* in March 
a7>i. His gallant behaviour in the 
iight that enlued with the French fleet 
in Praya bay is well known. Perhaps 
it is not fo well known, that, to en- 
courage the Tailors on board the (hip 
where he was, to ftand to their eons and 
iight the French, to which they were 
backward at firit, as their's was not a 
ihip of war, he promifed them five gui> 
neas a man; whiob he generoufly paid 
them out of his own pocket} and that 
the (ailors, (truck with his magnani¬ 
mity and valour during the engage* 
ment^ (wore that his foul mufi be as big 
M Us^ body. 

It is believed that Sir John M'Pher- 
fon, when be laft returned to India, 
had very little left of what fortune he 


had acquired during bis abode in that 
country, having been not only profulfe 
in his expenfes, hut uncommonly ge¬ 
nerous to his friends. It is known 
that he amaifed little or no fortune. 
And it is thought, upon the whole," 
by thofe who know him beft, that there 
have been few perlbns in eminent fta. 
tions in India of more liberal educa¬ 
tion, of higher views, of better princi¬ 
ples, or of more confuramate talents for 
filling the high rank he held, with b<> 
nour to himfelf and advantage to his 
country, than Sir John M'Fberfon. 

_ Sir John M'PiterTon, if at all a rela¬ 
tion of James M*Pherfon, Efq. tranf- 
lator of Oflian’s Poems, is only a veiy 
diflant kinfman, though they were r’:ic, 
to be brothers in the newfpapers. The 
latter is a very near relation of Colonel 
MTherfon, of Clunie, the chief of- 
the Clan. 


STRICTURES ON DR. JOHNSON’S MONUMENT IN ST. PAUL’S 

CATHEDRAL. 


'T'liovGti not where this eminent 
Writer was interred, nor very early 
after his death, yet in St. Pouts Catbe- 
dralt and in the yeer 1796, an honorary 
monument was erefted by private Tub- 
Tcription } of which, after all, I fear it 
inaybejuftly Taid, that it is of greater 
expenfe as to execution than propriety 
as to form. One cannot but lament 
that falTe tafle (for I give it the mildelt 
name) fliould have here deftroyed cha- 
ra^ileriftic truth, and brought even our 
Chriftian feelings into tome Tort of 
queftion. Not to mention his (horn 
head, was Dr. JohnTon ever publicly 
feen with three^ bare limbs, and a 
fourth wrapped in a blanket? Why, 
then, is his image fo reprefented ? and 
this too in fo (acred a place. And, 
in thefe commemorative tokens, why 
muft a proof of the Sculbtor's know¬ 
ledge ot Anatonsy, the_ bfssdet and the 
habiliments of other times and coun¬ 
tries, ever be accounted a prime con- 
fideration, and one to which not only 
all we fTC, 4 ;uly around us of perfonal 
>ttire|«i|i|^ne ordinary forms of de- 
cencyHpi^J^ive place ? Reflexions of 
tbis^w^rmight oe made with regatd 
to of v^at we meet with in the 


other arts that imitate the human 
figure; and from them this uTeful con- 
ciufion, it is prefumed, might be TatiT- 
faXorily drawn, viz. that in a country 
of the nrft confequence, where learning 
and ingenuity urr, and haw been long* 
eminently,dirplayed, it is needlefs, nay 
that it is palpable bigotry, in artifts (o 
violently to difregard the eftablilhed 
forms of dreTs, and to follow patterns 
which in reality have often nothing 
more to recommend them than their 
age, their quaintnefs, or their capa¬ 
bility of (hewing much of the staked 
frame. . 

The Tubjeft is iniMed copious, but 
too level to ordinary thought to afi: 
many words of expianUfion. And it is 
to be hoped, th^^Rcrf^rnd Bodg au- 
thorifed to decide as tolm admiffion 
of thele honorarjr memoriMs into this 
facred edifice, will, in futu», take cou¬ 
rage to^ truft to their own ^eas alone 
refpeXing the dreTs, or no drei'., of its 
carved figures, and dfteem tbemTelvea 
mo(t probably far better judges ^with 
much fewer mifleading prejudio 't) oi 
this taui of froprkto than any bor d of 
Dilettanti of individual artift i^atTo- 
ever.

npHE kindnBfs with which you have 
undertaken to r^prefent tny cafe, 
calls upon me to lay open to you, 
with the utmoft candour, the circum* 
ftances attending it, which I will now 
endeavour to do as briefly as poflible. 

It is above fix^ yeflrs fince I began 
to ftudy the art of engraving { in the 
courfe of which time, befides employ- 
Jng that long period of life in i^ .pro- 
feflion, with an induftry and alfiduity 
that would be improper' in me to de- 
« /bribe, 1 have laid out with my brethren, 
in promoting the commerce of the Fine 
Arts in this country, above three hun¬ 
dred and fifty thouund pounds. 

When 1 flrft began bufinefs, the 
whole commerce of prints in this 
country confifted in importing fo¬ 
reign prints, principally from France, 
to fupply the cabinets of the curious in 
this kingdom. Inmreflcd with the idea 
that the genius or our own country¬ 
men, if properly encouraged, was equal 
to that of foreigners, I fet about eitab- 
lilhing a School of Enobaving in 
England, with what fuccefs the Pub¬ 
lic are well acquainted. Itjs, perhaps, 
at prefenc fufficient to fay, that the 
whole courfe of that commerce is 
changed; very few prints being now 
imported into this country, while the 
foreign market is principally fupplied 
with prints from England. 

In effecting this favourite plan. I 

■ ; a long life^ but

pM had obfervod with indignation, 


that the want of fuch a School had 
•been long made a favourite topic of op. 
probrium againtt this country amoM 
foreign writers on National Talle. No 
fubjed, therefore, could be more ap¬ 
propriate for fuch a national attempt 
than England’s infplred Poet, and 
great painter of nature, Shaksfeabe ; 
and I flatter rnyfelf tne inoft prejudiced 
foreigner muR allow that the Shak- 
fpeare Gallery will convince the World, 
that Engiifhmen want nothing but the 
fbfterina hand of encouragement to 
bring forth their «nius in this line of 
art. I might go further, and defy any 
of the Italian, Flemilb, or French 
Schools to fhow, in fo fhort a fpace 
of time, fuch an exertion as the Snak- 
fpeare Gallery; and if they could have 
made fuch an exertion, the piilures 
would have been marked with all that 
monotonous fanienefs which diltin- 
guifhes thofe different fchoois. Wheie- 
as in the Sbakfpeare Gallery every 
artift, partaking of the freedom of his 
country, and endog^ed with that ori 
ginality of thinking fo peculiar to its 
natives, h'as chofen his own road to 
what he conceived to be excellence, 
unfhackled by the llavifli imitation amt 
uniformity that pervade all the foreign 
fchoois. 

This Gallery I once flattered rnyfelf 
with being able to have left to that ge¬ 
nerous Public, who have for fo long a 
period encouraged my undertakings ; * 

but unfortunately for thofe conneued 
wirti the Fine^rts, a Vandalick Revo¬ 
lution has arifen, which, in {onvulfing 
all Europe, has entirely extinguifbed, 
except in this happy illand, all thofe 
who had the tafte or xhi power to 
promote thofe arts; while the tyrant 
that at prefent governs 'France tells 
that believing and befutted nation, 
that, in the midft of all his robbery 
and rapine, he is a great patron and 
promoter of the Fine Arts; jufl as if 
thofe arts that humanife and polifii 
mankind could be promoted by fuch 
meant, and by fuch a mao. 

You will excufe, my d»r Sir, 1 am 
fure, feme warmth in an old man on 
this fubjeft, when I inform you, that 
this unhappy Revolution biu cut up 

O a by 
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^ the roow that revenue from the 
Continent which enabled me to un¬ 
dertake fucb confiderable works in this 
country. At the fame time, as I am 
laying my cafe fairly before you, it 
flioula not be difgulfed, that my na. 
fural entbufiafm for promoting the 
Fine Arts (perhaps buoyed up by fuc- 
ceft) made me improvident $ for had I 
lain by but ten pounds out of every 
hundred pounds my plates produced, 
X fliould not now have had occaiion to 
trouble my friends, or appeal to the 
Public; but, on the contrary, 1 flew 
with impatience to employ ibme new 
artiit with the whole gains of my former 
undertakings. I fee too late my error; 
for I have theieby decreafed my ready 
money, and increafed my flock of cop^ 
per-plates to fuch a fize, that alt tne 
printfellers in Europe could not pur. 
chafe it, efpecially at tbefe times fo uu. 
favourable to the Arts. 

Having thus candidly owned my 
error, I have but one word to fay in 
extenuation. My receipts from abroad 
had been fo large, ana continued fo 
regular, that I at ail times found them 
dully adequate to fupport my under¬ 
takings at home—I could not calcu¬ 
late on the prefent crifls, which has 
totally annihilated them—I certainly 
calculated on fome defalcation of them 
receipts, by a French or Spanifls war, 
or both; out with France or Spain 
I carried on but little commerce— 
Flanders, Holland, and Germaiw,wbo, 
no doubt, fupplied the reft of Europe, 


were the great marts) but, alas! they 
are now no more. The eonvulficn 
that has disjointed and mined the 
whole Continent I did net forefee— 

I know no man that did. On that 1 
head, therefore, though it has nearly*" 
mined me and mine, I can take but 
little blame to myfelf. 

In this ftate of things, 1 throw my- , 
felf with confidence upon that public 
who bus always been but toe partial 
to niy poor endeavours, for_ the difi> 
pofal oi that which, in happier days, 

1 flattered myidf to have prefented to 
them. 

1 know of no means by which that 
can be efleAed juft now but by a Lot¬ 
tery ; and if the Legiflature will 
the goodnefs to grant a periniflion for 
that purpofe, they will at leaft have the 
aflurance of the even tenour of a long , 
life, that it will be fairly and honour, 
ably conduced. The objefls of it are, 
my piflures, galleries, drawings, &c. 
Sse.f which, unconnected wifii my cop. 
per-plates and trade, are much more 
than fuflicient to pay, if properly dif- 
pofed of, all I owe in the world. 

I hope yon, my dear Sir, and every 
honeft man, at any age, will feel for my 
anxiety to difeharge my debts} but at 
my advanced age, of eighty-five, 1 feel 
it becomes doubly defirable.—I am,

W HSN, /oon after this, the rebels 
made their retreat into the North, 
he, Mr. Lettenby, and the others of 
their companions, confeious of what 
they had done to oflend them, thought 
it beft to abfeond before they rrached 
the town*} but Mfs.

^(perpetuatly fumigating an apartment 
not limited wholly to himfelf, and uGng 
every means be could to efcape conta. 
gion); nobsHt nothing being brought 
forward againft him. he was admitted to 
bail till the allizes following. On their 
arrival, al(b, nothingappeared, and he 
was, of courl'e, diichl Ir^d. 

The Judge was conliderably moved 
with thefe cruel proceedings, and be 
called them a mod fcamtaious piece of 
buftnefs. Several eminent cbarafters» 
alfo, on the Grand Jury and on the 
Circuit, who had by this time got a 
competent knowledgeof an affair which 
made great noife in the country, fpnke 
of it in terms of the higheft indignation. 
In the town, too, was raifed a refent. 
ment not ealy toappeare,andtbe names 
of the profecutors were brought into 
deferved obloquy all around. 

It was laid above, that this was a 
mott: unhappy affair for the Doftor- 
For, belides tne interruption it formed 
to bis bufinels, the vexation of mind it 
produced, and the cbnftant danger his 
own life was long in from infeftion, it, 
was the occafion of his lofiiig bis only 
fon, a fine youth, of about twenty-tMte 
^ears of age, who, from his fiequrnt' 
vilits to his father, fatally caught the 
contagion. Like aifiduities were al(o 
fatal ^ one of his fervants, and miny 
others whom circumffances compelled 
to enter thofe dangerous abodes. Every 
one will feel thefe to be fevere trials. 
Ancf the lofs of liis fon fo much affect¬ 
ed his fpirits, that he perhaps never 
after thoroughly regained his' former 
vivacity. 

Thele many calumnies, however, 
did not injure the Doftor in the good 
opinion of the world. His praftice 
Itill continued uncommonly great, 
though we may here add, that, afrrr 
ali his labours, be was net poireiled 
of much wealth. From bis genteel 
manner of living, his many whimficat 
projefts, and untoward difatters, joined 
with the pecuniary alfiltance he was 
never backward to lend his friends, 
the chief of his riches lay in his I'C*

pautios} 
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pvtatioiif k conrcioofners of having 
dMe a deal of good to hit fellowt, and 
of the regard thefc flsr vices had na¬ 
turally produced. 

In the time of the Doflor, and in 
country places in particular, it was 
too much the cuftom of the Faculty, 
when a patient's cafe was critical, ot 
become hopelefs, to foretell, out of 
the family, how he would go on, or 
how and when be would die, &c. To 
the difplay of this vain, and often cruel,. 
kind of prefcience he was greatly in¬ 
clined, and indeed was, perhaps, feldom 
excelled in the .Accuracy of fuch pre- 
diflions. However, though theft con¬ 
currences donbtlefs have their weight, 
as to the world at large, in producing 
a good opinion of a phyfician’s abilities, 
yet they certainly ought, on many ac¬ 
counts, to be veiy fparingly and deli¬ 
cately uftd. And it Is well, that this 
caution is one of the improvements 
which the praflice of phyde has re¬ 
ceived from late years, and our pro- 
grels in feeling and refinement. 

The too, in tlioft days, was 

often brought to the phyfician, indead 
of the patient} and by its aid, it has 
been reported, the Do6lor would fome- 
times have pretended to difeover the 
particulars of the patient’s malady, 
when he perhaps *had chiefly gathered 
them from the mouth of the bearer. 

In apology for this artifice (fo the tale 
has run) he would obftrve, that Jgae- 
fant pMpk ftmild be Jeeilfu'itb a good deal 
intbeirowHvt/ay. How this was I will 
not pretend to determine, and Ibail only 
obftrve of it, that, if true, it exhibited 
a fpecies of cunning much below the 
chai aSer of the DoRor, and of which 
his fkill and fagacity by no means ftood 
in need. Though a good opinion of 
rte pby^ian (if to ftcure that might 
be pai't oVhis aim) has certainly often a 
very ftrviceable cffeR on a patient, yet 
the thus operating on the through 
the medium of the mnd, may be as 
•Well, and much more reputably at¬ 
tempted, by means lefs quackifli} and 
to manage which with addrefs is now 
b^omc one valuable province of the 
medical art *. 


While we have thefe ibadet of oar 
portnut in view, candour requires that 
we alfo acknowledge, what spears to 
have been jpftly allraged in diminution 
of the Doctor’s moraicbarafter, that he 
WM addiRed to unlawful commerce 
with the fex; and, among other of bis * 
ftrange undertakings, was concerned 
in fmuggling liquors from the lile of 
Man. What could be his motive thoe 
to gamble m>ntb the King (as he fome- 
times called it) is not eafy to fiiy t nor 
do I wifli to palliate a praRice which, 
the humbleft o{ the community know . 
to be^ wrong, and in the participation 
of which more enlightened minds cer¬ 
tainly ought always to be aihamed. 

Many, indeed, are the tales yeti’. 
membered rei'peRing theft and fimilar 
tranfaRions; the peculiar fallies of his 
genius and the celebrity of his cures.. 
But our pages muit have their limits. 
And on this account, as well as on an¬ 
other which the friends of the parties 
muft approve, I forbear to fay any thing 
particular of the paper-war that was 
carried on betwixt him and Dr.Chrifio- 
pherlbii in the year i7^|, the year in 
which lie was firft Mayor of the Town, 
and to which honour, it may be here 
added, he arrived a iecond time in the 
year 175I. 

Thus he proceeded on till, in 176s, 
he found that, though of an uncom¬ 
monly good conlfitution, years, and the 
great exertift he had uftd both of body 
and mind, had begun to j[ive him 
warning of their power, by dilcovering 
the fymptoms of a diforder which he 
forefaw would probably be fatal, though 
he might linger under it for fome time.

He had little pride, ex¬ 
cept what refulted from a conlcioulnefs 
of his independence, and the main in¬ 
tegrity of his intentions.

Attacked with iymptotns of difeaic that 
threatened danger, he would have 
Itopped them in tbe dreets tp offer 
them his aiSifance for their recovery. 
Thus formed to think and feel, though 
in his charges with thofe who were oh ‘ 
ability be was fometimes capricioufly 
iiigb, yet in general tb^y weie mode., 
rate} and among the indigent he woultl 
very freely diltribute both bis advice * 
anci medicines grntu *. 

The ftatiire of the DoAor was of the 
lower kind } but lie was formed witlx 
the utmolt fymmetry, and what foroe 
would call a niat dapper man. His 
face was fair, and liis features hand- 
fome, and molt peculiarly exprellive of 
the lentimeiits of his mind. He 
pcriedly active, and a dextrous horfe. 
man. But an idea of his peribn might 
be conveyed to thoufands at once, by^ 
haying, he very much refembled the 
late celebrated Gariick, only, if there 
was a difference in any thing, he ex¬ 
celled him in the dnenefs and vivacity 
of his eye, and the nice adjuittnenr of 
his limbs. This the late Thomas Bra- 
dyll, £fq. of Connilbead, uled' fre¬ 
quently toobferve.^ He never had his 
portrait taken. This being neglefted 
in the early part of his life, he would 
not frt for it afterwards { having little 
relith, probably, for what might then 
appear to him one of the vanities of 
this world. I only knew him during 
his laft illnefs, and he then appeared of 
a neat form, and much of a gentleman.

DEAR SIR, Aw^erdam, May 180s. 

H aving made a itay of Tome days at 
this city, and viewed the principal 
curiofities in it, we have propofed to 
avail ourfelves of the prefent favourable 
ftafon, by making excurfions to the 
celebratea villages in the neighbour, 
hood. 

A failing, or fmall boat, being en* 
gaged for the party, we crotftli the river 
V to Saardam; the diilance is about fix 
or feven Englifh miles; but the wind 
changing to the north, and blowing 
very ftrong, we were above two hours 
in performing it. I Hid not regret this 
circumftance, as it aflbrdcd me an op- 
po{tunityof afcwraining tlieexpertnefs 
of the Dutch in fne management of our 
iinall bark; andi. can allure you that it 
' Was as dexterowny tacked about as the 
nature of it fmqiKV.Jb. 

■ We aitr^w arrived in North Hol¬ 
land, a plue which travellers defcribe 
in raptures encomiums} and un- 
duubtedljf you have read, that ** in 
es of Saardam and Broek the 
^ as clean as a Lady's drawing. 
. { that a piece of orange-peel, &e. 
WOtt»d be noticed on it, and removed by 


the inhabitants.” Our expeAations irt 
tills refpeA were railed only to he dil'. 
appointed. We were vain enough to 
imigl.., ihat cleunlinel's in its ne plus 
ultra was tube found here, and that the 
air would be rendered highly falabri- 
ous by the fyitematic purity of the 
Itreets and houfes. But believe me, 
wbuevei vilits North Holland with 
hopes buoyed up oy the flattering 
panegyric of travellers, will reap only 
a Imall portion of that pleafure which 
be might have enjoyed, on the ftore of 
neatnels, had he not been taught to look 
for and expecl perfeflion. The ftreets 
of Saardam are in general very clean, 
the duft being carefully fwept away 
every day} which, indeed, is the gene- 
ral prailice in Amlterdam) but they 
are ipore felicitous about the goodnefs 
of the pavemenf here than in that city. 
Saardam certainly might be ^ept pro. 
verbially clean, if the inhabitants chofe 
to take 10 much trouble. At prefent it 
is fafliionable, as in South Holland, to 
fmoke in the Itreets, which are flrewrd 
with dirty paper, &c. thrown from the 
fliops. Such trifles would not have me¬ 
rited notice, if we bad not anticipated 
fo wide a contraft, from the romantic 
defa'iptioD of former travellers. 

The houfes are built of brick, and

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the front generally covered with dealt 
which is tancifully paintedt according 
to the tafte of the owner} green feems 
the prevailing- colour, and red the next 
in eftinoatien. The painting is regu* 
larJy and carefully wafliedt which gives 
it the appearance of being recently 
tidied. I underftand the praAice of 
walhing the fronts of the houfes is verv 
generar in all the Provinces ^ in Nortit 
wlland it is particolarlv fo | and the 
girls never leem fo aflively engaged as 
when they are performing this opera¬ 
tion. In London, fuel) a plan, though 
highly neceifary, could not be adopted, 
on account of tile crowds which are 
perpetually parading the ftreets; vet 
if the Dutch inhabitants of London 
were to titinfport thither their native 
talte, it cannot be doubted, that even 
this opei'uMon would be as regularly 
performed as in Arafterdain, notwith- 
Handing the falling of the water upon 
thofe who pafs by, for the iafety of 
whofe perfons or clothes the Dutch are 
perfeflly indifferent. 

The buildings are moilly in the 
Dutqh Itile of architecture, with the 
gable in front; as they are very low, 
peidom exceeding two ftories,) this 
is the more obfervable. Thole above 
the common rank have generally a 
garden in the front of their boufes, 
which is taftefuliy laid out with flirubs 
and Howers. The court-yard is paved 
with fine bricks in the forms of geo¬ 
metrical figures, and kept fo clean, that 
an hypcTcritictl obferver mutt confefs 
them to be proverbially fo; the lead 
(pot of dirt IS not to be feen, even in 
the chinks of the bricks. 

. The fmall garden is divided, accord¬ 
ing to the talte of its pofleiTor, into 
eccentric fhaped figures, by ferpentine 
walks interfering each other, whicn are 
covered with gravel oi* finall fbells, but 
in generll the former; the latter fpe- 
cies of pavement feems more exclu. 
£f ely appropriated to thofe parts which 
are only feldom trod upon, or perhaps 
never. This profufion of ifaells appears 
to be an article in the Dutch elHmate of 

S adear. We obferved feveral l^cies 
wed on the ground which concholo- 
gifts would admit to a place in their 
ealnnets. 

I am perfuaded that this trifling pro¬ 
digality is intended to convey a favour¬ 
able imprefTion of the greatnefs, riches, 
tec. of the Dutch. As our curiofity in 
this refpeft was produAive of an inte- 
refting anecdote, 1 will venture to 


trefpafs on your patience by telat- 
ing it. 

As we were looking over the p^i- 
fadoei into one of thofe nrdens which 
boatted a greater colleaion of rarities . 
than the other ones, and expre(nnjr«,Jb 
perhaps, a little furprife at the tatta 
of the Hollander, two Gentlemen who 
were walking at the further end of the 
garden obferved us, and at the fame 
time, from fbmetbing national in our 
drefs perhaps, our country. ^ One of 
tliem addrefled the other in Low 
Dutch—** There is a party of Eng- 
lifhmen wlio are wondering that we 
fhould watte fo many fine fbells— 
They are a nation of connoifleurs, a 
very rich nation (ironically). I rjgd 
an Englifh newfpaper a few weeks ago, 
offering for Ikle a farthing, value two 
doits, for the fumof 500!., 5500 guild¬ 
ers; and 1 afterwards learnt that the 
price was obtained for it." Here, as 
might be expeiled, they joined in a 
loud and hearty laugh; it was cer¬ 
tainly on their fide, and at our ex- 
penfe; the fatire was fair and juft, and 
on this account I record it; perhaps 
fome of my countrymen may be in¬ 
fluenced fo far as to fee the light in 
which not only the thinking part of 
our own, but other nations, view thofe 
foulifh exceffes. To deferve the Eng- 
liih character, as it has been held in the 
fcale of Europe, we cannot fail to laugh 
as heartily at (or perhaps lament) the 
folly of o\ir countrymen, as any fo¬ 
reigner can do. Mr. F., who under- 
ttands the Dutch language perfefliy, 
fuggefted the retort courteous, and 
replied in Low Dutch, thanking the 
Hulander for the compliment which 
he paid to the Englifh. Mynheer 
feemed aftonifhed when be beard him- 
felf addrefled by an E^gliflunan in his 
own language, which "le meft probably 
flippofedus to be ignorant of, or be 
would not hav(^*$Mi«afUed the event 
of his jett. Mr. F. aud^ that ** tho 
foolifhners of an individual if applied 
to the national changer, wij^ certainly 
a criterion of the riches o^oglanil; 
but whether Englifbmen ougnHftboaft 
the pre-eminence in that^refpe^tHcaa 
a matter of doubt, as the Hollander 
had frequently confidered a or 3000 
guilders well bettowed on a tulip 
root! t” 

The Dutchman drawing nearer, with 
perfcA fiug frMt acknowledged the 
juttice .of the (tt»fervatioi>, expreffipg, 
at the fame time, an high efteem fot^e 





iiitiHt«of Briuliit whom be ietended 
to honoorl^ obfwving, that the Eng- 
iiflt were briginallj Dutchmen i wav< 
ing the proprietjr or truth of the 
remarkf he certainly approximated 
mearer to an Englifliinan than a Dutch¬ 
man. 

He Invited us to walk in. and fmoke 
a pipe, or take a-cup of coffee: though 
* we did not feel inclined to enjoy thofe 
focial pleafures, yet we one and all 
determined to accept his invitation, 
hoping, or imagining, that from fuch 
a ungular introduction fomething no¬ 
vel would accrue. * 

If we 'might eltimate his rank in 
life by his exterior, he.ieemed to be 
:.oly of plebeian degree} we therefore 
expected nothing more in the interior 
of his houfe, than the general tatte for 
neatnefs. He conducted us through 
the ball into the drawing-room. Oppo- 
fite the entrance hung a large picture 
by Vandyke, not inferior to feveral of 
the pieccs*by that great maiter. Hav¬ 
ing dwelt upon it for a few moments, 
1 turned to an extremely fine one by 
Rembrandt, two by Rulmns, one by 
Heemfkirk, and another of extremely 
£ne execution, but 1 could not learn 
the painter’s name. From the atten¬ 
tion which I paid to the elegant deco¬ 
rations of the apartment, I fubjeCied 
myfelf to another obfervation to the 
national difadvantagej but out of po- 
litenefs he fparedit me, ant^only afked. 
Whether we had many pieces in Eng¬ 
land by the Fiemifh roafters i On re¬ 
plying, that they were not fo plentiful 
as in Holland, he obferved, ^t ** an 
hundred years hence Sir Jofliua Rey¬ 
nolds would rank with the greated of 
them:” be then conduced us into a 
chamber^ remarkable only for three 
portraits by that great matter; he 
^affured os, th^t his father, with his 
wife and fifte/, went on purpofe to 
Lon don to jiavc t'Aem taken by Sir 
**jnhinr; they are ttnifhed in his beft 
manner, :>Jia at a period when he was 
more c^ful of the goodnefs of his 
tints tjittn he afterwards was. The 
which he^ executed in the 
Jiner period of hit life alreai^ feel 
the hand of Time, while his former 
pieces retain the origimd colours in 
the moft delicate toocfaea of bis pencil. 
Being at prefent very defedive in the 
Dotco language, Mr. F. was obliged

Finding that we had met with ^ a 
Dutch connoiffeor, I was not a little 
rejoiced] be, Mr. F., and I, converftd 
for fome time on die relative merits of 
the great painters which Holland had 
produced ; he evinced a very accurafCO 
and elegant tafte, pointed out a MiodO 
of dittuiguifliing the works of each, 
which, though liable to a great many 
exceptions, are the belt rules that 1 
recoiled to have feen, or am acquaint¬ 
ed with I he remarked upon the differ* 
ence in their tone,of colouring, the 
peculiar parts of expreflion in which 
each excelled, and the method which 
each purfued in painting the drapery i 
be fpoke with precifion on the fubjeft, 
and difeufled it as a fcience founded on 
known axioms and laws; his reafoninjg 
was far from abitrule, his ideas perfpt- 
cuous and correA; he felt the force of 
his own arguments, as founded on the 
nature of the fubjett, and feemed to 
wonder why we did not more readily 
uerceive the truth of bis reafoning; 
Tor my part, 1 had not fulliciently 
confidered the fubjeft; and though I 
feel great eale in appropriating (everal 
pieces to the proper painter, and have 
ftudied the limjea as much as my lei- 
fure permitted, yet* I never confidered 
it fcientifically, nor imagined that it 
could be reduc^ to fixed and certain 
rules t I always perceive a certain jt 
nt ffois quei, which guides my determi¬ 
nation, and points out the work to 
belong to fuch a painter; iu appro- 
priating which, I have been, and un¬ 
doubtedly (hall be, frequently de¬ 
ceived. The Dutchman bad gone far¬ 
ther } he had, unlike the generality of 
his« countrymen, examined into the 
nature and origin of our ideas, and 
what it is which influences«our judg. 
ment. 

VlTe could not do lefs than thank 
him for his bma btuche of information § 
and I expreffed my approbation of his 
purfuit. Being in a very communi¬ 
cative key, he took occafion to prefent 
us with an abbreviated hiltorv eff hie 
life, the ftimulus which urgea him to 
the eonfideration and ftudy of paunt- 
jngs { a motive at Angular as his re- 
iearcbes have proved iucceftful, valu¬ 
able, and entertiuning. 

From painting the difeourfe changed 
to poeciyi be admired our dramatio 
Shakfpeare u the greateft man which 
ever wrote on thefubjeft of theihaBHi|- 

Pa his 
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hU poems he accounted valuable and 
intererting, only ** at they were the 
produAions of Sbakrpeare.'*—Milton 
charmed him iniiiittely. Mr. F. ob- 
ferved, that Taflb frequently equalled, 
and foinetimes rofe fuperior to the Bri- 
tilh Bard. He imiled, and lamented 
the inattention which my friend **mujl 
bmvt paid to bit eountrymoH t" he ob-« 
ierved, with a dignified empbafis, that 
Taflb was a poet of the fecond clafs, 
Milton of the firft, with whom be 
yanked, as only coequal, Homer and Vir- 

J il. He was an admirer of Pope and 
Irydcn; when compared with each 
other, he knew not which deferved 
the preference; ** they are both great, 
both excellent,” faid he. Though he 
fpoke Englifli only very indilferently, 
he appeared to underftand the moft 
diflicuit part of it. Poetry, which was 
evident by the judicious obfervations 
which he made. Of the merits of qur 
other Englilh poets he fpoke with 
coiifiderable learning and judgment. 
On Thomfon ** he lavilhed his full 
horn of praife.” Had your father been 
alive, and heard Aich encomiums on his’ 
literary and intimate friend, be would 
have accounted it one of the fweeteft 
moments of his life. You knontt how 
much I admire Thomfon; you can 
imagine how muclt^I felt elated at the 
panegyric on that unfortunate Bard. 

In commenting on our Poets, he car¬ 
ried his ufual ferutiny into the diftin- 
gnilliing features of each production 
with an amazing acutenefsof reafoning. 

Of our Novefilis he was very fparing 
in praife. Richardfon and Fielding he 
accounted rather eminent. The reafon 
of his coldnefs for the Englilh Novelifis 
arofe from bis partiality to the works of 
Fenelon, Le Sage, ana Cervantes ^ he 
obferved, that ** all novels compared 
with tholi^ are trifling.” 

Happening to take up a fmall vo. 
lume, containing the Articles of the 
pew Conftitution of Batavia, the mazes 
of political difeuflion burft upon us. 
Confeious that a native of Britain 
ihould never difeufs bis ideas, of go¬ 
vernment, of moral or political liberty, 
and the lone et cetera of rights and pri¬ 
vileges, with a foreigner, in a foreign 
country* 1 waved the fubjeA; which 
had no other e^ft than inducing him 
to continue it himfdf’ 
w He fpoke, with much concern, of 
m^e condu£l of (he Dutch to the Eng<i' 
^ilh I and added, that it was not only 
nngwerou* and ungrateful, but the 


worft mcafiires (for fhemfelvn)''that 
they could have adopted, as k gave the' 
French the dominion of the Provinces, 
and paved the way for, all the burthens 
wliicn they labour under from the 
coercion of that haogb^ republic. • 

As we declined coffee, tie interro¬ 
gated us on the fubjeft of dinner. On 
finding that we bad not then dined, he 
obferved, that if we waited every ibty 
till fix o'clock for dinner, we ihoula 
foon feel the ill efl«£ts of that luxu. 
rious hour.” The Hollanders, he add¬ 
ed, were not only obliged to live tem¬ 
perately, but al* regular hours, other- 
wile they would be alHi^ed With fere, 
ral epidemical dilbrders, which, when 
once fettled in the blood, are very 
difficult to eradicate. 

He appeared to be an univerlal febo. 
lar, and difeourfed with great lucidnels 
of reafoning on all fubjects. 

From his houfe, we repaired to do 
homage to the memory of Peter the 
Great. 

The cottage fliewn as his refidence 
is of wood, and wretched in the ex¬ 
treme; it is merely a but to Ib.elter 
a perfon from the inclemency of the 
weather, without any other conveni¬ 
ence whatever. How would the mo. 
dern Princes of Europe fpurn the 
choice of that great man, and think 
their royal dignity blotted out by 
deigning even to enter fuch a mifer- 
able filed. ^ But Peter poflefled what 
they wanted, and wanted what they 
poltefled; he wanted their pride, and 
polTefled an eager defire to benefit his 
country; he worked as a common 
labourer, and underwent the fatigues 
of a menial fervant. Thus he gained 
a knowledge of workmanfliip, and 
learnt, what every Moq^rch iiould be 
interefled to know, how much fatigue 
it colts to maintain a family by manual 
labour. Did the crowo>d heads know 
this, furely they wEuld taj^ with greater 
feeling, retrench many fuperfluolii 
penfes, and put down, not a few,, 
placemen I ^ 

We alfo vifited the Quay whl|^ Peter 
worked: it has nothing to reconfr>end 
it to a traveller's uotice, or diSing^' 
it from the i-eft. 

In the houfe where il’eter tefided, a

The army of windmills which envi 
ron Saardam gives it a very whimfical 
and ludicrous effect; they are »pro- 
priated to the various purpofes of faw- 
ing, grinding, manufaffturing paper, 
cutting tobacco, &c. Accompanied 
by our new friend, we vifited the moft 
remarkable of them i to have reviewed 
the whole would be the labour of fome 
weeks. I cannot explain to you the 
nature and operatiops of thofe mills 
better than in the words of Mr. Peck- 
ham, whole deicription 1 compared 
with the mills themfeives when we 
vifited them: 

The firit mill we vifited was a 
faw-mill, by which forty boards can 
be fawed at the fame time. The flies 
of the mill are fixed to a large beam, 
which turns on an axle { in the centre 
of this beam is the grand wheel, which 
puts in motio^ another immediately 
beloli^ it: this is likewife fixed on the 
middle of a piece of timbei^ which 
hangs on an axle, and to which four 
perpendicular faws, ten in each com¬ 
partment, are fixed, which, as the 
wheel goes round, are elevated, and 
again thruft down : at the end of this 
beam are two iron hooks, which catch 
a wheel, and each time the fiiws go up 
and down, it moves this wheel one 
cog, that wheel moves another, which 
catclies into a piece of iron, and draws 
it towards itfelf t at the end of this iron 
is a crofs bar, which prefles againft the 
end of the tree while the other end it 
fawing, and pufhes it on to the tueih 
of the law with a motion proportioaate 
to the difpatch of the laws. 

Front the fiiw-mill we walked to 

the 
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tbe paper-mill, and obftrved the whole 
procets, from tbe cutting of the rags to 
the cleanfing them in a wheel with 
a coniiant mccellioa of freth water, 
which converts the rags into a pulp. 
A mould, with wire at the top and wood 
at bottom, is dipped in} on taking it 
out, tbe wire top flips off, a piece of 
flannel is laid on the paper, which the 
next moment is portable, and hung out 
to dry, the flaws being flrlt picked 
out; this part occupies the women 
' and children. 

** We next paffed toa tobacco-mill t 
it contains a larj^e trough full of the 
leaf; ten, twelve, or more, perpendi¬ 
cular pieces of timber, with knives 
flxed to one end and cogs at the other, 
which fall into flmilar ones in the cir¬ 
cumference as it turns on its axis : by 
this wheel thiy are lifted up to a cer¬ 
tain height, when the aflion of the 
wheel ccaling, they fall down by the 
force of gravity, and cut the tobacco 
very final I : when this operation is 
performed, the tobacco is laid upon a 
Itone platform, on which two inimenle 
dones move one within the other} the 
lirlt diflributes it over the plattorm, 
a wooden machine follows and collects 
It into a line, then follows a pie^e of 
ii'on which divides it into a furrow 
wide enough fot^ the preflure of the 
other done; all thefe move at the fame 
time, and turn on the fame axle. 

The oil-mill, uied for the grind- 
ing of rape-feed, is nearly upon the 
, iiiuie principles: the feed is bruiled to 
a powder, and then put into a pan, 
which is placed over a fteady fire; after 
it has remained there a few moments, 
it is put into iinall bags, two of which 
are put into the prefs at the iiime time, 
one at each end, which are preffet^ by a 
Ample piece of mechanifm with a great 
power :^the oil falls into vats or refer- 
voirs placed underneath, the bags are 
then flipped off, and the dry cake is 
tKrown afide.'* 

1 have made a few trifling alterations 
in his defcriptioii of tbe mills, which 
tliey feeiMd to warrant, but they are 
vet y few indeed.

No doubt, dear P., you will, from 
this account, form veiy erroneous coo* 
jeAures of the riches and opulence of 
Holland. You mult recollect, that the 
jewels which are worn by a female of 
the prefent day have, perhaps, been in 
the htiuily two Ifundred years. Popu¬ 
lation increafts very llowly in the Pro¬ 
vinces, and taiie is more fixed than in 
Spain : hence it very naturally follows, 
that jewels defeend to the heirs in taii 
female for ever. 

The word old-fa(liioned has not a 
definable fignification in Holland. 1 
think I have read fomewhere of a pair 
of breeches that ferved three genera¬ 
tions, and were (till wearables this I 
am certain, that one might very fre¬ 
quently collect relics of antiquity from 
the females of Holland of as early a date 
as the (eventeendi century. 

Their drefles are diftingui(hable from 
thofe of the other Provinces by the 
trim formality with which every pare 
is adjuited. There is a certain mode 
of curling that part of the hair which 
falls down before the ear, which is,

Hollanders, while thofe on the other 
fide of the Y adopt entirely different 
cultoms, and a ta(te a little more mo¬ 
dernized.

An Jlliberjil Dutchman, for InHIncef 
by way of illiifliation, would Hatcciy 
find any ihirg to praife in E'lj^difh 
nianneisor cudojus, they aie f«> dif- 
feient from thofe with which he is 
familialixed,.Slid dtems light. li (uch 
a man weie to publili a f mi of Eng¬ 
land, he would probjldy be iligtnMixed 
with the epithet of idiot, or ciack- 
brained fool, and cilligated, as Aichf 
by every Engliih writer. Let its adopt 
the fame piopufition, only changing 
the terms, and confider what candour 
we ought to obferve in commenting' 
upon the p'-op'ictyor impiopiiety ot 
national cuHoms: and if we are dif* 
plcafcd at /eeing a foieigner contemn 
what we efteem to be a criterion of 
fuperior merit, let us not draw the 
fame difgrace upon ourfelves by making 
ill-natured obfei v.ations and invidious 
coniparifons, erperi.iliy of the Dutch. 

Holland has more pi oofs of immenfe 
indultry to pioduce, than any country 
in Europe ,can boalt of. The Dutch 
are a nation who, foi the ftke oflibei ty, 
have endtiied the feverelt diverfities of 
ioitune, and firmly withftuod the ra- 
v.ages of tyiants to pioted their coun- 
tiy. It was their induftry which firft 
entitled them to refpe£lful notice i and 
the conHant pei feveraiice in the habits 
of indufliry,^ which has rendered them 
formidable in the fcale of Europe, it 
is the mine from which all tluir i iches 
fpiing, to which their well-being is 
owing. , 

On thefe confiderations, we ought to 
make very confiderable allowance for 
the progiefs of talfe in the Provinces } 
th^y have been too bufily occupied in 
concerns of national importance to 
wafte time and money in ufelcfs idle 
fancies. Whatever portion of each is 
employed, it is generally in fomething 
which the candid mind will deem praife- 
wortiiy, and bears tiie marks, if not of a 
refined rafte, of, at leaft, an innocent 
and humane one.

sleffed in this country. 

It is fome da\s fince the tree of 
libertv was tut down which Hood on 
the dam in Iront of the Stadthoufe. 
1 was in Amfteidam at the time, and 
can therefore fpCak with pretifion on 
the fubjeil. On the 19th of May, an 
order was fent to all the vcffels in the 
ort to hoift their flags on the enluing 
ay 5 a day which will, perhaps, be long 
remembered, on account ot tlie down- 
fall of the tree of liberty: it was cut 
down under the covert of the darknefs 
of the preceding evening. On the 
aoth of May, an immenft crowd col¬ 
lected on the fpot wheie the gigan¬ 
tic Maft reared its head. It is ini- 
poffible to conceive the joy which 
nearly ail ranks of people expiefled 
•n the occaflon. Certain it is, that 
Buonaparte does not reign in the affec¬ 


tions of the Dutch; they fear ai^d'liate 
him. Early in the morning, a rumour 
was circulated in the City, that ** fome 
mifebievouB perfon had cut down the 
Tree of Liberty.** 1 interrogated one 
of the Buigoinafteis on the fubje6f, 
and was affured that it was Cut down 
by an order of the Batavian Govern, 
ment, who were fo careful in oblite. 
rating even the remembrance of it, 
that the pavement was covered with 
fand to a confiderable extent, leaving 
no traces where the proud badge of 
ideal libeity was ereded: I call ic 
ideal, becaufe fhat liberty which the 
Dutch at the pieient moment enjoy 
is only a toleiatcd flavery; though, 
with ierpe6f to happinels, I think with 
Eralmub, 

Crede quod babes, et babes.** 

If they are content, ic would be ci uel 
to undeieive them. Taking this in¬ 
gredient along with us, even flaveiy 
will become tolerable; and wanting 
it, even bbeity is difgu'ling, and all 
the bleHings of human life a mere 
bubble ill the fcale of enjoj'incnt.

** When we let irwreligious confide- 
rations, we often let in light upon the 


difficulties of Nature. So, !n thi AS 
now to be accounted for, (viz. tne ex¬ 
igence of evil,) the degree of happtnefs 
which we uCually enjoy in this life may 
be better fuited to a date of trbl and 
robation than a greater degree would 
e. The truth is, we .are rather too 
much delighted with the woild titan too 
Jittle. Imperfed, broken, and precari. 
out as our pleafures are, they are more 
than fufficient to atiich us to the eager 
purfuit of them. A regaid to a future 
itate can hardly keep its place as it is. 
If w« were deiigned, therefore, to be 
influenced by thatregard, might not a 
more indulgent lyttem, a higher or 
more uninterrupted date of gratifica¬ 
tion, have interfered with the defign f 
In a religious view (however we may. 
complain of them in every other,) pri- 
vation, difappuintnient, and fatiety, 
arc not without the molt iaiutary ten¬ 
dencies.” 

It is impofilide'to dofe this review 
witiiout the itrongeif recommendation 
of a work, of whicu, if an opinion were 
to be comprifed in the feweft words, it 
might be faid, it is one which will make 
the reader for himlelf, which di. 
reds refiedion to objeds and contem¬ 
plations of unquetiionable intereft, and 
which has, therefore, an undoubted 
tendency to exalt and ennoble man's 
nature, his charader, and purluits.

The 
houfe was afterwards rebuilt, and about 
the year 1730 Mr. Jonathan Tyers be¬ 
came the occupier of it; and from a 
liirge garden belonging to it, planted 
with fiately trees, and laid out in (hady 
walks, it obtained the name of Spring- 
garden. The houfe was converted into 
n tavern, .1 place of entertainment, and 
was much frequented by the votaries of 
pleafure. Mr. Tyers opened it in 1730, 
with an advertifement of a Ridoito 
frefco, a term which the people of this 
country had till that time been ('.rangers 
to. The reputation and fuccefs of thefe 
/ummer entertainments encouraged the 
proprietor to make his gardens a place 
of mufiSal enteitainment for* every 
evening during the fummer fealbn. 
1^ decorated it with paintings, en- 
Kued a band of excellent muficians, 
iflued filver tickets for admiffion at a 
guinea for each feafon, fet up an organ 
sa the orchettra, and, in a confpicuous 
part of the garden, erefted a fine ftatue 
of Handel, the work of Roubiliac.**— 
The very conliderable improvements 
in the decorations made (ince it came 
into the hands of other proprietors, 
arc not noticed by the Editor, pro¬ 
bably from their being familiarly known 
by the prefent generation.

He difeovered that he was em¬ 
ployed as a fpy by the Court, conie- 
qiibiuly that he was unworthy of all 
confidence.

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*T'HB erts of fculpture and painting, 
^ as they were praftifed in the lour* 
teenth century, come next under the 
confideration of our Author. Uoon 
thele fubjeits, perhapj;, nothing new 
remained to be fiid,^t'nr certainly nc- 
thing .new occurs. The method of 
working in gold and filver, and alfo 
the arc of embroidery, are noticed. 
Rerpc£fin|r the accuracy of the por* 
traits which adorn a variety of ina- 
nofcripts and miflaU *, we think more 
ftrefs ought to have been laid than Mr. 
G. is inclined to put on them. It is 
probable that foine of the perlbns re- 
prelsnted never lat to the Monks who 
executed their portraits ; but it is (till 
snore probable that many did, and that 
other of thefe miniattires were the co¬ 
pies from pidures long prelerved in 
churches and the tuanlioiis of great 
families. 

Thefe kinds of works, whether from 
nature, ftained glals, or pictures on 
pannels, which, even in thole times, 
were iminenfely expenlive, received d- 
ditional value from the correft del>!.ca¬ 
tion of the features of th.>f •■li- y itpiv- 
iented t they were, though in a higher 
degree, like the book portraits c>l the 
prefent day, intended to convey ‘.u 
pofterity a correfil idea ol peif.ms who 
had been recently, or w-.-re then gene¬ 
rally known. The tUmninalorSf there¬ 
fore, molt unqueltiunahly availed them- 
fehres of every afliliance that could be 
obtained from itatues, pitfures, and 
ImnjtpbjcCtsj and there is little doubt 
iV many inltances, the work' de¬ 
rived i^itiunal viiue from the cor- 
reftneif of the porti-aits with which 
it was ornamented. Some of thele 
that we have examined, we have, with 
sUtoniflunent, obfervtd, are Anilhed in 
the highly-laboured manner of the ena- 
.mel piblures of Petitot. They leemed 
to bear thofe general trails of relem- 
hlance which the eye of an artilt only 
^^n difeern j and where there has been 
an,opportunity to compare them with 


ftafues, pictures, &c., they have li^Hft 
found as accurate as tlieir like willx^ 
mit.

Among his 
immediate predecelTors in the period of 
their exiHence were Giotto and Dante j 
and their fucceflors, his co-equals, per¬ 
haps bis friends, were (alt advancing 
in the career which they bad opened.," 

Here the cloud which we thought we 
had caught eludes our grafp, and in- 
Head of our objeff we Hnd in our hands 
a pbilolbphical diA]uilition into the 
achievements of the human mind. In ' 
conclufion, the ijgnit fatuus again ap¬ 
peal s,*3nd we catch the following Kghtt 

** Chaucer had only to look back-fair 
a fmgle century to (ind the whole of 
Europe in a Ibte comparatively bar. 
barons. The fun of fcicnce had arifen, 
and the dews which welcomed its beams 
were not yet diflipated. He ftnelled 
the freibnefs of the morning, and hb 
heaft dilated at the light of its IbfC and 
unrulliedhues." 

Notwithttanding what has*been al¬ 
ready faid of minHrels, we have t>ow 
again brought forward the Hate of pro¬ 
jane rouiic under the Saxons, to whidi 
(acred, raulic fucceeds. Thefe are eked 
out by difeoveries and their effedls, to¬ 
gether with the inltruments tlm pro¬ 
duce them. Chaucer, in whole life 
Mr. G. Teems to with to realize the 
fable of Tantalus, now, for an inHant, 
appears in the charatter of a great lover 
of mufic. " He never omits an ocn- 
iion of celebrating its power, and the

ton whole name it beats was only con. 
tidered as an objed to give a title and 
to form a fiontil'piece to the volume, 
which, like The frontifpiece to a tbe.a. 
tre, is Toon/vA/ft/back, and dilcuveries 
are frequently made, liich as our cooler 
judgments and contruded iileas could 
never have conueded with the hero of 
the piece. At the opening of the tenth 
Chapter we learn, that after palling 
through acourfe of education in Lon¬ 
don, of what naijire the Author lias 
been too bufy in deferibing things 
which probably the Biid never law 
or hc.Trd of, to inform us. However, 
at the age of eighteen, we find that 
he was removed to the univerfity of 
Cambridge. ** He fpeaks of himfelf 
at the age of eighteen as Pliilogenet 
of Cainbiidge, Clerk. He, therefore, 
probably entered himfelf at the age 
of fifteen or fixteen, a period Kill fre. 
quently chofen for that ptirpofe. Cam. 
bridge, however, prelented a very^tlif. 
ferent i'cene from wh.tt it now exhi¬ 
bits.’* UiiqueKionabiy it did s fo did 
this country, or there would have been 
no occalion for Mr. G. to have taxed 
, hit own fagacity, and the patience of 
his readers, with thele remarks, which 
we have fo aulpictoufiy begun to cleve- 
lope and defcant on. 

Once more we lofe fight of the titular 
btro of the piece: once more Chaucer 
links, fdiile Cambridge and Oxford 
rife to our view! From the account of 
Peter of Blois it tm|iears, that our uni- 
verfities, k very mort time after their 
eAablifliment, were more numeroufiy 
f attended than even at prelent. With 
jelpefil to the afiTertion of the Arch- 
^bithop ol Armagh, iandilcourfe wfaicli 
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he delivered before Pope Innocent Aib t 
Fifth, in the year 1357, “That, evert ^ 
in his time, Oxford h.ad contained 
thirty tkoufand febolart,'* we are afraid 
the good Prelate made a fmall blunder 
in Ills calcnlation, which, if he bad 
refieiird, that, irom the lituation of 
I things at that time, twenty-nine thou- 
laud of his fcholars mult have lodged 
in the open air, and boarded the Lord 
knows where, he would have corrected. 
Indeed be does add, that ** it had fo 
decayed, that at the time he was fpeak- 
ing it fcarcely coptained fix thouiand j” 
which it requires no great acquaintance 
with the hittory of the univerfity, or 
knowledge of the caufes which ope- 
rated to deter young men from be¬ 
coming Undents, to know, was a num« 
her exceedingly exaggerated, though 
why, we cannot conceive j for fuel) was 
the favour of the Holy Sees, whether at 
Kome or Avignon, to the Mendicant 
Ordeis, the great enemies to our Uni. 
yerOties, that we have no queltion but 
it woultl have pleafed Innocent much 
better to have heard there were only 
fixty fludents at both than fix thou 
land at one. 

Contemplating the circumfiance that 
gave rile to the laft oblervation, we 
ihould have thought that we had indeed 
cl'caped had we nut all'u heard of the 
rife and progrefs of tlie monadic or- 
ders. Thefe are fully dilated. The 
iiiformatioti of our Author, like the 
prolperous career of the Mendicants, 
who rofe upon the decline of the for. 
mer, leems to flow in a rapid and 
regubir flreain, the channel of which is 
only impeded by his attendance to the 
Jiight of that eagle ef divinity Thomas 
Aquinas, who, for aq^ht we can hi- 
therto oblerve to the contrary, wohld 
have done as well for t'ne hero of this 
woik as Geoffrey Chaucer. J'lsjtiJt 
docs leein, that Mr. G. has more ' 
ol what may as jet be teimed we HJe of 
the former than of the latter. We foall 
not Aop to notice any' particulars of 
this angelic DoSor^ though we muft 
commend his introducer for his ffir* 
bearance, in not giving us allb the 
hiltory of bis matter, Albertus Mag. 
nus. 

Chaucer came to the Univerfity about 
eleven years after- the Archbilbo^ ' 
whom we have mentioned as an 
calculator, had Ibted the number of 
ftbolars at Oxford at thirty thoulan^,.. 
In this* ettimation, Mr. G. fasAjagfu

We alfo learn, that <* Cam¬ 
bridge attracted the notice of the gene¬ 
rous fomewhat later than Oxford, as 
there were only two or three fmall 
Colleges” (for fix thoufand ftudents f) 
** then in exiftence in that place. We 
may with great probability infer" (from 
his works) ** that Chaucer was one of 
thofe ftudents that lodged promifcit- 
oufly with the Citizens of Cambridge.” 

” An extraordinary palTage,” fays 
Mr. G., '* occurs in Bifiiop Lowih's 
valuable life of William of Wyke- 
ham,” (a work that we wifli he had 
paid more attention to,) '* which it is 
t<i our prefesit purpofe to examine. 

* Whoever,’ fays this writer, * confi- 
ders the miferable ftate of learning in 
^'leVl, and in particular in the Uni- 
verfit^f Oxford, in that age, will not 
think^any difadvantage to Wykeham 
to ba^ been led into a difterent courfe 
of ftudies.* ” 

• This paiTage, and one from Ant. 
Wood (Hitt. Univ. Oxon. A. D. an. 
>343)» refpefiing thofe dulleft of all 
human beings, the nomtuds^ the reedst 
the iuvauibleSf irrefragMest See. are 
^be parents of obfervations -petri-* 
lying as the flock from which they

refpea to logic, which 
feemt fo highly to pri^, as an 
meat for eftabliihing truth an<| coft- 
founding error, it requires little srgu^ 
ment to prove; indeed, to fay 
of the great examples which might' tSb 
quotectin fiipport of the propofttioh^ 
it is felf-evident that logic, that acuti^ 
nets of perception and faciKty ^ 
duftion which conftituce the- -art ■ of 
reafoning, has been in all ages, and js 
as likely itt the prefem to Decome>mi 
inftrument for eit^lifliing error and 
confounding truth. , 

To prove that the period of tht 
pupilage of Chancer was by no meant 
unlearned, which, it mutt be ohferved, 
has been proved once before, the fcience 
of the Moors, and the literature of the 
Saracens under the Caliph Almamon, 
wliofe former examination (bould have 
enabled him to plead autrefois acijuitf 
is once more prefled into the ierviee } 
Koger Bacon again appears with a new 
all^, Alphonfo, King of Caitile { and 
again wc Uara, that “ the Greek lan¬ 
guage was almott univerlally neglefl- 
edj” which is far from being the faff, 
even if the Author means to limit the 
lenfe of the word univcrfal to the Con¬ 
tinent of Europe ^ ” the Latin was 
properly attended to; and the four, 
teenth century was far from being ««- 
famdiar in natural knowledge.” 

Endeavouring to advance fer fsdtem 
to tbe next Chapter, we met with a 
ttumbling-block at the end of this, 
which the reader will hardly conceive. 
This was no other tlun the lecapitula- 
tion of the ftate of tbe early years of 
Chaucer j which we fliall not recapitu- 
latg. We underitaiul, that when lie 
had flniflied his dalles in London, he 
was removed to Cambridge# ** where 
fix thoufand fellow-ttudCnts waited to 
receive him.” Yet lie had nodliii- 
culty in finding foliiude when his in- 
clinatiou prompted him to feck tt* 
And we may be certain, that a iniii 4 
which reliihed fo exquifitely the beaui, 
tiesof nature fought it often;” (wbereu 
in a place then 'fo fmall, furroundea 
with fuch a multitude, he fou^Jt, 
it is imp'ollible for us to conceive)) 
** but be was never palled with it. The 
eflfe£l: of both tbefe circumttances”

Leaving in the preceding /ines two or 
three fmall igou to be drmxn together by 
the critics who igay want them for 
hfiest we hailed the period of onr 
teentigg febeelf and of our arrival on 
the ftep of the eleventh Chapter. We 
gather, in the courie of a ftiort palTage, 
that, while yet a fiudent at the Uni* 
verfity of Cambridge, Chaucer pro¬ 
duced a poenif entiued ** The Court 
of Love," written when he was in the 
eighteenth year of his age j and guefs 
that his literary life, and the critiial 
labours of our Author, are about to 
commence. 

** In art of Jove I write, and fonges 
make 

That may be fang in honour of tllfc 
King 

And Quene of love." Ver. Scjy. 

Mr. G. Hates, that as a prelude to 
the entrance into a particular examina¬ 
tion of tbe poems of Chaucer, it is pro¬ 
per we Ihouid pay fome attention to 
their being written in the Englifti 
tongue i and obferves that ** He faw 
immediately in which way the path of 
fiime was mod open to hisaccefs; that 
it was by cultivating his native tongue $ 
and his feeing this, at tbe early a^e of 
eighteen, is no common proof of*the 
mi^itude of his powers." 

H (houM Teem that there was fome- 
thing democratic in our language; for, 
Mr. G., " It has been well ob- 
Ikrved *, that the Englilh tongue rofe 
Ikith the rife of the Commons} an event 
which firft difeovers itfelf under John\ 
and was afeertained and fixed under 
Edward the Firft." 

tt is not necefiary to follow the 
Awfbor in his difeuffion of the power 
of the ^glUh tongue and difficulty 
df maftering'nav language in the nar¬ 
row fpace of life. In the sdrertion, 
that it ia perfe^ly true that ** the man 
never exifted that was completely pof- 
ie0|td of alt the treafai*es of his native 


tongue," we think we can difeei^' 
all the herefyof paradox j and that the 
fingle •um'd genius would account for * 
the difierent itores of knowledge which, 
according to the power of their minds, 
different men poflefs, and folve all tbe 
.difficulty which iMips to have clouded 
' the Author's ideas, and, confequently, 
diffufed itfelf over thole pafiages of hit 
work. 

With refpeft to the prioriry betwixt 
Chaucer and Gower, Mr. G. has ad- 
vsnceddemonftrative evidence to prove, 
that, as an Englith poet, the foi mer was 
entitled to precedency. 

The eulogiuinon tbe genius of Chau¬ 
cer introduces fome remarks on the 
poets and romance-writers on the Con¬ 
tinent previous toliis tiniej on the 
romance and provinci.^l Kingnages; 
and the peculiarity of the cultivators 
of poetry in Prance in the eleventh 
and twelfth centuries, in the intro- 
duiSlion of courts or parliaments of 
love} which have been ludicroufly 
mi (apprehended by modern writers, as 
having pafled fentences in the manner 
of a court of judicature, and having 
carried thefc leniences into execution. 
Among tilde, one has been mentioned 
ordering two men to be whipped with 
branches of rofe trees, tor having dis¬ 
covered the fecrets of love. A fecund, 
declaring a woman common, and the 
rightful preperty of every comer, as 
having been convifled of having ogee 
fold her moft precious favours. A 
third, freeing a Cordelier from the 
vows he had con trailed, becaule, pre* 
vioufiy to his having taken them, he 
had entered into a vow of peimetual 
fidelity to his miftreTsj and a fourth, 
refufing tbe rites of fi^ultnre to *a 
Lady wlio died in rebelling againft the 
juril'dielion of tbefe courts.” 

The Roman de la Rofe, by IWlIiailr 
de Lorris. a writer who flourlmed Ja 
the time of St. Louts, King of Vance, 
and of our Henry the Third, Vmes 
next under confideration. Of this, 
after a pretty full defeription of the 
Poem end the Author, we are pro* 
mifed to hear again. 

The rife of Italian poetry introduced 
the charafiter of Dante, who is repre- 
fented as ** one of thofe geniules who^T" 
in the whole feries of hunun exiReace, 
moft baffle all cafcolation, and excite 
unbounded aftoniAment.** The Au*^ 
thor purines tbe chamber of

tfurcat fucceedtf to whofe charafiery 
^sa greater length, Mr. O. baa done 
equal jufttce. 

Hiving given this idea of poetry and 
refinement, he proceeds to esamine (he 
earlieit prt^uAion of Chaucer, “ The 
Court of Love,'* already mentioned. 
After liaving fettled that this poem is 
nor a tntnihtion, and leaving us in 
doubt whether the principal fuhje6t of 
it is a real or imagisiary mittrefs, he 
difcuITes the verlificatidn, Vhich, we 
agree with him, is equally to be ad- 
ndred with the natural ftrufture, the 
flow of language, and the thin veil of 
antiquity, with which it is ihaded. 
The fable next attrafts his att<*n«ioii; 
he pronounces it deficient, as the piece 
'is with refpefi to the deferiptive or 
pafiSonate palTages. In humour and 
delineation of manners, the great ex« 
ceilencies of Chaucer's genius, he is 
ftaled to appear to have been more 
fuccersful} of which fome examples 
are quoted which we think do not 
fully juftify this aflertion. 

Though we admire the Bard he has 
cliofen to celebrate nearlv as miicli as 


Mr. 6., we would juft a(k him, whether 
he does not imagine it would have been 
more charafleriftic if he iiad made his 
band of Nuns and Friars appeal rather 
to their legendary faints than,to Venus 
and Diana, who were, juft after the re* 
vival of letters, little known in the 
world, and ftill lefs, even if the means 
ofacouiring fueb knowledge were not 
prohioited, in a cloifter? Of which, 
perhaps, the inftance- of the mode in 
which the birds deliver their fenti. 
meifts in the ^roration is a cafe in 
point. Tbefe, as the Author jullly 
oble rvqt, are ftrikingly charadteriftic of 
.‘TllCr^habf^of the times when Chaucer 
wrute. Nightingale fiiigs. Domue 
labia \ t)x Eagle performs the Femtei 
the Wren. Jubtf Demine i and the 
Thrufli, Te Deum Amoris. In fs£f, 
thefe birds convey to our minds a 
ttronger idea of the manners of the 
inhabitants of cloifters than the Nuns 
and Friars that liave preced'rd them. 

We muft, of courfe, jlhfs over the 
iS^fspari^on of ancient and modern 
Bngiifli poetry, and the remarks upon 
the languid of Chaucer, which has 
been alrea^ ftated to have been Jefs 
obraiet& than might have been ex-* 
pede^In order ttr^dmire the inge. 
” 4Miity' of Mr. G. in the introdafimn 


of the hattlt ofCrcify, whidt, Rsmic 
natety-for him» wa gained the'yi^. 
that the Court of Love was ssrinMUfc 
as it enables him to celebrate the entr* 
giesof the linglifh nation, exhibited jn 
thri'e two mvmorabie t»cnufseiita<'«f 
in'.ciiect ami valour,- and, at the fisne 
Arne, to give us his opinion of war m 
general, and that of Edward theTfak 4 
in particular; and alfo to makt Uurfis 
refifdlions upon military piowelsi 

*' We do well, then, to be proud of 
the quality of eur anceftors which won 
the ail'Miifhing bartlei of Crefty, Foi. 
ters, and Azincour, though we ihall 
alfo do well to deplore the perverfenefs 
and guilt of its application.” 

Heaven and earth! what have we 
here ? We thought that we were 
fmoothly travelling on the biegrafbkat 
road, now and then flaring at a fign* 
and lbmetime-> looking over a hedge tA 
a<1mire a flonuergariien, but Itill, though 
we loitered hy the way, that every Itep 
we took brought us nearer home ; and 
here, all of a fiidden, we are feized with 
the plague of London; we mean not 
that prolix literary peftilence which wo 
catch from the ponderous volumes that 
we ate frequently obliged to contem- 
pl-ite, and which are, in more refpefts 
rhaq one, the plague both of their talmt 
and undertakers^ but liave been asnujeA 
with the morbid elfefls of a contagion 
which happened in the year 
What the plague this could have to 
ato with tke Hj'e of Chaucer, as he nei> 
ther was infected with it, nor, like Boc* 
cacio, made the retireineut of a com* 
patiy from the city, to elcape the in* 
ntiencc of a fimilar difordcr, the vehicle 
of his work, we are at a lofs to con- 
jedluie ? However, thank Heaven 1 Mr. 
G. goes no furtaer than Tartary for the 
hiftory of this phenumenon; tliough he 
makes a fmail circuit through various 
kingdoms of Alia, half depopulates 
London, then flies to Florence, very 
properly expatiate: upon its moral 
efleils, compares it with the great 
Athenian pett, and details its canfe* 
quences, which certainly were to he 
deplored t but, waving any obfervation 
upon them, we now come to the oii||6dk 
of the Author, which he avows to be 
the polition of Chaucer daring thia 
dreadful period t this, to us, feems fo 
carious, that we muft let him fpeak for 
himfeir. 

** ft has fallen to the lot of few Pette 
to witnefs an event fo awful, fo deieh. 
lating, and fo attonifhing as this, ft it 
6^ be 
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he tfntt that to the coneodion of a 
great mind ia required not only origin 
sal ftamina of a very peculiar fort» 
bucalfoffreat and powerful impreflionsf 
to call an the fecret fprings of the loul 
into aQi then the plague of 1349 may 
veil be regarded as a prtHcipal epoch in 
the life ot Chaucer. Though he liA 
left no documents on the luhjeft, we 
aaey be aflured be favo many things 
M this period, and heard more, thi ie< 
coIleAion of which could never be 
e^Ked from his mind.'’ 

This, in oui^ opinion, is purfuing 
Ipeculation tilt it mounts to the very 
mem of abfuidity. A. contagious diil 
order alTci^s the metropolis; and uhe> 
tber the Bard was pieientor ahfent, 1 
writer of what is laid to be his life, 
snore than four centuiies alter, pre¬ 
tends to gnefi at his feelings and Itn- 
iations in this cahmitous crilis; my, 
be dots moie, lor be guefles that what 
be then fiw and heiid had an elFtcf 
open bis future iile, though that elftct 
»in no one iniiance difcoveiable in his 
writings. However, bad as this dilcale 
was, we are glad he has let us elcapc lo i 
he might, with the lame facility, have 
booked in the Blick Allizes at Oxford 
1577, and (hewn us the baleful iiidu- 
cace of a contagion in that city. We 
did imagine, as he is brut upon celleSaig 
plaeues, that it would have been ini- 
pofiible for him to pals over th.it of 
London 1665, and we find ouilelrcs 
right in our conje^fuic. In this awful 
iwi iod, be accompanies MiUon to 
ftis ictirement, and as wifely giulks, 
that Chaucer n.'is, duii ig his Juppofed 
retreat from a morbid atmofpliere, to 
be found in groves, and did nut ceafe 
to be a poet. 

' One word more, and we gladly dif- 
inifs this fubjeft. from the pelfilence 
ire come to the politics of the fourteenth 
century,and find that the Order of the 
^rter, which hat before and will bere- 
nftcr be mentiune<s was inifituted at 
this period. How this could be con- 
n'eefed either with the plague or the 
politics of the tinies, it would,_ we 
think, tax the fagacity of ail theciitics 
in town to guefs I I^eaving the latter to 
wift for themfeives, we (hall (hew how 
blr. C;. tUs the Garter to the former. 
f* This iumptuoui ieliival took place 
the 13d of April 1343. In the niidttof 
the molt definating (eafoit of that cala- 
. snity, hiitoiians have lemarked, that 
• t«.w princes or eminent perlbnagrs fell 
Lvi ‘tiins.'^ This may be arc.}uuted for 


by confiderins the fcarcity of lindfr^ 
that age, and the filth and dirtinefs 
both of the perfons and dwellings ef 
the lower order of the people, b^r 
which we may conclude, that tiie fupe* 
rioi bealthinefs of the higberarofe from 
Vlte texture of (heir cloaths, (fillf, and 
linen,) from the Aiperioiity of their 
food, and from the fuperior cleanlinefe 
of their dwellings and peifons. 

** I am glad,” (ays Mr. G., ** that 
Chaucer wrote no poem to celebrate 
the meinoiable triumph which thus 
held its (lately anarch Isetween the walls 
of funceal radnefs and putril|ying car- 
cafles.” So ate wet as in all probabi¬ 
lity lemaiks upon it, and a bundled 
other things, conneded and uncon- 
iic« 5 fed with ir, might have furnilhed 
materi.ils for a third volume. 

** Fiom Cambiidge it is not impro-' 
bable that Chaucer removed to Ox- 
foil*.” This probability intro¬ 
duces a controvci fy whidi is conti¬ 
nued through tliiee pages, and ends, 
at le.i|l wc hope (o, with the intio- 
du(:tion of the poem, or “ 7 be Beke of 
Trotlus and Crejide." It appe.ars that 
Chaucer calls the Author ot this poem 
Lolliiis, and the language of his origi¬ 
nal Latin. But this Mr. Tyrwhit, 
who uuqiienionably inexo better than 
the ti.in(litor did, could not bears 
he his theiefore attempted to (hew 
that the Author w.u Boccacio. Now 
we, in o 8 r turns, well know, that it 
docs not adv.ince the cauk of literature 
a (ingle (tep, nor ligniiy 4 (ingle fix- 
pence, which of th.ilc geniules pro¬ 
duced the poem, which, if it was worth 
while, u'c (hould, from its conftruftion, 
contend, was not vnittenby the Author 
of the Decameton, wko having 
Atghtly mentioned befoir, Mr. G., 
like a literary Eagle, pounces upon, 
and feeius to employ every qujMirrh'^^ 
wings to delineate his chamlter, the 
particulars of his life, and to^ive the 
catalogue of his works. Th^, witlji 
fome circumvolutions, bring us m 
their dates, which, like the proff^efs qf a 
chancery (bit, brings to where we iet 
out, the^ indefatig^le Mr. Tyrwhk, 
and Troilus and Crefide, to the con- 
trover(y up^m which, as we confider it 
a literarywe will not 
cal] the reader’s attention, except it ' 
as be turns over page after page, to 
lament, with us, thti walfe of 
time, aiid p^er. 

** Troilus and Crefide, a*^rt& in 
five Books/* gives the title to this 

fifteenth 
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Chapter. Him produftion ti 
known in the works of theBard» 
\ and has been fo largeljr quoted in this ' 
"jftt are confiderin^> that vie think it 
would be running info an error which 
we have juft reprobated, were we to 
tronJpUua it. Indeed we alio think, as 
Mr. G. has not chofen to give it all, 

^ much that he has given might have 
^ been fpared. There are many reafons 
why it would have been better to have 
referred the reader to the original 
work} one of which is, that there is 
a bare pofllbility for a man of genius 
to convey an idea of tde fpirit of an 
Author in the abridgment of profe} 
but from the imperfect ikeleton, from 
the difle^ion and detachment of one 
member of a poem from another, and 
filling up the interftices with profe 
defcriptions of the powers and effects 
• of verfe, we hold it to be totally im- 
poflible. The flaws and defedls in this 
literary patchwork, this teiFell-ited pave¬ 
ment, this jriere of joinery compofed of 
•wood and metal, mult, by an accurate 
eye, be eafily and inftantiy feen. 

As might have been expected, the 
quotations from, and account of, this 
poem, are followed by a critique, in 
which, it is Angular enough, Mr. G. 
begins by telling us what the Troilns 
and Crefide is not, and what the ASneid 
is. He then proceeds to analyze the 
former. Among its faults we And bar- 
rennefs of incident; though,it might 
have occurred to him that this is not 
mlwey/s a fault. A poem may, in cer- 
tain circumftances. well fpare epifode 
and machinery, if it gain thereby a 
iimplicity infinitely more fafcinating 
than any advantage to be (drived from 
exuberant decoration or adventitious 
ornliment. * 

The defed of the cataftropbe is next 
meiitiopcd, which we allow to be a fatal 
' though, if we recolleft right, 

this, wh^ is amended by Drydeu in 
hi* dram, has added little to its mo- 

»lind are we to our own faults! 
Ailiong the defefts of the Troilus on 
which Mr. G. chufes to obferve, is 
one of which, we conceive, he is moft 
terribly gailty; this is, prolixity. If, 
as Dogberry fays, •* he had the tediouf- 
-'r< of a King,** he feenis inclined to 
beftow it all upon the reader. Chaucer 
he iccufes, and with pretty good rea« 
fon, of the &mejpropenfity. However, 
If he were dHpof^ to quote a hundred 
ir^ei'apoxt^rfdeffigMKoM from the works 






of an Archbtfhop, and infert tl 
love poem, or commit aay othif 
fences againft tree all weoan te 
is, that the faid Mr. G. feemt'ittdtWM^, 
to revenge the canie of true taftetanfU 
though the perfon of the Band is ontsw 
his reach, punHh his memory, ^rathera 
though we only mean to wiiilper tho 
f&ggeftion, the memories of bis readefS;k‘ 

It appears that a Bard in a fucoeeding 
age, a Mr. Robert Henryfbn, wrote a 
fequel to the poem, or a (ixth Book* 
which ordinarily bears the name of 
** The Teftainent of Creiide.” Tbia 
Author is enumerated among the Scot- 
tifh poets, by William Dunbar* Author 
of the Golden Terge, who died about 
the year 1530, as Maifter Robert 
Uenrifon, Scolmaifter, of Dumferlins,** 
and Compiler of the « Morall FabiTlis 
of Efop)” a manulcript exifttng in the 
Britid) Mufeum. 

The law of poetical juftice, on which 
fo much has, and perhaps fo much 
remains to be (aid, is briefly exa¬ 
mined, which introduces the nory of 
this poem, in which it does appear* 
that there is confiderable merit; ia.* 
deed the lines quoted are more ftrongly 
poetical, and more elegantly piftu- 
refquc, than thofe of Chaucer in the 
work that preceded. The idea of pu* 
nifliing a nymph (o vain of her beauty, 
fo faife and ungrateful, as Crefide, by 
afflifting her with the leprofy, ami 
making her a loathfbme and detettable 
objeft, the placing her in the way of 
Troilus, canting him to relieve her as 
ail unknown (upplicant, her recoUec> 
tion of him, and (ubfequent fate, have 
in them fometliing fo truly ingenious, 
and, what is better, (b truly juft and 
moral, that we are of opinion the catai- 
tropke is worthy of the piece. To this 
opinion Mr. G. is boftile t he thinks, 
that the pifture of highway beggary, 
the bell and clapper, and leproly, (iilly 
the mind,and introduce ideas of difguft 
and deformity which ill accord witll 
the fweetnefs and loftnefs of Chaucer. 
We, on the contrary, knowing the 
power of contraft, think all the graces, 
the loves, and hlandifhinents, that the ' 
original poet bettowed on the aptfftate 
lair, are not only heightened by the 
reverfe which the copy exhibits, hue 
that they conliderably ftrengthen the 
elFedl of that retributive juftice which 
is the moral qf the piece. 

The remainder of this Chapter it 
occupied with an examination of Shtk> 
fpeare’s tragedy ot Tfoilus and CT*i 
• fidei 
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ftifift in the eourfe of which Mr. G. 
a*OR enxioally enquire* into the 
feurce* whence the former drew his 
■mferiais { and' having in Come deqiee 
bid aftde Caxton'a Denru£tion of Troy 
aSKi the Troy Boke of Lydgate, be 
ittmtt of courfe, to have placed Chau, 
cer in'the bands of our iinmuital Bard. 
This is the prelude to a comparifoii 
betwix" Chaucer and Shakfpeare. in 
which, thongli we enter our c-ivei; 
againft the puein having the da*.." v 
match ot i Dutch Biirgo-Mader, as h-:

This Hn '>ie vt« d.lliki as much as the 
other, ht< 'ufe their wo^ks are the only 
places in c'liich the French poets whom 
we have li-id the misjortufie to know 
were endurable: yet Itill we think, that 
the Author has, in many parts of this 
examination, difeovered a brilliant and 
poetic mind, and difplayed fenttroents 
which, though our limits will not fuffer 
vt U) quote them, do honour to his 
genius. 

“ It has been flit eady obfcrved, that 
Chaucer has inferibed his poem of Troi. 
)us and Crefideto * the moral Gower' 
and the philofophical Strode." 

Thefe individuals, whom our Au. 
thor, with great probability, conjee, 
tuies to have been the friends and tel. 
low.iludents of the Bard, he thinks 
have a jult title to the notice of thole 
who would ifudy his life.

Strode," 
fays he, “ like linutber David, role, 
againit the blarpheming Goliah, and* 
would not endure that Wicklifle, un> 
circumcifed in heart, (houid defy the 
C.’huich of the living God. He took 
the Jliug of eloquence, and with a 
fmooth lion<; from the brook of truth 
liiiote his adveriary on the iorehead- 
thut he fcllj and then drawing the 
Sword of the bpiiitaiid (he Word of 
<fud,at one blow he cut oft' the bead of 
the do6lriiie of Devils." 

Of Gower,although bebasbeen men. 
tiuned before, Mr. G. thinks it necct^ 
(iiry to gmfs at his hittory; and is of 
opinion, that it is very improbable he 
could have been, as Lelaiid. ftatps, not

Series of evidence wiiich ^m> to poiTeA 
ail the btevity, perTpicnitf* and almoft 
hs much infettiMiion, m an exchequer 
bill of interrogatoriei. The conclusion 
is, that i/be ftudied in France, it mutt 
have been during the time of the truce 
which continued by fuccetlive prolonga¬ 
tion* from September 1349 to June 
* 1335. Afluming at laft, rather from 
wearinefs than conviction, that he did 
fo, we follow the Author, who in¬ 
form* u* in what fituation Chaucer 
found that country. ** Afflifted and 
humbled after the cahipaign of Pole- 
tier*,” it appear*, “ that though hum¬ 
bled (he was not deftroyed." ** The 
pretentions of the Univertity of Pari* 
to be the centre and fource otliterature 
in the weftern world, do not Teem to 
have been in the lead impaired.” 

In contequence of a conjecture, that 
probably Chaucer wa* fprung from 
Norman anceftor*, we come to his 
Studies 1.1 the inns of court; which 
refts upon the authority of Mailer 
Birkly, “ who, not many years fince, 
(fays Spegbt,) did fee a record in the 
Inner Temple, where Geoffry Chau¬ 
cer was fined two (hillings for beating 
a Francifean Friar Jn Fleet-ftreet.” 
After redbning upon this piece of 
evidence,* though tliere is no doubt 
but that quarrels frequently happened 
betwixt the ftudent* in the Temple 
and the inhabitants of the_ two ad¬ 
jacent monalteries, Mr. G. is of opi¬ 
nion, that much ftrefs cannot be laid 
upon it, and therefore the fuppofition 
that the Bard belonged to that learned 
Society is in danger of falling.to the 
ground. In facl, our Author, in this, 
as in many other inftances, has played 
whh tbe moufe\\\\ he has ne.irly loft it.

Waiving all other obfeivations on 
the abfurd idea of confideiing the 
effeft which a liutiy never engaged 
in would have had upon a mind de¬ 
voted to other purfuits, and inftead 
of endeavouring to thrid the mazes of 
the tbornji, wsiideiing in the Jhnuery 
paths of literature, we inuil observe, 
that it probably was only intended to 
be the precursor to the Sa>d hiftory 
of the law in tbe fourteenth cencuiy, 
which is branched into tbe civil law, 
the canon law, the feudal law repeated, 
which brings us to the BngiiSh Consti¬ 
tution, and naturally leads to the early 
writers on thele luhieils. Thank Hea-' 
ven I we eScape their hiilories, but aw- 
obliged to attend to their mode of 
plciding, re(pc£hng which, from what 
we can gather, and we have iormerly a 
little considered this Specie* ot rheto¬ 
ric, we are inclined to think that Mr. 
G. has given more credit to logic than 
it deferved. The faff is, that this u-t, 
though, as he obfervis, ot aJmre^Je 
ufe in theology, never could be pro- 
peily adapted to the oratory of our 
Bar. I'tie peiiod when it was ren¬ 
dered the molt uji/ul, and bid the fair* 
eft to attain t])at eminence in law which 
it had already done in divinity, was in 
ihejearue t age of James the Firli, la 
thofe happy ^itnes, every cafe was a 
fyliogiSm, or, peilnps, a tffn^get of 
iyllogilhis. The Mijors and Minois 
took their pioper Stations, and the 
controversy was carried on with that 
kind of letrograde heat and eagernefs 
which were fo diftinguiShingly cliarac- 
teriftic of the vehement, yet tardy pro¬ 
ceedings of tbe ancient Councils. The 
Hands on either fide made a variety 
of mtioas, but we believe, in many 
inftances, the Judges to this hour have 
not formed their consequential con* 
elutions. 

After Mr. G. has quoted inftancei 
of attempts for the refimtaiuu of bw,

60 that right or wrong, prefent or

clufion,) **from Chaucer's having early 
qtdtted the profelfion, that he did not 
love it.** As this is bis conclufion of 
this difquifition, we would not, on our 
parts, wilh ,to form a barlh one} but 
impartiality obliges us to ftate, that 
Mr. G.*s mode of reafoning, and hie 
deJuClions from this and ieveral other 
epifidfs totally irrelevant, which encum¬ 
ber tltefe and the preceding pages, are 
by far the weakeft parts of nis work.

^TbUilMtcb, drawn by Mr. Plonrden 
bimfelfi is fntficient to intimate what 
would have hern the horrid fate of the 
poor Proteftants, not only in Ireland, 
put likcMr-ife in Kngland and Scuilandf 
if King James, a/rer his abdication, 
liad been •e-in'^nted in Aipreme power 
over the thici* k'lgdums. God in his 
infinite mercy orevrnted it! It is in 
this part of' onr Author's hiilorical

Of the reigns of William and Mary, 
and of William alone, we cannot expert 
a very favourable account from the pen

Mr. Secretary Yorke, agreeably to his 
notice on a former day, role to move for

He then adverted to the necelfity of an ex¬ 
traordinary Military Force, and took a 
view of the Volunteer SyAem from its 
commencement in lyta to the prefent 
period s when, if the number of the SrA 
claia waa to be taken into the account, 
we Aoutd have at Icaft 500.000 troops of 
this defeription, cxclufive of thofe of Ire¬ 
land, By the late deciCon of the King’s 
Bench, he obftrved, the Vdunteer has a 
right to reAgn, except when the enemy 
appear!, or aAoally invades the country. 

>4^-. But if this dcciAon had not uken place, 


it was his intoition to bring In a Bill 
which Aould exprefsly enable Volnntecra 
to reftgn} beeaule aa long nt men thirfk 
they are coerced, they wim to free them- 
felves i but thofe who may refign, and 
who have been drawn for the Militia, 
will he liable to be called upon imme¬ 
diately to fill up the vacancies in the 
latter. If not fo drawn, they are liable 
to be called upon to ferve both in the ^ 
Militia and in the Army of Referve. 
The Volunteer SyAem alfo being founded 
on the Defence AA, if a defalcation took 
place, his Majefiy could compel the claAes 
to ferve. After fpecifying the exemptions • 
derivable by Volunteers, he alluded to the 
appointment of Officers, and drew a dlf- 
tinfiion between Officers chofen in the 
ArA tnAance, and thofe appointed to fnh- 
feqiient vacancies. Although the eleAion, 
in the ArA inAance, has not been exereiled 
by his MajcAy, yet the power is veAed in 
him, and the AA of Parliament does not 
countenance any other eleAion than hit 
MajcAy’s on the prefentation of names 
by the Lord Lieutenant or Secretary of 
State. It was not the intention of Par¬ 
liament that Inch a claim Oiould be al¬ 
lowed to the Volunteers; and he flionid 
advift hit MajeAy to difeontinue the fer- 
vicea of any Corps that wiAied to aA 
upon that principle. The irregularity of 
attendance might be remedied by difmiffi- 
ing thoft who did not attend regularly. 

It was, in Siort, his intention to confon- 
date the three Afis on this fubjeA j to 
place the exemptions of the Armjr of 
Referve and Miluia on an equal footing} 
and that the attendance, in order to ent:*le^ 
the Volunteers jto thole exemptions, Aiaf^ 
be, in future, twenty-four daya in the 
year for the Infantry, and fourteen for 
the Cavalry.

lay at anchor. It was not until the i6th 
in the morning that I was able to accom. 
lift it, when having reconnoitred the 
arbour of Marin, together with the bat. 
ttfica on each fide of it, and alft one 
above the town, I dtjjtermined en the at. 
tempt. I therefore ordered fixty Teamen 
belonging to his Majeity's ftip under my 
command, with Lieutenants Cole and 
Furber, and a detachment of 6o marines 
of the fame ftip, under the command of 
Lieutenants Beatie and Boyd, to carry 
the enterprift into execution i the former 
in their boats to attack the privateer, 
and the latter at the fame time to endea. 
vour to furprize, or in the event to 
fform Fort Dunkirk, a battery of nine 
giina, on the (larboard fide of the har. 
hour. It was oeceflary to do To, to cut 
off the militia from rendezvouiing on 
JMarin Puint, which being iinmedtately 
in the track of coming out, and where 
doubllels they would have been joined by 
the troopa from the;, fort, would have 
tnech annoved the boats on their return. 
The Drake having joined me, and Cap¬ 
tain Ferris volunteering his fervices, I 
dircRed him to take the command of the 
leanieti, and to add to them fourteen from 
the Drake. All things being prepared, 
the boats with the feamen towed by the 
Drake, and the marines in four boats, 
tewed by the Swift hired cutter, at eleven 
F. M. proceeded off the Mouth of Marin 
harbour, and by eftitnating the time ^t 
would take for the boats to row up to the 
privateer, ^hieh vcflel lay three miles 
from the entrance of the harbour, both 
parties ftt off fo timely as to commence 
the attack at the fame tnilant; and 1 am 
happy to add, that about three A. M. on 
the following morning, by very fpirited 
and judicious attacks, both parties fuc. 
cecd^ : the fort w^ completely furprifed, 
the prifoners, fiftMn in number, taken 
and lent on bo^fd the cutter ( t^ guns 
were difiuountiitl and fpiked, their car* 
•riages totally deftroyed, and the magazine 
blown ap I tlw barracks were fpai^, as 
a large and ripe field of canes adjoining 
mud have inevitably been deftroy^, bad 
they been fet fire to. 

The boats with the feamen pafled one

lant conduft of Lieutenants Cole and 
Furber, the petty officers, and men, on 
the occafion, merit my warmeft praift} 
nor can I do too much juflice to the con. 
duft of Lieutenant Beatie, commanding 
the detachment of Royal Marines, Lieu, 
tenant Boyd, the non-commiffioned offi* 
cers and privates, who in the moft fol* 
dier*like manner, after being challenged 
and fired upon by two fentinels, and per* 
fe£lly ignorant of the nature and number 
of the troops they had to contend with, 
pufhed dire£lly into th^fort with fixed 
bayonets, when the enemy cried for 
quarter. By*the filence with which the 
battery was carried, too militia of tha

He received (if 
we are rightly informed) the lirft part 
of his education at the Greenwich aca¬ 
demy, under the immediate predecef- 
fo's of Dr. Charles Burney, the prefent 
erudite Matter of that dittinguiftied 
fchool} and we know that he was after¬ 
wards Tent to the Royal CoUege of 
Narvarre, in the UnWerfity of Paris. 
Uoon his return home, he was Altered 
as a Member of the Inner Temple, 
and became, a punil of Mr. Gibbs, as 
his maternal uncle, the late Mr.

Tills grand and magnificent illumi* 
nation in honour of the general peace, 
had been fome weeks in preparation. 
Several of the windows in the Stadt- 
houfe were taken out, in order to place 
in their fteads large tranfparencies. 

The defign. was, the entrance of a 
magnificent marble temple, more rich 
than ever Poets feigned in Elyfian 
Fields, or more romantic Fairy Land ; 
the extremities of the bafe meafiired 
ninety feet, and the elevation to the 
frieze fixty^ne feet} three porticos, 
of five feet fix inches bv twelve feet, 
form the entrances. Above the cen- 
• tral portico ftood, on a pedeftal,^ a 
fine tranfparency in grey, illuftrative 
of Peace, defignated by a woman of 
beautiful features and placid mien, 
holding in her left hand a branch of 
palm. In the niche on her right hand 
(food Prudence} in her right hand 
a mirror, and in her left a twilled 


ferpent. On the left of t*eace was 
placed Unity, or Concord, holding 
in her left arm a bundle.of arrows 
clofely bound together. Above Unity 
was reprefented, in an elegant marble 
medallion, five feet fix inches in dia> 
meter, Plenty, defignated by the ufual 
emblems. 

In the centre, immediately above 
Peace, *a fimilar medallion exhibtteil 
implements of agriculture; .and above 
Prudence, the medallion pifliired Na« 
vintioii by the different parts of a 
veflel, as mafts, rigging, anchors, ca¬ 
bles, Sec. , 

On the frieze was written, in large 
letters, Salus reipublic/ic, or, as the 
Dutch tranllate it, 7/i/ beil van tet 
gemteaebefl. 

The pediment contained .1 tranfpa. 
rent cloud, which bore upon its dufky 
border the wordFrr</lf (Pt-ace), in large 
golden letters ; ami above that the 
riling fun (trctclied to the diflance of 
twenty-four feet, which was illumU 
nated with 360 lamps ; the remainder 
comprized 3000; the whole height was 
ninety (eet. 

Above the medallions were feftoons, 
formed of variegated lamps. 

The whole was finely painted in imi¬ 
tation of Italian, or variegated marble, 
with infinite efi'eft: tlie figures were 
well drawn, and (eemed to befpeak the 
artill of the Knglifh fchool} at lealf, 
not of the fame ichool with their 
boafled Kubens, Vandyke, Sec. 

The whole of the edifice was of the 
Corinthian order of architeflure, and 
contained feveral pieces in imitation 
of relief, wjth wonderful eife&f. The 
frieze, architraves, and cornices, which 
I could not well reprefent in the draw. 
,ing, (or want of room, (having begun 
upon too large a fcale,) were well exe¬ 
cuted. , 

I mull not forget to add, that the 
lofty cupola, which rifes to the height: 
of 120 feet, was illuminated with large 
gla(s lanterns, and mui'l have been viii- 
ble over half the Provinces

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OF THE LATP. DR. MACLAURIN. 


D r. James Chichester Maci.au.« 

RIN was born in London, Decern* 
ber 7, 1767, and was educated at St. 
Paul's School under Dr. Roberts, who 
had a high opinion of his abilities} and 
in the Latin Epitaph he is compofing, 
to be placed'on his lyipil's tomb at Ex* 
mouth, in DevonOiire, Dr. R. hasaf- 
ferted, that he cannot do judice to the 
memory of his deceafed friend. He 
Itudied medicine under Dr. Saunders, 
who entertained the moft languine 
hopes of his future fame. In the year 
1794, he was with tlie Britifl) army in 
Holland; his unremitting attention to 
the duties of his profefllon, in a winter 
the moft levere in the memory of man, 
laid the foundation of the difbrder 
which ultimately proved his death. 
On his leturn to England he went to 
Southampton, where lie had the mis¬ 
fortune to break a blood.vefl*e!j and 
was confined to his room ieveral weeks: 
this fevere indifpolition he never per¬ 
fectly recovered. On the conclufion of 
the Peace of Amiens, Dr. Maclau^in 
was appointed Phyfleian to the Embafly 
to France, and*' accompanied Lord 
Whitworth and fuite to Paris. His 
abilities and urbanity of maimers will 
be long remembered by thofe who 
benefited by hisfkili, and who had the 
pled'ure of his (ociety, when relcjfed 
from the toils of his profeinonal duty. 
Uoon the return of Lord Whitwoith to 


health fo impaired, that, by the ad¬ 
vice of his medical friends, he remov¬ 
ed to Exmouth, in Devonlhire, buc 
found^ little or no benefit; and, after 
lingering till the i8th of laft February, 
he expired in the 38th year of his age. 

One prominent feature in Itis cha* 
rafter was an ivincfible modefty, and 
too great a diffidence in lits own abili- 
ties, accompanied with fo much feel¬ 
ing and gentlenefs of difpoficion, that 
his patients at the fame time beheld 
the phyfician and the fympatliirmg 
friend. He was pofletred of the great- 
eft firmnefs and ftrength of mind, and 
it has beeii oftea obferved by thofe 
who knew him well, that few men had 
ever fo little reafon to retraft their 
opinion, as he never formed one but 
upon the matureft refieflion. His lofs 
to the army is great; and the many 
lives he preferved on the continent, by 
his fkill while Phyfician to the Forces, 
will remain an inconteltable monument 
of his fame.—It is a remarkable circutn- 
ftance, that three ^erfbns, who were 
in the greateit habits of frieitdfliip, 
fhould be fnatched from this world 
at nearly the fame period; namely, his 
Grace the Duke of Roxburgh, James 
Hare, £:q. M. P.^ for Knarelborougb, 
ajid Dr. Maclaurin : the Duke, who 
lived but a few weeks after his friend, 
entertained the higheft refpefl for him, 
and much regretted his piemature de- 
ceafe. •*

T his pleafant villaj^e is ia the county 
uf Surrey, on the banks of the 
Thames, four miles from London} 
and is remarkable for having beSn the 
birth-place of Henry St. j«in, Vif* 
count Bolingbfoke, who, after many 
political viciuitudes, here tenninated, 
as he had often wiibed, his earthly ca- 
jeer, on the lith of Nov. 1751, in the 
79th year of his age. TTie himily feat 
was a venerable itruAure in the form 
of an H, and contained, it is feid, forty 
rooms on a floor. The greatelt part of 
it was demoliihed a few years ago when 
the manor was fold to Earl Spencer. 
On the fcite of the demoliihed part of 
the lioufe is erefted the fine horizontal 
air-mill and capital malt-diltiilery (call¬ 
ed Bolingbroke Houfe Dlltillery) of 
Hodefon and Co. The final! part of 
the mri manlion that was left flanding, 
forms a convenient dwelling-boufe for 
Mr. Hodgfon, one of whole parlours 
fronting the Thames is entirely lined 
with cedar, beantifully inlaid, and was 
the favourite ftiidy of Pope,_ the feene 
of many a literary converlation. The 
horizontal air-mill flow ufed for grind¬ 
ing malt for t he diftillery,was built a few 
years ago by Mr. Fowler, then a colour- 
man in Piccadilly, for the purpofe of 
grinding linfeed.

F OOKlNC theothei day over a map of 
London, ptil>li(hed about the year 
1731, it was impoiiible to r’pre's thuCe 
reilecMuns which I'o natui ally and for¬ 
cibly crowded into d^y mind, rtf.)ei't- 
Sng the rapidity with w::'ch the vaft 
fpaceon the other tide ot Oxtoid-ro.id, 
fro.ii St. Giles's Pound to Hayfwutcr, 
and from the line of the fiiJ roid 
ftretching north, ea(t, weft, and (pre.id. 
ing into more arms and branches than 
the river Treat *, has been occupied. 
1 mean rapidity, if we regard the ub- 
Jefts that have been c:eated j for it is 
certain, in the parilhes of Puddingtoii, 
Marybone, and Pancras, much (ub(e- 
qiient to the date of tlie map to which I 
have alluded, indeed within thel'e lalt 
fifty years, a new town, coitiiderably 
larger than the ancient city and liber¬ 
ties, which it almult femi-circuinlcribes, 
has arifen. 

Every impediment which we may 
fuppoie ftood in the way of the archi¬ 
tectural progrefs of our ancellors has, 
many years iince, icceded, ajid, as ma- 
^terials increaied in value,and labour in 
price, totally vanilhed} while in this 
happy interim for the exertions of 
genius, palaces have ftarted into exiit- 
ence almolt as rapidly as if Orpheus 
had, in this mulical age, given them a 
touch of his lyre, or the Genii of the 
Lamp f had heen the operators. 

Philofophers fpeculating upon this 
fubje6t, and fuftering their ideas to 
tajeg^n extenfive range, hive aferibed 
^jMTsvaft accumulation of building, not 
only in the metropolis but in our pro¬ 
vincial cities, to the vaft accumulation 
•f our commerce, the conlcquent ex- 


ten lion of manufaftures, the influx 
of riches, and the increa'e of popula¬ 
tion, in dedance of the checks that all 
thete have received from war, and all 
the concomitant evils which wereyer- 
mcrly ripi>ofed to n.c*m,>any i.t- 

VVitU reficrt to the metropolis, per¬ 
haps no p'iri)li has telt (he advantages 
ot extended commerce and increaTcd 
population in fo great a degree as Mt. 
Mary-le-Bonc. It aupeais fium a ftatc- 
rnent of the number of its hoiilrs about 
the year 1735, they d'd notamoiinc 
to fix handled \ am! that in the pariih of 
St. Pancras, which will Cm 1 be, if it is 
not alrcjdy,'^$ ‘wtU covered, the build¬ 
ings did not exce d a tixtii paT of that 
numb-r. Thus, in the coiirfe of a 
period compar itivily fh ■ t, if we con- 
fiderthe great detigns that liave actually 
been executed, ami the mmy, pe haps, 
greater that are Itiil in pclto, not only 
in thefc elevated, and confcqiiently^ 
bap/'ji regions, but ip othe. s, whether* 
their litiiatioiis are hi<;h or lew, the 
whole face of liie country is entirely 
changed, a new fyeem of domcllic 
architecture has obtained, a new fcbi.nie 
of domettic anaiigeinent has lalcen 
place, and new modes of life have been 
adopted. What fuither chinges the 
next half centuiy will produce, either 
in this quarter of the town or elfe- 
wheie, it is not ve'y ea'y, were it 
mat^trinl, to conjethirc. Perhaps much 
within that period, an ancient pro¬ 
phecy, which has been given* both to 
Merlin and Nixon, and the honour 
of it warmly difpiited by the partizans 
of each, may, I mean as to the latter 
part, be completed; for with refpett to

In order to check the ftecds of old 
Chronos, who feeiuii to be driving with 
the rapidity of ^ tnaii.4:<>.'ichma>i,.'ind to 
give the paliengers of the prefent hour 
a reirofpeifive view of the country over 
which we have journeyed before uur 
wiys were /o mu:b memled, as th'-y cer¬ 
tainly arc. It is pleafing, now and then, 
to alTiime the character of a loquacious 
traveller, and point out, if it be only 
tlirough the pane in the back pannef, 
the iinprovemciits that have been made 
within living memory. 

This has, with regard to charaifers, 
morals, manners, buildings,and modes 
of life, ill order to provoke coiTiparlfon, 
been :>)rc.tdv done with furcefs, in the 
preceding twenty numbers of thefe 
Veldges; and having not heard one 
nhjft^iun, but, on the contrary, much 
in their csininendation, I think the 
wifelt way will*be to continue them 
in the Himi; dcrultory manner that they 
iiave becti begun : as, for example: 

'riie itroer that gives the title to this 
fpeciilatiun, it is well known, is on the 
north fide of Oxibrd.road, oppofitc to 
another called Charles-ltreet, which 


leads into Soho-fquare, a place that 
was formerly termed King's-fquare, 
in honour of King Charles the Second, 
toward the conclufion of whofe reign 
his flatue, as it now appears, was 
placed in the centre, and the fur- 
rounding buildings etecled f. On the 
fouth fide (food the magnificent man- 
fion of Lord Virc'ount Bateman, built, 
or rather finiihed, by the Gentleman 
whom Sir Charles Hanbury Williams, 
and perhaps others, called ** Dicky j 
Bateman.” r 

This, like Powis-hoiife, was a fpeci- 
men of the elegant brick-work or that 
age. It was adorned with pilafiers. 
(tone quoins, and cornice, ftood in a 
large fore court, and was enclofed by 
paliihdoes and magnificent gates hung 
.againft pillars which, on each fide, 
ferved as pedeftals for a dog, as large, 
and probably as well fculptured, as the 
ancient one of Myron. 

The back offices and fiables of this 
houfe were in Queeii-ifreet; and when 
it was, more than thirty years fince, 
demolilhed, Batemairs-buildings, and 
feme houfes in the fquare, were ete£fed 
upon its fite. 

But to return to Rathbone-place, 
which was built foon after the rqu.ire. 
I can ftill remember when the Itreer 
terminated where the 0/<f buildings now 
end. At this pface there were rails 
and irob gates, beyond which w.as' a 
large pond Airrounded with walk^. 
a good deal refembling the refervoir 
in the Green Park } at the upper end

I'ca of the fquare, flood a very large dog-kennel, belonging to different Monarch! of 
the Stiiait race , and that the name of Soho was taken from the cry of the huntfinen in 
II! coupling their hounds.

Ki-onring this, a lioufe much celebrated 
for the manufaiiure of Bath buns and 
Tunbridge water^ikes; which was 
connectedt by a row of large and vene¬ 
rable elms, to another famous for con¬ 
viviality, called the Cock and Pye; 
from which ingenious combination, 
the idea of which was originally Gal¬ 
lic *, the back fields had their denomi¬ 
nation. 

In the garden of this manlion the 
bulls of the figbtmg-mettt call in plaller 
of Paris, and curiouilj^coloured, were 
exhibited. I do not mean thofe of 
Alexander, Hannibal, Cxfar, and fuch 
kind of fellows, but perfons confider- 
ably more innocent, as they only hurt 
each other, viz. George Taylor, 
Broughton, Slack, and a long train 
of their fatellites, who difplayed their 
fkill in the adjacent booth, I believe I 
fliould term It amphitheatre, at Tot¬ 
tenham Court. 

Thefe walks were a very pleafant 
promenade for the inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood, &c. as they were plant¬ 
ed with trees and gravelled. On their 
fides, particularly on the eail, a very 
large fpace of ground was laid out in 
gardens adorned in the Rus in Urbe 
fiile, with Chinefe and other fummer- 
houfes, tents, leaden Mercuries, wood¬ 
en Venufes, cockle-ibeil walks, tiili. 
ponds, Uc-t according to the lalte and 
jl^lence of their tenants. , 
r Thele delightful retreats, In which, 
after the toils of traffic or mechanical 
exertions, our ancellors repofed, or 
rather luxut iated, were divided by lanes 
and alleys, the intricate meanders of 
which it ainioft required the ikill of 
Hsedalus, or the clue of Q^een Elea- 
nort to develope. However, one way 
this labyrinth brought you to Totten- 
ham-court-road, and the other to a 
which was a pond much cele- 
J^attd for duck-hunting, and other 
metropolitan aquatic fports, which had 
obtained the appellation of the Little 
Sea.

The fall, n' I ha’ve obfci vcd, of fuch 
a man, in whofe rrind military glory 
was the HrII paffi-m, when he was, by 
the probable fiibjitr.ition of the whole 
of The Wed India Iflinds, upon the 
point of att iMiing the ve>y acme of his 
wiflies, ihe fruition of hit hope.s, Teems 
to h'lve lenileied doublv baleful the 

E eftilential blatt, 'o have added double 
orroistothe contagious fotead, and 
to have niadc the poifbnous fling of 
that epideroir enemy to human exilt- 
ence ooubly terrific. 

Refie^ioi-s upon the fubtile and 
infeflious qualities of a morbid atino- 
fthere,of which I htve in fiine degree 
Kit the elfeLls, have naturally induced 
ne to diaw toeether fome inftances of 
tbofe cifebls both in this and other 
climates, to which, perhaps, they are 
snore indigenous, llowevei, here they 
cannot be wholly irrelevant, as almolt 
fj|p|try day's experience informs me of 
tft'e nreeffity that there is to ^uard 
•jainft the caufe of their produilion. 


It was the ojiinion of Mr. Boyle, that 
exhalations arifing from the earth may 
produce peltilential diforders, and even 
the phgue itfelf. The extraordinary' 
ioundation of the Nile has, after its 
receffion, been known, from its dime, 
to iiifeii the air with putrid ex« 
'halations; and although it has been 
alTerted, that when the tmmenie lakes 
in North America become fubjeft to 
the fame plienomenon, the exhalations 
f'om the uligiaous matter which they 
deputite does not impart any thing 
noxious to the clrcunumbient air, yet 
1 fear that recent experience has fbewn 
the fallacy of this hypothefis of a former 
period, and given us fatal reafbn to be¬ 
lieve, that the contaminating effluvia 
arifing from the fcttleinent and evapo¬ 
ration of (heir llagnaie waters has been 
produ^ive of that difeai'e whole general 
and individual ravages we now deplore* 
Bur though this ncty account for the 
produelion and difleminatiou of peiti- 
lence in fituations even under the in* 
Alienee of a rapid circulation of air, it 
appears that cloatlis, bedding, &c. 
may become loaded with particles in* 
iniical to human life, by other cauiesof 
contamination than thofe arifing from 
terieiliial humidity: fuch are thofe 
th.it produce the gaol fever, namely, 
dole and crowded apartments, animal 
putie'aition, and obftrufted perfpira* 
tion, though, perha{Va, the laKao ^.th^e 
eAett r..ther than the cauie. A gallO}< 
Have einpUiyed in burying the dead 
tiunng the plague at Marleilles made 
his elcape, went to a neighbouring 
village, and prefented his kinfman with 
a coat and dockings worn by lome per* 
Ion dcceafed. His kinfman died in 
thiee days, and foon a^ier his wife 
and two children. His Ton, who liveQ at 
C'anourgue, went from thence in order 
to btiry his family. At his return he 
gave his hrotiier.in-law a cloak 
brought with him, which he laid on tnk 
bed, and immediately, almeft, loft a 
chilli; in two days after, his wife; in a 
week lie died himfelf. The galley., 
flavc who originally introduced and 
who carried part of theic garments, it 
does not appear was at ail infeded t 
of which unaccountable kind of efcape 
we have heard many inftances; though, 
the caufe that rendered thofe bodi^

form an ebjefi ofrefearch, after we have contemplated a quarter of the tl^n wbcKi 
from the number and clofeneft of the buildings, and the general want of cleanUncfi 
fvhich pervades an inuaenle populaUon» they an more than in any other to b; dreaded, 
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Jefs vulnerable to the attache of the dif- 
eafe, has never yet been iatisfaetorily 
• developed. 

When the Court aflicmbled at Oxford, 
in the nineteenth year of Elizabeth, 
a 577, to try Robert jenks, a bookfeller, 
for fpeaking opprobrious vrords of the* 
Qneen, fuddenly the Judges, &c. were 
furpriCed with an effluvia the molt 
noxious that it is pofflble to conceive. 
Many thought that this peltilential 
tavour arofe from the prifoner then juft 
brought in. The faculty were of this 
opinmn} though others afcribed it to 
the datnpnefs of the place, wliicb was 
very improbable! however, the well- 
known efte£t was, that alinoft all the 
men *, viz. Judges, Doctors, Sheriff, 
Lawyers, See. died within forty hours; 
though, what was very fingular, the 
women and children that were in Court 
cfcaped, and the infection fp.ead no 
further. 

It is a rircumftance that mull have 
occurred to the obfervalion of many, 
hat, with refpeft to noxious effluvia, 
omething of the fains nature has fre¬ 
quently arilen in crowded Courts, and 
when a number of priibners have been 
brought up, as has frequently been ex¬ 
perienced ill public offices, though pro¬ 
videntially not attended with fuch 
dreadful confequences. It has been 
itrj wrfti’ty fuppoltd, that the vail in- 
/screafe of criminals after the peace of 
174.8, many under fentences, and the 


number continually accuimilat!n|r,ft^ 
the contents of the various pi‘i?Ofta of 
the metropolis being, a few days 
vious to every femoiis, poured wtci 
Newgate, where they muft neceflanly« 
in the Old Gaol, have been confined m 
clofe apartments, without that atten¬ 
tion being paid to cleanlinefs which 
has fince prevailed, produced a degree 
of putrefa^ion highly peltilential. 

The operation of this putrefied and 
morbid air emanating from the filthy 
habiliments of the culprits brought for 
trial at the May Seffiftns in the Qid Bai¬ 
ley 1750, engendered among the audi¬ 
ence that peltilential fever which proved 
fatal to the Lord Mayor, two Aider- 
men, Judges, Counfel, Jury, and a con- 
fiderable number of the fpeAatorsf. 

Examining further the infiiience and 
the ellecls ot contagion, there appears 
in it fome property which, like eledri- 
city or inagnetifin, teems calculated to 
reprefs or elude the enquiries and rr- 
fearches of philofophers. That it is 
frequently engendered from atmofphe- 
ric and aquatic fiagnation and corporeal 
filthincis, is certain; and that it potletTes 
a fubticty, perhaps beyond that of any 
other phyflcal power, fatal experience 
has frequently evinced: but that the 
particles of its baleful emanations 
Ihould adhere to particular obje£ls, 
and leave others untouched, though 
apparently within their range, appa¬ 
rently under the fame influence; that

coiiclufions, than companions of different pedods, whether we are attraAed by their 
virtues or their vices. In comparing the ftate of the metropolis after the peace of 
OAober 174.8, indeed after that of 1762, and even that which followed the*AiiicricHn 
vjiu^we are aftoniflied at the ferocious charaAer that was afl'umed by the deprsved 
-^part of fociety, at the atrocious feenes of rapine and depravity that occurred, nsy aS 
Che fsimuioary and ince.idiary efforts that were in operation. The gaols were crowdedf 
thefeffions protraAed to an unufual length, and, retrofpcAively glancing toward.tiw 
former and middle parts of the century, executions were fo dreadfully firequenC at 
tliBoft to become a national leproach. 

Aftsr the lad peace, i8ot, I fpeak from obfervation founded on experience, not- 
.' whhflApding all that had been augured of the depredations of dilbanded muititttdeSf 
the metropolis was never in a more quiefeent ftate. The public offices, coiRpsntifcly 
fpeaking, were Icarcely tioubled with an extra night-charge; and confidSringbur 
iminenle and incresiing population, with the various habits, purfuits, paffions, and 
. propenfities of tim multitude, it has been a matter of fiirprive that fo much order and 
Asul^ave been eftabliftied at a period which bac*' ' ^

Allowing ail this, the merits of Dr. 
Bracken as a pradtical phylician and 
furgeon muft be determined by what 
he really knew, and the abilities with 
which that knowledge was applied, 
independent of the channels through 
which it was acquired. And boththefe 
particulars may in Tome degree be now 
gathered from his writings by the com* 
petent; though a good deal refpeflinjg 
them can only be inferred from his 
aftual fuccefs} in the fecuring of which 
there was one thing, indeed, that 
could never be properly judeed of but 
by thofe who intimately knew him, 
and which manifefted one of his great 
excellencies : that was, the quick, and 
alrooft intuitive, perception which, I 
have been informed by bis pupils, he 
had into the maladies of his patients, 
and the ready and ingenious expe¬ 
dients be devifed for their cure or 
mitigjyiion. Tifre/peculiar endowment 
which lliould conliderably diftinguiOi 
all who profefs the healing art, a prompt 
and happy adjudication concerning 
€aufe and he had in an eminent 
degree; and which talent, joined with 
fumeient txptruHcet great wUlit^eJs to 
hear its voice, and the advantages of 
what is called motber-nvit, may, in po 
impropef fenfe, be confidered as the 
phypcian's real Apollo.

organized life? This latter province of 
learning has nothine to do with dia., 
grams \ the forms aiM meaAuCtii 3 bv.%<^f 
lines. What is of ufe to know in it if* 
a&ual effeiis. not mental relatiotu } the 
refult of a cbem^ry (if the term Biay be 
here allowed to have fo extended a 
meaning) perfeilly infcrutable to our 
fenfes, which, in the chief of its cauies, 
(fieonjUtry often as well as prtw^,). 
muft ever baffle the moft fae.icipus 
mind to trace or comprehend) and 
with the fads of which estptrience alone 
can fatisfadorily inform us any thing..

fpeftion. Ajid in the furpcal depart¬ 
ment, the replacing of a disjointed, of 
reducing of a broken limb, no more 
acquaintance with the Jiw mckanical 
powers appears to be required thaa 
IS foon obtruded upon every day- 
labourer. All that can be wanted here 
(and a great deal too) is an intimate 
knowlec^e, however obtained, of the 
human Irame, as tq its more vilible 
parts and funftions, and Aifiicient na¬ 
tural gifts as to extent of underftand* 
ing and dexterity of finger 

When Borelli calculates, in the cafe 
of a man extending his arm, and^ the 
extremity of bis four fingers fupporting 
as great a weight as he can, tnat the 
force that is exerted in the mufcles to 
luftain this weight, is more than fo. 
venty thoufand times greater than that 
of tfa^ weight; granting him to be ac¬ 
curate in the prbcefs. Tie does no le^ 
'vice to forgery, though he njay dif¬ 
cover a ftriking fpecuUtive fiiit j|.

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Tlie lattheouitica, however, confti* 
tut« in themfelves a noble fcience, 
greatly ursful, as well as nott attraA- 
jveiy curious; and their difcuveries, no 
doflbt, are of a kind which do the high- 
eft honour to human £ig.iiity. And 
the few remarks juft made rerpe£ting 
them, and what aie called the learned 
languaees, as to real utiliry in the ftudy 
of medicine, I tnift will not be con- 
iirued as tending to depreciate that uti- 
lity,or to countenance empiricifm, but 
ftmply, as well as humbly, to offer a 
liintas to their (proper value and appli¬ 
cation. All kinds of liberal know- 
Jedge are at Jeaft ornamental } and 
when, in union, they do not divert 
the mind too much from a particular 
profeflion, they cannot but, in feme 
ihape or degree, lend it collateral aid. 

As the DoAor was millaken (we 
conceive) in thus thinking (kill in the 
mathematics neceffary to the praflice 
of medicine, fo he had made a faUe eftl- 
mation of his own proficiency therein : 
for 1 have been informed, by an able 
judge,_ that it was but flender, and 
that, in treating upon the eye, the 
optica] notions he has thought it pro¬ 
per to introduce are often wrong. 

Though medical knowledge may 
thus be poffeffed the mind (or 
lodged perceptively in it) to any ex¬ 
tent, and jead to the moft efficacious 
practice without much afliftance from 
the learned languages, or much acu- 
ine{}^,even in the couftru£lion of one's 
own; yet, as language is the happy 
vehicle of knowledge, and has within 
ilfclf appropriate excellencies and de- 
fetfts, it becomes uecuftary that he who 
would convey to another what medical 
knowledge he may mentally poffefs, 
muft then enter upon the exer&fe of 
another art, the art of writing, in 
which'he may, or may not, ac¬ 
cording as he is formed for that end 
.by "ature, or may have been trained to 
it by education. And thefe confidera- 
tions lead to the notice of a diltinftion 
.between the nutUtr of a book and the 
form in which it is conveyed} each of 
.iivhicb may gain a preference in the 
iitiunds of their rtaJers as their difierent 


vieirs and taftes may lead them* Some 
may admire what is new and ingen ions» 
however it be at to diel'a and appear¬ 
ance j while others may have no relilh 
for any thing that is not at the fame 
time recommended by Ibme degree of 
faihionable elegance and claflicai parity. 

Now from tiiis latter kind of readers 
the Doflor's publications were not caU 
culated to receive much praife, as, per¬ 
haps, bis mind could niM fioop to the 
niceties of tafie, and as he wrote with 
loo much difpatcb and too little revi- 
fion, to (land the teft of literary cri- 
ticifm. The former clafs of readers, 
therefore, was that which he bad_ in 
view, thofe who read for information 
and the enlargement of their minds} 
and by them it appears, from the nu¬ 
merous and frequent editions of feve* 
ral of bis books, that what he wrote 
was held in confidcrable eftimation. 

On the feverai accounts juft men¬ 
tioned, his ftile appears to be loofe, 
prolix, and inaccurate} but it is co¬ 
pious, and liiigularly his own*} un- 
affcAed, or if affe^ed, it is with a pro- 
penftty to fpeak vibat he thinks and 
#r he thinks, without any regard to the 
more elegant and cautious foruis of 
writing. Hence, though^bis phrafeo- 
logy is often vulgar, it is in general 
lively and original, as is hia' way of 
thinking. His notions being thus free 
from any thing llSvifli, foufWlfef.jppn 
much g6od fenie^ and experiineHL* 
knowledge, and^ aided with no^ fligbt\ 
compals of reading, at the period he 
wrote, he might be faid generally either 
to inform or entertain the mind, and ^ 
hence moftly to merit the notice of 
a liberal and ingenious incmirert—'I 
fay, ta the period otvoroWi rof,iniudg- 
ing of his fyk and matter^ the gre» ele¬ 
gancies that have been given to our 
unguage, and the many difeoveries 
made in phyfic.^rr that time, *b«ght, 
by all means, to be taken into due ., 
fideration. 

This genius and originality, this 
brightneis of parts and ttriking fuccefs, 
rendered bis name extenfively famdCs 
for upwards of'forty years f t and bad

The fair yrriterof this journal it Aip-

JPamer, and writing daily the occur¬ 
rences of the day, for the future amufe- 
ment of a beloved hulband, ploughing 
the feas in a dillant quarter of the 
globe, in the fervice of his King and 
Country. Marvellous* events cannot 
o((en be fuppofed to occur in fuch a 
tranquil /pot; a fufficient variety, how¬ 
ever, ari/es to excite interett ; moral 
inftru£lions are fuggefted occa/ionally, 
animated by brilliant poetical embel- 
li/hments, without which no dory now 
can be conftru6fedj but here love, 
chafte, elegant, refined, and Arcadian, 
infinuates itfelf gently through the 
meanderings of the narrative; and the 
whole doles very unexpectedly, but 
not lefs probably, with the promotion 
of the hero, hitherto comparatively in 
bumble life, though poflefled of very 
liberal intelleCluai endowments, to a 
condition of affluence and exaltation; 
and rewarded, moreover, with the pof- 
fe/fion of a miftrefs whole merit is not 
' inferior to his own. 

This ftory has al] the appearance of 
an exaft portraiture of real life. Whe¬ 
ther the fair Author can refer*to origi¬ 
nal archetypes fur every thing (he has 
deferibed, it is not for us to pronounce;

ral, thefe errors,, wlien they are found 
ill Englifli words, will be eafily cor¬ 
rected by the intelligent reader s in the 
French terms they will be fet fight 
with more diihculty, and therefore 
ought to be carefully attended to in 
a fittare edition, to which this novel 
has inconteftible pretenfums.

we Ihall not often meet with. That 
Mr. Fegge has fometimes indulged an¬ 
tiquarian conje^ure in excurnons to 
the very verge of probability, mutt be 
confeflTed j but much more generally 
has he tifefully employed his faculties 
in tT3t.:n^ and fixing the origin and 
trite meaning of words that have been 
much mifunderttoud, and of courfe 
much inifenirloyed. 

We fljali not ehter on an analylis of 
the Volume ; but, after noticing two or 
three paffages. c<-iic1iule with warmly 
recommending the whole to the atten¬ 
tion of our readers. 

Speaking ofthe intonations of vowels, 
where the letter G. comes into contafl 
with them, Mr. P., among many other 
remarks, has the foliowitig : 

** Horfes by this word [Ge] are put 
in motion ; when, if their pace be too 
flow, the command is doubled or re- 
doubled by—“ Gr, Ge, Gr,” which, in 
cafe of non-compliance, is enforced by 
the whip." 

This is certainly a falfe pofition, and 
of courfe the realoning founded upon 
it falls to the ground. The word Ge is 
ufed by caiters, npt to put in notion, 
not tti accelerate progrefs; but as a word 
of co'uinand by which horfes are made 
to underlland that they are to keep at a 
greater diilance from the pathway in 
.-..which Ihe carter is walking.—•I'his 
• mjft.ike, however, only (hews that the 
Antiquary had not fu deeply ftudied 
horfe learuing as that of bis fellow, 
men. 

Altera little deviation, be refumes 
bis main fubjedl thus i , 

** Your lurg and intimate acquaint, 
anre wit)} every thing relating to our 
forefathers gives me the boldnefs to alk 
an eletmofynaiy patronage of the fol¬ 
lowing addiefs. I- is in behalf of forae 
old. iinforrunete, and difearded •twrt/j 
and exfreffions, turned out to the world 
at large by pti ions 'if education (with, 
out the imallctt pioteiSlion), and ac¬ 
knowledged only by the humbler 
ordi.is of m.iiikind, who feem cha- 
rit biy to‘ rrfpe£l them as decayed 
entitfolks that have known better 
ays. I am confident, Sir, that you, 
as an Antiquary, whofe voluntary office 
It is to iuccour and preferve the aged 
from perdition, will not withhold your 
intention from hearing me in defence 


of the injured parties, which I fhall 
bring before you in your judicial capa* , 
city as a literary man j when I hopeM < 
prove that my clients are not mere. 
certificate-mu, but that they tflVs; wW- 
lom gained Ugal fettlemenlt My l ong fer- 
vice, though now ouKM^y ufJi jit* ' 
to the verification of the adage, that 
* Might overcomes Right.* 

“ Though the fubject of the follow- 
ing pages be too trivi.!! for the confi. 
deration of the great tribunal of the 
Society of Antiquaries colleflively, it 
m.iy, ncverthelefsj I'erve to amufe you 
for an hour as an individual. 

“ The ear. Sir, is equally negligent 
with the eye; and we take no more 
note of founds which we daily bear, 
than of objefls which we daily fee. 
Thus, while we are commenting on 
Sli-ikfpcare, mending or marring his 
text, the dialefl of the hour pafles by 
our cars unheeded. 

“ The langiKigc of every country is 
as fubjeCt to ch.inge, as the inhabitants, 
property, buildings, &c.; and while 
antiquaries are groping for the vettiges 
of tottering cattles, and poring over 
fragmentary inlcriptions juft rifen from 
the grave;—why not advert alfo to 
words and phrafes which carry with 
them the like ttamp of age ? Such will 
tbefe be with which I am now going to 
trouble you, and which, though cur* 
rent every day, and ftifpefted of a bafe 
alloy, will, be found to bear the fire, 
and come up to the ftandard. I know 
it is felony, without benefit of clergy, 
to fcour an old coin, be the legend ever 
fo illegible; but the objeOs nefore us 
will appear more antienc for the opera, 
tion, when the modern dutt and dirt 
which obfeure them Ihall^ have been 
brufbed away. * * 

** By all that has been hitherto oh. 
ferved, I would prepare yon. Sir, for 
what followsmeaning only to in. 
finuate, that there is food for an anti¬ 
quary in the d.ailp dialefl of London, 
which, with all its feeming vulgarity, 
owes its biith to deysefjore, as much 
as any other object of the fenfes on 
which Time has laid his unfeeling 
hand." 

As may be fuppofed from the fore, 
going extras, Mr. Pegge labours hard, 
and not ineffeciualljb to prove, that a, 
great number of words and phraf^ 
which have, by the excefs of modern 
refinement, or fattidiohfnefs, been dif. 
carded as corrupt and vulgar, are an. 
cient, appropriate, juft, and legitimate. 
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•~He remarks at much length on the 
word Cockn^j and its many ahl'urdly 
imputed derivations { and in the mals 
iif his information we find the fuilow- 
ingi '•« 

** For the honour of the Coeknys, 
ietnemUF.»‘>d* that in the ChnJt- 
mas feafts, which were formerly held 
with fo much foolifii expenfe at our 
Inns of Court, the King af Cockw^s 
(an imaginary Lord>M:tyor of London, 
cbofen from their own community,) 
was entertained witJi extraordinary 
ref^flability; of which we hive a 
full account in Dugdale’s ** Oiigines 
Jnridicialesfor in the 9th year of 
King Henry VIII. it was ordered, 
that—** The King of Cockneys flioiihi 
fit, and have due fervice; and that Hii, 
and his Marjhol., Sutler, and ConfiahL'- 
Marjbal, (hould have their lawl ill and 
honeft commandments, by the delivery 
of the officers of Clirihmas 

*' After all that has been faid, Sir, let 
us not be unmindful of fome real and 
fubftantial benefits which have arifeii 
to fociety from this order of Citiv.ens 
in particular, who have thus innocently 
fallen into fuch unmerited conte npr. 
At the time when Mr. Strype publifhed 
an enlarged edition of Stowe's Survey 
of London and Weftminiler f, there 
was an annual featt, held at Stepney, 
exprefsly called ** The Cockney's 
Feaft)" on whicheday .1 contribution 
was made, either at church pr at din. 
ner, (or at both,) with which the 
pariih cliildrcn were apprenticed. Mr. 
Strype (who was himlelf a Cockney) 
adds, that he had more than once 
preached before the Society on the 
occafion Mr. Lylbns fays, that the 
principal purpofe of the Society was 
the'Apprenticing poor children to the 
fea'fervice; and that the infiitiition 
was patronifed by feveral perfons of 
diltinAion; among which he adds, 
that thp Duke of Montagu and Admi¬ 
ral Sir Charles Wager were the Stew, 
ardt for the year 1734. It gave place 
at length to a more general infiitiition,

But he lays, ** let it not he under, 
ftooci, that 1 am contending for the re. 
efiablilliineiit of the antieiit dUle6t | 
Jor our language no-tv feems to be at ite 
beirN of purity and I'W'ify.”—Here we 
luve Pegge v.erfu* 'juhnfon j the latter of 
whom, in the Pu-l.i.;c to his Diction, 
.iry, tells us, th it “ tb: EngK/blanguage, 
•whh'nafthytd in the cultivation every 
/jtriss 0/literature, has iff It been hitbeno 
negh A’./j fuftred to fpread, untler the 
dii-eflton of ebtmee, into ‘wHd exu'iernnee i 
refigned to the t\rann\ of time andftfin >« j 
and expofi'd to the corruptions of ignorance, 
and eupriret of innuvaSon," 

H.iving mentioned that Speght, the 
Editor oT Chaucer, chirgos that Poet 
with b.aving imiiated the G eeks, he 
confutes the all'crtion, by ihewing, 
that Chaucer had been dead nbov» > ..>■ 
century before Greek, as an indr. 
pendent language, was iinderftood in 
Engl.-ind [He died A. D. 1400] ; and 
thiii remark calls forth from Mr. Pegge 
iunie remarks on the intrudut^ion of 
the Greek l.ingu.ige into England. 

Our Autho*- piirliies, with great dili¬ 
gence and eife£V, the fuhject of wh.ic 
are confidered as low phral'es, or collo. 
qiiial bar bar! fins, in our tongue ; and, 
however odd it may appear from the 
nature of the fubje^t, has contrived to 
make_ his book not lels entertaining 
than inllruclive.

Til the Preface to this entertaining 
colle^lion of anecdotes, of acute, 
critical, and lively remarks, witticifnis, 
letter*, &c. of Dean Switt, the Editor 
ha* ^ifplayei! 3 profound knowledge 
of ancient and modern literature; and 
bas arranged, in due order, (he moil 
celebrated prodnClions ci me ancients 
of a (inillar nature to the numerous 
Jiias ** which, in modern times, have 
formed a I'MdiXg featuie in the hiltory 
of continents! lirerature.” 

Among the Greeks, he Hates, we are 
indebted to the k!u)l.trs of Pythagoras 
lor thole verfes which convey to us the 
great principles uf his mural lydein; 
and to Zenopnon and Plata, who were 
pupils ot ttocrat'S, we owe the preier- 
vation of tiiofe maxims winch he en¬ 
forced, as well bv his own condufl in 
fife, as l>y his dilcuurfes. Peril.ips to the 
fame caulc wc m.ty attribute many of 
the admirable leniences ot Emipides, 
who was alio a pupil to that gi‘e.it man. 
Thus Zenophon's books ot the dcv.({s 
and layings of Socrates, as well .is the 
dial 'giifs of Plato, arc in fail Sacrati- 
ana. The apophthegms of the piiil do- 
phers, collectedly DicgencsLaertius ; 
the I'entences of Pythagoras j tho'e of 
Epi£letiis; and the works of Stohauis ; 
are -all fo many Anas: and under the 
iiuidinn of the name of Hierocles Alex- 
a>tdrntus, we tind a little book, entitled 
t'acrtia de pfijiorum jiudioforum dirtis et 
/aetis ridicidii. Eves' the Gemara of the 
Jews properly belongs to this dais} to 
which may iikewile be referred tbe 
Orpbica, JEfopUa, PjfrrhoHia, and many 
others. ^ 

With refpeft to the Romans, it ap- 

E ears chat both ^intiliian and Cicero 
ighly approved of luch works; al¬ 
though the latter, with much reafun, 
complains, that in three volumes which 
had Men publiflied, entitled | 7 ori Cice- 
m», many things were attributed to 
him which he never laid; and he la- 
ments his di(appointment, in having 
hoped that the convrriation of any 
other perfon could not pollibly have 
been taken for his. The No£iet Atticee 
of Aulus Gellius immediately belong 
to this ^f*. They confift of collec¬ 
tions from his converfations with He- 
rodius Atticus, Favoiinus, Taurus, 
Xlarctts Frontus, aod many other illuf* 


trious perfons who then flourilKed at '« 
Athens and Rome; .and the writings of 
Plutarch and Pliny ahftund witbwhv** 
refults of liniilar inteicourle with the 
learned men of their time. 

Precedents derived from fuch un- 
uellionable authority, might well in> 
uce the leaj-iied cditois in modern 
times to follow the bright example j 
and accordingly it has been oblcrved, 
that Anas .ire known in every country 
where theie are books or learned men. 
The hrlt publication of this dais, how. 
ever, which allumed the title of Ana^ 
was the Scali^eriana. They afterwards 
multiplied cunliderably all over £u. 
rope, England excepted; for the ob- 
feene Jokes o( buffoons and players, 
fuch as Joe Miller's jcHs, and other 
low compilations of the fame ilamp, 
do not meiit to be placrd in the rank 
with the lefpedabU memarubilia of 
illiiltrious men, which are now be¬ 
coming t.-ifhioiiul>le amongit us, and 
ddcrvallv (o, on two accounts, their 
authenticity and purity. 

The Swiftiiina, belore we perufed it, 
excited no fmal! degice of apprehen* 
lion, fo'ue of the Devn's compoiitioos, 
elpeci.i!ly the pnttit.il, iiavmg been' 
jiii'ly ceufnred fs»r llieir indelicacy, 
and beipg by no means proper to put 
into the hands of well-educated fe¬ 
males ; but candour obliges us to 
acki o'Aieiige, that the Editor has 
c.tiefully avoided inttuduciiig a fingle 
line that could give offence to the 
ch.irte!l reoiler. And as the publifiier. 
Mi . Phillips, appears to be the princi¬ 
pal maiiufadurer of fliefe agreeable 
travelling companions, whether in a 
poit-chaiie or diu ing the folitary hours 
that are palled in country inns, we 
recommend him to adhere ltri£lly to 
this line of condu£l in the propofed 
RiibarJjhniaHa, or any other future col- , 
leClions of the fame clafs, that he may 
have in view. Moral irnprovemeatf 
fhould iikewife be united with ^^ufe-'' 
ment in fiich proriuOlions, moreefpeci- 
ally as, from their portable fize, they 
are likely to be familiar acquaiiitance. 

^ From the fketc^ of Swift's life we de» 
rive tittle or no new information, aytii 
fele 6 led from former biographers,^<j>d 
has appeared repeatedly in print prefu^ , 
ed to the various editions of his works, 
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and as a feparate life; but from other 
materialst mentioned bjr the Editor^ 
two volumes are conipiled *' which 
poflefs confiderable intfeft,” and 
communicate lively and iireful know¬ 
ledge in various formS) adapted to the 
‘raite of difFeret.» 'eaders. 

We think liie iullowing, though not 
new, a ufeful memento to tbs idle 
ici'ihblers upon materials belonging to 
others, and which undoubtedly is an 
unwarrantable, and at the fame time a 
cowardly defpoiling of property, iince 
no redrefs can be obtained. 

Swiftiana, Vol. I. No. sq. On feeing 
Verfes written upon Windows at Inns. 
Vinie la bagatelle feems to have been 
Swift's conttant motto. His ai 51 ive 
mind feiml every opportunity of ex¬ 
emplifying it, as there and other trifles 
prove: 

*< The Sage who faid he would be proud 
Of windows in hit bread, 

Becanfe he ne'er one thought allow’d 
That might net be confefl j 
Bis window icrawl’d by ev'ry rake« 

Hit bread again would cover. 

And fairly bid the devil take 
The diamond and the lover." 

A pencil is too often unworthily em¬ 
ployed to difgrace the alcoves and 
benches in gardens public and pri¬ 
vate; (bametul return for the kind 
indulgence of adfliitting drangers. 
This wanton liberty is peculiar to 
England, but is happily on the de¬ 
cline. 

Of another of thefe bagatelles. No.

whole colleAively, we do net think fb 
dilcerning nor lb impartial as might he 
expetled from luch a learned entk as 
Swift. A few fpecimens from thofr 
which, in our humble opinion, are Che 
mod corredf, will give our readers an 
idea of his delign —

tory, (at the ttraits of Mount 'I'uurus,} 
when he entered the tent of Darius, 
where the Qiieen and Princefles ufPer- 
lia fell at his feet.

The latt article we Iball prefent to 
our leaders conveys a llriking ielTun to 
fome of our great folks, who can ex¬ 
pend hundreds, perhaps thoufands, on 
baits and flippers, and readily receive 
billets from opera fingers and dancers, 
whilft their footmen ate ifri^ly en¬ 
joined not to rake in two-penny-^ofi; 
letters, left they Ihould be begging 
letters from poor people, nor any pa¬ 
pers without opening them, and burn¬ 
ing them ill the hall fire if they are of 
that defeription.

to a gieat diftance. Pa^amon and Ar- 
cite nrft attract our attention; a poem 
of which, as the Author fays, '* though 
he had written fuch a work, tlie Itory 
is knowen lite" (little) ; which does 
no credit to the tafte of the age in 
which it was produced. It ieen^ 
according to Mr. G., to have been 
abridged in the Canterbury Tale's. 
A critique, fome reflection on its un- 
prolperous fate, and a comparilbn of 
It wuh the Tefide of Boc.iccto, include 
the notice of this exquifite effort of 
genius i though it is fiiperfluous to 
ttate, our Author is an ardent admirer 
of it. About this time, Chaucer wrote 
the trandarion contained in his works, 
entitled Confolatio Philolbphim. 

** Hitherto lie has appeared only as a 
private individual, and the anecdotes 
of his life are fcanty. We are left to 
reafroing and inference as to the places 
of bis education, and the fun^iuns to 
which he was deltined{ we are now to 
fee him in a different light. From the 
thirtieth year of his age, if not fooner, 
to his death, he was a Courtier, the 
Counfelior of Princes, employed in va. 
rioos negociations and embafiies, and 
involved in the factions, intrigues, and 
contentions of Ais time." 

Thole perfons, Mr. G. thinks, feem 
to have confidered the cafe very fuper. 
ficially, who have endeavoured to leek 
in fbme other principle than his literary 
talents tlie caufe of Chaucer's eleva¬ 
tion. ** He was employed in various 
negociations. In like manner. Prior 
was a negociator, and Addifon a Mi- 
laStSXPf ^ they Were indebted for their 

I iolitical fortune to their literary per- 
brmances." 

We can very eafily conceive that, by 
the univerfal diffufion of learning, or 
rather of books, literature las decreafed 
cmslderably in value from the tbir* 
•benth and fourteenth centuries, or 
even from the beginning of the ktft* 
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In the former periods, we can very 
eafily conceive that a Monarch might 
liretcb forth his hand, and, at a fmail 
expenfe, reward every man of learning 
in the kingdom i and in the latter, 
when the fcience of politics depended 
upon the mental operation of alraoft 
every other fcience, when, inftead of 
the contraction of legal notions, ftatef- 
mhn formed their plans upon general 
principles, fuch men as Addifon and 
Prior wereabfolutely neceifary, becaufe 
that animating, energetic, pervading 
propenlion of mind, which we term 

f eme/, was ui every meafure obvious. 
*erhaps it is happy that our political 
fyftem has in this re^peCt changed, 
becaufe, if affairs demanded the jnter> 
ference of fuch men as Chaucei, AdJi« 
fon, and Prior, it might be rather difli- 
cult to find them. 

Of the refpeCt paid to literature ia 
thofe early times, the Author gives ua 
fome niifceilaneuus examples 1 We 
have feen Hemythe JId dictating to 
Ware and Benoit the fubjrCft • f their 
corapofitions- Kichard the lid, it la 
well known, lived in perpetual inter- 
courfc with the poets. Edward the Ifb 
brought over to England, by his 
tronage, Raymond Lully, and Guido 
Della Collona, the author of the uri- 

S inal Troy fiuke. Alphonfus the Xth, 
Ling of Cattille, was the author of 
feverai important; attronnmical difeo- 
veiies^ and Robert King of Naples de¬ 
clared, that, if he muft part with his 
ftudies or liis crown, be Ihoul]) not 
hefitate in withdrawing himfelf to pri¬ 
vate life. Even RJcbard the Ild, weak, 
indolent, and diffipated as he w.is, aped 
the fpirit of the times, fent lor Gower 
to bis barge, and defired him to l^k 
fome new things. Thefe are only a 
few of the examples that might bo 
cited.” 

The literarv cbaniCfers of Edward 
the Illd, and of Richard Bury and 
Walter Burly, the former Lord Ci an- 
cellor and Bifhop of Durham, an affim 
duous collector of books, the latter una 
of the moft confiderable febootmen 
his age, precedt tha account 
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popular and court poems of Chaucer* 
to which he probably owed hit rife { 
for we find he was by Edward the 
11 I’d placed near his fon John of Gaunt* 
perhaps in confequence of a poem he 
wrote on the marriage of this Prince 
with the coheireis of the Duke of Lan- 
cafter. 

Chaucer* it feems* had a houfe at 
Wood dock as early as 1359* which 
we gather, alter Tome circumlocution. 
*' he was placed either by Edwatd the 
llld or his Queen. In Woodftock Park* 
it appears, is contained a fpring called 
Kofamond's Well, from the fair Kofa* 
mond Clifford* mittrels to Henry the 
lld| not far from the houie called 
Queen's Pool, in memory of Philippa, 
Osteen to Edward the llld. Chaucer's 
houfe adjoins to what is nvw the prin¬ 
cipal entrance into Woodftock Park* 
and therefore aptly corrcfponds with 
the term lodge, which bos been ufually 
appropriated to a fmall dwelling ap. 
pended to a more I'pacioiis one, and 
lituate on the verge of a park, or other 
fimilar enclofure." 

Mr. G. has found it eafier to place 
the Bard in a houie, than to tell us how 
he Aibfifted. There is no record of any 
gratuity earlier than the 20th of June 
1367; but theie is no doubt but the 
fervice which }ie rendered the King 
and Qpeen* as Secretary or Pr^eptor 
to John of Gaunt, il, as it is con. 
jeflured, he ever filled thefe offices, 
were liberally rewarded. 

Ill' The hiftory of Edward the Hid* 
which we have waded through, and 
which we deem as unneceflary as pro¬ 
lix* contains the well-known account 
of his family* out of which Mr. G. has 
felefled one member* John of Gaunt* 
as the hero of this the twentieih^Chap- 
ter: where, after dating that we know 
jnothipg fpecifically of his education, 
he affeits, what common fenfe would 
exceedingly doubt* that •* the mode of 
^ucating young perfons of rank” 
(whether deftined for the chuich* 
army, or law) " was fo uniform* that 
(ball hazard little in fuppofing his 
nonage was condu£fed according to 
the moft approved ideas of the age in 
which he lived.” 

Suppoiing this* which is (till more 
robable than many of the numerous 
ypothefes in this work* it ferves as an 
admirable introdiiilion to a treatife on 
the education of the fourteenth cen¬ 
tury. in which* as the Author feems to 
Attfidec the general principle as bnad 


almoft as the Spartan* we have gnat 
realbn to fuffefi that he is incorrea. 

Though we are almoft tired of fup- 
pofes, ftiil they prefs upon us. *' Why 
may we not fuppofe*’' lays the evei- 
lafting Mr. G.* '* that John of Gaunt 
and Ills brother Lionel, about fourteen 
months older than he^ declared them- 
felves refpeftively* according to tlK 
laws of chivalry* attached to their cou- 
fins Matilda and Blanche ?” 

We can fee no reafon why we may 
not fuppofe this; hut we can ealily 
dilcern why th^ queftion is alked ; that 
is* to enable the Author to extend his 
enquiries: Firft, into the nature of 
Efqvires\ upon which fubje^* if we 
had not the fin of prolixity beiore our 
eyes, we could lay much; fecundly, to 
the JemoHor of damfels or young ladies 
of family; then to the exercifes of 
Eiquires; period of knighthood; cere¬ 
monies with which it was conferred. 
Sure Mr. G. nmft have read Don Qnix- 
ote; yet he goes on through the whole 
probation of the candidate, and* in the 
end, to try the talents of his Tyro, 
plunges him into the midft of the war 
with France. Previous to which, the 
future patron of Chaucer* John of 
Gaunt* Earl of Richmond* and the 
Earl of Ulfter, who both attended their 
brother the Black Prince* were* at the 
ages of fixteen and (eventeen, knighted 
by their father Edward the Hid. 

Agaip we have a glimpfe of the 
works of the Bard whofe life we are 
confidering. Our Author now traces 
the outline of the Alfembly' of Fowls* 
or Parliament of Birds, as it is ftiled in 
different manu/cripts ; a poem, the idea 
of which is fingularly poetical* written* 
it appears, in tunlequeiiceof the liiit or 
courtihip of John of Glunt* before the 
Lady Blanche had accepted the ad- 
dreues ol her illultrioiis lover* pro¬ 
bably at his requeft* for the purpole 
of loftening the obduracy of bis mif- 
trels's^ refiftance. I'he date of this 
poem is* from circumttances* fixed to 
the year S3;8. 

^ *' Chaucer's next produAion is en¬ 
titled his Dream* and was firf^ pnAicd 
by Mr* Speght in the edition of 1597. 
It may be regarded as an epithalamium 
on the marriage of the Earl of Rich¬ 
mond and the Princefs Blanche, which 
took place May^ip, 1359.” 

^ 'We do not mean* for reafons i -ffi- 
ciently obvious* to give the hiftory of 
this poem, though there is genius 
enough in that part of the conclulion 

where 
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%liere the bird entert the abbey, 
alights, and tings three fongs * upon 
the biei* of the romantic Q^een, and 
indeed in the whole of the catattropbe, 
lo have infured the reputation of the 

J toet, had he written nothing elle. In 
a£t, thefe are touches that prefs upon 
the-mind, and, like the other nume* 
rous beauties of the Bard, are felt by 
every reader of tafte and fenfibiiity, 
in fpite of the labours or anmfenunts 
of his commentators; therefore we 
only mean, in order to keep the peaces 
to luggeii, that as thefe learned Gentle* 
men do not feem to*abound in pro- 

f erties necelTiry, .as we have already 
inted, for tailing the works of this 
author, they lliould, at lead, fup- 
ply any deficiency with urbanity to 
each other, and not, attrafled by the 
flame of chivalry, wage a ** barbarous 
di/il wai'/* Why (hould Mr. G. fay 
that Mr. Tyrwiut had idly fuggefted 
a doubt, whether this poem was, or not, 
compofed un the before-named occa- 
fion f Now whether it was or not is not 
of the lead im^fortance. However, as 
we do not want to make mifehief, 
though, confidering the texture of it, 
we are inclined to with Mr. T., 
we lhall take leave of this fubje& and 
chapter, only hinting to the former, 
that whatfoever faults he may be in¬ 
clined to find with rival commentators, 
they all, as well as Ijimielf, feem to be 
endued with qualities very oppofite to 
idleneft. 

It appears that '* the felicity of John 
of Gaunt and his confurt, in the nuptial 
date, was complete, and that their nap- 
pinefs was equal to the fplendour and 
ledivity which had been its harbin¬ 
gers.'* We (hould have been glad to 
have •announ^d that thefe halcyon 
days were uninterrupted, and that 
** peace finiled upon their loves the 
hope of a continuance of this was, 
probably, the impreflion under which 
their nuptials were folemnized; but 
fuch is tlie condition of mortality, 
in conlequence of the treachery of 
Fiance, England once more faw herfelf 
’/^(m%)n^nto a war. Edward imme¬ 
diately, however, prepared the greateft 
armament that bad ever failed, con- 
fldine; of one thouiand (hips and one 
bunored thouiand men, which left 
Sandwich the siitb of tJttober. Chau* 
is dated, Uj^n his own equiveeai 
INUthority, was in this expedition. 


Whether be was or not, bosrever, it 
has ferved ibme friend of Mr. G. to be 
dull, and himfelf to do what be delights 
in, conjeflure. It allb anfwers an* 
other purpofe, for it naturally intro-' 
duces the hiltory of the campaign, is 
inftrumental in forwarding the peace 
of Bretigny, enables us to canvais the 
military character of Edward the Hid, 
and ihews us, that Chaucer did not, 
like Alexander, and other perlbns 
whom we have agreed to term heroes, 
rife to plague the world by bis con. 
quells} which certainly is the belt 
compliment that can be paid both to 
his head and his heart. 

This volume concludes with a date- 
mentof the increufing opulence of John 
of Gaunt, whofe father-in-law, the 
Duke of Lancider, died a vi£lim to 
the plague, and, about twelve months 
after, Maude, Duchefs of Bavaria, co- 
heirefs with Iddy Blanche, his comort t 
fo that he became podeded of tJie im- 
menle property attached to the houlc 
of Lancader, was created Duke, and, 
as is well known, fixed his refidence 
in the Savoy, which was the metropo¬ 
litan palace of the Duchy, of which, 
with a conliderable part ol the Strand, 
it dill forms a member. The Author 
notes, that John King of France re- 
tided in this palace; ^ut though here 
was an excellent opportunity to have 
been did'ufe, he has not, contrary to 
his ufual praflice, availed himfelf of it, 
for he has neither given us the hittoiy 
of the laid King John, nor of ({le Vj^^ 
ciflitudes of his temporary refidence, 
nor mentioned a circumdance upon 
which he might have moralized, name¬ 
ly, that the boufiold fluff, as it was 
called, which had once adorned the 
fplen^id palace of Lancader, became, 
in the revolution of ages, the furniture 
of the bofpital of Bridewell. ^ 


** It was probably,” lays Mr. G. 
at the opening of the Second Volume 
of this work, ** during the-interval of 
peace which followed the treaty of Bre- 
tigne, that Chaucer engaged >n a lite¬ 
rary work of the utmod importance 
and honour to the countiy in which 
he lived, the tranflation of the Roaum 
de la Rofe }” which, as be obferves, he 
has already bad occafion to mention. 
We now find a critique on this poem, 
which is dated to connft of twenty-two 
thoufand verfes, and to luve been the 
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|oint produftion of William de Lorri* 
ami John de Mean, extendinjg through 
thiee Chapters, and exhibiting con. 
jefiure» rc'lpeAing the time when it 
w->R written, and fti-i£lures upon its 
in', infic merit) of this, its having fo 
long poflefleii the admiration of man- 
ki!''1, we agree, is a very evident proof, 
whatfoever may be its inequalities, or 
however vnconlonant its conltru£iion 
and manners may he to modern ideas. 
In the cha -afier of Falle Semblant, we 
lear.-, John de Mean, one of the 
Autlii'is, lakes occafion, in more than 
a 'houliini' verfes, to pour out bis 
fpieen atainit the Mendicant Friars s 
he d'grefles into the hiftory of William 
de St. Aroore, a famous polemical 
champion { which gives Mr. G. an 
opportunity to digrefs into the revival 
of learning in the twelfth century} its 
Kfk&s upon the church eftablifliments { 
the nfr of the Mendicants} traits of St. 
Dominic and of St. Francis de AiTife; 
the vows of the Friars} their literary 
eminence i and, what we have long ex. 
peded, tome little hint of thofe contro. 
verfies from which the world sxrr de. 
vived fo much inftrudion and enter, 
tainment. All this the reader will find 
in a critique on the Roman dt la Rofe : 
but this is not all; for he will find that 
Mr. G. has adorned the world near fix 
centui ies too late. Had he exifted at 
n pro(>er period, he might,^ with his 
tvtrlaftir^ pen, have continued the 
good Abbot Jochfm'a ** ewrlafting 
•ofpel '' he might have emulated 
John of Parma i he might—in fad it is 
hard to fay what abilities like bis might 
have done, when we fee that he has 
dramm the •unret of fifty dilferent pup. 

C ets, in the charaders of Saints, Ab. 

ots, Dodors, Friars, and the,Lord 
linows what, twifted them together, 
and digged them before the public, 
in a manner that we conceive it re. 
quired confiderable ingenuity to at. 
tenmt, and much more to eifed. 

The twenty ftvcnth Chapter opens 
with the charader of the Black IVince, 
which, though of little ufe in the 
work, is well written. His hifiory 
fucceeda. ** His Court** (in Aqm> 
taine), ** agreeable to the fafliion of 
thofe days, was not only the refott 
of Noblemen and Warriors, but alfo 
of Cronuned Heads* He numbered 
among his vifitors, Peter, IGt^ of Cy. 
pros t James, Eng of Majorca ; and 
Charles, King of Navarre. In the 
liiBuner ttf a new and memorable 


gueft came to inereale his gloiy, Fetcr** 
(the Cruel), ** King w Caftile and 
Leon. This King came to Bourdeaux 
as a fuppliant. He bad been driven 
from bis dominions by a rapacious 
fwarm of fierce and favage outlaws^ 
and he came to entreat the Prince of 
Wales, as a warrior not lefs ^nerous, 
than brave, to redrefs the injuries ho 
had fuffered, and reftore him to his 
throne.** 

After this, if we had efcaped the 
modern hiftory of Spain, it would have 
been a miractq} bur, alas I no fuch 
miracle operated in our favour, for 
Mr. G. enters into it with a minute, 
nefs which would have done him no 
diicredit if it had been entirely the 
fubjed of his book, inllead of beings 
as it certainly is no way, not even 
collaterally, allied to it. How he came 
to imagine that any nart of it could, 
in any way, be brought to bear fipon 
the detail of Chaucer's life and works, 
it is out of our power even to guefs* 
Had any of Or. Johnfon's numerous 
biographers, and they were pretty well 
difpofea, eniertained us with the hiftory 
of Suraja Dowla, Nabob of Bengal, Sec., 
and the gallant and generous manner 
in which Colonel Clive placed Jafiier 
All Cawn upon the throne, it would 
not have been more irrelevant. 

The death of the Black Prince clo&n 
this eventful period of hiftory. During 
tbe Dukp of Lancafter’s abfence in tlio 
Spanifh war, it appears, that ** Tbe firft 
official notice occurs in our records of 
the name of Chaucer. On the aothof 
June this year (1368) he obtained an 
annual penfion of twenty marks for 
fervices performed, or to be performed, 

S ranted to him for Ufe, or till tbe King 
iould otherwife providd for himi” 

It Teems, from a calculation, curious, 
and we think, according to the date, 
corred, that this penfion of twenty 
marks would, at the prelent time, bo 
properly reprefented ey a revenue of 
a4ol. per annum. 

For the illuftrations of this fubjed; 
we would wiftt to refer the reader ta 
the work, reading the cotnffiSalltFe ' 
value of the different gntuities of 
Edward the Hid, and a variety of 
other ia fiances founded upon alcuhu 
tbnsi they are tqp long to quote, but, 
at the fame time, fe curious, thattjsre 
conceive much entertainment and W. 
ftrudkm may be derived from them. 

*« It was,'*fayaMr.G., tbe policy 
of Charles the Vth of France, fur. 
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ty liw c ouhCr ym eH Iht that 
difturbed the peace of the two Cfrowoi, 
lb happily eftabliflied by the treaty of 
Bologne in 1360.** 

As the realon for this infonce of the 
Monarch's wiidomi the bittory looks 
back to the critical fituation of the 
Black Princet and to the difcontents 
that had arifen in Aquitaine, in con> 
fequence of bis abfence, the impofition 
of hearth>money, &c. This feems to 
have been the ground of, or rather the 
latent pretence for, a war. The avowed 
one was, the negle^ of homage that 
bad been by a folemn treaty renewed. 

This Chapter, after detailing the 
events of the campaign, has a melan¬ 
choly conclufion, as it records the 
death of (^een Philippa, B\nche the 
confort of John of Gaunt, and ** the 
celebrated Lord Cbandos, t!^ 'nolt 
illu^rious of all the military ubjefls 
of Edward the Illd, who fell obRurely 
in a rencounter with a fmall party of 
French.” 

« On the occafion of the death of the 
Duchefs Blanche, Chaucer produced an 
epicedium, or funeral poem, entitled 
the Boke of the Duchefs. The plan is 
chiefly hiftorical, in the form of a vifion, 
and is beautifully prefaced by a recital 
of that pathetic tale Ceya and Alcyone, 
from the eleventh book of Ovid's Me- 
tamorphofes, which Chaucer feigns to 
have read before be fell afleep. A pa* 
rallel is thus fllently produoed betwixt 
the untimely fate of Ceyx. who was 
Ihipwrecked, and of Blanche, who died 
in the flower of her life, beine under 
thirty years of age, as well as between 
the ibrrow and conjugal afteflion of 
Alcyone, and the angoifli excited in 
the breafl of John of Gaunt, for the 
loA of his l^uchefs.” 

A critique upon the poem follows 
this introduflion; and we think that 
much time is fpent in endeavouring 
Co conned it with the Parliament of 
Birds and Chaucer's Dream, which 
would not be of the fmalleft ufe in this 
biographical and critical work, were 
it.not to hint that Chaucer fell'in love 
time that John of Gaunt was 
united t^is Duchefs, and that he en> 
dared an Rght or ten years' courtfbip, 
It ia uncertain which j and Mr. G. is 
by no means pleafed with him for not 
bfing in this refped a more exad chro- 
Rologift, not confidering. that as com* 
tnon perlbna in love are fuppofed to 
have sort memorMSa > wit, whole ab* 
Ibut Ik all timet ia proverbial, mutt, 


by a parity of reafimhig, when in love^ 
lofe all trace of recolledion. The eir* 
cuniftance of an eight or ten years*' 
courtlhip he tJiinks a very fiagttlar 
one. We do not know wmt cemri^ 
he poflelTes in thefe matters, and there* 
fore cannot judge from what premlfta 
he draws his conclufion j but we, who 
from critical habits are mortified iflto 
pt'ofeflional patience, have been littlo 
iurprifed when we have, even in thefe 
polt.diluvian times, heard of much 
longer probations. 

** From the tenor of the poem en. 
titled the Boke of the Duchefs, I think,'* 
lays our Author, ** we may conclude 
with certainty, that Chaucer was un¬ 
married at the time he wrote it, and^ 
with probability, that he finally mar. 
ried the Lady to whom he lb jwrfe. 
veringly paid his addrefles. The irife 
of Chaucer was a woman of no mean 
birth, and her connexions were of the 
higheft clafs. Her fifter wat attached to 
the Duchefs, and afterwards became 
the Governels to her children.*' 

We think this marriage has tamed 
the brains of Mr. G.: we fcarcely 
know how to follow him through his 
hymeneal hypothefis; the burthen of 
which is, Whether Chaucer’s wife was 
the fifter of this Lady ? and fuppofing 
(he was, which is probable, Wnetber 
he would, while he was paying hit 
court to her, addrefs luch love ver&s 
as are recited (page >9} to another 
woman? Here, whatloever we map 
think of him hereafter, Mr. G., umr* 
feems to have little of the Dorimant 
in his difpofition, deems the thing im* 
polfible. Be it fo > the reader, we are 
certain, will think it of little import¬ 
ance. 

The late pefiod of Cbaucer^s mar¬ 
riage, notwithttanding the hypothefis, 
(for the reafoning upon this subjeft is 
all hypothetical,) fttll haunts the mind 
of our Author. Had the truth lain in 
the deepeft well, he would have dived 
to the bottom, and have brought it to 
light. But we think that this is 
deep for him j yet he will go on j and 
we are lb unfortunately fituated, that, 
wet or dnt we are obliged to follow 
him. 

** The Qpeen died only two or three 
months before the Duchefs Blanche} 
and on the soth of January 1370, the 
Kang granted, by letters patent, p£n-- 
fions to her DomtiUaf or Maids of 
j^iiour, in their clafles. To fotfr a 
penfion of ten niaiks per aniruhl re- 
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fpeftively} te three a penfion of an 
hundred (hillings} and to two a pen • 
fon of five niarki. In the fecond clafs 
is the name of Philippa Pycard. From 
official records it appears, that the name 
of Chaucer's wife was Philippa; that 
Ihe had been Domdlla to the Q^een; 
and that after the Queen's death, (he 
continued to receive a peafion on that 
account." 

We (bould have imagined, that here 
the Author had found a little Humbling 
block,, becaule the name of the father 
and (ifter of Chaucer's wife was Rouet. 
But this “ can Parcel/ be confidered 
as an objeflion, becaufe it was common 
down to the lateft period of the French 
monarchy, for perfons of di(liii£tion to 
have two furnames) one of filiation, 
and the other of their principal eilate. 

He therefore fuppofes, that the name 
of Chaucer's father-in-law, written at 
length, was, “ Chevalier Payne Fy~ 
eard de Rouet i" and theconclufion is, 
that he was not married at this time. 


Bards Mr. G. has found to cAnfift tni 
their marrying about forty-two. 

From this court(hip, which even ma¬ 
trimony will not enable us to get rid * 
of, the Author deduces the character ' 
of the genius of the/e two Poets as ex¬ 
hibited in their works. There is, we 
find, a ficklinefs and e£Femiiiacy in the 
man who frofeffionoRy calculated the 
period of his probation by the length 
of a hundred fonnets, as that fpend- 
thrift Falitaff calculated time by the 
progrefs of an adlion for debt. But in 
the hero that had the courage to attack 
a Maid of Honour,'and the pcrfeverance 
to carry a female furtrcl's which held 
out juH as long as Troj*, we dilcern 
“ noindic:pionufa whining and feeble 
temper, lyiit, on the contrary, vigour, 
manlinef,, and eblticity of fptrit." 

Mr. Cs. has not yet done with this 
wecldini^; but we hope that we have} 
which.«we have no doubt but our read¬ 
ers will fay is “ a ronjununation devoutly 
to he wi(hed." We (nail therefore dole 


Would not any perfon on earth have 
believed that, even what we have here 
abridged on this fubjcdl would, by 
nine-tenths of modern readers, be 
deemed fufficient refpedling a circum- 
Itancenot very material in itfelf, and 
which happened near four centuries 
fince? However t;his maybe, the in¬ 
defatigable Mr. (,. is not fo eafily 
fatisfied. He has got (cent of this mar- 
riaM j be has examined its Airface i 
and now he will know the bottom of 
, thec'^fore he gives us his reafons 
for the delay, to which we fear he 
never would have been reconciled, had 
he not (ortunatcly Juppofed that Philippa 
could not refolve to leave her Royal 
Miftrefs, whom, as they were naine- 
iakes, he might have /ufpofed to have 
been her godmother. However, wliile 
theBard^was pelting her with verf'es, 
and promiline himfelf that he (liould 
foon induce his obdurate fair to over¬ 
come this fcruple, the Queen molt op- 
Mrtunely died, and conlequently, as 
iMn as decency permitted, this mar. 
riage, to which we have looked for¬ 
ward, with nearly as much anxiety as 
tlie bridegroom, took place, as it is 
fif^fed, nut later than the year 1370. 

We are next favoured with a co¬ 
incidence of circumitances in the lives

Adopting the idea of Lothario, that 
** love and war take turns like day and 
night," Mr. G., when he has, for a 
time, done with courtihip and matri¬ 
mony, returns totbe^campaign of 1370, 
the latt of the Black Prince, whofe 
(icknefs, and indeed death, were before 
announced, who having tre.ited the 
lummons to do homage with indigna¬ 
tion and contempt, drew upon himfelf 
the power of France. The Itorming of 
Limoges ; the gallant bdiaviour of the 
Duke of Lancalter; his interlerence to 
(live the £i(bop of Limoges^ of whom, 
whattoever might have been his de¬ 
merits, ** John of Gaunt bad the weak- 
nefs, or the folly, if that be its name, of 
being, in a high degree, aveiie to fee 
great powers of mind extingui(hed,and 
the wonders of the human race fall un¬ 
der the inexorable aim of the law. 
He pardoned the Biihop of Limoges 
as Aurelian might luve pardon^&snv* 
ginus." , • 

The events of this campaign are fo 
well known, that bad we not ceafed to 
wonder at thefe fort of things, we 
(hould have wondeted to have fouu(l 
them here. There does not appear 
the leaft reafon for their introduCTion |' 
but if there were, ten lines alluding to 
would have done as, well as eight pages; 

detailing; 
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detailing tbeiil. At the eondufion of 
the laft of thefe. we find Chaucer fent 
on a fpecial me(&ge to the Cwitinent; 
but of what nature, as Parfon Adams 
fays, there we are left in doubt; as we 
are\ whether it was before or after the 
wedding which has operated (b much 
upon the mind of Mr. G., who. in this 
ftate of fufpenfe, comforts bimfelf, 
*' that the ag't of Thomas Chaucer his 
fon, who was Speaker of the Houfe of 
Commons in the sd year of Henry 
the IVth. may well incline us to alfign 
the earliett adin>llabt)e date to bis la¬ 
ther's marriage.” 

Sure he does not mean to allude to 
the common-place fcandal which, in 
former ages, was circulate^t the ex* 
peiife of Maids of Honour ^et what 
other realon we ibouid have t\ trouble 
our heads about it we are at\ lois lO 
conjefture. ^ \ 

Sfill are we entangled with FrAch or 
continental affairs; a little relieved, in¬ 
deed, by another wedding, namely, 
that of rhe Duke of Lancalter to the 
heirefs of the throne of Caltille, from 
which he airumed the title of King. 
Our Author is not pleafed either with 
the policy or morality of this proceed¬ 
ing, which we find little inclination to 
defend. Whether the motives of the 
Duke were exaftly thofe which are 
developed, we (hould. if we were can- 
vaffing either tlievhiltory of Spain or 
England, take fome pains to^examine; 
but as we are coahdering the life of 
Chaucer, even with all its appendages, 
we think them totally fuperfluous, as 
we do the political adminiftration of the 
new Monarch, and, more than all, the 
fpecimen of eccleliaftical hidory, and 
tnofe ingenious and interefting quota¬ 
tions from fhe (tatutes at large, with 
which this Chapter is encumbered. 

The fame obfervation may apply to 
thofe pafiages refpeSingthe abolition 
of King John’s tribute and Peter pence. 

There is a bare poflibility that Wick- 
lilFe might, from circumltances, have 
Ibme influence on the mind of the 
Poet. His hiftory is detailed, includ- 
iMg'flt&'iqonnexion with John of Gaunt, 
and the partblity of the latter for men 
of genius^ ** It is with WieklilFe 
felted on bis right band, and Chaucer 
da his left, that we ^nit view John of 
Gaunt, if we wotild enter into the 
merits of his character.” 

; The parliamentary remonflrance 
againft appointingJChurchnuen to the

thor food for conjedftre. It eeftffiftlfr 
(hews that the feeds of the refomuitiQlt 
were at this time fowed# though tbqf 
were longer than an oak in attaining 
maturity. And we agree that the 
Duke of Lancalter, who does not feeaa 
to have been very partial to the old 
ecclefiaftical flock, was probably A 
latent encourager of this new plantar 
tion. 

The very interefling life of William 
of Wykeham, comfirdfed from Lowtfa, 

&c. forms a principal feature in thb 
part of the work, which, from motive* 
of refpeA to the menfbry of the Jeai ntd 
Prelate, as well as of friendlhip to Mr* 

G., we (hall pal's over. We would not, 
in the firfl inflance, venture a wot4 
upon a production given in a mutilated 
Hate, which we conceive in a perfed

In the clofe of the preceding ytvi 
we find Chaucer, of whom we gladly 
catch another glimpfe, ** nominated as 
an Envoy to the Kepubiic of Genoa. 
To underftand the diflindion which 
this appointment beitowed, we muft; 
not conlider Genoa as fee has appeacsd 
in later times, but mult recoiled htt ft 
fee was in the tweifih, thirteenth, and 
fourteenth centuries, when fee tbou^it 
berfeff entitled to give laws to

Petrarca was at this time nearly feventy 
years of age, and he furvived only bv 
twelve months the vifit of the Englidi 
Poet. It muft have been a ftriking 
objeft to Chaucer to behold this grey* 
htadeii, yet impaifioned poet, at a time 
when the gift of poetry was fo exceed* 
ingly rare.” 

From an account of the feelings of 
Chaucer, we are led to the feelings of 
Petrarca j -'Cheir interview is defcribcd 
with a co’ifiderable (bore of imfgi/udient 
The lattOr read his tale of Patient Gri. 
lildis tri the former, who ** was en. 
trance;. The magic of a tale, perhaps 
the ivt)ft pathetic that human fancy 
ever conceived, heard under the /acred 
roof of him in whom the genius of 
modem poetry feemed to be concen¬ 
tred, and from the aged lips of him 
to whom that roof was indebted for its 
facrtJnefst was altogether a furprife, a 
feaft, a complication of fentiment and 
plcafiire, fuch as it has fallen to the lot 
of few mortals to partake.” 

** Mr. Tyrwhit has objedled to the 
credibility of the interview here de. 
feribed}” (which, i*' muft be obferved, 
retts upon the very flight foundation 
of the diitich juft ouotM :) ** he fays, 
that he * cannot help thinking that 
a reverential vifit Jrom a Mincer tf 
the Khtf of Engtand would have been to 
flattering to the old man, that either he, 
or fome of his biographers, muft have 
rKforded it.* '* 

We are of the feme (pinion j 4 >ut 
Mr. G., who infifts upon this vifit, 
folves every difficulty, and finooths the 
way in a manner that fliews infinite in¬ 
genuity ( Petrarca was within twelve 
months of the clofe of a feverilh exift* 
ence. Moft of the friends to whom Im 
was accuftomed to vent bis garmlhy 
were gone before.** Our Autfoir, who 
feems to know, from intaitim^*'SU 
aftly the fentimenta of the m^nd of tho 
Italian poet, farther flate»<hia fimr, or 
imagination, that his letters were open¬ 
ed by mm ^ t^e,^ for the purpm of 
tranferibing his ingenious felUea <ot 
flaflies of etoquence. There are man/ 
other reafons given to confirm tlio 
vifit, but none that have foffidena 
weight to cohviaoe that i» a j^asm 



tean^ed as Paditt» even at that 
fkeriod, if an ambaffador from the King 
nf England had arrived upon a vific to 
its greated literary ornament, the cir> 
cumdance would not have been handed 
down to poderity by many perfonst 
can we fuppofe that if the cotempo- 
faries of the bard were induced to be 
guilty of a niildemeanor, to come at 
the ullics of his imagination, they 
would not have recorded in many dif¬ 
ferent ways an event fo honourable to 
the city, to themfclves as its hidorians.

Chaucer loved fo* 
ciety { he loved travelling) and had no 
averfion to plealiirable indulgencies. 
He was a courtier, a gentleman, a man 
veried in literature, tafte, and the fine 
ans, and (we think we can gather from 
his writings,) a voluptuary." 

After having faid this, is it to be 
wondered that his fortune, which our 
Author^ has Hated at 55I. iii. ijd.,, 
and which was equal to aoool. per' 
annum of our money, was not equad 
to the opennefs and liberality of hit 
difpofition. . 

In about fix weeics after the grant 
of wine mentioned, he received a much 
more confiderable mark of the royal' 
bounty, in the appointment of Comp> 
troller of the Cuttoms in the Port 
Londonwhich, it will be oblerved, 
he forfeited in confequence of the 
intrigues and convulfions in the reign 
of Richard the Ild.^

This Lady had fince been, 
married to Sir Hugh Swinford. With 
the date of this event we are not ac¬ 
quainted} but the ion and heir of Sir 
Hugh ap^'ars to have been born in the 
year 136S, and Ibe became a widow 
four years after. 

** It is,” fays the Author, ** uv 
doubtedly much to be regretted, ti at 
perfons occupying fo eminent a ftamn

The penal lawi againlt the 
profeltora of that relision were there¬ 
fore ftroogly enforced in Ireland, at 
well at in Oreat Britain} and of this 
harlh meafure with refpeft to Ireland 
Mr. Plowden complains,on the ground, 
** that whilft the rebellion in Noith 
Britain was making an alarming nto- 
refs under the Earl of Mar, ai the 
ead of 10,000 Scotch Prelbyterur.s, 
and no part of South Britain was fecure 
from the attempts of the friends of 
n Catholic Pretender to the throne, 
Catbelic Ireland was the only part of 
the Brittfh empire for which govern* 
luent felt fecure, and therefore drew 
jroni it the ufual iources of national 
defence to give Itrength to Pnieftant 
Britain.** But, in our humble opi¬ 
nion, it is a fair queftion to afle our 
Author, Whether Catholic Ireland 
would have been thus fecured without 
8 ftri£I enfoi'Ci-ment of the penal laws, 
under the exiiUng circumftance of an 
open rebellion in another part of the 
qmpire, in which Koman Catholics, 
Bnglifh, Irifh, and Scotch individuals, 
gi well as Prefbytei tans, took an active 
part in arms t which obliged govern 
tttent to enforce thofe laws in Eondpn, 
with as much rigour, for the time be¬ 
ing, as in Catbo^ V^land I 

We leave the impartial reader of this 
meritorious work, taken colledliveiy, 
to form his own judgment on the 
charges of partiality and opprvflion

wminiftration at that period. See 
Chap.

The acceflion of George the Second 
prefents a new feene; the fortitude, 
the wifdom, and .the powerful in|u- 
, ence of bis father on the Continent, 
had fecuf'^d peace to his Britifli domi. 
uions, and a quiet fucceflion to the 
throne. This feeroed to be the avfpici. 
oiiji moment for relaxing the penal laws, 
which, from political neceility in times 
of war, rebellion, and domeiUc divi- 
Boni, bad been rigidly enforced. ** It 
was ftill frelh in the minds of the Itifb 
Catholics, that tlieftvere laws of Queen 
' Anne were Aid to have been pafTed 
againft tMm as a punifhment for their 
having iiegieA'ed to addrefs her on her 
aw|« to the throne. The extreme 
with which they had been 
recOH^ calumniated, from tlie prefs, 
uid the fenatCfbad hitherto 


deterred them from offering any id# 
drefs upon the acceflion of the Houfe 
of Hanover j at this junflure, however# 
they drew up an addrefs of congratula* 
tion, which in a dignified manner ex- 
pielTed their loyalty, and pledged them 
to a continuance of their peaceiui and 
quiet demeanour. It was prefented to 
the Lords Ju It ices by Lord Delvin and 
f'veral re<pe£Iable Koman Catholic gen¬ 
tlemen; and their JLordfhips were hum¬ 
bly entreated to tranfmit it to his Ma- 
jefiy; but it was received with (ilent con¬ 
tempt ; nor has it,been known to tbit 
day, whether i|^ reac bed the hands of the 
Sovereign, or Ws ftrangled in its birth 
by the heads j^ftnc^iigliib interelt, who 
dreaded nq^.Iiing to much as the united 
loyalty oi^rhe people of Ireland." But 
as our ^thor admits that a great heat 
and ilivj^on took place in the alFerobly 
of Konjan Catholics in Ireland when 
the aflJrefs was debated, and voted 
only by a maj.tnry, the want of unani¬ 
mity on fuch an occafion might be 
ailigned s a juft excule for their not 
receiving any anfwer from the King, 
Aipoofing it to have reached his hands. 

** Multifarious and extenfive were 
the grounds of national diicontent at 
tins time in Ireland, rfhe natipn 
laboured under grievances that re- 
ftrained commerce, damped agricul¬ 
ture, and checked every incitement 
to induftry : thefe eViUs had been accu¬ 
mulating Ruling the late reign, and

relief from the cruel and impolitic 
reitraints and dirqualiHcations under 
which they fuffered perfecution during 
the long period of nearly two centuries. 

** No Prince,” flys our Author. 
** ever afeended the throne more to 
the joy and fatisfaAion of his people 
than his prefent Majefty} and we may 
add, that none ever continued to enjoy 
the. affeAions of a grateful people 
through fo long a feries of years, with* 
out interruption. In his firft fpeech to 
the Britifli Parjiament, his Majefty de- 
clare«f his invariable refolution to ad¬ 
here to and ftrengthen our excellent 
Conftitution in Church and State, and 
to maintain tht toUtatim inviolable.

We now arrive at an epoch in tbit 
complete hiftory of the public aflaii’t 
of Ireland, remarkable for the magni¬ 
tude and importance of the eventt 
recorded, and well calculated to re¬ 
move thofe deep-rooted pr^udicee 
which the mafe of the people of Eng¬ 
land have conftantly harboured in 
their minds againtt tbf*, lower orders 
of the native Infh. By a clofe attention 
to the miferable ftate of Ireland, at the 
very moment when Great Britain was 
in the zenith of its glory and pro- 
fperity. exultiM at its new-born feli¬ 
city in the acceluon of its beloved young 
Sovereign, the general ftate of Ireland 
wore a moll gloomy afpeA. The pub¬ 
lic revenue, inftead of having a fur- 
plus, became,' towards the beginning 
of the year 1760. in arrear, and iris late 
Majefty. at the fame time, having 
ordered a conliderable augmentation 
of his forces, the Iriih government, 
in order to fnrnilh its quota, was 
obliged to have recourfe, for the lirfl: 
time, to loans; and thereby to lay the 
foundation of a national debt. In the 
feilion of Parliament *in 1759. Great' 
Britain had made extraordinary efforts, 
and engageil in enormous expenfes for 
the proteAion of the whole empire. 
Every Iriflimaii was agreed, that Ire¬ 
land fhould ainil Great Britain to the 
utmoll of her ability; but this abilitjr 
was too highly eftimated. The nation 
abounded rather in loyalty than in 
wealth. Six new regiments ot infantry 
and a troop of horle, on account of Che 
countVy being in immediate dangei* of 
an invafion, had been railed in a feort 
time; and the penjien Uft on tb/ civil 
eftablilhment kept increafing with die 
augmentation of military expenfes. 
Ttie raifing the rate of incereft paid 
by the Iriih government tme per etvt., 
and the payment out of the public 
treafury. in little more than one year, 
of 703,957L> were the confeqiiences of 
thofe increafed expenfes. TbeeffeAs^ 
of thefe exertions were immediately and 
feverely felt by tbe whole kingdom. 
The loans could not be fupplied • by < 
a poor country without draining th« 
bankers of.their caOi} three of tbo: 
principal boufes among them ftoppeiP 
payment} tbe three remaining baidtfti

Punlie and pri- 
vate credit, that had been drooping 
iioce the year 1754, had now fallen 
proftrate. 

Without entering into lengthened 
details, it is but Juftice to acknow¬ 
ledge, that our Author has ^ieen a 
molt curious, and, from every drcuni- 
ftance we could colle£t, by comparifon 
with other writers of greit eminence, a 
fair, full, and candid account of the 
origin and cauie of the infurreAions, 
riots, and barbarities, committed by 
the Boyst fo called from their 

appearing generally in white fliirts 
or frocks. He introduces his readers 
to a moft aifefting narrative of the 
wretcliednefs and defperate condition 
of the Irilh peafantry with this political 
remark It Is an unexceptionable 
axiom, * that a diftrefled peafantry 
argues a corrupt or unwife govern¬ 
ment}' '* and as a full Jultific.ttion of 
his minute relation of the horrid events 
which took place in confequence of 
the inAirreflion of thefe unfortunate 
wretches, he lays down a rule for future 
hiitorians deferring particular atten¬ 
tion “ The only ufeful allufion to 
pait riots, the only feafonable reAeAions 
th.it arile out of them, the only fair 
hiitorical purpofe to which the details 
of them can bf applied, are fuch as 
tend to their future prevention,'* 
The combined caufes which concurred 
to reduce the forlorn peafantry to the 
moft abjeil wretchednefs were the ex¬ 
treme dearnefs of provifions, occafion- 
ed by an epidemic diforder of the horn¬ 
ed cattle, fpread from Holftein through 
Holland into England and Ireland. The 
whole agriculture of the fouth of Ire¬ 
land, which had for fonie time paft 
flourilhed underthe mild adminiftPation 
of the popery laws, inftantly ceafed; 
the hftinerous families which were fed 
by the labour of agriculture were turned 
adrift, without means of fubfiftence. 
Cettur/f being tenants at will, were 
every where difpoirefled of their fcanty 
holdings} and faige trails of grazing 
land were fet to wealthy monopolisers, 
who, by feeding cattle, required few 
hends, and paid nigber rents. PrelTed 
by ne^, moft of tliefe unfortunate pea- 
uDtt fought (heher in the neighbour¬ 
ing towns, for the fake of begging that 
bread they could no longer earn} and 
the only |Hteous refource of the affluent 
iim» to fltip off as many as would emi- 
IfiiU tb auuntenmee or death 


!n foreign climei. I^be lahdlid’dtf itei 
ihididCa extravagant rents from their 
Cottiers} and to reconcile them to their 
lettings, they allowed them a generaf 
right «f common j of which they foon 
again deprived them by enclofures; 
the abfolute inability of thefe oppreffed 
tenants to pay their ^thts, beftdes their 
landlords' rent, made them feel thd 
exafiion, and the levying of them by 
the Proftors, as a grievance infupport- 
able." This ttatement of their bard 
cafe is conArmed by Arthur Young t 
the atrocious ads the IFbite Bays were 
guilty of, fays^his laft writer, erniw 
nentlyi Ikillqd iii the agricultural art^ 
made then^^S objed of general in-- 
dignatioj^an^ads were pafted for 
their pnilhment which leem^ calcu¬ 
lated f>r the meridian af'aMiijSty. 
Gove/inient at length appointed a 
CommiAion, confifting of Gentlemen 
of ^inguilhed loyalty and eminence 
in the law, to enquire upon the fpot 
into the real caufes and circumftances 
of thefe riots, who reported, ** that 
the authors of thefe riots conAfted 
indifcriminately ofperfuns of different 
perfuafions, and that no marks of di(^ 
affedion to his Majefty's perfon or 
government appeared in any of thefe 
people." From this report, and other 
ftrong teftiroonials, Mr.Plowden feems 
warranted to vindicate the body of the 
Irilh Roman Catholics from the charges 
of treafon anddiflt^alty broughtagaintt 
them byAiigotted and prejudiced Pro- 
teAants, particularly by diffenters, be- 
caufe the Whitt Boys, for the moft part, 
were poor, Roman Catholic, ignorant 
peafknts. 

Similar caufes of opprefflon occa- 
fioned infurredions of other bodies of 
proteftant labourers, as'tiAcerSy^'and 
working manufadurers, under the 
appellations of Oak Byts, Steel Boysf 
and Peep of Den Byts: the account of 
their riling and proceedings will gra¬ 
tify the curious, and convey uftfut 
information to Minifters and Members 
of Parliament. 

The attempts of the Oppofition in the 
Irlfli Parliament, on the return of peace

This interedingand memorable trial, 
which, to ufe the words of Mr. Mack, 
intolh, may be confldered as “ the firlt 
of a long fei ies of conflicts between the 
grentell ,^ower in the world and the 
only free prefs remaining in Europe," 
is a matter of too much importance to 
be nightly overlooked. It involves in 
it the right of free difcuifion and the 
liberty of the prels, as it applies to 
Britifh fubjeffs at home, and it em. 
braces the law of nations as it refpe£is 
the Powers abroad. The manner in 
which the fubjeCt is treated is very 
honourable to Englilh jurifpnidence. 
The candour of the Attorney General j 
** the eloquence, almolt unpavalleled," 
of Mr. MackintoOi; and the modera. 
tion in charging the Jury by the Chief 
Jultice; are fubje^fs in which panegy. 
rick might be indulged to the vergd of 
excels. The charge againlt Mr. Peltier 
was for libelling Buonapartf t and the 
Chief juiiice ,declared the law to be, 
thit every publication that has a ten¬ 
dency to promote public mifehief, whe¬ 
ther oy caultng irritation in the minds 
of the fubjeCts of this realm, that may 
induce them to commit a breach of the 
public peace; or whether it may be 
more public and fpecific, and extend¬ 
ing to the morals, the religion, or 
magiftracy of the country—thefe are 
all cafes of libel. But more particu¬ 
lar!^ as in the prefent cafe, by de- 
fat^g the peRiims and charaAers of 
«l.i^ittrates and mhers in high and emi. 
nent fituations of ^wer and dignity in 
other countries, ioconfiflent with amity 
and fricnddiip, exprefTed in fuch terms 
and in fuch manner at to interrupt the 
amity and friendihipbetween tte two 
cuantrk»*«cvery fuch publication ia 


what the law calls a libel.*' On this 
ftateinent of the law Mr. Peltier was 
found guilty.

Memoirs of the Life of Dr. Darwin, 
cbieflv during bis Kefidente at Litchfietd, 
IFnh Aneedotts of his Friends, and Cri- 
ticifms on Ins Wcitings. By Anna Seward, 
8vo. pp. 430. 

The biographers of Dr. Darwin 
threaten to be as numerous as thofe 
of the late Dr. Johnfon; and probably 
the lame luccefs will attend their 
efforts. The chacaifer of the lexico- 
raplier is generally allowed to have 
enved fmalT advantage from the par¬ 
tial interference of his admirers; and 
it requires little fagacsty to fee that the 
phyfician will not itand higher in pub¬ 
lic eltimation, after all is told that is 
known of him, than he does at this 
time. By the Volume before us we 
learn, that Dr. D. was the fon ef a pri¬ 
vate gentleman near Newark. He re- 
ceived his education at Edinburgh and 
Cambridge; and fettled at Uchneldin 
the autumn of 1756$ at the age of 
twenty-four, ^is praifice was attend¬ 
ed uith great fuccefs. In 1757 he 
married Mifs Howard, who died, leav¬ 
ing him three fons. In 1781 hi^mar- 
ried Mrs. Pole, and removed direAly 
to Derby, where be relided the reff of 
his life. He died 18th April i8os, in 
the fixty-ninth year of bis age. This 
work contains feveral s.nubng anec¬ 
dotes of Dr. D. and his friends, and 
much juft criticifm on his works. It is 
written withtafte, candour, and impar¬ 
tiality, and may, to ufe the Author's 
own words, '* difpieaie two claffes of 
readers, the daxzled idolaters of the 
DoHor, who will not allow there were 
any fpots in his (jin, and that much 
larger ci.iis who, firom party prejudice*' 
religious ^zcal, or iiten^ envy, or tt 
combioation 1^ all thefe motives* are.

He was followed by Lord Carlille In 
a fimilar line of argument, who parti¬ 
cularly demanded the report of the 
fifth phyfician.

Lord Temple made fome objeftions 
to the mode ofcgljc^ing Income 
Tax from OflicSrsin the Militia j by 
which they had been liable to pay 
fix months' duty, though their Cora, 
millions had not lafted fo long.

VOLUNTEER BILL AND HIS MAJESTY’S 
ILLNESS. 

The Secretary at War having moved 
that the Volunteer Bill be read a fecond 
time. 

Sir R. Lawrie, after fome prefatory 
remarks on the delicacy of the fubjeft, 
pbferved, that the Houfe ought to ex- 
pe£l fome explicit communication from 
Minifters on the nature of his Majefty's 
illnefs; and upon the anfwer he mould 
receive, he Ihould ground a motion for 
an adjournipent. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, it was the opinion of his Majelly's 
con^dential ^rvants, that the commu¬ 
nication could anfwer no good pur- 
pofej that it would be inconfiftent 
with the duty of Minifters, and highly 
indecent under the prefent circum- 
ftances of his Majefty's illnefs. 

Sir Robert moved that the Houfe do 
adjotirn. 

Mr. Fox fiud, he Ihould deem him> 
felf highly deficient in bis duty to the 
Houfe, to the Public, to his Majefty, 
and to the Conftitution of this king¬ 
dom, could he bring himfelf to ac- 
quiefce in the anfwer given by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. The 
emfideHtiat fer^>ams of the Crourn, Mr. 
Fox faid, itood, under the prefent 
afpeft of aftairs, only in the light of fo 
^ muy Prisy Couq(j;jfors. Hethisn went 
^t lengtb'itito the prelimt fituation of 


the ceuntiyi and afleed, whether the 
cMlrW tf at Ku^ tvtr the BrnrSmuia 
is not as eflential to the Britiflt Conj& 
tutimi as the (vwrsf tf ParlUtnemt tver 
the Exectaive Psww f Hit M^jefly, it 
was well known, had the power or dif- 
folving Parliament on five minutes* no¬ 
tice, whenever he thought proper^ 
therefore, fucb being the principlM of 
the Conftitution, Parliament, without 
fuch communication, might be delibe. 
rating contrary to thofe principles, by 
being left without any conti'ol what¬ 
ever. The Hon. Gentleman then alked, 
what would be the relhlt, if the Volun¬ 
teers could not, in cafe of invafion, be 
put under Martial Law by his Majefty’a 
Proclamation f He^ was of opinion, that 
the beft poflible evidence on the fubjeSb 
of his Muefty's health, namely, that of 
the phyficians, Ihould be laid before 
Parliament. As he trufted the Houle 
would fee the propriety of adopting 
fome meafures, teftifying their willihg- 
nels to perform their duty to the pub¬ 
lic, and maintain the^ Britilh Conftitu¬ 
tion in its utmoft purity and perfeftion, 
he concluded with exprefling a hope, 
that no falfe delicacy might be fiilFered 
to. intervene, fo as to prevent them 
them from attending, with the utmoft 
energy and exertion, to the fafety of 
the Country. * 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, by the term ** his Mikity’s »«- 
fideniiu fervantif" alluded to by the 
Hon. Gentleman, he meant the re- 
fponfibility attaching Co^fiemfand that 
they were more particularly anfwei'able 
to bis Majefty, the Houfe, and the Pub. 
lie, for any fteps that might be taken^ 
than any of the other firivy Counci¬ 
lors. He was forry that the reports of 
fhdkpbyficiani'had made any imprelfion 
on the public mind j but he was happy 
to declare, tbca the ang •uieu cttfftdtrMiy 
better yefterde^ than mm ftated h bit pby- 
JiciaHs\ and that there exifted at this, 
time NO NECESSARY SUSPENSION OF 
HIS Majesty's personal exercisx 
OF HIS Royal Functions} therefore 
the bufinefs of the Country would Not; 
be fubjeft to any fufpenfe or interruf- 
tion} and he trufteu, that the wifdom 
and diferetion of the Houfe would 
throw no ob^les u the way of public 
bufinefs. 

Mr. Pitt faid, the prefent crifis WEl» 
no doubt, momentous in the extreaae | 
aind the interefting circumftances which 
it )ield out were fuch as to prefs hea- 
yilj upon the inind of aveiV man 
‘ aSuated 
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aARated with a fincere rent'd for the 
welfare of his country* But with re- 
Ijpea to the indifpouiion of his Ma*> 
jeltv, he could not perceive any clear 
ana cogent reafons for the interference 
of Parliament. Should, indeed, the 
moment unfortunately arrive to call 
forth our interference and inveltiga- 
tion, to warrant proceedings calcu¬ 
lated to provide for the rufpenfion of 
the executive power, he ihould liave 
no objeAion in ftating, that in fuch 
a cafe he (hould agree* with the princi¬ 
ples laid down by the Hon. Gentle- 
man, Mr. Foxt The refponfibilit^ 
which attached to Minifters at this 
moment was alraoft unexampled, and, 
thev muft be aware, it was tremendous 
ana weighty in the extreme. Confi- 
dlering all- thele important fubjcAs, 
and taking al fo into view what bad 
Ixen done in former inftances, he had 
ISO hefiution to fay, that the Houfe 
Aiouid not aA with hafte and preci¬ 
pitation; that its proceedings ought to 
oe charaAerifed by gravity anil pru¬ 
dence ; and that they were bound to 
count days after days, and hours after 
bours, before they could expeA any 
communication or the nature which 
had been alluded to that evening. But 
it was well known, that danger im¬ 
pended over the country, and that 
they inuft be ready at their pofts, with 
iucreafed vigilance and firmnefs, to 
guard againft every exigency; lie 
therefore refifted the motion of ad¬ 
journment...... 

Alter Mr. Windham and Mr. Gren¬ 
ville, and feveral other Members, bad 
fpoken, the quellion for an adjourn¬ 
ment was put, and negatived without 
a divilion. 

On the motion for the lecond rq'.d- 
ing of the Volunteer Bill, 

Mr. Grenville went into the fub- 
jeA at length, and exprefled bis difap- 
pointment with refpeA to the provi- 
nons of the Bill, and his dilTatisfaAion 
with the general fyftem of the Volun¬ 
teer Corps. 

Mr. Yorke profefled, that the gene¬ 
ral lyftem of Government was to inter¬ 
fere no further with the Volunteer lu- 
Aitntion Hian was neceflary to regulate 
the fpirit which gave it birth, fo as to 
render it moll fei viceable to the coun¬ 
try s and in this point of view, he 
argued in defence of the details of the 
prefent Bill. 

^ Mr. Pitt thought that the Bill went 

far as was confiftent with prudential 


confiderations, at a moment when thP 
approach of the enemy was looked 
upon to be fo near. But he hoped 
that Government would, at a future 
period, extend their views to fuch re« 
gulatiuiis as might render the Volun¬ 
teer fervice nioit efficient, as a branch 
of our permanent militia might be dl- 
minifhed to 4.0,000 ; tlie Army of Re- 
ferve increafed and kept up at 70,000} 
and that a certain proportion of the 
Latter (hould be permitted, at dated 
periods, to volunteer into the legulvs. 
To prevent all cvmpetition of bounties, 
he propofed, that Government alone 
fliould recruit for lublHtutes, on the 
payment of a certain (ine by the indivi¬ 
duals drawn by bafiui.' , 

Mr. Windham, in replying to Mr. 
Yorke and Mr. Pitt, pointed out the 
various defeAs which were inherent in 
all Volunteer Syilems, and their injuri¬ 
ous operations in regard to the (land¬ 
ing army. He paiticularly cenfured 
Miniilers for having (hewn too much 
tendernefs towards the Volunteer riot¬ 
ers at Chefter. 

Lord Caftlereagh fupported the Bilf. 
The rioters at Chefter had, be faid, 
been diAuKTed from their Corps, and 
the Attorney General had been direA- 
ed to inllitute a criminal profecution 
againft them. His Lordlhip concluded 
with a comparative,view of the force of 
the Navy at the prefent moment, and 
at diiferent periods of the late war. 
The general refult was, that at prefent 
we had of (hips of the line, frigates, 
and (loops, 411, fully manned and in 
lervice j whereas in the coui (e of the 
late war we had not an equal naval 
force until fo late as 1796. 

Mr. Pitt explained. ' 

Mr. Whitbread thought that the 
conduAof Minifters tended gieatly to 
injure the Volunteer Corps, and blamed 
Minifters for bringing forward the 
queftion rei'peAiug uie eleAion of Offi¬ 
cers. 

Mr. Fox faid, it leemed to him, how. 
ever, that the plans for the perfeAion 
of the Volunteers were fuch as were in- 
confiftent with their durability. He 
did not think that they would be bul¬ 
lied out of their rights, fuch as the elec¬ 
tion of Officers, <Sp. He had ever re- 
pi efented them as the beft defence of 
the country} and yet had been mif- 
reprefented as their opponent, when in 
faA he was their mott ftrenttont..de* 
fender. 

Mr. 
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‘ Mr. Addington fupported the Bill, 
^and was replied to bjr Mr. Grey. 

The • Bill was then read a fecond 
time, and ordered to be committed on 
Wednefday next.

fantry, he ohferved, that in la Vendee 
had extingui(hei^|jj/|; Garde Narionale, 
which, as a milTtary fores, might be 
. coniidered as nearly on a footing with 
our Volunteers. 

Mr. Pox fpoke nearly on the Arne 
fide, and gave it as his opinion, that an 
armed peafhntry was likely to offer the 
moft folid and eifeAual refittance to an 
invading enemy. 

Mr. Pitt paid many compliments to 
the Volunteers, as being fully equal to 
meet the prefent, though not the pro. 
fpeflive danger. He was willing to ad¬ 
mit that their fpontaneous efforts had 
been produ£live of infiniie good, but 
that this ebullition fhould not hr fuf. 
fered to fubfide. It was obvioiifiy a 
cafe for the interfer'*nce of the Legilb- 
twrej and he was of'opinion, that Mi- 
nilters had been lax in their "duty in 
not taking meafures for rendering the 
Volunteer Syll'cno more permanent. Ii 
his opinion, there (hnuhi hr a Corps of 
Balloted Men, ready to recruit either 
the Regulars, or the Army of Referve; 
in his idea, the verv effablifhnient of 
fuch a Corpsv would be fuffirienc to 
keeo the Volunteers to their duty. 

Mr. Windham went over fume of his 
former arguments, hut in a qualified 
way, refpeffing the inAifficicncv of the 
Volunteers to meet a Regular Force. 

Captain Markham took occafion in* 


cidentally to ridicule the prepara^^B', 
of the enemy, whofe imall craft he de-‘ 
feribed as crabs creeping along the 
coalt, and which, even if unmolefteds 
could not keep the Tea! 

The Houfe went into the Commit* 
tee; but after the reading of the firft 
daufe/rv/ermn, the Chairman reported 
progrefs, and obtained leave to fit again 
to morrow.

Jamaica, announces the capture of two 
out of three French fchooners, after 
tedious chafes, near St. Jago de la 
Cuba, where they feparated in different 
courfes i the third was driven afhore 
and loft in a fmallbay.*-.Captaiii BiffeR 
adds, 

*• On Wednefday the 17th, at OOB 
P. M., 1 a^Mln obferved a brig coming 

aloD^ 
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along Aore, which Aon after hauled 
her wind to fpeak a fcbooner which 
had been avoiding us all day. At 
three they bore up together* under 
all fail* with a ftrong breeze t I ftood 
off until certain of fetching them* and 
then made fail in Aore. At a quarter 

{ laft four the brig hoifted French co- 
ours, and fired a aun* ftill keeping 
within half a mile of the Aore* under a 

J irefs of fail. At twenty minutes pall 
bur Ae fired h«’ broadnde at us,^ and 
attempted to crofs our hawfe, which I 
was fortunate enough to prevent* for I 
ordered the heliit to be put hard a<port 
to board her* though going eight 
knots at the time* and fired a broad- 
fide at her* which* from being nearly 
aboard each other, bi ought down her 
ftudding-fails, top-fails, 8 cc. bhe then 
luffed up, and ran on Aore on the rocks 
in a fmall bay, and ftriick her colours. 
To avoid a firailar fate, I was com¬ 
pelled to heave in ftays { and when we 
wore round* our ffcrn was nearly in 
the breakers. In this pofition we fired 
our oppofite broa>lfide to effect her de- 
ftrubnon. In about half an hour Ae 
hoilted her enfign again* and made 
feveial Aort tacks near her* firing upon 
her in paffing. Towards funfet her 
mainmafl went over the fide* and Ae 
fell on her beam r-nds." 

Mr. Tliompfon, Mailer of the Ra¬ 
coon* then offered to go with a few 
picked hands and burn her { but Cap* 
tain B. confidered this fervice too 
hazardoutyitf. confeouence of the brig 
having landed fevera'l boats full of armed 
men. The next day Ae was perceived 
to be a complete wreck* and full of 
water. She proved to be la Mutine* 
of eighteen long x 8-pounders* and full 
of men, from Port-au-Paix to St. J%o.

tion to board the Racomi. A defpent# 
running fight commenced* when the 
cutter being literally beaten to x 
wreck* ftruck* at did the fcbooner* 
and * were then taken pofTeflion of* 
In the mean time* however* the crew 
of the brig had overpowered the prize- 
mafter, and driven her on Aore, where 
they all lauded with their arms, bnt 
Captain B. immediately deftroyed her* 
and fucceeded in recovering alf his men 
in fafety. He obierves* ** the Com¬ 
manders of thefe veffels were apprlfed 
of our being on the coaft* and they had 

K lanned their •mode of attack in Cum- 
erland harbour, having determined on 
boarding us: their lois is about forty 
killed and wounoeh'.' No perfon was 
killed on board the Racoon* and the 
Malter only wounded.—'Admiral Duck¬ 
worth* in his letter intro.iuAory to the 
above* deicribes the profefiional con- 
du£l and bravery of Captain B. in the 
moll flattering terms. 

Admiral Duckworth likewlA* in a 
difpatch dated November 4* announce# 
the capture and deltruflion of twenty- 
four Ail of veflels in leA than a month 
by Captain Mudge, in the Blanche* 
which frigate had blockaded the en¬ 
trance of Maiichineel Bay.—One of the 
veffels captured is a beautiful armed 
fcbooner * the other a large coppered 
cutter* full of bullocks.

She was, however, 
got off by the exertions of Lieutenant 
Willoughby and the b^ats of the Her- 
cule.—Captain Loring, after fending 
the prizes for Jamaica, bore for the 
Mole, and fummoned General Noailtes 
to capitulate, which he refiifed, aflert- 
ing that he was able to ftand a fiege of 
five months; yet the very night on 
which he fent tne refufal, be evacuated 
the place, and made his efcape in a 
brig. The garrifon had embarked in 
five or fix' vefTels, and were brought 
into Jamaica by la Pique, which had 
been left to blockade the Mole. 

Here follow fome letters from Cap¬ 
tain Loring, fenior Ofiicer of the block¬ 
ading fquadron, to Admiral Duck¬ 
worth, deferiptive of the proceedings 
which led to the furrender of the Cape, 
as delcribed in the dy'patch from the 
Admiral.—C.aptain L. al.'b dates, in a 
letter dated off Cape Francois, Novem¬ 
ber 13, that having been informed of 
Rocliambeau's intention to efcape in 
an armed febooner lying ^,tlifcCaracol 
Paflage, he difpatclird the launches of 
the Bellerophon and Elephant, under 
Lieutenant Pilch, who took pofTeiTion 
of her under a ftrong fire of her guns 
and fmall arms, without the lufs of 
a mM.

Moreau has been .transferred from 
the Abbey to the Temple, where no¬ 
body is allowed admittance to him. It 
is faid, that Moreau has been examined 
by the Grand Judge in the prefence 
of the Firft Confui.

He almoft cboaked two, in 
pulhing them againft the chimney; a 
third be ftruck lb firongly upon the 
breaft, that he vet fpits blood { and tlie 
fourth he pinched in the arm with fuch

** If you do not let me loofe, I will 
(hoot you through the bead.'* With 
the lofs of a part of^the flefli he got 
loofe, and Pichegru exclaimed, ** Fire, 
rafcal, and you will receive a fword of 
honour I" At laft he was obliged, from 
fatigue, to capitulate, and turrender 
himfeif, uoon condition of not being 
tied or chained. He was, however, 
wounded in the head, and on the 
(boulders, and ha<l loft a great deal 
of blood. In drefling himfeif, he de¬ 
clared, that if he had not been de¬ 
prived of his arms, he Ihould nor have 
fallen into their hands. He was after¬ 
wards carried before the Counfellor of 
Stare and Police Director, Real, and 
underwent a long examination. Buo¬ 
naparte hiid ordered the Gens d'Armes 
to take him alive, and they were aU 
picked men.

An inliauce of the tenacity with 
which this celebrated mathematician 
and mechanic .'idliercd to the very letter 
of liis promite, i bad, in early life, fjom 
uuqucffiooable auihdrity. 

Before the time of Graham *, natural 
philuffjphy had (eldom been applied to 
facil'tate the progrefs of mechanical 
improvement. The ancient watch and 
clock makers were content if, by in- 
ten(e application to the adjullment of 
the parts of their complicated ma¬ 
chines, they couldconfequ;ntly obtain 
that kind of chronometerical accuracy 
which fitted them for general purpofes. 
Exa£f timekeepers, adapted to affrono- 
mical menfuration, had not then been 
thought of} nor had any idea of pit>- 
yiding a regulating power againft the 
irregularity which muff occur in thofc 
madiines, from theexpanfion and con- 
traiffion of metals by heat and cojd, 
ever pervaded the minds of the mecbai- 
niffs. 

This was firft difeovered by Graham, 
and, as appears by the Philofophical 
Tranfafiions.of the Royal Society^ ini'!!. 
proved by Elicot, and, I think, fullv . 
perfef(cd by Harrtfon. Be this Mnt -j

Small corporation* have been fre. 
^uenrly laid to have been the ereateft 
impediment* to national indultiy and 
the Ipirit of adventure that ever a com¬ 
mercial country experienced : they 
have alfo molt truly been Hated to 
have been blind to their own intereftt, 
where thofe intereftt did not depend 
vpon ehriett eleUimt or, in the well. 
vnderHood language of the Fare, upon 
frtt will *. But this of Ipfwich was 
the blindeft of all Corporation*; for 
although thrir town wa* fcarcely more 
than half inhabited, though grai* grew 
in their principal ftreet*, and commerce 
had almoft receded even from their 
tnarkets, tjiey could not fee the advan« 
tage of coutiing her back through the 
medium of inaniifaClure*. 

In fact, they would not fulTer tbi* 
icheme of Mr. Cooke to be carried 
into elFeCt. Determined, however, to 
try the experiment in defiance of them, 
he let up a few loom* without their 
liberties; but, ala*! be bad not confi- 
dered that the influence of minute mu¬ 
nicipalities in the promotion of pride 
and idlenef* commonly extended far 
beyond their own Itoundaries. Of this 
he was loon fenlibte; for he found Aicb 
a prejudice raifed againft the employ, 
tnent of children in this way, as has, 
in our manufacturing counties, been 
flnee experienced, and is perhaps now, 
in fume places, in aCtual operation. 
For although be endeavoured to allure 
the riling generation to him by the 
offer of a penny more in a fliilling than 
they could obtain by the lame worjea 
cither at Colchefter or Norwich, thbir 
parents would not fuffer them to be 
employed f. He therefore, after ibme 
fruitlels unavailing efforts to ferve the 
country, dropped the fcheme, and re. 
tuned to IreUnd. 

The lingular benevolence and phi. 
lanthropy which diftinguiflied the 
different plans of Mr. Cooke, for ** bet¬ 
tering the condition,*' by exciting the 
induRi'y of the poor of his native 
county, Wexford; his mode of con¬ 
ducing Himfelf in the high office 


to which he was appointed, which* 
though in point of what may be ternett 
itJpiiaBtf, 1. c. promoting even excels 
in eating and drinkii^, nearly the 
reverfe of every Sheriff that had ore* 
ceded him; yet bis application of the 
Aims that were formerly devoted to 
tbefe abules, being Aicb as gave gene* 
rai fatisfaflion, having excffed curio. 
fity with refped to the domeftic babita 
of the man who, in Aich times and in 
Aich a iituation, dared to a£t from him* 
felf, we find the following account of 
them 

Robert Cooke, Efq., the famous clo¬ 
thier, was living near Wexford the lat¬ 
ter end of the leventecnth century. Ho 
was a perfon of fingular habits; be be¬ 
ing what was then termed a rigid 
Pythagorean, and would perhaps, in 
this voluptuous age, have been deemed 
a lunatic, for he would not drink any 
liquor but water, n r would he eat of 
any food that had ^ver had fenfitive 
life. Nay, he carried his abhorrence 
of the (laughter and deffrufliun ofani. 
mal exiltence, which mult necelTariijr 
be the preeurfors of a good dinner, 
further than Zoroaller or any of the 
ancient Bramins, further than Pytha¬ 
goras or the modem Ca^ of Qentoos 
mr be would not wear any thing that 
was produced by the death of a-ny (cn- 
(itive creature; and ^ order to c.er- 
tain that he was not betrayed into 
deviation from this rule, it is dated, 
that be had bis clotlieSi hat, Iboes, 
and ftockiiigs, bis bed, &c., all made of 
linen. 

Thia Teems to be foaring to the very 
acme of/ngidarify ; for if we allow that 
the feelings of this Gentleman were fo 
exquifite that be could notdit dowp tci 
dinner without refleAing upon the 
defti it^ion of animal life, and bring* 
ing to bis mind the variety of tortures 
which various creatures had fuffered 
before their carcalTes or joints were 
drawn forth to compofe that magni.

From Rofteidam to Antwerp the

Antwerp was a decayed eitv long be¬ 
fore the Flench feiv-ed on the whole 
of the Aiilfrian Nelherlaiuls} but its 
mournful and deferted Hale finer, our 
Author feelingly delcribes. Bigotry 
and poverty remain, with msgniheent 
buildings, wliofe fplendonris hdt from 
the want of wculihy in habitants to keep 
-rl'-.-ni in lepair. .'J’he inns are now the 
bed linbii.itions: they are vw-H fur- 
nilhed ; and provifions being plentiful, 
the landlords are as reafonable in their 
- chaiges as the Dulch are cxoibitant. 
'Fhe face of the country, however, 
made .^mple amends for riie melancholy 
al'peft of thecily. “ Every fpccit s of 
agriculture,” as they advanced on their 
journey tow.iids Bruflels, was in 
higher perfei£tion than 1 had ever be¬ 
held, except in England; aVul the beft 
pans of England itfelf, I fufpe(t,'ai'e 
there jiirpaifed. Gardens to each 
houfc, hedges, grain of various kinds, 
the peafants ploughing, hoeing, ma- 
nuriog, harrowing, and rolling the 
land 1 few fields without men, women, 
.ind children at work in them : fre- 
, nuent dreams of water, and the general 
nee of the country well wooded: fuch 
were the chearful and delightful ob- 
Je£ts that animated every landrcaj;)e. 
The approach to Bruflels from Ant¬ 
werp is .uncommonly fine: it confltis 
.^Hfifeacious walks,” .on each tide of the 
fllKlic road, ** perhaps a league in 
.^^ngtb, planted with” double rows of 
VticA, and kept iot excellent order 3 


the manfions, or rather palaces, neaf 
Bruflels*, and the richnefs of lame of 
tlie country Itats at a greater diflance, 
v.hich they occaflunaily faw, greatly 
furprifed our travellers—and well they 
might; for in the homblt*'-^.>»inion of 
tilt* writer of this review, whayebdid 
fbmc yciirs in Bruflels, and occj j.^9j pji4t 
made cxcurlions fiom its envir^i'’ to 
the diflance ot tweniy Kngliih miles, 
the whole country iurpaircs, in brauty 
of profpecl, fertility of foil, and abund¬ 
ance of the nect-flhries and luxuries of 
life, together wifli a molt temperate 
tiimate, any part of England, Frince, 
or Oerinaiiy, within the I.1111C given 
(pace of territory. 

Wc regret that our Author entered 
the fine city of EruiTcis late in the even¬ 
ing, and leit it c-aily. Its numerous 
and variegated beauties would' have 
fiirniflied ainpic fcope for the grati¬ 
fication of ” the enjoyment he takes 
in writing and iinagining, and adding 
to our flock of infi'rmatioii." - — 

Fioin Brulieis they went to Lille 
in the Paris diligence; and liic account 
given of the deplorable changes in the 
appearnree of that once delightful capi¬ 
tal of Ficnch Flanileis, cleaiiy demun- 
ftrates, that even the ancient provinces 
of Fi'nnce have fufl'eredas much injury 
from the. i^yflge violence and rapine of 
the republican armies, a,s any of the 
foreign countries th^yifSve iiibjugated.

As a preliminary ttep, 
therefore, to our entrance on the faik 
we have undertaken, we would wifh to

we do not, in the fubfeqnent pages, 
obferve to have attr.i 61 ed the attention 
©four Author. Tliefe are dma^Aer- 
idic, and relate to the paiiioiis of the 
natives of France and £ngland,thoug!i 
atdiHant pciiuds, under ctrcutnftances 
nearly liinilar. 

It is ftili witliin the memory of every 
one, than when, on a late occaiion, the 
Engliftt Channel was nu longer conll. 
dered as an irj'upcr.thle birrier betwixt 
two hodilc tountrl(.s, thipjiing could 
fcarcely be fo^nd fui'fit ient to convey 
the curious inhal^itanrs of this llland to 
the Gallic fliores. Oiir countrymen 
and woinrn wilhed to fee how the land 
looked; whether the ground of Paris 
was not ftill tinged with blood. They 
wilhed to behold theplacewherecrutity 
and terror had long ie<giied triumpii- 
ant, where crimes had been perpetrat. 
ed, and expiated in rapid fuccellion, as 
one race of barbarians fncceeded an. 
other; from the fame inulives that a 
friend will point to his companion, or 
a father to his (on, the Ipot whereon u 
murder or roljbery had been commit* 
ted, or a eriminal executed: iu laif, 
they vrilbed to pnforra a pilgrimage to 
the Icciie, or rather tiieatre, of enormi* 
_ties, the recital of v/hichhad frequently 
"excited their indignant and tender 
paffioiisi and probably, although their 
curiolity was, in Ibme latter iullances, 
too inhitiate, its motives, might, in 
others, be laudable. But, ghancing at 
the middle of the ievrnteenth ceuturv, 
we do not recolleff that, either during 
or fqbfequent to our dil^raceful inter, 
regnuni, the Fiench exhibited, in any 
great degree, fymptoms of the fame 
propenfity. 

■f'he very few Gallic trAVellers' that 
did, at tho/c periods, arrive, were cer¬ 
tainly impelled lo leave their native 
land, and attra^led hither by motives 
very diirerent. They appear to have 
lud littledeilre to fee how the churches 
looked after their profanation; and 
whether an earthquake had not fwai* 
lowed the palace of tire ufurper* in 
c'onfrquence of the facrilegious feene 
that had palled before it. Nor do they 
feem to h.tve been eager to detail the 
Itate of {he capital, even when Qoi id 
drfeription was encouraged in tlieir 
own country,and, in this, tbp reign of 
luxury and refiuement had fuCceeded 
to that of vulg.arity aird hypocriiy.

Waiving, therefore, any further re¬ 
marks on ancient ladi'-s, or rather on 
the^vju;ii,' li'iies of aiicieiii times, ex¬ 
cepting thele few hints, namely, that 
fomc ot tliefu wh.> had the happinefs 
to be hnin in (iicece wore the (ymboi 
of an owl inlte.-idot acap; othersdreflc'd 
their h.iir with a hundicd curls anil 
(lowcisi fonie wore .1 gail.md of 
wiicit i and othcis Itiick their tU$s 
full of golden giafklioppers. 

In thole clailic days, tlie fiiy^lleft 
article of drels, .is well as every thing 
eife, w.is fcieiuilic. The infide of every 
head contained a myitrry,as theoutfide 
exhibited au alle('.>ry} as, for inliance, 
the owl dciiotr;! “ wildom, gravity, 
profound conceit i” thcHoweis, bor. 
rowed Iroui the chaplets of Hygria 
and ilrbc, health,and hilarity; the 
coi'M, leriility ;* the grafshoppers, a 
Laccieniuniaii as well as an Athcittaa 
emblem, denoteil idlrncfs v. 

When the young iidies married, in 
the conteinphtioii that they intended 
to become good iiuufewives, they cut 
otf their locks, which, with their gol¬ 
den gral'shoppeis, they delivcreu to 
jtheir mothers, who cariied them to the 
altar of V'jiius ^nuf, wheie, infteaduf

^ xoung ladiefc in this age, it is unjeilfoid, ate in the habit of doing this long 
bnore they aie mairied. This appears to he proper. Women have been laid to 
hive no chaia^tn at ill. This enable, th.'mto alfiime any winch a wig can commu- 
ivate ; though there are perfons tlbnatured enough to ixye that it makes them ligbu 
fnOdtd* 
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the former being confumed by fire, 
they were probably kept for the con- 
fumption of the Wiggcriet of thofe 
days. 

The faftiion of covering the head at 
Rome, (if we confidrr it a> extending 
from the veil of the Vedal to the helmet 
of Minerva, both of which, or ibme- 
thing exceedingly like them, were pc> 
canonally worn,) varied as much as the 
Grecian ; but both, with all their nu* 
merous branches and anoin.'ilies, have 
been (b well imitated in modern times, 
that there is the lefs occafion to notice 
them. No perfon, at prefent, can walk 
through our public ftreets without ob- 
ferving every fpecies of hcad-drefs that 
ingenuity could invent, or caprice 
adopt. 

Leaving, therefore, the heads ofclaf- 
fic l idics, ill order to conlidcr the an* 
cient ftatc of tliofc of my fair country, 
women, we may rcafonably fuppoie, 
that while the Romans were here they 
adopted the Roman fiilhioiis. With 
thefe, tafte in dreCs in fome degree re. 
ceded. The Saxon dames (haded their 
faces with a flat piece of cloth, or felt, 
tied with thongs under the chin. This 
tegument al(b continued in vogue dur. 
ing the reigns of the Danilh Pt iiices. 
Soon after rlit- Norman Conquetl, hoods 
made their appearance. Thefe were 
worn by both fexes; though the female, 
as may be obferved by a refci eiice to 
pi£fures and other vefliges (fill extant, 
aft'edled a gaiety and diverfity of co¬ 
lours, which iniifloccationallyh.ave had 
a very ple.fing cflc;^l; yet in the fuc- 
ceeding reigns, thele gave great nflence 
to the Clergy, iiirotinich tiiat many of, 
the molt eloquent endeavoured, as in 
duty bound, to guaul the young men 
of that age againfl 'tl<e (edtiCfior. of 
■zciioured hoods, which the fair laity 
are laid have flaunted in great pto- 
fufion. Che black and white hoods of 
the Nuns, it is curious enough to ob- 
ferve, are not fo much as once glanced 
at, though the Moiiktlh preachers and 
writers could not, in their cowls, have 
been fo htoJwmked, as to be infenfibli 
of the effett which they^gave to a beau, 
tifiii let of features. 

- .With the reftoration of the Saxon 
Rne, as might have been expelled, the 
S.axon dre(s became the faiiiion, and 
confequently the broad flat hat once 
more made its appearance. A beaver 
of this kind, turned up on one fide 
with a loop and button of gold, fiiver, 
4nd precious Rones, and Airmounted by 


a finall white feather, was the Court 
drefs of thofe times. With refpeft'to 
the people in general, it is neceflary to 
remark the opeiation of tafte upon their 
Hats, as it will (erve to (hew that the^ 
Clergy .and Legiflature left their heads 
at liberty, though they wiihed to re. 
drain ingenuity with refpeff to the 
ornaments of their fret, .as it is well 
known that they, at a (ubiequent pe. 
riod, not only Jintd, hut eurjid them, 
for wearing point'd (hoes, at lead a 
yaid in length, chained to the knees, 
which had from this time been grow- 
ing at lead two centuries. 

unreltrained, as has been obferved, 
with rcfpefl to their Hats, in one reign 
the thongs which had formerly tied 
them under the chin were taken off. 
Their crowns then, out of neceflity, 
were obliged to be raifed a little. Dur. 
ing the reigns of Edward the IJId 
and Richard the lid, moulded by the 
talle of the (^icens Philippa and Ann, 
the crown ol the hat not only became 
more elevated, but its brims were con. 
tniffed into a pi£f urefque (hape, and it 
was in general orn.imented by a large 
fingle feather, but occafioiialiy, elpeci. 
ally by tlio(e ladies who, like Per(i.ins, 
adored tke rijing Suh, by the Prince’s 
plume, in compliment to that alUac- 
complifhed Knight the Black Prince, 
who had fo newly acquired this glori¬ 
ous and elegant appendage. 

Dilturlied and agitated as the people 
were by the irregular manner in which 
the Houfe ot Laiicalfer had obtained 
poflefliun of the Crown, yet awed by 
the ambitious fpirit, if not by the 
towering genius, of Henij the Fourth, 
the men, it feems, relunantly and (i. 
lently fubmitted, for acitne; to which, 
perh.ips, the piofperous ilate of the 
political world in a great degree con. 
tributed} but the women, who have in 
every age been great enemies to all 
kinds of uAirpation, were refolved not 
fo be.ar it quite fo tamely j at lead they 
determined, if they were compelled to • 
hold their tongues, which they longed 
to exercife in favour of the Princes of 
the Houfe of York, who evqp at that 
early^ period had, fomebow or other, 
obtained the favour of the fair.frx, 
tfiat they would, by fi^fievdrongly. 
marked lymbol, (hew their difappt (baa 
tion of the prefent fytlem. | 

Neither the White nor the Red R 'afe 
had yet bloomed as a cogniromce of ^he 
two great parties that By turns defo. 
lated the hind. It was, therefore, in 

the 
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female conclave, refolved, turn, cm. 
to ttrike the Prince's plume { for nei> 
ther the Prince, who once mott gaU 
lantly confidered their wearing it as a 
tcompliment to him, nor liis ion, any 
longer exifted. And when they had 
done this, they atfo reiblved, as a mott 
fignidcant emblem of the times, to 
enlarge the crown of their h.its, till 
it feemed to encraich upon, and in. 
deed fpread over, the brims. It was 
then their care to*place this crown 
upon a boUem ; then every day 
they railed it higher and higher; and 
flyly contrived that it Ihould terminate 
in a point: fo that it aiTumed the form 
of a boUo-vif COM, of which the baft typi> 
fied the great circle of the people, and 
the apex the fingle folitarj* Monarch, 
the point at which it was then judged 
the Crown would terminate. 

Another peculiarity concomitant to 
tliefe crowns was, that they •were dou¬ 
ble ^ a prophetic allulion to thofe of 
England and France, which when 
! united, it is well known, proved too 
fieavy for the infantile head of Henry 
the Sixth. 

Thcfekind of teguments, it mutt be 
remarked, h.id by this time obtained 
the appellation of high and tteepie. 
crowned hats, probably from an idea, 
that the cmijiimiKon of Church and 
State was neceilary to exilt their arche. 

in the manner that it was exalted. 
Thefe hats continued in fafluon. among 
every rank of females, for a long ferics 
of years. The Court Ladies firft adopt¬ 
ed them i the Itage ladies, llich as Lady 
Percy, Mrs. Ford, Mrs. Page, Mis. 
Kitely, Mrs. Qiiickly *, the City Ma^^ 
dam, and many others, the poetic pro¬ 
geny ofShaktiftarc, Jonfon, Maflengcr, 
&c., appeared In them. They did, 
it is true, fall a little into difrepute 
even in the reign of James the Fir It, 


becaufe a fet of beings, or rather of 
fpirits, clapped them upon their beada 
whenever they chofe to lail in a fievo 
or take an airing upon their broom- 
tticks I however, it is laid, that a race 
of thefe enchantrefles, who in their 
progrefs from North to South alighted 
in Lancafhire, having the faculty of 
bewitching every male that came with¬ 
in the feupe of their influence, brought 
them once more into fafhion. In 
the weird fiflrrs of the metropolis were 
again obliged to hoiil the high crowned 
hat in their own defence. *' Let the 
men," laid thefe haughty fair-ones, 

" wear what liu't of hats or caps they* 
pleafe, if they have Aiifered iheinfelvea 
to be bewitched, if they have melted 
like fwax in the flame railed and fanned 
by thefe lullic hoydens, no one wilt 
take them for conjurers. However, to 
prevent the iiitrufioii of foreign trai- 
torellcs in future, who h.ave by their 
arts, (imported for aught we know from 
Lapland,} feduced our natural born 
i'uhjeCts from tlieir due allegiance, w« 
are, to a woman, refbived, that the 
performance of incantations, the prac¬ 
tice of forceiy, and the progrefs of 
magic, (hall, within our own circle, be 
confined entirely to ourfelves.'* 

Having confidered this hat as politi¬ 
cal in a former era, and magical accord¬ 
ing to tlic royal Demonolugiltand Sluk- 
fpeare, but more correfily meiapbyfical 
in a latter, we may, under liie one or 
the other of thefe charafiers, conceive 
it very fairly brought down t9. the 
reign of Geoigethe Second, when, un¬ 
able to Hand againft the fenfible provi- 
fions of a ialutary ftatute f, it vanilhed 
from our fight though it is but candid 
to ttate, that it jiaa fince maite its ap- 
peil'ance in the face of day; whicii, 
confidering the critical period wbeirtr 
chofe to poileis the heads of the Britiili

The 
to which we have alluded had either been repealed, or fallen into dtfuir, before 
lie time of Doll Commoni or ws Ihouid have h»l the fame obJe<^ton to her head- 
drclf, 

t f Geo. II, c. 
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Ladies, (a period when the heads of 
more than half the men in Europe were 
poll'efled by ••••*,) caufed much 
fpeculation amongft tbt learned. 

It mult be ohierved, that the inter* 
regnum betwixt the times when the 
ancient and modern high.crowned bea* 
vers flourifhed, a fpace of more than 
fifty years, was filled up with fuch 
a variety of dynafties of preiendere, 
that it is impolTtble to enumerate their 
fpecies, much more to lecoid their 
names: the few that occur to recollec¬ 
tion we will give to the public, in the 
hope that this theme (a much more 
important one, in our opinion, than 
tliofe which generally agitate man¬ 
kind.) will excite the genius of Ibme 
far abler writer, who, fired with his 
fubjt-^, may give us a complete liiltory 
of rheie tegiimenrs, towards which we 
here freely eiiduw him wi'h all the wit, 
humour, and, if it docs not lie too deep 
to be extracted, .all the common (enfe, 
which he can find in thele Chapters. 

Having made this tibrial donation, 
(which, like the making a will, is a 
load taken oil' mv mind,) let us now, 
oh gentle re.adei I (for wlieiiioevei I 
fpeak in the plurd 1 take you with 
me,) nurfue the pleating (peculation in 
which we have been eng.aged, namely, 
the oper.ation of (.ifliion upon the heads 
of the B’itilli fair. 

In 4 he fit If inftance, we are to behold 
thefe capital parts ot the female figure, 
(like tliofe of Ophelii, or Mad ficb, 
or Cr.i7.y Kate,) encircled .ind covered 
with Araw. Accident has licqiiently 
given rife to cii'cuMil(.tnces of import¬ 
ance. I'he all'll milt ion of tlii< ai tii ie, 

i ierhaps originally a matter of ncc-llity, 
las fince iiitroduicd a very curious 
anil beautiful miinifa£>iire, uhich Was 
Ui'Vf^iially eltabliihed .it Diinlt'<ble. but 
which h.is lately extended to, and been 
greatly iiti|iroved in, the metropolis. 

. Straw bits, 1 have been info-med, 
when they fiiil, in the reign of Qoeen 
Anne, made their .ippearance, obtained 
the name of Churchills, and which, it 
is pleafing to conjeduie, they probiblyi 
derived trdlil ** each bright Chiiichill 
of the gatiixy.** Now if we conlider the 
variety of forms into which ftraw has 
been matiufnffured, the tafic that has 
been dilplayed upon it, the number of 
perfons, particulirlv femiles, th.it have 
derived fiom it employment, and thofe 
that have made it a branch of tiathc, 
we may fa'rly itate, that this apparently 
tridiiig article has been of nearly as 


much ufe to the nation, as, at leaft# 
one of the ten campaigns of Marli 
borough. 

When the firft rage for thefe tegu¬ 
ments ftibfided, they were fucceeded by* 
hats of a foreign manuf'a£hire, imposed 
from Italy, and therefore denominated 
Leghorn Chip. Thefe, eitlicr covered 
or uncovered, either ornamented with 
flowers, feathers, or ribbands, have had 
a long leign, and a molt exrenhve cir¬ 
culation j and it iS worthy of oblei va- 
tlon, how the diifiiidioiis of mudelt 
and immodeil among the fair-lex have 
been confounded in their cognomens. 

When thele hats firit appeired, they 
alTumed the appellation of the Salillury 
Cock. However, this title fell into 
difrepure, in coniequence of a circum- 
ftance which expofed the l.ady frem 
whom they derived it to the cenfure of 
the law. 

After they had remained for aconfi- 
dcr.ible time without any very diltin- 
giiifhed patronefs, the beautiful Gun¬ 
nings took a fancy to (hade their laces 
with them, and, of courle, every Lady 
who beheld thele exquiliie models of 
female pci lection, thought that (he 
wanted nothing but an el(>,a it cocked 
chip hat, with a large role on the left 
fide, and tied iindtr the chin with 
cheiiy-co.oiired rib'iands, *o make her 
appear as cliarmiiig as either of the 
lovely filters. 

Hats of this delcription were foon 
procured, and, in a fh>Ti lime, the 
M'il exhibited hundreds ot i.indid.iic 
Dutchell'es and Couiitefles, the liv.ils 
of the Hamdtons and Coveiitrys of 
• thole days. 

Wlut luccif's attended thefe fair 
warrioifi, (who in I'ni^ii jjreurr.trs^ 
which they loon alter liuiltcd, and 
kept fiyiii” in tveiy direittion, exhi* 
biied the colours ul every patiuii under 
ht'vni,) it i- iiiipolhble now to lay. 
Pait. puliiics in thole times run high ; 
and .IS the influence ot the female 
btad-pme in thele matters was foreieen. 
It IS hardly iieccllary to Kate, that the 
hat adorned with libbands, and the 
moitued hreaU-knot, bec.imw inftiu- 
mt-nts of conhdciable impuitanc'- in 
rite exercife of the eledj;i;y.'rancbi'e, 
apd the piucurfng to tK’^'tiapj^y'.. 'Jliyj..- 
a let of proper repielentatives. Maif'y 
fpeiimeus ot their fair we.ircrs’ lauiiaJae 
labours and exertions re this line are yp 
be Jetn and ItarJ at pictrnt, and it (!« 
moll devoutly to be hoped willlongcon. 
tiiiue to adoio and edify their country. 

But 
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; But to endeavour to recover the path 
Iroin which our admiration of ferjiut 
and things has cauled us a little to 
deviate. A.bout the year forty>four of 
I ^e lad century, a'l attempt was made 
once more to revive the war of the 
Rofes. There hats conieqnently took 
thoie ttations which teguments adapted 
to tiie lame purpofes had alfuined in the 
year fitreen, and red and white roles 
once more bloomed as the (ymbols of 
party upon the hdhds and buioms of 
the daughters, as they had before 
pdorned'.h :le of the mothers. 

A circumdance occurred at this 
time which thews, in gicat conten¬ 
tions, how impoifible it is to be mo. 
derate. At Bath and fome other wedern 
provincial cities, a party, or rather fei% 
of ladies arofe, who, with a view to the 
exeicife of that amiable and brcoining 
talent to their fex, that mddnels whii.a 
is the mother of reconciliation, adn^ted 
the colours and iymbuls of but h part ics, 
that is to lay, rhry adorned their hats 
alternately with b >ws and dreamers of 
'red and white ribbtnd., and dilplayed 
Upon them large bunches of ffriped 
roles. This laliiion f; read to the 
metropolis 3 and it was once bo|Kd 
that the moderation of its motive 
would have eiifnred its luccefs 3 but, 
ala»! the (word was drawn, the fan was 
braiidiihed, indmoderationceafed. The 
X.:idics that iiulinrd to either party be¬ 
came the ridicule of both; they ob> 
taine>ltheappellaiion of trimmtrjf which 
even in certain circum ranees attached 
to thiir hufbands and oth-r lelations. 

Whether the Hit uf this contention, 
like the Hre of icbellion that octanoned 
it, burned itfelt out, it is impofliblc to 
fay ; the chTp'hat no longer added fuel 
to the lliine. Soon aftci the ptMce of 
1748 it totally di^a!>piared,at lea t from 
C'cry dijtinstufieJ head} while under 
the pati'oinge of Fanny Murray, the 
tegument ot draw ob amedonce more 
p temporaly triumph. In this (he was 
p.dnred i>y Hudton 3 the metzotinto 
wav engraved (I think) by M'Ardelt *, 
and (lie was complimented under it* 
with MPo lines -f from the character of 
J*0' e*s K linda. 

Kit^F,j|hc;'s femey foon after took 
.jti/ea^hich tticceeded a fmall 


hat placed on one fide the head, and tbt 
fpace on the other filled with a large 
bouquet of artificial tiowei a. This ob • 
tained the name of Nancy Dawfon'a 
MW kick. What kick, or kicking, 
could have to do with tbt beaJt 1 have 
not yet been able to learn. 

“ Smart Jenny Potier” next led the 
mode, who W.-IS, I think, the (irii that 
in thole times, in her comic dances, 
mounted a feather 3 at which many 
modeft ladies were doubtlefs exceed¬ 
ingly rejoiced, as the ncwly. 3 C(iuired 
volatility of this tegument enabled it 
now to afeend from the itage to higlier 
circles and more diitinguilhed patron* 
efl'es. Accordingly, whether it was 
extended to the lize of a table or con- 
tradlcd to that of a faucet', whether it 
was (tiiped like a balloon, plain or 
coloured, plumed or unplutncd, co*- 
vered or uncovered, bedizened with 
ribbinds, bedecked with flowers, b::. 
dazzled with foil, or betrimmed with 
Itraw, it was generally comidered to 
have been invented or adopted by 
(ome lady of falhion,.ind conicquently, 
as ciicuinitances occurred, was dilfin- 
giiilhed by the appellations uf Devun- 
(hire, Kiitlaiui, or lome other of equal 
dignity, and equally beautiful and vir¬ 
tuous. 

Having traced the hiiiory of the 
female h it fioin the rudelf ages down 
to this pulilhed era, and pl.iccd it in 
this elevated and elegant fitiiatipn, I 
(hull take the opportunity, while this 
weathercock of falhion ivems, for a 
(hort time, to have become fiat ionary, 
to obferve, that bonnets, I mean the 
ladies’ bcudMlrefs lb called, (fur it I 
took notice of a tegument ot this de- 
feriptiun wori^ by iii.iles in one part 
oPthis Ifland, it would lead into a wide 
field indeed,} have generally fullwvmi 
the fortune of the huts, from which | 
underlfand they aie legiflmately de- 
feended, and, as it is nut very uncom¬ 
mon for the younger branches of a 
huule to rife fuperiur to the elder, they 
n*w feem to have totally fuperleded 
them. 

Thi^conrluding obfervation, toge¬ 
ther with its predecefl'ors, comprehend¬ 
ing all that was meant to be faid of 
hats, confidered as a very ornamental

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and gay part of the remale drefs, it is 
aliiioit abAird to add another word 
upnn the lubjeft} yet after Belinda’s 
lock has been mounted. to the iky, 
perhaps upon theiet and Aibjefts like 
thefe, nothing, however cxtravaganr, 
can be quite abturd. We therefore may 
view thefe hats in the light of meteors 
moving in erraticoi bits, exhibiting the 
moft brilliant appearance ; and after 
they have, from the molt elegant and 
polite circles, attra6led a Uiificient/re/a 
of /parks, their aamirers as fuddenly 
exploding, thus, as Archer fays, finilh- 
ing their career in a btazt, fuch as 
probably once induced the ingenious 
Pucliefs of Newcaltle to wiite a Comedy, 
to which (lie gave the title of ** The 
Blaxing World.” 

The period at which this Chapter 
commenced was moll particnlaily and 
pre-eminently diitingiiithed by the rife, 
importation, and fpread of a fpecies of 
Iiats, which from their (hapeanrl height 
would have given us the idea of an 
istvertedpan lometimes ufed upon firious 
occafions, which have nothing to do luith 
ike head, had not the enormous fixe of 
their brims in Come fmall degree taken 
ofl'liie fiinilaiity. The reader will an¬ 
ticipate, that I heie allude to the ele¬ 
vated and lolemn be.ivers of the Puri¬ 
tans, which, in the nge of Elizabeth, 
bad become a talluon in almult every 
pari(h<}hit)Ughout England, 

Thefe teguments (whether worn by 
Doftrin.ll Puritans, a feil that fume 
pains is now taking to revive, or Dif- 
cipline Puritans, whofe hats, though in 
another form, are now more numerous 
than ever,) were calcuKated to diirufe 
the deepelt gloom over the human 
countenance, and by tbeir f reffing the 
fenplfs, to give to the features thefe 
JCT Iiit“ of contortions which, in mere 
mortals, are fometimes (uppofed to 
proceed froln griping Hstulencies, &c. { 
but in the eleftand fanAilied, w'cre then 
known to origin.ate from the fecret 
emotions of the Spirit, which working 
tipwards, produced •••••*, and all 
that brotherly love and fifterly affcAion 
end • ♦ the etfefts of which were 
fbon after fo vifibla both upon indivi¬ 
duals and the ftate. 

With refped to the Court hats tliat 
a;ipeared during the reign of Elizabeth, 
thole that have made this important 
pin of diefs their Ihidy, wij! eafily 
believe that, in a great meafure, they 
alTunied, or rather derived their forms 
trom tiie cliarafUrs of their wearers j 


for this good reafon, that AOtbing tipop 
earth is Co pliable as a Courtier's hat; 
and therefore the moment that any of 
the fervants, perhaps knowing tho 
temper of the (^een, (we fhould (ay , 
the bumhle fervants of her M.ijefly,) 
had an opportunity to diiplay bis hae 
at Court, he endeavoured to render 
it perfectly oliedient to his will, and 
to mould It into the moft convenient 
form • taking care, at the fame tune, 
that the mode in which it was turned 
up or down was the inoft agreeable to 
his countenance. 

There is in this reign but one in* 
ftance of a hat becoming totally un., 
governable, and this was that of the 
Earl of Edex, which* it is (aid, the 
Queen veiy properly dilplaced from 
bis he.ad when (be gave him the bote 
of the ear fo frequently mentioned. 

If we confult the lefemblance of the 
hat of the Earl of Leiceller,as exhibited 
in his poitiait, we may obferve by the 
edges, that it was more flexible, and .. 
that its brim Teems to have been adnii^, 
rably contrived, by bending, to (belter 
the wearer. 

The hat of Burleigh appears elevated 
a little on the right fide \ while that of 
his fiicnd Walbiigham is pulled over 
his forehead, which every one knows 
is a lalhion that makes thi^ tegument 
form a convenient pent-houfe for thq 
eyes, and enables us, while we flint out 
obfeivr-tion from ou: (elves, to difeem 
ohjefls as in a camera obCciira, re- 
fie^lcd with every advantage of light 
and brilliancy. The ul'e which Wal- 
flnghain lande of this per ceptive faculty 
is now obvious. It was by thefe me.ms, 
and means liketlicle, wii'ch weie all at 
that time coneealpd in bis hat, that ho 
difeuvered the defigns of the Spaniards 
refpefling the deflination of their ini 
vincible Armada ; therefore we (houlil, 
from motives of the piirefl patriotilin, 
be glad to fee the falhton of this beaver 
adopted in the world above flairs, as it 
might perhaps enable fome of its inha¬ 
bitants, whofe nations are particularly 
'devoted, to have a clearer view of the 
* * * *, and of the Invafion, ^ich is 
fo much the fubjeft of converfation at 
the prelent hour. ' » 

The round brim of the beaver 
Drake, Teems the Horizon encompalTini* 
the Globe I which certainly is, by th»^ 
bead of the poiTelTor, moft adniirabljfi 
typiiied. The hats of Hawkins, Fro* 
bilher, Cavcudifli, &c., have (for

On the hat of Sir Philip Sidney is 
^fplayed a Lady’s glove; which, it is 
«rtain, fttongly marks the romantic 
* ^ILintry of this favourite of the Queen 
and the nation. But of all the hats of 
the time, the mod remarkable was that 
of^ Afcham, the fchoolmifler; (though 
this is a tegument that generally nukes 
a pretty drong iinprelfion on our 
minds;) it is like ^ cap moulded into 
a kind of pointer fpout, which he pro* 
bably, from his aifrrlion tor cock, 
fighting, called a C >ck. Whence 
douhtiefs the phrase ** to cock the 
hatfor the operation fo calird. or 
the mode of wea ing this tegtiment, 
([which both Swift and Addilon deemed 
in this mnntry peculiarly rharailcr. 
idle,) might have been derived. 

Piirfiiing this (peculation to the reign 
of Jun"s, we find the hat of Raleigh, 
which feems by no means lirta l enough 
to rcfid a dorm, turned up in front, 
and adorned with a gold loop and 
•button ; and while we behold this iym- 
bol, we lament the influence of gtlJ 
even unon the wifelt heads. 

Of the Court hats ot this period, 
thole of Cirr and Villars aie fcarccly 
worth the httaJi that encoinpallcd 
them. In favl, the band of the fonner 
Aon Id have liven placed in another 
fitnaiion. 

The fil’d military hats of any emi- 
neiice, and conlequently the laigelt .it 
th.it time, weic worn by thole two 
heroes. Sir Francis and Sir Horatio 
Vere. A large beaver then appeared 
extraordinary, efpecially on the hc:t^ 
of the latter, who happened to be a 
very little nun } but we conceive, if it 
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had been, w^iich it was not, cocked 
with more than pidolic fierceiiefs, and 
placed in a certain fiiuation, it would 
to theie times have appeared faAion- 
able. 

In thofe d.'iys of dale and (bleninity, 
the military, and indeed n'-Of/hat, icenia 
to have aliumed a peculiar form and 
dignity. It Jeems like mankind in 
general, fioiu the exteiilion of its do* 
muns, (tor (o its brims may with pio- 
priety be called.) .ind from its fubfi/tnee^ 
•which •wat Jelt^ to have derived addi> 
tional weigiit and influence. 

It fteins • * • hut it is too late in thia 
Chapter to introduce a digreflion Hr 
praile ot the modern hat, which will 
(as fiom Its conicquiiice it is inoft 
jiirtly entitled) be very l.irgely con- 
tidercd in the next, which will alio 
comprehend ihe hats of either Cliailcs’s 
diys, the repulilican and fe^brian bats, 
the hats which adorned the p.iresof the 
Whips .and Tories, thole which were 
dcfcriiuive or chaiadcriftir, or, as we 
(lioiiUI l.t), tiu/paii of dilf.-rcnr protel- 
fions, together with tlicir multiiaridus 
otispring hegott.n by that un.'.ccount- 
able being dpi ice upon tli.it luiit.ible 
nymph F.iihion j .1 couple sh.u, liiiec 
their union, have played mure tricks 
with the hull.-in loecics than could 
be det.tiled 111 fitly folios, if any one or 
mute gentlemen, fucli as canipile, or 
did coiiipik*, the nuigarinc t.ttte, 
was or were dilpofed to uiulert.ike fo 
ufetul a wo'kj tli.mgh 1 thould fun- 
pole, to ext cure it propeily would 
requite a knowledge of the mode deep 
ami extenlive as that which once pf.’r> 
vaded and animated the mind of the 
ingenious J.tck Adams *.

HP mannrr in w])*c 1 i the favours of 
Felila were conf-rrcd, matte him 
apprehenfive of ivounclinfr her ciclicacy 
too abrupt a declaration of his gra¬ 
titude; and the confrimiihefs ot'fliame 
atfo withheld him from implicitly fol¬ 
lowing The diMatea of his heart, which 
were, to throw himfelf at her feet in a 
•.•rnnlport of conleflion. 

Theic was fo much grace .and iimpli- 
city in her generofity, thit ir had more 
riheacy th-ni any feiitiiiients of reproach 
or reinoniiiancc, as it was at once an 
elegant (iitire on hiscondudl, and a ten¬ 
der inffaiice of her regard ; and it was 
attendvd hy fitch coufequeners as {he 
liad hoped would reftilt horn it. He 
was refolveil to dtferve the tcliimonies 
of fiicndlhip wltii li he had leceived, 
aird dctcriniiicd, from the hrtt moment 
of lilieity, to Ingin a life of honour 
and fbbiiety : nor were tliefe the mere 
refnliitions of one who was touched 
with an iin|iieiru)ii which in the next 
initant would ilciav, or yield to tlie 
lirit ti'iiipt itioii that fiiicecded them, 
bur the reioUes of a iiriii convinced of 
his millakcs, and deiinius to remove 
them {' of one whom a ilieadful expeii- 
ence had made wife, and whom an ami¬ 
able woin.ui had taught to found painuii 
upon principle. 

His firll itep was to repair the inju¬ 
ries of nudiirnal depravity, to difeng.ige 
himfelf of every dilfolute indulgence, 
and to attach himfelf to cha ‘er and 
more reput.ih!c connexion':: he regu. 
■ i^ted his t-x|ene$, and tonfoimcd to 
tne maxims of piudrr.tMl economy. 
Although 1(5* h.sd many tevere lliuggles 
with his palfions, he fcldom declared 
from the uniform plan he l>.ad laid down 
as his rule of i.ondii^, and he loon be- 
citne to detcit; dillipation, and grow 
more .and more enamoured of viirue. 
The progrefs of his ameiuiment was ' 
rapid, for he coniidered tliat' lir had 
much to do i and he w.as the more 
eai^eft in his rffoirts, as he had fome 
ep^bentions left fome other objeA 
in the interim might ruin thole flatter¬ 
ing prulpeCfs which the Chaplain had 
opened iipvin him. 

FelitA in the mean time was not idle, 
BSither did (be futier the ardour of her 
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bounty to fublide,'but made it her 
nefs to inform herfelf of bis motionsi 
and imputed his filence to the right 
caufe: fliC felt an happinifs only 
known to minds like her own,- as foon 
as Ihe heard of bis change of behasioiir, 
and took care that he ftould not want 
encouragement to perfe6f his reforma¬ 
tion j for (he doubled hjis fupplies, 
which were fieqiientiy remitted to hiini 
in tiie molt private and delicate manner 
by the means of the Clergym.in. But 
although Sir Charles had by no means 
an haughty or oltentatinus temper, he 
felt fome compiinflion and repugnance

his iinaginaiion, and be withdrew it 
with abruptnefs and trepid.ation» (b 
diffident is the mind when it is once 
reclaimed from the audacity of guilt. 

At length, however, Felifa was her- 
fclf (atisfied of his tincerityj and her 
partiality increafing as his principles 
became more an 1 more hunour^HTie, fhe 
began to wi(h for an interview ; and in 
coiilequsnce of thofe wifljpr, c^prelfed 
them thus upon paper te'oir Chaiie^,^^ -

«* If my little offices have any meri^ 
it lies i nly in the end they haican'- 
fwered, and 1 think them valuable only 

as 
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ts they bnv« nude yon fo. I was ever 
Afl^rtor to the common prudery and 
in&ncerity of my fex, in reipeft to 
tetters of tenderaefs) and therefore 
dull not hefitate to confefs that I wi(h 
T9 fee you) but muft infift that the 
interview (hail be upon terms of equal¬ 
ity, without recrinunation or acknow¬ 
ledgment. I am extremely happy that 
I now can fafely fubfcribe tbo hitherto 
concealed name of 

• « Felisa.” 

The Baronet melted into the tears of 
gratitude and joy over thefe lines, and 
haftened, under various agitations, to 
anfwer thean in perfon: it would be 
vain to attempt the defeription of a 
meeting in which all the gentle and 
grateful affections mingled} it will 
be fudicient to fay, that the fenti- 
ments which paifed at this vilit were 
indelibly engraven on their hearts for 
ever. Every circumftance concurred 
to render this interview irrcfiltible to 
both, and indeed both feemed to be 
4 ibdiied; for with a generofity cor- 
refponding with her former conduCl, 
after he bad again declared liimfelf 
in a manner Aiitable to fo delicate an 
occafion, flie odered him her hand.

As Sir Charles wasirturning home, 
lie (.tw a man who li:id on the fame 
lively with that of tiu- Countefs, w'ho 
bowed in palling by liim, and haltily 
went on I he had no Iboner enteicd his 
loilgings, than he found on the table a 
letter, which contained thelc lines: 

** Your addrefs .ind figure. Sit 
Charles, have cli.irmed me. 1 am nut 
(blicitous to know your (ortune, as my 
own is ample and independent. I have 
five thoufind pounds a year, and can 
have no other motive in communicating 
iuch a ciicumftance to you, than in 
making a voluntary offer of it to your « 
•wn difpofal. I treat you. Sir Charle-, 
as a man of honour, j (hall not eniuin 
your fecrefy j but renienilier, rh.i!

^ If hr had before conceived an ill opi¬ 
nion ui the author of this epillle, (who 
was indeed no other than fhe Coun¬ 
tefs,} he had now a convincing proof 
at once of her difpofition and delires : 
the reflexion which (he calf on the 
generolity of Felifa particularly awak. 
ened the (ire of his refentmeiic, which 
.was natiually keen} and while his 
lAdignation was yet warm, he wrote 
an aiifwer, in which he told her, 


“ That in whatever light (he might 
confider the offer of her hand and rbr- 
tune, he could not, for bis own part,

sia« * 

AM much obliged to you for your 
very polite and flittering attention 
to me, and to the piece which you are 
pleafed to regard wirli fo much indul¬ 
gence. It is an endeavour very well 
intended, but, I am confeious, very 
inadequate to the great interelts of this 
kingdom and of mankind, which it pro 
poles to aflert. 

I have feen, though too late to profit 
of them, your brother's admirable An¬ 
nals, winch may rank with thole of 
Tacitus. There is, indeed, a Ifiong 
coincidence in our way of thinkiuy. 
1 ought to be very proud ot that 
circumHance. If I had leen his per¬ 
formance before I had written on the 
fame fubjeA, I fliouid rather have chu. 
fen to enrich my pamphlet with quot.u 
tions from thence, than have ventuied 
to exprefs ^he thoughts in which we 
agreea in worfie words of my own. 

I th-nkyou too for the elegant poems 
which you have done me the honour to 
tranfinit to me with your letter, bo far 
as I am capable of forming any judg¬ 
ment upon French poctiy, the veiles 
are fpirited and well-turned ; and the 
author poflelfes the art of iiuereltbij^ 
the paflions, which is the triumph of 
that Kind of eloquence. 

I wifli, without difguiling my leitl 
fentiments, I could go as far in tny ap¬ 
probation of the general tendency of 
one of tbefe pieces, and of the policy 
of fuch publications at fuch a time .as 
this. Forgive roe. Sir, if I take the 
liberty of fuggelting to your luperior 
judgment, as well at to that ot the 
Emperor's advifers, that it is not very* 
eafy tf^fupprefs (by the methods lately 
nfed) what you call the inonkilh 
fury,” ^ithout eliciting fury_ of an- 
qOifr. L.%d Jv^ort of fury, which will, 
^rhapt, be round more untraflable 
yian the Other, and which may be car¬ 
ded to much greater lengths. In (uch 
h dilemma, it would not milbecome 
^ great Statelnaui ferioufly to confider,

which (of thefe furies) he has it in 
ciiarge to fuppurt, and which is more fa 
tal to the country which it is hisda^ to 
pielerve in peace and prolperity.

1% it le-illy his interett to have it under- 
Itoo.!, that he meant to repeat the veiy 
proceedings which have excited all the 
late trophies in his teiTicpriest Can it 
be true tnat he means to draw up the 
very tame flood.gates which have let 
loufe the deluge tnat has overwhelmed 
the great in nuicby in his neigbbeufw 
hood ? Does be think, if he means to 
encourage the fpirit which prevails in 
Fiance, tim it will be exerted in hia 
favour, or to anfwer hii purpolMF 
a h h a WbVit 
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Whilft be Is deftroying prejudices, 
which, under good management, may 
^come the fureft fupport of his go. 
vernment, is he not afraid that the dif- 
cuflton may go farther than he wifties ? 
If he excites men to enquire too fcru. 
pulouily into the foundation of all old 
opinion, may he not have reafon to 
apprehend, thatfevera! will (be as little 
lift in Monarchs as in Monks ? The 
queftion it not. Whether they will 
argue logically or not ? but, Whether 
the turn of mind which leads to Aich 
dilcuflion may not become as fatal to 
the former as to the latter ? He may 
truft in the fine army be has aflembled j 
*6litfine armies have been feduced from 
their allegiance, and the feducers are 
not far from him. He 4nay fortify his 
frontier; but fortrefles have been be. 
frayed by their garrifons, and garrifons 
overpowered by the burghers. Thofe 
of the democratic faflion in the Ne¬ 
therlands have always an armed ally 
more conveniently fituated to aflilf 
them, than the Emperor is conveniently 
fituated to alfitt himfelf. Would not 
prndence rather dictate to that great 
tiovereign the fureit mode of fortifica¬ 
tion f Would not prudence direCl him, 
I fay, to fortify himfelf in the hearts 
of his people, by repairing, rather 
than by dellroying, thofe dykes and 
barriers which piejudice might raife 
in his favour, and which coft nothing 
to hiscreafury, either in the conllruc- 
tion or the reparation. 

It were better to forget, once for all, 
the Encyclopaedia, and the whole body 
of the ecoKomiflSf and to refbrt to thole 
old rules and principles which have 
kitherto made Princes great and na. 
tions happy. Let not a Prince cir- 
cuisftanced like him ;weakly fill in 
love either with Monks or Noblel} 
*4111' (eft let him violently hate them. 
In his Netherlands he poflelTes the moll 
populous, ifiie bed cultivated, and the 
anoft fiouriihing countiy in Europe j 
a country from which, at this nay, 
and even in England, we are to learn 
the perfect praaice of the belt of arts, 
that of agriculture. If be has a people 
like the Flemings, induftrious,,.frugal, 
eaiy, and obedient, what is it to him, 
whether they are fond of Monks, or 
lore ringing of bells and lighting of 
candies, or not ? A wile Prince, as 1 
hope the Emperor is, will lludy the 
nnius of his people. He will indulge 
them in their humours t he will pre> 
|ervo them in their privileges} he will 


aft upon the eiraimfiaiieis hisftates as 
be finds them\ and whilft thus aftiqg 
upon the practical principles of a prac¬ 
tical policy, he is the happy Prince of 
an happy people. He will not cai^ 
what the Condorcets and the K3ynalu,< 
and the whole flight of the magpies and 
jays of philofophy, may fancy and chat¬ 
ter concerning his conduft or his cha¬ 
racter. 

Weil it is for the Emperor, that the 
late rebellion of the Netherlands was a 
rebellimagainfl ime-Tfalien. When, tliere- 
fore, he returned to the polTelfion of 
his eftates, an event which no man 
wilhed more fincerely than I did, he 
found none of the ancient landmarks 
removed. He found every thing, ex¬ 
cept the natural eflefts of a cranlieiit 
ilorm, exactly as it was on the day 
of the revolt. Would the King of 
France, fuppofing his reftoration pro¬ 
bable, find his kingdom in the fame 
condition ? Oh ! no. Sir. Many long, 
long labours would be required to 
reftore that country to any fort of 
good order. Why ? becaufe their re-__ 
hellion is the direCt contrary to that' 
of Flanders. It is a rs'veU if inneve- 
tien, and thereby the very elements of 
fuciety have been confounded and difli- 
pated. Small politicians will certainly 
recommend to him to nourilh a demo¬ 
cratic party, in order to curb the arilto- 
cratic and the clcr4cal. In general, all 
policy founded on difeord is perilous 
to the Prince and fatal to the country. 
The fupport of the permanent onters 
in their places, and the reconciling 
them all to his government, wilt be’ 
his belt fecurily, either tor governing 
‘,uietly in his own perfon, or for leav¬ 
ing any fure fucceifion to his pofterity. 
Corporations, which haVi a perpetail 
fucceifion, and heredit.ary Nobles, who 
themlelves exift by fucceifion, are the 
true guardians of monarchical fuccef. 
lion. On fuch orders and inilitntions 
alone an hereditary monarchy can Hand. 
What they call the demscratie r^ale in 
France, is laughed at the very au¬ 
thors as an abfurd chimera. Where 
«ali things elleareeleftive, you may call 
a King hereditary ; but he i8,vl«r the 
prelent, only a cypher $ and the fuc. 
celfion is not fuppo'rted by any^nalogy 
in the ftate, nor conibjss^a witlHai^ ,. 
fentiment whatfeever, exiiling in tiie 
minds of the people. It is a folitaiyu 
unfupported, anomalous King. V 

The ftory you tell of the Chartreuxp 
in the time of Charles V, may be troe»‘ 
k for 
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for any thine I know to the contrary. 
But what inference can be drawn from 
it ? Why Ibould it be necellary to in> 
fiuence the pecrole, at fuch a time ns 
to rob the Chartreuxi who had no 
^and in that murder t Were t)ie Char> 
treax that 1 have feen at Paris employed 
in committing or meditating murders t 
Are they fo at LaTrappe, or at the 
Crandt Lkartreufif or any where el le? 
Inferences will be made from fuch a 
ftory. I don’t mean logical, but prac* 
ticai inferences, which will harden the 
hearts of men, in this age of fpoii, not 
only againft them, hut againtt a con* 
hderable portion of the human race. 
Some of thefe Monks, in a fndden 
tranfport of fury, murdered fomeboiiy 
in the time of Charles V. What then ? 

I am certain that, not in the time of 
Charles V, but now, and at all times, 
and in all countries, and in the bofom 
of the deareft relations of life, the molt 
dreadful tragedies have been, and are, 
daily a£led. Is it right to biing forth 
tbele examples to make us abher thofe 
relations ? 

You obferve, that a fejiueftration 
from the connexions of fociety makes 
the heart cold and unfeeling. 1 believe 
it may have that tendency—though 
this is more than I find to be the fa^, 
from the refult uf my own obfervations 
and inquiries; but, to the thepry, it 
feems probable. However, as the great- 
eft crimes do not arife fo much from a 
want of feeling fur others as from an 
over-ftnfibiiity for ourfelves, and uei 
oter indulgence to our own defires, 
very fequeftered people, (fuch as the 
Cbarrreux,) as they are Icfs touched 
with the fympathies which foften tbt 
manners, are lefs engaged in the paf- 
lions which a'^itate the mind. The belt 
virtues can hardly be found among 
them, but crimes muft be more rase 
in that form of fociety than in the 
a£five world. If I were to truft to 
my own obfervation, and give a verdift 
on it, I muft depofe, that, in my expe¬ 
rience, I have found that thofe who 
were molt indulgent to thenifelves 
were (in the mafs) lefs kind to othenP 
than kSofe who have lived a life nearer 
to felf-denial. I go further. In my 
expcri^yce. I have obferved, that a 
.. V>v:>UNOUs Kf^efs of manners hardens 
the heart, at leaft as much as an over¬ 
done abttinence. I queftion much, 
whether moral policy will juftify us in 
•an endeavour to intere.ft the heart in 
favour of immoral, irregular, and illegal 


aftions, on account of particular touch¬ 
ing ctreumftances that may happen to 
attend the commilfion or the punilb- 
meut of them« I know poets are 
apt enough *to choofe fuch fubjefts, 
in order to excite the high rclilh arifing 
from the mixed fenfations which wiU 
arii'e in that anxious embarraiTment of 
the mind, whenever it finds itfelf in a 
locality, where vices and virtue meet 
near their confines—-where 
Mire fagaces falleret iiofpites 
Diicrimen obfeurum——. 

I think, of late, that the Farifiait 
philofophers have done, upon a me* 
dilated fyiicm, what the poets aaf>> 
naturally led to, by a deftre of Hal¬ 
tering the pafllons. To you, as a poet, 
this is to be allowed. To philofo- 
phers one cannot be lb indulgent; lor, 
perhaps, ladies ought not ** to love too 
well,” like the Pb^Jrat and Myrrbas of 
old, or the ancient or modern Bhtftu 
They had better not piiiliie their lovers 
into convents of Cartluifians, nor fol¬ 
low them in dilgtiiie to camps and 
llaughter-houres. Jliir I have oblerved, 
that the |>hilofi>phers, in order to infi- 
nuMti* their polluted aihcifm into young 
mind;., have fyllcticiiically llsttered ail 
tiieir paliions, natural and unnatural. 
They explode, or render odious or 
conteinprihic, that cials of virtnes 
which rertr.ijn the appfite. Thefe 
are, at iealt, nine our of ten of the 
virtues. In the place of air thefe, 
they Aihflitutc a virtue, which the/ 
call humanity or benevolence. By 
this meaiu, their morality has no idea 
in it of reltmint, or indeed of a diftinft, 
lettied principle, of any kind. When 
their difviples are thus left free, and 
guided only by prefent feeling, they 
are no longer to He depended on for 
pood or evil. The men who 
ihatch the worft criminals from jtiftice, 
will Airreiider the ntoft jgnocent per- 
fons to-morrow. * 

1 alTure you, Sir, tli.at this letter has 
been written fix weeks ago, given to be 
copied, and I really thought fent td 
you. Looking on my papers, I found 
my memory had betrayed me, and t^t 
you hwe an apparent reafon to com¬ 
plain of my neglelft. You have, in the 
late events, done yoiirfelf great honour, 
as I hear. Do not be dilcouraged. The 
value of fiich fcrvices will one day be 
known and acknowledged.

'PHE LIFE OF JEAN VICTOR MOREAU, 

GENERAL OP THE FRENCH ARMIES OF THE MOSELLE, THE RHINE, fec. 


*T'His eminent perfon, whofe fate will 
probably be d-;teimined before the 
publication of the prefent Magazine, 
was born in 1764.. Hit native place is 
Morhiz, in Lower Britanny, a (mall 
fea-port town in the neighbourhood of 
Breft. 

His father, as well as liis grandfather, 
was bred to tlie law, and was a Judpc 
in Criminal ('aufes of that place. He 
was, however, iu Aptil 1794, at the 
' inltance of the Committee ol Siirveil- 
lince at Breft, clenoimced to the Na¬ 
tional Convention by Prieur, then one 
of its Deputies on inifllon i:i that De¬ 
partment, as having favoured the efcape 
of certain emigrants, and remitted them 
money. He was can led before the re- 
volutionafy'rribun d o( Brett, and con¬ 
demned to fufter decapitation hy the 
guillotine: it is a remarkable circiim- 
(iance, that on the very day the father 
fulfered death on the fcairold, the (bn 
obtained a confider.ible vii^forv in Hol¬ 
land for his country, by the capture of 
Sluys, and the polieflion of the whole 
Ifland of Cadfand. • 

Moreau bgs four brothers and two 
fiftei's. The fenior is at this time a 
Member of the Legiflature,and Gabriel 
is a Captain of a Man of War Jean 
Baptiile is a Receiver of the National 
Domains at Bred: the foutth, we be¬ 
lieve, is a merchant. 

It has b»en obferved, with the view 
to diferedit Moreau, that he was un¬ 
fixed in principle at firtt taking up 
arms, for that in the fame year he d^ 
fendra and oppofed the Parliament of 
bit Province: but. it (hould be recol- 
leftedpthat in the (ccond inilance a 
Verf^pulai-vNIiniftcf, viz. Monf.Nec- 
kar, bad been taken into office, whofe 
view was to convoke the States General 
of the whole kingdom. In this parti¬ 
cular we (ee no reafon to accuse him 
ofadereliAbn of piinciple. Httob* 


je 51 was a reform of abufet: while tbj; 
Parliament afligned a laudable motive 
for its refinance to theniinifterial man* 
date, Moieau (food up for it. Tbit 
warfare began in the fpring of 17S8, 
and at this time young Moieait wat 
Prevot de Droit, or at the head of the 
Students in Law at Rennes. As he had 
an acknowledged influence over thefe 
young men, it was no difficult thing tu 
engage them tu take up arms in the 
fame caiife. They continued in array 
until October, durine which period 
Moreau was denominated ** General 
du Parlemenr." Count Theardde BifTy 
was the Officer fent by Louis XVIth 
to put down thefe infurgciits, and to 
carry de Brienne's nurpofes intoexecu- 
tion. No doubt de BifTy felt the un« 
p'.eafantiiefs and unpopularity of the 
errand he was fent upon, whidi made 
him tardy or indiflVrent about perforin* 
ing it i fur it is fcaicely tnbe imagined 
that lie was oui*generalled by a young 
man, who had hut jufl exchanged a pen 
for a (word. Be it as it may, Moreau 
cfcaped unhiiit by wounds, and at the 
end of ihu atfair was complimented by 
tjie whole covpi^for bis courage arid 
conduct. This w is a (pice of the mill-, 
tary rei-own he ha> Iu huiiourabljrancl 
peril,ully fought after in a hundred 
atfairr, the lealt of whi * wat a tbou* 
(and times mure hr>zarduus. 

Tltoiigh It cannot be (aid that the 
love of any ait wiit of ttfeifenable the 
artifl tu become a proficient, yet a pre* 
dileitinn (bi an ait or fcieiice will give 
the arttd or pi ofeiror a great chance tu 
arrive at exi'ellence in its cultivation. 
Many have been the infiances where the 
((udrjit Ins :ib.ind.,ned the dark avenues 
to (be forum, .and courted more adive, 
more (piendid repnistioii,in “the tent* 
ed field.” The ; e^is which would have 
been loB to rhe military adventurer in 
the times of ;Hacc$ bv to late an enVanen 

into 
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into the army, were quickly made up 
tor by the fpeedy advancement to rank 
of thofe who etnliraccd the profeflion 
from a love of it, and from a ftrong 
(tefire to obtain the reputation which 
fo often attenda it. 

^ Moreau, from the period above men¬ 
tioned, refblved to make the army his 
iaftiiig purfuit; and no iboner had he 
been polled at the head of a battalion, 
than he attracted the notice of his (enior 
Officers, not more for liis /.eal than for 
the unremitting attention he paid to the 
duty of the regiment. He had friends 
in the Cuntfituent Aflenibly and in the 
J^pnvention; hut the afliltanceof thele 
was not abluiutcly neceflaiy to open 
the way for a man of his ardent ima¬ 
gination and prudent conduct. 

The French were aware of the fupe- 
riority of the cavalry of the enemy tliey 
had to contend with : to this force they 
were llrongly advifed, by an American 
who made a campaign with them in the 
Low Countries, and was at the battle 
of Jemappe, to bring a more than uftial 
quantity of artillcsy into the Held. 
This fuggertion was adopted, and occa- 
iiotied a fudden and vad promotion of 
Officers : we atcoidingly find Viifor 
Moreau, in a few weeks, appointed a 
General of Divilion, and in as few more 
made the lubjcil of .in eulogy in the 
difpatches to the Convention from 
Richard, the reprelcntative of the peo- 
pie with the Army of the North.— 
Pichegru joins with the Deputy Richard 
in bis encomium upon this young Offi¬ 
cer ; and in his detaiis of tlu- fuccefU'S 
of the above army, of which he had 
the command in chief, iiiibims the 
Government, that Ypros was taken, 
and that he had given the command of 
the liege to Moreau. 

Soon after this,our hero was thouglft 
" ■WOTtiiy and cap.ib!c of being entrulTed 
with an entire army ; and a cominilfion 
was accordih^ly fent down to him, 
which diiefU-d him to take charge of 
that created under the name of the 
Aimy of the Mofellc.” Here let it be 
allowed the wiitcr of a ikctch of the 
military life of a man, at once great 
and unfortunate, to flop a maniert,and 
give way to tbote refiettiuns which na¬ 
turally aritc in his mind, on beholding 
a Citizen wiihinore thin Roman ardour 
yefterday lb ne.ar the Cefitti, and to- 
d.ay, alas ! itilt nearer the Tarftiam 
Kfikil! Ah I how many brave, bow 
many enlightened men has not this re¬ 
volution deftroyedl Ithas mowed down 


the flower of the French nation, - If it 
has brought into aflion fome of ’the 
nobicif qualities of the foul, it muft be 
confelTcd, it has no lefs awakened and 
cherillied the bafeft propenlities of the 
heart. It has blended the vices and 
virtues of the iron and the golden age 
together ; and the feer, the hiftorian, 
and the philofopher, are equally unable 
to foretell what the flrange amalgam 
will ultimately produce. But thefe are 
digrelfions, and do ^ot of neceffity be¬ 
long to uur fubjefl. 

The w'ar which the French revolu¬ 
tion occafioned was of a new genus. 
The theatre on which it was to be a£l- 
ed mult neccflarily correfpond with its 
magnitude. Upwards of twenty crown, 
ed Heads and Ibvereign States confede- 
nted ugainft the new Republic, and it 
was necelTary to provide a force to de- 
lend every inch of its ancient circum¬ 
ferential limit. What a field for action I 
—what a fpace to defend! But when 
war commences, it is not eafy to fay 
where it will Hop. Defence alone did 
not latisfy a reUlefs people, who 
thought themrelves aggrieved; and 
they, in their turn, from motives of 
revenge and aggrandizement, planned 
inv.irioiis and conqueils on lb gigantic 
a fralc, as leduces all the defigns of 
Louis the XlVlh to iniignificance. 

There being luch men as<Carnot in 
the Council, it was necefiary there 
Ihouid be fuch Gcnenils .is Moreau 
ill the field. All was new in imagina- 
tion, all mull be new in execution. 
The old fyllem of warfare was now to 
be exploded ; towns and places were 
not to be befieged in the old way. The 
main army was not to be halted, be- 
caule a fort or garrifon-town would not 
I'urrender; but it was to rulh forward, 
and leave only a linall detachment to 
watch Aich place, and check its /allies. 
In this lituation, finding itl'elf cut off 
irom all communication and fupplies, 
the garrilbn is compelled to Airrender 
to a portion of an army perliaps not fu- 
perior to its own. All this was unex- 
pefted i was not even dreamt of. Old 
Generals would fay—luch a thing could 
not be; it was contrary to the Ales of 
art for an army to leave a fortified 
place in its rear; the French, hoyrever, 
did this; for wldle the^left 
Quefnoy, Landrecies, and other ftrong 
places in that line of defence, in the 
hands of the Aufirians, they were 
over-ronning the Low Countries almoft 
u far as Maeftiich, thereby cutting off 
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Me retreat of the Auftrians garrlfoned 
iff nicb ftrong towns behind them.

—If, tfi-refure, the republican Com¬ 
manders iiave had to figlit w,(h able 
Generals, 1 c is not denied but that 
many amaiig them are not lurpafled 
by any in Europe. 

The above obfervation may l>e ap¬ 
plied, in an efpecial nvinoer, to the 
liibjeAof the preliat Memoir. Though

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we have a more fortunate General in 
our eye> we know of none in Euiope 
who iias etiuallv dlftinguiihed himfelf 
for vigour in attack, and vigilance in 
retreat; two qualities rot always found 
equally to prevail in th - iainc Captain. 
Moreau, more than any General we 
know, or have read of, ?<'pears to 
unite what is highly defnable, hut al* 
moH incompatible, vi*/.- the activity of 
a young General, and tiie piudence of 
an old one. His able and ruccef.>fiil 
retreat from Suahia in 1796, quite 
acrofs the Ivhine, (nf which wc ihall 
^beak more partituiarly.) h sriveii oc- 
cation to conipare him to Xenophon 
among the ancient ('iptabis, and to 
Marfliall Bellc'fle aiiiuii;; the moderns. 
We think, however, wl h a late wri¬ 
ter, that he delervcs more cicdii than 
either; for the former had to retire 
with his ten thoiifand (iretks thiougli 
the territories of a daftardly and eife- 
niinate race of peo;>lc, and the latter 
owed the Aicrefs of his letre it to a few 
ftoleii nipiches from the eiu-my ; hints, 
contrived to blend the laurels of vidlory 
with the cyprels of ictrcal. It is iui- 
poinble to ex|xitiate upon the uncom¬ 
mon qualities of fo gallant, fo experl- 
eticed a foldier, engaged in a caufe of 
fiich vjfl importance, and ferviiig too 
at a period highly momentous to the 
repofe of Europe, and not be led into 
reilecfitms which, ubttnidcdly conii- 
dered, may appear to have iiiuie rela¬ 
tion to the political hillory of the day 
than to the military achievements of a 
Ceneral in the eii'uny'.i fervice. It can¬ 
not, however, he uninterelfiiig to the 
ordinary reader to be i”formed, and 
moie ei'pecially to the M:iiitter.i and 
Governments of the Po- cr* in oppofi- 
tion to France, to recollect, that it could 
Inot be to the fkill and bravery of any 
General, or lill of Generals, that the 
tide of warfaH in 1793 and 179+ took 
a turn fo favourable to the views of 
France. It was, as has been b^ifare 
hinted at, to the 11 lods of recruits 
jncelTantly poured into the armies, at 
all the itiMons on the frontiers. There 
was but one enemy they could be faid 
to be.at even-handed at letting oB', and 
that was the Spaniard. No fooner bad 
the republican troops crofled the Py¬ 
renees, and dcA 'tndcd into the plain 
of Paiupelona, t:.an the haQ|^ty but 
effcmiii lie Sp.)i,iards, after a fliort en. 
gagtiuov, fi*d, and left their camp 
eqpi-'■1■-^ and'treafure to the invaders 
and l*,.oder$. It was not, thcrelore. 


by a conflifl with this race of pedple 
that the republican General could reap 
laurels and gain expel ience. No: )t 
wasagiinft Prullia and Germany that 
the i/ro militaire was to learn, that to 
give way in battle would be to incur 
double danger. The cavalry of the 
Great Frederick did nut often make a 
charge without luccefs, even againft 
the Iteady German. When, therefore, 
his M.ijellv of Piufli.i was informed, 
that the French before the lines of 
WcilTembiirg had itooil three I’everal 
and wcdl-dreffed charges of his heavy 
hoiTc without living wiy, and that a 
Angle trooper I'.a J not been able to pe- 
iietiate ifieir line of infantry, he re- 
folved to accept the teiiiis of peace 
ofA’ed by the Com.niitee of the French 
Gov'c. n-nent. “ It the Fiench,” faid 
he, wifely, “have in to Ihort a time 
addc:! fo niueli experience to their fury 
of enthulLrni, the fooner 1 withdraw 
from the Loiitcit the belter ; tliePruinan 
arms fb.all not lufe theit renown by be¬ 
ing faither foiled agaiiitt a rrenchman 
who thinks it a glorious martyrdom to 
die with a weapon in hi. hand inferibeJ^ 
* Libertc ou la Mort!' " 

This was the charm that raifed re* 
cruits for the French camps and garri- 
fons, as if, like Cadmus's fbldiers, they 
had come out of the earth 1 e„dy armed. 
Uihers, more chary of life, but juilly 
confkdering that their numbers mult in 
the end prevail againli order and (kill, 
(hewed an equal readincls to poll to the 
frontiers; whilft perhaps the gieateit 
number thought of nothing more than 
that the uniform of lilxrty, with which 
Hiey were clad, would prove an impe¬ 
netrable armour, and lave them from 
the fire and the fteel oV the enemy. 
With this allfsorical fbield, and which 
roved a real buckler to the country, 
ave we witnefTed luch a devotion, fuch 
a reverence to the call of country in a 
modern Frenchman, as could never 
have been furpalTed by a Roman or 
Spartan. 

But the illufion is fled! The coloC 
"Jal itatue of liberty is crumbled into 
dull, and its fhadowy image ei^n is no 
longer feen on the walls ofParis. The 
votouiaire is no where found ^nd re- 
Ipeffsd as the ariifed Cit^en, burdojiis 
Read we fee the mere foUat monti, c r 
the fantaffia. The conicript, and he. 
who ^ (ells his life becaufe it is worth 
nothing to the owner, are the only re- 
fources for fupnlying the army of 
Fi iiucc at the prefeut day with men for 

father 
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firt'lier conquel^s; and tliis hSt puts 
the conteft of France upon a nearer 
Itvd with its enemic':. However ge¬ 
nerally acknowledged this truth may 
jhcf it will not deprive France of the 
be-icfits ai'y country may derive from 
•■experienced Generals. If the troops 
are lefs inflamed with the ii.'agination 
of liberty, they will he more Mid moic 
the pailive inflruments of their Coin- 
\ manders. The trumpet of lihi r»y brings 
auimhers to the Itandard, but it does 
notrtwke them wb.-dient to orders. 
The Capt.’in who fighti tor renown and 
fortune would take the well-dif.'iplined 
foldiei, who is indiflV'ient to the caufe 
he fights for, before one whole head is 
filled with ideas of liberty. The vaft 
liavnck among the (oldicry in Ven. 
dee, and in thefirfl Aimies of the North, 
was owing to independence leaving no 
room for difcipline. 

Moreau will in all probability fonn 
quit the Itaga on which he has ucU-d fo 
brilliant, and at the fame time fo tulid, 
a part. If ilie Roy.ilills feel convinceil 
' he intended to fecond their views, and 
•not merely help them to remove his 
jealous encm.y, and t.'ike his place, they 
miy perhaps draw confolation in their 
dilappointment, from reflefling, that 
with his dellritriion Buonaparte loles 
his hell General. Such a iufsadds little 
to their ch'ince. It is not to be iina* 
gined tha^ Moreau would ever again 
take the field in the prefmt flat* of 
affairs; indeed, Biienaparte would not 
have trufted him. It mtift not therefore 
be laid, that the profperous Corfican 
will lofehia tight hind wlien Moreau's 
is cold. Buonaparte, like Briarcus, has 
in this fenfe a hundred hantls ^ an^ 
though the xeal which the amor patrue 
infpires is flsil, and the ardour which 
the flame of liberty commuiiicates to 
the coldeft breaft is extinguifhed, yet 
the advantages of experience remain 
with the French Generals. Winter and 
fummer have been one continued cun. 
paign; they have advanced and retreat- 
• ed on the fame ground over and over 
again; and this circumftance brings us 
back to thofe parts of Moreau’s condu£^ 
which Jjave proved him a molt con. 
fummate General » ^ while, therefore, 
we are enumerati*. /^valorous exploits 
which havtf added 1 a ^arecly to an em. 
pii^iufliciently et tended before, it is 
^ imticult to refrain fromfpeaking of the 
raihnefs and bad policy of tbofe Go. 
vernments which forced France to 
•flume fc beUifercBt w attitude^ and 


thereby reviving in that nation its an¬ 
cient love of military renown. 

The names and deferiptions oF the 
places and roantries winch have fab- 
mitted to the armies-under Moreau 
would fill a ('‘mfi'lerable portion of our 
Nuiuiier. His very retreats partake in 
no degree ofdefe.at; tor white filling 
back towa'-ds the left bank of the 
Khine, he took many thoufands of the 
enemy prifoners. A military critic hat 
fasd, hewever, that he did not aft with 
his accuftomed vig-otir and ikill, when, 
with his army near Genoa, he made the 
fruitlefs attempt to relieve Tortona,and 
was obliged to ixtreat to his former po. 
fition in Savona. But it mult be m 
collefted, that Suwarrow was then in 
Italy, and that to extend the French 
forces at that junftiiie might have 
brought the lame dii.'Ulcrs on the repub- 
licans as thofe wliich at length ruined 
the Kuilians. 

We h.ive mentioned that Pichegru 
made an eulogy on General Moreau § 
it hec.ainc the unplralant duty of Mo. 
renu, who had fuccceded his eulogift 
in the Army of the Khine, to denounce 
him as a traitor, fur having, like an¬ 
other Monk, planned the retluration of 
the Royal F.amily. He did not, how¬ 
ever, gain full credit, at the time, for 
the lincerity and willingncfs of thedif- 
covery,fince it wasmanii'eli he had had 
the voucheis of the treafon a lung time 
in his poiTelllon. Whatever might be 
the realbn lor his hefitating to iTnpeach 
his old friend and comrade, he conti¬ 
nued to fight the battles ol his country 
with unexampled courage and (iiccers. 
Like Ca;far, he might lay, venj, naJif 
<t«ci, as his difpatches for fbine muntlis 
after Pichegru’s retirement, which gave 
him the Lommnnd of the army of the 
hkirth, were fRicd with conquclls and 
captures. But the chief foundation 
Moreau's military glory w.is laid in 
June 1796, when he opetipd that cam¬ 
paign. He foi ceil General Wui infer in 
his camp under Fninkeiithal, and re- 
ulfed him under the cannon of Man- 
eim. By this fuccefs, K-eyferlauten, 
Newftadt, and Spire, fell into bis hands 
after feveral aftions, and thereby be 
was enlibled to effeft bis pallitge over 
the Rhine near htrafburg. KenI, the 
fort oppofite, was ill defended by the 
troops of the Empire, at the bead of 
whom was the Prince of Furfieiiberg, 
who was taken prifoncr, and thole ot 
the garrilon who were n«yt killed or 
taken were eafily cUfperfed, A lecond 
1 i i a column 
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column of the French army having 
croiTed tl:e Rhine at Hunin^iien, the 
AuRrians were obliged to evacuate the 
Bi’irgiii, wli-.-n on the 6tli of July, 
Moreau attacked the- AichdukeCi arles 
by Rwhadt, an<t on the 9tl) ncai Etlin- 
cn, and forced him to lerreat. In 
is lilt a^ion he niantrnvi-wil with in. 
credible vivacity and boldncls. He at¬ 
tacked the enemy ayain on the ijrh at 
Pfortfheiin, and cumuelled him to quit 
his ftrong pofiiion. He left his adver. 
fary no time to breathe, but purfued 
him,and fought him on the i2ih, zift, 
and aad, at Stutgard, Caiiftadt, Beig, 
and Etingen ; and .is Join dan's f'mt rfy 
lr.ad been eqinl to his own, they iiotli 
became inalfer.s of tlie Neck.ar, and 
could thereby l.iy the neighbouring 
country under conliihution, and tianf- 
port their artilleiy and army equipige 
at plciifure. The Piince of Wirten- 
bej'g was now obliged *t) file for peace. 

On (lie nth of Aiigult, the Aicli- 
fluke Charles relolvcd to rifk a battle. 
He attacked Muieau on his whole line, 
and, by forcing his right wing to re- 
ti'C.it to lieydcnheini, would h.ive dit- 
concerted all liis projefts, if Dehtix, 
who commanded his left wing, had not 
more than revenged the cheek. The 
battle iafted fcvenUcii hoins; and, 
though it was not buafled of by \U) 
reau as a viftury, it allowed him to 
take a vidtoricus attitude. The French 
army gaiiu-d ground for feveru! days, 
and on tlie 27th rc.)ched Munich. On 
the 3d of September, Nft'reau dct.iched 
General St. i'yr to dlflodge the Aus¬ 
trians from Frcyfingen and its bMifge, 
in which lie hiccceded. The Rle6ior 
Palatine was obliged to purchaA; his 
neutrality by large facrificcs in money, 
cloathing, and provificns. Notwitli- 
Handing thele great fuccelTes, and the 
'^HefeAion of the Elector of Saxony, as 




well as other Princes, from the general 
caufe of the Empire, yet by a numberpf 
cone urrent circuniftance, tie was obliged 
to commence that retreat, which, too 
w-'il known to render a detail of ii- 
nece/Tary, has immortalixed his name^jt 
a confuminate milit'iry leader. 

This fudden letrognme movement 
allonifhed every i ne who i« not fully 
acqiia>:ited witti the ilit:ii*rou 5 effects 
ofdi ‘i.iflcd Councils at home, wl-en a 
bnid miiitaiy Con upinlei- l:.istu.u.piOcU 
deploy! d his forces, Iloni an uuintet> 
ru',>itd inccehf'ul ent-er. 

ibit the Aiclulitkc h.ui much of the 
meric of caiifing :his ici e.=.r, for lie had 
contrived a bold project of turning his 
chief force apinil Joiiid:iii, who, un¬ 
prepared for It, met with a defeat: and 
Morr.m, ignorant of the dif.i>'er till it 
was too l.-itc to repai' it, adopted the 
wife meafiirc of tieading b.-ik his tieps, 
in ordei to fave his vaiu.tble army. It 
was the z6ili of October when he 
re.iclied St'ufbttrg, which four months 
before he had fet out from. 

This retreat of the Army of the 
Rhine turned out to be of gicat ufe to 
France, for it allowed the General to 
fend reinforcements to It.a 1 y,aiid there¬ 
by enabled liuonaparic to gain the bat¬ 
tle of Matengo. For fume time he had 
the command of two v.alt ariincs ; bu.t 
upon Hoche mking cha'gQ ot tli.it of 
the S.unbie and Nlenfe, Moreiu re¬ 
turned to the army of the Rhine and 
Mofellc; and again, on the soth of 
April I 797, croiTcd the Rhine, and by 
vigorous attacks obliged the enemy to 
quit Its bordeis, when for ten d.tys fol¬ 
lowing, purftiing the flying Auftrians 
tsearly to the Danube, he received a 
courier from Buon.-iparte, announcing 
the peace of Leoben. *

difehargethe graretiil duty ol prelidiiig 
at your public ixercilcs. Nly atten¬ 
tion, however, lias not been withdrawn 
from the progrels, interelts, and con¬ 
duct of this liiflitution. 'i'iie principles 
on which this Inliitiition is founded, 
the fpii It which it is dcligned to dilfiife, 
and the purpofes which it i.. calculated 
to accomplilh, tiiiiil enhance the iin- 
port nice of its iVcccIs, in pioportion to 
the exigency of every public crifis, 
and to the piogreflive magnitude, 
power, and glory of this Empire. 

In (hr difliculties and dangers of 
fiirci’flive wars, in the moll critical 
junilure of arduous negociations, in 
the Icfticiurnt of conqtieied and ceded 
Provinres, in the time of returning 
peace, attended by the extenfion of 
our trade, by the augizrentation of our 
revenue, and by the reftoration of pub¬ 
lic credit, I have contemplated this In- 
Hitution with confcKnis lAtis!.t£lionand 
with contiiicnt hope. Obfervingyour 
aufpicioiis piogie's under the falutary 
operaiion of the Statutes and Rules of 
the College, I have anticipated the {t.7. 
bility of all c'ur acquiiitions, and the 
fecurity and impiovement of cveiy ad¬ 
vantage which we pofli ls, ■* 

From tbrt fource the fervice may 
now deriv» sn abundant and regular 
fuppiy of public Officers, duly qualified 
to become the Aiccefsful inftrumentsof 
admintllering this Government in all 
its extenfive and complicated branches; 
of promoting its energy in war} of 


cultivating and enlarging its refources 
in pe.icr j of maintaining in honour 
and reTpef:! its external relations with 
the Native Powers; and of edablilhing 
(under a jiilt and benignant lyitem of 
internal adminiliration) the profperity 
of our Finances and Commerce, on 
the folid foundations of the afiluence, 
happinels, and confidence of a cunuat- 
ed and grateful people. 

Thefe weie the original purpofes of 
this fi'unda'ion, which was deitined to 
aid and animate the efforts o; diligence 
and natural genius, conte.iding with 
the detcl?ts of exifting eflaliliiltineiits } 
to lemove every obifacle to the pro- 
grels of the ruhlic fervants in attain¬ 
ing the qualifications requilitcfor their 
reipc£live Itations j to enlarge and to 
facilitate the means of acquiimg uleful 
knowledge) and to fecure, by fyltema. 
*kic education, fixed regulation, and 
efficient difeipline, that attention to a 
due courfeof itudy, which had hitherto 
depended on individual difpofition or 
accidental advantage. 

The ncreflity of providing fuch a 
fyllem of education was not diminifhed 
by the numerous inftances exifting in 
the Company's fervice of eminent Ori- , 
ental learning, and of high qualifica. 
tiun for public duty. A wife and pro. < 
vident Government will not reft the 
public fecurity for the due adtoiiniftn. 
tion of affairs, on the merits of any 
number or defeription of its Public 
Officers at any ‘period#of time>vlt it 
the duty of Government to endeavl^ir 
to perpet uate the profperity of the ttate 
by an uniform fynem of public infiitu- 
tion i and by permanent and eiiablifhed 

Law, 
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LTVTt to tranfmit to future times what* 
ever benefits can be derived from pre* 
feiU examples of wifdam, virtue, and 
•'earning. The fuppofirion of an tini> 
verfsl deficiency in that knowledge 
which this College is iilculated to 
extend, has never confiituted a fun¬ 
damental principle of the Inflitution. 
Far from refting on fuch foundations, 
•I'VS Inftitution could not have endured 
for Sit.* hour, it cois'd not have com¬ 
menced, without the active aid of learn, 
ing, talents,and virtues, furnifhed fjom 
the bofom of tijis fsrvice. 

The origin of this College, its pre- 
fentpi'orperity,and its beneficial cffecls, 
are to be afcribcd, in a grt-’t degree, to 
the affiliance which I have lierived from 
thole ref'i^eClable chai alters in the high, 
cr branches, and in various depart- 
ments of the icrvicc, wf’o by contri. 
bating their 7 e.:lous exertions topio- 
mote tlie fuccefs of the Inftiiuii'ui, 
have enJeavouicd to extend ilic hi m-tit 
of their ufctu! .icquilltions and of their 
idjurary eximple, and to coiitintic in 
the public f-.rvice a I'ucceri'on of n:iMii 
fimllar to that winch has dilHnguifhed 
their conduct in ihcir lefpediive lia- 
tions. 

With theft fentiments, during my 
abftnce from the Prcfislcncy, it v/as

As there is a 
falfe honour, fo there is likewife a falfe 
fpecies of bravery, srhieh putt on an 
air of impudent defiance,'bluftering in 
all publicafiemblies, derpifing civilities, 
and unawrd by the pretence of others, 
however they may excel in rank, in 
wifdom, or in virtue. Such perlbns, 
little anxious for the elleem of tho(e 
around them, feem to think that every 
body ought to be afraid of them, and 
look upon condefcenfion and modefty 
as unmanly weaknefies. 

*• There are many who fuppofe that 
their military career ought to be begun 
ViVh an immediate proof of their bra¬ 
very, either by quarrelling with or 
challenging fome of their companions. 
Hence they afltimea tone and air of inib- 
lenceandfiiir.ruihciency which difgults. 
A ludictous ftory is told of one of this 
defcription. General Guile going over 
to Flanders one campaign, obferved a 
young raw Officer, who was in the lame 
velVel with him, and, with his ufual 
humanity, told him he would tike care 
of him, and condudl him to Antwerp, 
whither they weie both going: which 
be accordingly did, and then took leave 
of him. The young fellow was foon 
told, by fome arch rogue whom he 
bappened to fail with, that he mnft 
fignalize' bimrelf by fighting fome man 
of known courage, or elfe he would 
foon bt'defpired in the regiment. The 
wung man faid, he knew no one but 
General Giiife, and he had received 
great obligations from him. It was all 
one for .that, they laid, in thefe cafes { 
the General was the filteft man in the 
tvorld, as every body knew his bravery. 
Soon afterwards, up conies the young 
Ofiicer to General Gcil'e, as he was 
walking up ahd down in the' coffee* 
hqufe, and began, in a lielitating man¬ 
ner, to tell Iiim how much objiged 
lie had bt'cn to him, and how feiilible

Ptelt the apofbecarj r-^Tht brave and 
the good avoid fuch as are dillinguilhed 
by the appellation of Fighters. They 
conlidii* juffly, that, though glorious 
to Ihed their blood in the fervice of 
their King, it Is dilgraceful either 
to give or to receive a dealh-wound for 
a Ample, and often an unreal, pim'tuf 
honour. 

In Letter XXIII, on Raillery and 
Slander, we find the fullowingjudicious 
obfervations"The moff milchievoua 
member of ibciety, he that is daily ex- 
pofing himfelf to infult and attack, is 
the Officer” (or any other man) “ who 
is born with a talent for farcafim, fatire, 
and raillery ; the wounds given by his 
tongue, like thole of the poifoned dart, 
are almoff alw.iys incuiablc, and they 
arc unhappily too often directed againff 
thofe who ought to be molt exempt 
from fuch injuries. Virtues, talents, 
merit, all that is moft entitled to ap- 
plaule, become objects of plealantry td 
men of this defcription. The tempta¬ 
tion of faying a fmart or witty thing, 
or ben /not, and the malicious applaufe 
with which it is commonly received, 
has made people who can fay them, 
and ftill oftener people whc.tiunk they 
can, but cannot, and yet try'—more 
enemies, and implacable ones too, than 
any one thing that 1 know of. Rail¬ 
lery exerciled upon an inferior is 
generally cruel} and mean and cow¬ 
ardly toward fuch as are unable to^ 
repel the (hafts which it has thrown. 
'If we examine the greater part of the 
vexations of life, we (hall find that they 
take their rife from ttiofe calumnies 
and ungrounded reports which we are 
too ready to propagate of one another. 
The fureff means of filencing ail inju¬ 
rious reports concerning you, are, to 
‘double your zead and aibvity in the 
performance of your duties. 

** All great minds pride themfelvet in 
a contempt of calumny. Mecenas told 
Augtiftus Calar, that if the reports 
propagated againft him were not true, 
'tlie contempt with which they were 
treated by niiri would entirely difi* 
credit them} Wbilft, ^ the contrary, 
(hould he maoifeft any uneafin^ re- 
i^u^ling them, it ^ould give tbemttif . 
air and importance of truth. Tibe¬ 
rius ^having written to this Emp^iV 
thUf It was necefla'ry to poniffi Eliah, 
who had f;[ivken contemptaonfly ^

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hit Sofereign, Augoftat anfweredy 
* We ought not to obey the impulfet 
^ puerile irritation*} and if any one 
ipeak ill of u«, fliould we not deem our- 
lelve* happy in being placed above the 
reach of the ills he feekt to do us r ** 

Letter XXX. On Gambig. ** it hat 
‘been very juftly obferved. that a pailion 
for play is the overthrow of ail deco¬ 
rum: the Prince then forgets his dig. 
Jiit^i the woman her modeliy j all men 
their duty f and in this purmit certain 
houn are fet apar| for ruining and hat¬ 
ing one another. To what a point of 
deraiement does the profelled gamefter 
reduce himfelf! Unceafingly torment¬ 
ed by his ruling paffion, bis conduft 
produces and authorifes the molt fcan- 
dalous fufpicions. To a man of this 
damp no one dare truft any thing tiiat 
is valuable, left he that has loft his 
own fortune Ihould encroach upon that 
of others. He is a fury that nothing 
can reftrain : the pay of his foldieri; 
the cheft of his regiment; the fortune 
of his friends; nothing to him is la. 
cred. I couhi cite to you a thoufand 
^examples of this nature, of which I 
"have been myfelf the witnept. I have 
feen young men who had brought to 
their regiments large fuins, lole, iii one 
unhappy moment, the whole ol their 
patrimony; and compelled to return 
ignoininioufly to their families, to 
f^nd thevremainder of their lives in 
obfeurity, wretched in themidves, and 
ufelefs to all around them." 

The fiibjeft of the next Letter is 
Driningi and the examples drawn from 
hiftory of the pernicious eftefts of this 


vice are fo forcible, that they cannot 
fail of having their due inftuenoc cm 
well-difpofed young men. 

The Letter on Sumaiiilj, confidered 
as a moft amiable quality in an Officer, 
does equal honour to titebead and heart 
of the Writer. The humane conduft 
of Tome of the moft renowned Generate 
recoided in hiltory is contrafted with 
the lavage cruelty of BuonapartI at the 
battle of Lodi and at the alTavU of 
Alexandria. Every kind of cruelty, 
and even of leverity, not ablbluteiy 
necelTary, fhould be Itudioufly avoided 
in the opeiations of war, the common 
horrors uf which are too terrible, with¬ 
out the addition of inhuman cond^ to 
the v.anquilhcd. Bi'avery and cSSmge 
are defcribcd as dill inff qualities, which, 
when united, conftitute true valour. 
Cvi-eatnefs of foul, firmnefs of mind, 
intrepidity, modelty, prudeiiGe,faortey, 
foieligbt, and the love of our country, 
are prominent virtues and ij^ualifica- 
tions, peculiarly requilite to form tbo 
chaiadcr of a good Britjlh Officer; on 
ihele, therefore, the Writer Largely ex¬ 
patiates ill different Letters.

purfues it through different eras down 
to the reign ol Louis the Sixteenth, 
179x1 and fo to the <* prefent dav," 
wjlpn he ftates the number ol thele 
uimappy females to be computed at 
twenty-live thoufand { a nuinhe- lo 
fmall, if we confidcr the lize and gene. 
nl profligacy of the city, that we arc 
led to appreliend that there are many, 
perhaps indefcribaUest Ailzrt nor taken 
aniotheacconnt To the o^ra*dancers, 
grifettet, and demi-reps, he does fuch 
ample juftice, that we think, in con¬ 
cluding tbefe obfervjtions, we cannot 
leave them in better hands. 

Another inftitution, fimil.ir in the 
benevolence of its idea to that we have 
juft celebrated, namely, a kind of fchool 
for the relief and inltruClion of the in- 
duftrious blind, attracts our attention, 
and indeed, when we confider the TTul 
blind iiiitruCted and initruCting them- 
fclvcs to read, our aftoniflunent and 
adini ration. 

With the ‘Tbtatrt tits As^s tt de la 
'Rtpidftief or Grand French Opera, we 
have no defire to interfere. Our Au¬ 
thor has, we have no doubt, given an 
accurate dcTcription of it i to which we 
can only add, that we think this ellab- 
lilbment has the advantage of ours, its

Dancing having, in this rritique, 
already occupied a fuflicieilt tpace, we 
fliall leave tnc merits of Noverre and 
Gardcl, thole fathers of the Ballet in 
both countries, to be difeufled by their 
advocates on either fide the Channel;

“ Whatever may lie faid of eftabliflt- 
ments of this defeription,” lays our 
Author, “ lor my part, I fee nothing 
in. them but the gratification of no¬ 
tional pride.” He then goes into a 
train or refleflions upon this Tubjed, 
with relpedt to which daily experience 
convinces us he is wiong. This ex¬ 
perience is certainiy not derived from 
nny obfei various wh'>ch we have made 
upon the Hotel cies Inva<ides, but 
many upun Chellea Holpital, to which 
he compares it, and upon the military 
chara 61 er in general. We know that 
the veterans in this ellablifliiuent are 
infinitely more comfortable, cleanly, 
healthy, and in ('very reTpcfl much 
happier, than the .ut-penfioners. His 
lagacity has deceived him, if it has told 
him, that men diiiike enjoyments legu- 
larly prepared Tor them; nay, he has, in 
another p.u't of this work, r'llertei the 
direft contrary, and ftated, that tae 
facility w-iih which enjoyments courted 
the appetite, was the 1 caibn of bis vio¬ 
lent attachment to J'aris} but it is 
wafting words to combat the imbecility 
of tlieie remarks, which, if they have 
any meaning, are only intended to ren- 
<Jer the men that nave fought their 
country's battles diflatisfied with their 
fituation, and to in3ke*'tiioTe that are 
now engaged no longer confider Tuch 
noble and munificent retreats as the 
defirable meed of aCHve and honour¬ 
able Tervice. 

The vai'ious Tcenes of which the 
Champ de Mars lus been the theatre, 
next engage the traveller’s attention. 
Their clumfey imitation of the Olym- 
' pic games, (which indeed comes much 
nearer to an Englifti horfe-race and all 
its concomitant confufion.) t^etbsr 
with a moft unilafliUil comparilbn of 
the TiStes of France to ^le Grecian fefti. 
vail, clofe this Letter; and are, in the 
next, the forty-filth, fucceeded by atr* 
account which, to literary men and 
artifts, we think ufefui, of ail the dif¬ 
ferent learned and fcicntific focisiiM 
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that formerly held their fittm|e in the 
Louvre, and which are now incorpo. 
^ted into the National Inditute} an 
cftablitbment which, it appears, has 
lately been re-organized. Italian mufic, 
the Opera Buflb. (a fpecies of the drama 
'that we confider as disgraceful to any 
coqntry, exc»t Italy,) next attrad the 
ndnwMtUM of our Author. Whether 
the French Government intend to make 
it an objeft of national concern is of no 
importance { thev have an Opera of 
their bwii j therefore,

On the prcfent fta^e of Public Wor- 
fliip in France, perhaps the Ids that il 
faio the better. The Autlier afliires 
vs, and we < annot cuiitradid him, that 
♦* there are at this moment, and have 
been for the hit four years, no Ids 
than fro n thirty-five to forty th jufaitd 
churches where divine lervice bus lieen 
regiil-irly performed through the differ, 
ent Derwrtmenrs of the Kepnblic 

‘ and that “ it is therefore a grofs error 
‘tofuopole that the ChriiH^n religimi 
was extinguifhed.** Yet al*honf,h this 
opinion is fupported by his abiiities, 
when we recoiled the tran'aflions ihat 
have occurred, not only in the chui c!i'*s 
of St. Eultache and St R 'die, not 1.1111)1 
in Parts,, not merely in France, but 
wherefoever French princi|>les have 
ope'-ated, or the name nf Frenchm.in 
was known, we confel's we Itill remain 
incredulous with ref'ped to the general 
ikodity of the hate.

The only tmUrabU jpUces of public 
amufcnient in P.iris, fcein to us to te 
the cotfee-huules, wuicli are a Uttlt like 
what they fonneiiy uied to be in L.ia« 
don { and as we are defiruus to give 
prai.e where praife is due, we think 
It to the I'uperior credit oi the French^ 
that, amidlt all the concuilions 01 the 
times, they have prelerved fume lo- 
treats for tnofe diipofed to relax, either 
from the Ceverity ol ttiidy or bulinefs, 
that have their foundation uposwODuu 
mon fenle. 

After the Gallic Goths had deffroyel 
thofe venerablt --itabriibnieiils, Oollegea 
aud Univeriities, and, by a f uiguinam' 
procefs, turned learning into air,** 
they begun .to iiiitl th.at the bright 
bijze which ii.id le.illy enlightened the 
nation was catiiul, 3 n>i that they had.

Connecifd in limre d j^ree with the 
theitre.s, as in the tl’cat'fs it is more 
p.*i!iiriil:i<ly Itiidied, is the cojlmme of 
the French Ladies, We unltrltand, 
that the rfvBlutiBH in their drels has 
liali tne cllc-^t ol the revolution upon 
the body politic, and h*s tended, like 
the latter, to fltenglhtn their ewftilulioa. 
N.iy, it Ins given them a peroral em~ 
boMjoitil, lint is, enlarged their tbtjis, 
which we think our Author admires 
very ir.tiLh. Oi the National CheJI, and 
what eft'e£l the Conflifatien has had upon 
that, he prudently f'ys nothing. 

' The only feat oi learning which fur- 
vived the liorm that crumbled her an¬ 
cient ett.thii(I)inents into dud, was the 
College de Fiance. 'I'his building 
owed its lidetv to the fame circum. 
ttanre wh<rh induces pliinilerers to 
avoid the mentions of indigence, bc- 
caulo it h.d nothing to tempt the 
cupidity of the cunventional and di- 
retWial banditti. The Author, in 
this Leotrr, fivoins us with what he 
terms the mod inteieliing part of the 
.hiftoiy of this fomiiiary, aiul, inconclu- 
lioni c>v.isn >t omit to compliment the 
pieca’dlrg ivO' io upon the yiatuitous 
oid'ulion oi knowledge which dillin- 
iiiih''s its fiunjleation. Attending to 
is account of tiic pielent Kate of Rcris, 
we Ihouhd no longci conCdcr the * com¬ 
mon we.ilth of le.iining,* or ‘ the re¬ 
public ot iiturs,' a$ metaphorical epi¬ 
thets. 

\Vt have already commended' his 
node of 11 eating diamatic tubjedls. 
This letter, the firty-eighth, is devoted

Funerals and Marriages (both which 
had, under the ancient regime, for a 
long feiies of years remained Ifation- 
ary,) have, in this now tickle metropo¬ 
lis, like eveiy thing eiie, undergone .'t 
revolution. With relped to the for¬ 
mer, F.if)iion (though one would almofl: 
think it was her expiring effort) has 
operated. You may now have a fune¬ 
ral drejfed in the Egyptian, Grecian, 
Koman, or any other liyle, jutt as you 
may a dinner. 

'i'he tivU act of Marriage (for it 
apjieais to be no longer a religious 
ceremony) h.is been completely revo- 
lutionixed. The perfons that are mar¬ 
ried may, it is true, repair from the 
Municipality to the parith-eburch, or, 
if they pUate, they may go there the 
next morning; or it is not incumbent 
upon them to go there at all t thofe 
that have a predeli^Ucm for ancient 

f nejudices generally attend. <* With 
ittle exception, the ceremony is the 
fame for all. Thofe that pay well are 
married at the high attar; the reAor 
addrelTes them in a fpeech, in which he 
exhorts them to live happily together; 
the beadles perform their duty; and 
the organiif ftrikes up a voluntary.** 
t> Two Letters are properly dedicated 
to a defeription of the Public Libraries 
of Paris, which are not only nun^rous, 
but, with Klpcflr to their colleftions, 
iinmenfe. 

A feries of ftnifter« vvents, and un¬ 
bounded plunder and peciUaeion, has* 
•thrown into thefe repofttories thefe im- 
menfe colleftions ot books andWanu* 

kripts, 
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JirJpts, which were formerly cllfperfed 
^er France and other countries. The 
decree of the Cooftitucnt Aifrmbly, 
that the poiTeiBoiis of the Clergy weie 
ftat/Me/property, increafed thefe ftores 
to fucb a degree, that the Committee 
of Alienation were obliged to iix on 
• many abandoned monalteiics in Paris 
as for thefe ftolen articles,» hich, 
our Author fays, " they t.\ved troin 
revolutionary deltruftiou."

Thefe are arcana which we leave 
CD the liigacity of this learned writer 


to develope; and pafling the Horpitafsj 
efcaping from the Phyficiairs and Ape^ 
t' ecaries, playing truant from the 
Schools of Medii me, and all the other 
Schools for the mafculine gender, we 
fhall jud oblerve, that in flightly treat¬ 
ing of female ed.iication, the Author 
feems exceeding’y difpofed to prefer 
th<' prefent fydeni; of which, in the 
voluptuoufiieft of tbe table, dancing, 
and didipation, we have, in the courle 
of thele pages, dated, that he admired 
the etfeas, both mental and perfenal. 
As we are near the end of our journey 
with him, and wilhto part Iriends,^ we 
diall not make one huilh obfervation. 
Indeed we mean to do good, becaufe 
we think be does amifs; and if he is 
a lingle man, lincerely wilh that he 
may never be pw^d with one of thele 
modern educated French belles in the 
lhape of a wife, not even with the 
Parifian chance of getting divorced 
from her. 

For the improvement of their tafte in 
the mechanical arts, and alfo in the 
fciences of every defeription, we find 
that the French are indebted to the 
Revolution. This our Author exem- 

f ilifies in hit defeription of French 
urniture, tapeltry, &r. The Academy 
of the Pine Arts, and the Confervatory 
of Arts and Trades, alio come in for 
their lhare of praife. “ While calami* 
ties opprefled this country, and com* 
merce was futpended, tbe inventive 
and fertile genius of the French was 
not dormant. 

With relpefV to the prefent ftate of 
fociely in Paris, it ceruinly is not fucb 
as to create in our minds any envy at 
their enjoyments: perhaps it would be 
poillble, efpecially for tbofe fond of 
gaming, to lind as £«/‘company in 
Loudon } but it would, generally fpeak* 
ing, be iinpoffible to find fociety under 
greater rellriRions even at Venice. 

Having fully analyzed this work, oar 
opinion of its merit may be gathered 
from the remarks which we had made 
in the exordium and procefs of it' In 
point of ftile, thefe letters have nothing 
SbjeAionable { in matter, Author 
has certainly fulfilled the prlmife he 
made in his motto. In tbe vaft ferietj 
of fubjefts which he embraces, there is 
unqueffionably foLnUmg to pleafe 
every onej the onl}’''^ieAion that 
can be made to this paft 
eutioa b, that be does not fri^j^ntly 
enough look bsck,aMt prefem Jms as 
h wasi bot pertnms be eras too''ancli 
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falcinated with Paris as it is, to be able 
t9 e^cercile hisretrofpeflive i'aculty with 
clcarnefs and perlpicuity. It will in 
^neral be found) that on the tnoU 
important AibjeAs his obfervarions are 
always brief, and fometimes frivolous | 
while as be proceeds, particularly in 
the fecond Volume, which we coniidcr 
as much inferior to the firft.a vaft nnra*' 
ber of minute articles and unneceflary 
matters are crowded in, as we conceive, 
to fwell the work.. Upon thefe, in 
order to fliew the llratagein to which 
we have alluded, wc have frequently 
obferved. 

There is but one material fubjeft 
occurs in the few fublequent pages} 
and that is divorce; upon which the 
Author gives us two anecdotes, which 
we fliall in conclufion quote: 

“ A young Lady fediiced by a mar. 
ried man found hcrlelf piegnant. She 
w.ts of a refpc^lable family. He uss 
rich, and felt the confequenccs of this 
event. What was to be dune > He 
.goes to one of his friends, whom he 
knew not to be oveiburthened with 
dclicacv, and propnfes to him to marry 
this voting pel fun, ii> coulideration ofa 
certain fum of money. The fiiend 
confents, and the only miellion is to 
fettle the condition.. They b.ngain 
for fome time} at lart tltoy .agree for 
to, 000 fr.ifirs (cirni 410I. Ilciliiig); 
the marriage is conrbided; the Lady is 
bro'ipfht to bfil; the child dies; and 
the (Jenfleinan fues for a divorce. AH 
this wsrx acconipliftied in about fix 
months. As Inch opportnnititi arc 
by no means fcarce, he in.ay in the 
courfe of a year prub.ibly meet witl^ 
another of the fame nature: thus the 
olKce of a bridegroom is converted into 
a lucrative fituation.'* 


The following Is another inftapce of 
this melancholy truth, but of a dilfer- 
ent defeription t 

A man,'about thirty-two yoari of 
age, well nude, and ofa very agreeable 
countenance, h.id been married three 
months to a young woman of uncom» 
mon beauty. He was loved, nay almolfc 
adored by her. Every one might have 
concluded that they were the happieR 
couple in Paris; and, in fail, no cloud 
had hitherto overlhadowed the ferenity 
of their union. One day, when the 
young bride was at table with her huft. 
baud, indulging hericlt in exQyjfing 
the happineis which (lie enjoyeuTarip- 
Half entered, and delivered to her a 
paper. She read it. What fliould it 
be but a fubpoena for a divorce t At 
di It fhe took the thing for a pleafantry j 
but the hulband loon convinced her 
that nothing was more ferious. He 
allured her, that this ftep would make 
her fortune and his own too, if Ihe 
would confent to the arr.ingernent 
which he had to propolc to her. ' Yoif 
know,* fiid he, 'the lich and ugly 
Mad.sin C — ; flic h.is -;c,ooo fr.mcs 
:i-ycar,* (circa 1*50!. Itcrliiig;) • flie 
will lecure me one-half of her pro¬ 
perty, provided I will nnrry her I 
ofl'er you a third, if, alter having wiU 
lingly cunl'eiited to our divorce, you 
wi'l permit me to fee you as my Icmaie 
friend.* Such a propolal Ihocked her 
at tlic moment ; but a week*s reflexion 
eireded ,a chanve in her fentimggiei^ 
and the bulinels was compleaTcd. O

French people of the prefent day and 
their forefatners. Our duty enjoins us 
to give a concife idea of the whole, in a 
xtaiTOw compals, with lively iketches of 
foine particulais moil worthy of a place 
in out Mifcellany. 

The baneful eifcAs of duelling, and 
.the excefs of the pr.i£lice in France in 
former times, are the fubje6ls of the 
firll Chapter, and, amongll other hillo- 
rical anecdotes, we remark the follow* 
infl'-*” Proofs were alforded to Hen¬ 
ry the Fourth, by above leven thou- 
fand pardons (/rttres iLs GnUcs) expe¬ 
dited at the t-'liancery, that within 
eighteen years, between feven and 
eight thouland Gentlemen had been 
killed in duels." And on the fuper- 
ftition of that era was founded this fen. 
fence I “The vanquilhtd was to be 
hung to a gibbet by the feet, his pro¬ 
perty confifeated, and his body denied 
’ Chriltian burial: his defeat, laid the 
ecclefindics, was the divine (entence: 
he fell by the permiflion of God, be- 
caufe his quarrel was unjiiA." Without 
reenrring to rclijgious liipeiftition, a 
hint is furnithecT by this anecdote, 
to ena£l fome public dilgrace for the 
hody of a man killed in a duel of his 
own fer'ting, when, from confelFion or 
( tinquellionabie evidence, it appears 
V<4hat be was the aggrelfor and dial- 
iM'geiy and thereby h3Z.irded the life 
of a fellow.fubje£l s let the body be 
anatomized, for the owner intended 
suurder, though he could not perpe¬ 
trate it. Duels at prefent are more 
frequent in England tl\^n in France. 

GaUantrj being a national charaiKr. 
iftic of the French, which no revolu¬ 
tion has altered, our Author exhibits 
the bod political confequences of that 
open, avowed, and lyftemattc vice, 
■which is qualified by the fmooth and 
gentle epithet of gallantry, in the cha- 
raders of Louis XIV and Louis XV, 
Its private effefls are Hill more perni¬ 
cious, and it never prevailed more 
oniverfaily at Paris than under the 
prefent government. 

The modes of gallantry common in 
the middle and lower clafTes of the 
people, and thole of the higher ranks, 
are exeinpn6ed in the feenes of two 
. ^ja raatic pieces written by living Au- 
and exhibited on the ftage at 


Paris: they are true Iketches of the 
manners and ftate of fociety in that 
licentious capital, degrading bo^i 
fexes, but more efpecially the females, 
and diigufting to every chaile and de¬ 
licate mind. 

** It is at Paris only that a young fop 
is feen, on the fame day, paying his 
court to twenty miftrelTes, and a^ing 
twenty different parts, with an air the 
mod forced and falfe, the molt imper¬ 
tinent and the mod amiable. Tender 
with the delicate, aVid fcnfiial with the 
voluptuous, he can weep without being 
ade£led| talk fentintent without emo¬ 
tion i torment without being je.aious { 
feign love the luoft imitaifioned, yet 
feel nothing but defire; iwear the mod 
perfeA conftancy to twenty women at 
once, and carry dexterity fo far as 
entirely to hide from each objeft of his 
flame every other attachment; while 
he renders public the lead favours he 
may receive, and infinuates thofe he 
has been ret'ufed. MidrefTes are confi. 
dered as a pretty piece of furniture 
taken from capiice, to be made ule of 
for a fhort time, then to be dilpofed of 
to any one who takes a fancy to it."

' 'To this account by our Author, his

To contemplate greatnelt, to fludy till 
we underttand it, and, when circum- 
ftances agree, to make it our model, 
can only be blamed when greatnefs is 
J'uHicd by vice : but to become its ape 
has fomething in it that fhows a want 
of original power. There are various 
traits, public and private, that difeover 
Buonaparte to have attempted to copy 
Alexander while he was in Egypt} 
Caelar during his Italian campaigns} 
and Charlemagne fince he has aflumed 
to hiinfeif the office and the powers of 
a ruler. When traverfing the fands of 
Egypt and Syria, he did not forget the 
Libyan deferts : Alexander was then 
his model. He placed a large ftatue of 
Caefar, allowed to be of excellent work- 
manfliip, fronting his apartments in the 
Tuilerics, that he might have it in daily 
contempidtion. Since the addition of 
Helvetia and the Cilalpine Republic, 
the power of Charlemagne, (extending 
over Europe,} and bis impeiial digni- 
ties, have inrelianliy iiauiiicd his ima¬ 
gination. Coiiful for life is a title fo 
poor, that it appears to have become 
intolerable to thought.'’ Let the rc.uler 
remember, tint tlieic accurate delinea¬ 
tions of Buonaparte's ch.'racter and 
views weie drawn two or three ye.iis 
before the ferviic Senate decreed him 
tlie Imperial Crown, And let the 
Sovereigns of Europe, or their Mi- 
nifters for them, beware—he has got 
one foot in the itinup, and, if fpeedy 
and aftive ineafures are not taken, he 
f'will in the end beftride all Europe. 
Emperor of the French will become 
as defpicable in the lyes of the all- 
grafping Corfican as Firtl Conful } 
and nothing iliort of Emperor of the 
Eafi, or the Welt, or perhaps of both, 
will fatisfy his unbounded ambition.

parte's cruelty and treaA.ery to a 
Milanefe Nobleman, who erpo^fed his 
caiife while h^.confiderfd him as a 
patriot and deiff'irer of his country 
From the thraldorl^*-,.^. a corrupt gw- 
vernment, but who aft#wics^;.hanged 
his opinion, and openly the 

Tyrant with want of good f ai^, a total

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4ercli£tion from the caafe of freedom, 
and with the committing, or counte* 
trancing, the molt enormous atrocities. 
On the lame ground, we have no doubt 
of the truth of the following ttateinciit:
